Anthony,  he  having  first  taken  the  Constitutional  vow  of 
office,  as  V.  E.  Deputy  Grand  Commander. 

The  newly  installed  officers  assumed  the  performance  of 
their  several  duties  in  their  proper  stations. 

The  Grand  Marshal  made  proclamation  that  the  Grand 
Commandery  of  Knights  Templar  of  Colorado  was  duly 
formed  and  constituted,  and  its  officers  elected  and  installed 
according  to  the  ancient  ritual  and  usages  of  the  order. 

The  Grand  Commander  declared  the  Convention  of 
Knights  Templar  closed,  and  the  Grand  Commandery  of 
Knights  Templar  of  Colorado  opened  in  ample  form. 

The  R.  E.  Grand  Commander  addressed  the  Grand  Com- 
mandery in  some  appropriate  and  interesting  remarks.

CODE  OF  STATUTES 

— OF  THE — 


OIF   OOIiORADO. 


ARTICLE  I.— Name. 

This  body  shall  be  known  and  designated  as  the  Grand 
Commandery  of  Knights  Templar,  and  the  Appendant 
Order  of  Colorado. 

ARTICLE  II. — Jurisdiction. 

Its  jurisdiction  shall  be  within  the  Territorial  limits  of 
Colorado. 

ARTICLE  III.— Objects. 

Section  i.  In  said  Grand  Commandery  alone  is  rested 
the  right  and  duty  to  superintend  and  govern  all  Comman- 
deries  of  Knights  Templar,  and  the  Appendant  Orders 
within  this  jurisdiction,  subject  only  to  the  ancient  traditions 
of  the  Order. 

Sec  2.  It  may  therefore  make  laws,  pass  resolutions,  and 
repeal,  alter  and  amend  the  same.  It  may  grant  warrants 
and  dispensations  for  holding  Commanderies  of  Knights 
Templar  and  for  good  cause,  amend  and  revoke  the  same. 
It  may  assign  the  limits  of  all  Commanderies  under  its 
jurisdiction,  and  settle  all  controversies  that  may  arise 
between  them,  and  censure,  suspend  or  expel  members  for 
wilful  violation  of  its  statutes,  regulations  or  edicts.  It 
may  assess  and  collect  from  the  several   Commanderies 
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within  its  jurisdiction  such  sums  of  money  as  may  .be 
necessary  for  expenses,  and  may  consider  all  matters  and 
do  all  things  appertaining  to  the  well  being  and  perpetuation 
of  the  Order,  and  exercise  all  the  rights  of  sovereignty  with- 
in the  limits  of  its  jurisdiction,  but  always  subordinate  to 
the  Grand  Encampment  of  the  United  States. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

Officers  and  Members. 

This  Grand  Commandery  shall  consist  of  the  officers  and 
members  enumerated  in  Section  I,  Article  II  of  the  Consti- 
tution of  the  Grand  Encampment  of  Knights  Templar  for 
the  United  States  of  America.  The  first  nine  of  such  officers 
shall  be  elected,  and  the  remaining  officers  appointed  by  the 
R.  E.  Grand  Commander,  elect. 

ARTICLE  V. 

Meetings. 

A  regular  conclave  of  this  Grand  Commandery  shall  be 
held  annually  for  the  dispatch  of  business,  at  the  City  of 
Denver,  on  the  second  Tuesday  in  March. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

Fees,  Dues  and  Finances. 

Section  i.  Each  Commandery  under  the  jurisdiction  of 
this  Grand  Commandery,  shall  demand  and  receive  for  con- 
ferring the  Order  of  Knighthood,  a  sum  not  less  than 
seventy-five  f #75)  dollars,  Provided,  however,  that  this  shall 
not  apply  to  petitions  heretofore  secured  by  any  Command- 
ery under  this  Grand  Commandery. 

Sec.  2.  For  instituting  a  new  Commandery  within  this 
jurisdiction,  the  fees  shall  be:  for  Dispensation  ninety  (#90) 
dollars,  and  for  Charter  the  further  sum  of  ten  ($10)  dollars. 

Sec.  3.  Each  Subordinate  Commandery  within  this  juris- 
diction shall  pay  into  the  treasury  of  this  Grand  Com- 
mandery the  sum  of  five  (#5)  dollars  for  each  Knight  Tem- 
plar dubbed  and  created  in  such  Commandery ;  and  the 
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further  sum  of  one  ($i)  annually  for  each  member  belonging 
to  such  Commandeiy. 

Sec.  4.  The  R.  E.  Grand  Commander  of  this  Grand 
Commandeiy  shall  appoint  a  committee  of  three  (3)  Sir 
Knights,  members  of  this  Grand  Commandeiy,  who  shall, 
as  a  Committee  on  Finance,  inspect  and  audit  the  accounts 
of  the  Grand  Recorder  and  Treasurer,  and  report  the  result 
at  each  regular  annual  conclave. 

Sec.  5.  The  Grand  Recorder  of  this  Grand  Commandeiy 
shall  be  entitled  to  the  sum  of  five  (#5)  dollars  for  each 
dispensation  granted,  and  thefurther  sum  of  five  (#5)  dollars 
for  each  charter  when  issued. 

ARTICLE  VII. 

Committees  and  Correspondence. 

Immediately  upon  the  meeting  of  this  Grand  Command- 
eiy, the  Grand  Commander  shall  appoint  the  following 
standing  committees  of  three  Sir  Knights  each,  viz : — 

1.  On  Credentials. 

2.  On  Returns  and  Work  of  Commanderies. 

3.  On  Petitions,  Grievances  and  Appeals. 

4.  On  Printing  and  Miscellaneous  Business. 

To  these  committees  shall  be  referred  all  the  appropriate 
returns  and  documents  appertaining  thereto ;  these  commit- 
tees shall  hold  to  the  close  of  the  session. 

The  Grand  Commandeiy  shall  also,  prior  to  the  close  of 
the  session,  appoint  a  committee  of  three,  of  whom  the 
Grand  Recorder  shall  be  one,  upon  Foreign  Correspon- 
dence, which  shall  act  for  one  year,  and  report  at  the  next 
annual  conclave ;  also,  a  committee  of  three  on  Templar 
Jurisprudence. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 

No  amendment  or  alteration  shall  be  made  to  these  stat- 
utes, unless  by  a  resolution  in  writing,  stating  distinctly  the 
alteration  or  amendment  proposed,  which  must  be  carried 
by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present.

To  the  Grand  Commandery  of  Colorado  : 

I  herewith  submit  my  official  report. 

Immediately  after  the  close  of  our  first  annual  conclave,  a  circular  letter, 
setting  forth  the  fact  of  our  organization,  a  list  of  our  officers,  and  asking 
recognition,  was  issued,  and  sent  to  State  Grand  Commanderies,  prominent 
Masons,  and  the  Masonic  press. 

Five  hundred  copies  of  the  proceedings  of  our  convention  and  first  con- 
clave were  published  and  distributed,  as  is  usual.  The  proceedings  of  other 
Grand  Commanderies  received  in  exchange,  have  been  forwarded  to  the 
chairman  of  Committee  on  Correspondence. 

I  have  drawn  warrants  on  Sir  Knight  our  Grand  Treasurer,  to  amount  of 
$266.65.     My  vouchers  are  herewith  submitted. 

There  is  no  provision  in  our  statutes  requiring  the  different  Commanderies 
to  make  returns  to  this  Grand  Commandery.  I  prepared  forms  for  returns 
and  sent  to  the  several  Commanderies,  and  in  pursuance  of  an  order  issued 
by  the  acting  Grand  Commander,  they  have  made  returns  of  work  and  mem- 
bership for  the  year  ending  February  28,  1877.

ADDRESS. 

Sir  Knights  : 

In  the  absence  of  our  Grand  Commander  R.  E.  Henry  M.  Teller,  it  be- 
comes my  duty  to  preside  over  your  deliberations,  and  to  discharge  the  duties 
of  Grand  Commander. 

I  am  not  apprised  whether  Sir  Teller  has  or  will  at  this  time  submit  a 
report  of  his  official  doings  during  the  past  year.  You  are  all  aware  of  his 
lately  having  been  called  to  a  seat  in  our  National  Council,  as  a  Senator  of 
the  United  States,  and  it  is  but  fair  to  presume  that  his  labors  in  that  field 
have  so  engrossed  his  time  as  to  prevent  his  being  heie  at  this  time  in  per- 
son, and  present  for  your  consideration  such  suggestions  as  would  enable  you 
to  legislate  to  the  better  interests  of  our  order  in  the  future. 

My  own  time  has  been  so  constantly  occupied  of  late  as  to  make  it  im- 
possible to  devote  that  attention  to  my  duties  to  you,  as  would  assist  you  in 
this  matter. 

During  the  absence  of  your  Grand  Commander,  I  have  been  called  upon 
to  perform  but  two  official  acts,  viz : 

On  the  eighteenth  day  of  December  last,  having  been  informed  that  there 
was  no  P.  E.  C.  present  in  Central  City  Commandery  No.  2,  I  issued  a  spe- 
cial dispensation  delegating  power  to  Sir  David  C.  Collier  of  said  Com- 
mandery to  duly  install  the  Eminent  Commander  elect  of  that  Commandery. 
This  dispensation  having  been  properly  returned,  I  find  that  the  order  therein

Your  Grand  Recorder  having  called  my  attention  to  the  fact  that  our 
statutes  did  not  require  returns  from  subordinate  Commanderies  to  be  sub- 
mitted, and  deeming  it  proper  and  for  the  interest  of  the  order  that  such 
returns  should  be  sent  to  the  Recorder  in  time  to  enable  him  to  properly  ar- 
range them  for  this  session,  I  issued  and  sent  to  each  Commandery  in  the 
jurisdiction,  General  Order,  No.  I,  requesting  and  ordering  returns  to  be 
made  and  sent,  showing  the  work  of  each  Commandery,  a  full  list  of  all  the 
officers  and  members  thereof,  etc.,  for  the  year  ending  February  28th,  1877. 
This  I  believe  has  been  complied  with.  I  would  suggest  that  our  statutes  be 
so  amended  as  to  require  these  returns,  and  that  the  Recorder  be  required  to 
prepare  and  furnish  suitable  blanks  for  this  purpose. 

And  now,  Sir  Knights,  in  the  ever-changing  drama  of  human  life,  we  are 
permitted  once  more  to  assemble  in  our  sacred  asylum  in  annual  conclave. 
While  many  have  been  called  to  participate  of  that  bitter  cup  of  death,  we 
are  still  preserved,  while  so  many  have  passed  from  our  earthly  sight  to 
realms  of  paradise  ?

If  the  charges  are  received,  a  committee  may  be  appointed  to  take 
evidence,  which  evidence  must  be  submitted  to  the  Commandery,  and  there 
decided  whether  guilty  or  not  guilty. 

2.  A  council  of  Knights  of  the  Red  Cross  may  O.  B.  more  than  one  can- 
didate at  the  same  time ;  but  from  investing  with  G.  S.  each  must  go  separate 
up  to  the  banquet. 

3.  An  objection  to  the  conferring  of  the  Orders  on  a  candidate  who  has 
been  elected,  serves  the  same  as  rejection.  The  candidate  must  petition 
again.  This  he  can  do  at  the  expiration  of  six  months,  under  the  statutes  of 
the  Grand  Encampment. 

In  this  decision  I  am  sustained  by  the  Most  Eminent  Grand  Master. 

4.  A  by-law  cannot  be  legally  adopted  requiring  a  Sir  Knight  who  has 
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objected  to  the  conferring  of  the  Orders  or  advancement  of  a  candidate,  to 
disclose  his  objection. 

5.  A  Sir  Knight  in  good  standing,  who  has  paid  his  dues,  is  entitled  to  a 
dimit,  without  setting  forth  any  reason  for  doing  so ;  provided,  a  majority  of 
the  members  present  vote  in  favor  thereof.     [See  page  II  of  G,  E.  Digest.] 

Page  eleven  of  G.  E.  Digest,  says : — 

A  member  of  a  Commandery  may  receive  a  dimit  without  a  vote  of  the 
Commandery,  at  a  stated  conclave,  upon  request  made  in  open  Commandery ; 
provided,  his  dues  shall  have  been  paid,  and  no  charges  are  pending  against 
him.

3.  The  objection,  by  a  member  of  a  Commandery  in  good  standing,  to 
conferring  the  Orders  after  a  clear  ballot  electing  the  applicant,  is  valid,  and 
is  bound  to  be  respected. 

A  "  Code  of  Trial  on  Charges,"  is  published  with  the 
proceedings. 

Official  notification  of  the  organization  of  the  Grand 
Commandery  of  Colorado  was  presented,  and  referred  to  a 
Special  Committee,  who  presented  the  following  resolu- 
tion, which  was  concurred  in : — 

Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Commandery  of  Kentucky  receive  with  pleas-

Sir  Gorgas  presented  the  Report  on  Correspondence.

Question. — Is  a  Sir  Knight  suspended  from  the  Commandery,  by  being 
suspended  in  the  Chapter  or  Lodge  for  willful  neglect  in  paying  his  dues  ? 

Answer. — Yes ;  provided  the  suspension  is  legal  in  the  Lodge  or  Chapter. 
The  suspension  must  be  actual,  viz :  The  Brother  or  Companion  must  be 
guilty  of  willful  neglect  in  payment  of  his  dues.  There  must  be  charges 
preferred  against  him  in  due  form.  He  must  be  tried  and  found  guilty  of 
unmasonic  conduct,  and  be  formally  pronounced  suspended.     The  same 
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course  must  be  pursued  to  make  a  suspension  for  willful  neglect  in  payment 
of  dues  in  the  Commandery  valid.  Actual  suspension  in  a  Lodge  or  Chapter 
is  Masonic  death  in  the  Commandery. 

In  such  cases,  there  should  always  appear  upon  the  records  the  reasons 
for  such  suspension. 

Question. — Have  we  the  right  to  reject  an  application  for  a  dimit,  either 
by  order  of  the  Eminent  Commander  or  by  a  vote  of  the  Commandery  ? 

Answer. — No ;  provided  the  Sir  Knight  is  clear  of  the  books,  and  is  in 
good  and  regular  standing,  having  no  charges  against  him. 

Question. — If  you  decide  we  have  not  the  right  to  refuse  a  dimit,  are  we 
required  to  give  the  Sir  Knight  the  full  recommendation  as  contemplated  in 
most  printed  forms  of  dimits  ? 

Answer. — No;  you  are  only  obliged  to  give  the  facts,  viz : — 

Asylum Commandery,  No.  .    . 

Sir  Knight  B.,  having  paid  all  dues  and  assessments  to  date,  is,  at  his 
request,  discharged  from  membership  by  vote  of  the  Commandery.

Question. — If  the  application  must  be  granted,  can  we  consistently  post- 
pone action  until  the  Sir  Knight  restores  his  Lodge  or  Chapter  membership, 
leaving  the  time  discretionary  with  him  to  effect  his  reinstatement  in  that 
body? 

Answer. — No;  you  have  no  right  to  wait,  but  should  promptly  grant  the 
discharge  for  the  good  of  your  Commandery. 

I  would  recommend  in  this  connection,  that  in  future,  if  anything  should 
occur  in  the  matter  of  willful  non-payment  of  dues,  charges  be  preferred  in 
regular  form.  The  Commandery  should  be  the  only  judge  whether  or  not 
their  non-payment  is  willful  neglect,  and  consequently  unmasonic  conduct, 
punishable  by  suspension. 

For  reasons  that  we  will  not  try  to  explain,  the  volume 
contains  little  besides  the  address  of  the  G.  Commander.

He  decided,  in  May,  1875  : — 

That  there  was  no  impropriety  in  a  Coromandery  attending  and  acting  as 
escort  at  the  funeral  of  a  Brother  or  Companion,  of  a  Blue  Lodge  or  a  Royal 
Arch  Chapter,  provided  the  invitation  was  extended  by  the  unanimous  vote 
of  the  body  tendering  it. 

He  now  says : — 

With  the  lights  now  before  me  I  am  satisfied  that  the  decision  was  wrong, 
and  that  none  but  Knights  Templar  are  entitled,  either  directly  or  indirectly, 
to  Templar  honors. 

He  submits  the  following  case  : — 

A  Sir  Knight  took  his  dimit  from  his  Commandery,  for  the  purpose  of 
uniting  with  others  in  a  petition  for  a  new  Commandery.  His  name  was  in- 
cluded with  the  others  in  the  dispensation  ;  but  previous  to  the  dispensation 
being  granted,  he  committed  suicide.  His  widow  afterwards  made  applica- 
tion for  relief. 

Query  first. — Where  is  his  membership,  and  to  whom  should  his  widow 
apply  for  relief  ?  ' 

Query  second. — Does  the  manner  of  his  death  affect  his  claims  on  Tem- 
plars, he  having  stated  before  his  death,  that  approaching  financial  ruin  was 
the  cause  of  his  committing  the  fatal  act  ? 

To  which  the  Grand  Commander  replied  : — 

1.  When  the  Sir  Knight  received  his  dimit  from  the  Commandery,  he 
severed  all  connection  with  that  body,  and  became  unaffiliated  until  he  de- 
posited it  with  the  petition  for  the  new  Commandery,  and  by  so  doing  became 
a  member  of  the  new  Comrriandery  when  it  came  into  existence.  Had  he 
lived,  no  further  act  of  his  would  have  been  necessary  to  make  him  a  mem- 
ber of  it. 

2.  No  Commandery,  except  the  one  within  whose  jurisdiction  the  appli- 
cant resides,  can  act  advisedly  in  the  matter  of  bestowing  charity. 

3.  No  charges  have  been  preferred  against  the  deceased  Sir  Knight,  hence 
his  record  shows  that  he  died  in  good  standing  in  the  Order. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Templar  Law,  was 
adopted. 

It  agrees  with  the  Grand  Commander  in  his  first  deci- 
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sion ;  as  to  the  second,  says,  that  the  Sir  Knight  was  at 
the  time  of  his  death  a  non-affiliate  in  regular  standing. 

P.  G.  C.  John  K  Fulson  was  authorized  to  procure  the 
authorized  work  of  the  Grand  Encampment  of  the  United 
States. 

I  hope  he  will  succeed  in  procuring  it 

Sir  P.  M.  Savery  presented  the  Report  on  Correspond- 
ence.    Colorado  not  noticed.

That  the  fees  should  be  paid,  in  all  cases,  before  the  Orders  can  be 
conferred. 

2.  What  is  the  status  of  Sir  Knights,  members  of  one  Commandery,  who 
have  signed  application  for  dispensation  for  new  Commandery,  after  new 
Commandery  shall  have  been  chartered  ?  These  same  Sir  Knights  being  in 
arrears  for  dues  to  first  Commandery,  what  action  can  be  taken  to  clear 
them  on  the  books  of  said  body  ? 

Answer. — The  new  Commandery  being  chartered,  the  petitioners  for  dis- 
pensation become  members  thereof,  without  dimit  from  first  Commandery  ; 
and  to  collect  dues  for  which  these  members  were  in  arrears,  it  would  be 
competent  to  prefer  charges  against  them  in  the  newly  chartered  body  for 
non-payment  of  dues. 

The  decisions  were  approved  by  the  Grand  Commandery. 

Would  it  not  be  well  to  require  petitioners,  members  of 
other  Commanderies,  to  send  with  the  petition  receipts 
from  their  Commanderies  showing  their  dues  paid  until 
the  next  annual  conclave  ? 

Sir  George  Frank  Gouley,  Grand  Recorder,  owing  to 
severe  illness,  was  unable  to  be  present. 

The  Grand  Commandery  unanimously  voted  the  sympa- 
thy of  the  Grand  Body  to  him,  and  ordered  the  same  to 
be  certified  to  him. 
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"Welch's  Tactics  and  Drill/'  except  the  manner  of 
forming  triangle  in  the  Asylum,  was  adopted. 

The  Report  on  Correspondence,  by  Sir  Gonley,  is  very 
short.  He  was  confined  to  his  bed  and  room  for  months 
by  severe  illness.     Our  circular  letter  is  published  in  full. 

The  following,  submitted  by  the  Committee  on  Corres- 
pondence, was  adopted : — 

Whereas,  A  Grand  Commandery  has  been  formed  in  Colorado,  in  a  reg- 
ular and  constitutional  manner,  and  under  the  authority  of  the  Grand  Master

Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Commandery  of  Knights  Templar  of  the  State 
of  Missouri  hereby  extends  to  the  Grand  Commandery  Knights  Templar  of 
Colorado,  a  full  and  knightly  recognition,  wishing  for  our  youngest  sister  a 
long  and  prosperous  life  of  peace  and  usefulness.

He  decided : — 

The  act  of  creating  a  Knight  Templar  makes  him  ipso  facto  a  member  of 
the  Commandery.  His  neglect  or  refusal  to  sign  the  By-Laws,  is  simply  the 
neglect  or  refusal  of  a  plain  duty.     He  is  none  the  less  bound  to  obey  them. 

Every  Sir  Knight  who  pays  his  dues  in  full,  is  entitled  to  a  dimit,  pro- 
vided he  is  in  good  standing  and  not  under  charges.  If,  after  ten  days  notice, 
a  Sir  Knight  refuses  to  pay  his  dues,  he  may  be  suspended. 

The  Grand  Commander  has  no  power  to  modify  or  suspend  a  Statute  or 
Regulation  of  the  Grand  Commandery.  It  is  not  his  province  to  make  laws, 
but  simply  to  enfoice  them. 

The  consent  of  the  Grand  Commander  is  not  necessary  to  enable  subordi- 
nate Commanderies  to  waive  jurisdiction  over  material,  nor  is  ib  required 
additionally. 

Where  an  appointed  officer  of  a  Commandery  is  habitually  absent  from  his 
post,  the  Commander  may  either  displace  him,  or  he  may  appoint  a  competent 
frater  to  discharge  his  duties,  pro  tern.  In  the  latter  case,  the  actual  officer 
when  present,  would  displace  the  substitute. 

If  he  can  displace  an  appointed  of  officer,  why  not  an 
elected  one? 

It  is  improper  for  a  Masonic  Body  to  parade  on  other  than  exclusively 
Masonic  occasions. 

An  assessment  upon  the  membership  to  pay  the  expenses  of  an  entertain- 
ment cannot  be  maintained. 
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A  By-Law,  rendering  ineligible  to  office  by  election  or  appointment,  ond^ 
who  has  not  paid  his  dues,  is  valid  under  the  Statutes,  and  may  be  enforced] 

Suspension  for  non-payment  of  dues  only,  by  Lodge  or  Chapter,  does  no! 
effect  the  standing  of  a  Knight  Templar. 

The  decisions  were  adopted  by  the  Grand  Conimandery. 

Sir  Robert  Macoy,  Grand  Recorder,  having  completed 
twenty-five  years  continuous  service  in  that  office,  presents 
some  interesting  reminiscences  of  the  long  period  elapsed 
since  the  records  were  officially  placed  in  his  keeping.

CODE  OF  STATUTES 

OF — 


OF   COLOBADO. 


ARTICLE  I.— Name. 

This  body  shall  be  known  and  designated  as  the  Grand 
Commandery  of  Knights  Templar,  and  the  Appendant 
Orders  of  Colorado. 

ARTICLE  II. — Jurisdiction. 

Its  jurisdiction  shall  be  within  the  Territorial  limits  of 
Colorado. 

ARTICLE  III.— Objects. 

Section  i.  In  said  Grand  Commandery  alone  is  vested 
the  right  and  duty  to  superintend  and  govern  all  Comman- 
deries  of  Knights  Templar,  and  the  Appendant  Orders 
within  this  jurisdiction,  subject  only  to  the  ancient  traditions 
of  the  Order. 

Sec.  2.  It  may  therefore  make  laws,  pass  regulations,  and 
repeal,  alter  and  amend  the  same.  It  may  grant  warrants 
and  dispensations  for  holding  Commanderies  of  Knights 
Templar  and  for  good  cause,  annul  and  revoke  the  same. 
It  may  assign  the  limits  of  all  Commanderies  under  its 
jurisdiction,  and  sqttle  all  controversies  that  may  arise 
between  them,  and  censure,  suspend  or  expel  members  for 
willful  violation  of  its  statutes,  regulations  or  edicts.      It 
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may  assess  and  collect  from  the  several  Commanderies 
within  its  jurisdiction  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be 
necessary  for  expenses,  and  may  consider  all  matters  and 
do  all  things  appertaining  to  the  well  being  and  perpetuation 
of  the  Order,  and  exercise  all  the  rights  of  sovereignty  with- 
in the  limits  of  its  jurisdiction,  but  always  subordinate  to 
the  Grand  Encampment  of  the  United  States. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

Officers  and  Members. 

This  Grand  Commandery  shall  consist  of  the  officers  and 
members  enumerated'in  Section  I,  Article  II  of  the  Consti- 
tution of  the  Grand  Encampment  of  Knights  Templar  for 
the  United  States  of  America.  The  first  nine  of  such  officers 
shall  be  elected,  and  the  remaining  officers  appointed  by  the 
R.  E.  Grand  Commander,  elect. 

ARTICLE  V. 

Meetings. 

A  regular  conclave  of  this  Grand  Commandery  shall  be 
held  on  the  Friday  succeeding  the  third  Tuesday  of  Sep- 
tember, 1878,  at  the  City  of  Denver,  for  the  dispatch  of 
business,  and  annually  thereafter  on  the  Friday  succeeding 
the  third  Tuesday  of  September. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

Fees,  Dues  and  Finances. 

Section  i.  Each  Commandery  under  the  jurisdiction  of 
this  Grand  Commandery,  shall  demand  and  receive  for  con- 
ferring the  Order  of  Knighthood,  a  sum  not  less  than 
seventy-five  ($75)  dollars,  Provided,  however,  that  this  shall 
not  apply  to  petitions  heretofore  received  by  any  Command- 
ery under  this  Grand  Commandery. 

Sec.  2.  For  instituting  a  new  Commandery  within  this 
jurisdiction,  the  fees  shall  be:  for  Dispensation,  ninety  ($90) 
dollars,  and  for  Charter  the  further  sum  often  (#10)  dollars. 
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Sec.  3.  Each  subordinate  Commandery  within  this  juris- 
diction, shall  pay  into  the  Treasury  of  this  Grand  Com- 
mandero  the  sum  of  three  (#3)  dollars  for  each  Knight  Tem- 
plar dubbed  and  created  in  such  Commandery;  and  the 
further  sum  of  fifty  cents  annually  for  each  member  belong- 
ing to  such  Commandery.  Every  subordinate  Commandery 
shall  make  annual  returns,  to  include  all  work  done  since 
the  date  of  their  last  returns  ;  a  list  of  officers,  and  an  al- 
phabetical list  of  members,  and  return  the  same  to  the 
Grand  Recorder  with  their  dues,  at  least  ten  days  before 
each  annual  conclave. 

Sec.  4.  The  R.  E.  Grand  Commander  of  this  Grand 
Commandery  shall  appoint  a  committee  of  three  (3)  Sir 
Knights,  members  of  this  Grand  Commandery,  who  shall, 
as  a  Committee  on  Finance,  inspect  and  audit  the  accounts 
of  the  Grand  Recorder  and  Treasurer,  and  report  the  result 
at  each  regular  annual  conclave. 

Sec.  5.  The  Grand  Recorder  of  this  Grand  Commandery 
shall  be  entitled  to  the  sum  of  five  ($5)  dollars  for  each 
dispensation  granted,  and  the  further  sum  of  five  ($5)  dollars 
for  each  charter  when  issued. 

ARTICLE  VII. 

Committees  and  Correspondence. 

Immediately  upon  the  meeting  of  this  Grand  Command- 
ery, the  Grand  Commander  shall  appoint  the  following 
standing  committees  of  three  Sir  Knights  each,  viz : — 

1.  On  Credentials. 

2.  On  Returns  and  Work  of  Commanderies. 

3.  On  Petitions,  Grievances  and  Appeals. 

4.  On  Printing  and  Miscellaneous  Business. 

To  these  committees  shall  be  referred  all  the  appropriate 
returns  and  documents  appertaining  thereto;  these  commit- 
tees shall  hold  to  the  close  of  the  session. 

The  Grand  Commandery  shall  also,  prior  to  the  close  of 
the   session,   appoint  a  committee  of  three,  of  whom  the 
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Grand  Recorder  shall  be  one,  upon  Foreign  Correspon- 
dence, which  shall  act  for  one  year,  and  report  at  the  next 
annual  conclave;  also,  a  committee  of  three  on  Templar 
Jurisprudence. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 

No  amendment  or  alteration  shall  be  made  to  these  stat- 
utes, unless  by  a  resolution  in  writing,  stating  distinctly  the 
alteration  or  amendment  proposed,  which  must  be  carried 
by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present.

Our  late  official  associate,  Sir  Knight  Orrin  Welch,  was  a  Christian 
gentleman  and  upright  citizen,  a  distinguished  Freemason,  and  an  eminent 
and  chivalrous  Knight  Templar.  These  high  attributes  won  for  him,  while 
living,  the  esteem  and  confidence  of  all  with  whom  he  came  in  contact,  and 
will  plant  a  living  monument  in  the  hearts  of  all  who  enjoyed  the  rare  priv- 
ilege of  companionship  with  him.     "  Nihil  quod  tetigit  non  ornavit."

The  Grand  Commander  then  delivered  the  following 

ADDRESS: 
Sir  Knights  : 

It  should  be  a  matter  of  devout  thankfulness  on  our  part  that  we  art- 
permitted  to  assemble  again  in  Grand  Annual  Conclave.  That  by  the 
providence  of  the  All  Powerful,  and  Ever  Wise  Ruler  of  the  Universe,  our 
lives  and  health  are  still  spared  to  us,  thus  reminding  us  that  although  the 
dread  Messenger,  Death,  *ias  in  many  portions  of  our  country  sadly  dimin- 
ished our  ranks,  yet  our  own  immediate  jurisdiction  has  escaped  the  scourge. 

For  the  abundant  yield  to  the  people  of  our  State,  from  its  farms, 
its  mines  and  its  various  resources,  as  for  the  health,  peace  and  prosperity 
which  has  blessed  us,  we  should  be  especially  thankful;  and  as  a  proof  of 
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our  gratitude  for  these  beneficent  gifts  of  Providence,  we  should  all  bow  in 
reverence,  acknowledging  our  heartfelt  thanks,  and  renewing  our  confidence 
and  faith  in  Divine  power  by  more  zealously  and  faithfully  obeying  the  com- 
mands of  that  God  who  rules  over  us  all.  Are  we,  Sir  Knights,  sufficiently 
mindful  of  our  obligations  in  this  regard  ?  Are  we  all  living  closely  to,  and 
performing  those  duties  which  are  incumbent  upon  us  as  men,  and  which  we 
as  Knights  Templar  are  bound  to  perform  in  order  to  carry  out  the  noble 
precepts  of  our  Order  ?  Are  we  as  Knights  the  true  representatives  of  those 
Christian  soldiers  who  buckled  on  their  armor  in  defense  of  their  principles, 
and  who  fought  the  good  fight  for  that  religion  which  was  the  beacon  light 
to  our  noble  predecessors  ?  Have  we  been  true  to  our  vows,  and  in  our 
mission  as  Templars  of  the  Cross  been  ever  ready  to  draw  our  swords  in 
acknowledgment  of  our  faith ;  been  earnest  workers  in  the  development  of 
those  great  virtues  which  prompt  us  to  action  for  right  and  justice?  Have 
we  been  zealots  in  our  profession,  rendering  relief  to  the  distressed  ?  Have 
we  fed  the  hungry,  clothed  the  naked,  and  bound  up  the  wounds  of  the 
afflicted  ?  Have  we  been  foremost  in  the  advancement  of  civilization  and 
morality  ?  Have  we  been  useful  to  mankind  and  endeavored  both  by  precept 
and  example  to  enforce  upon  the  world  the  "Almighty  force  and  power  of 
truth?"  Have  we  lived  the  life  of  a  true  Knight  and  ever  kept  our  lamps 
burning  as  a  bright  and  shining  light  to  warn  others  of  danger,  and  lead 
them  in  the  paths  of  Christian  virtue  and  morality  ?  Have  our  own  lives 
been  such  as  that  members  of  our  Order  may  point  to  us  as  an  exemplifica- 
tion of  our  teaching,  and  that  the  profane  (to  our  ceremonies)  may  justly 
claim  that  society  is  better  for  pur  having  formed  a  part  of  it  ?  Have  we 
earnestly  labored  for  the  promotion  of  social  happiness,  for  extending  moral 
improvement,  and  developing  those  nobler  faculties  of  the  soul  that  fits  us 
for  eternal  life  and  peace  ?  These  thoughts,  Sir  Knights,  are  subjects  for 
careful  consideration,  and  if  we  have  been  derelict  in  any  of  these  duties  we 
have  not  been  true  to  our  knightly  vows  ;  if  we  have  been  recreant  to  them, 
in  the  non-performance  of  these  duties  to  ourselves,  to  each  other,  and  to 
mankind,  then  it  may  be  justly  claimed  of  us  that  wre  are  false  to  our  pro- 
fessions, that  the  sublime  and  glorious  Order  of  Templars  has  been  in  our 
keeping,  but  a  mockery  and  a  snare — our  mission  a  failure.  Let  us  as 
Knights  each  take  the~e  thoughts  to  himself,  and  after  "reflection  in  silence" 
let  us  answer  them  in  all  sincerity  and  humility  on  the  pages  of  our  own 
mind,  and  if  we  find  ourselves  derelict  in  duty,  turn  the  page  for  another 
year,  write  our  resolves  plainly,  and  follow  them  more  closely.  Let  us  be 
prepared  when  the  Warder  seeks  admission  to  our  place  of  meditation  to 
present  acceptable  answers  to  his  "book  of  questions" — such  replies  as  will 
gain  us  admittance  to  the  Asylum  that  awaits  the  Valiant  Templar. 

Custom,  so  old  and  so  generally  followed  as  now  to  become  a  law, 
makes  it  a  duty  incumbent  upon  me  at  this  time  to  report  to  you  in  detail 
my  action  as  your  Grand  Commander.  I  presume  the  fact  of  this  jurisdic- 
tion being  so  small  (there  being  but  three  Commanderies  subordinate  to  us), 
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and  the  well-known  ability  of  the  several  Commanders  of  those  Command- 
eries,  has  made  my  official  duties  so  li^ht  that  in  fact  I  have  hardly  a  report 
to  render.  And,  therefore,  find  it  more  ,:i:iicuH  tj  report  what  I  have  ntt 
done,  than  what  has  liecn  accomplished. 

GRAND  REPRESENTATIVES. 

Soon  after  the  close  of  our  last  conclave,  I  was  requested  by  several  of 
the  Grand  Jurisdictions  for  an  interchange  of  Grand  Representatives,  and 
believing  that  this  custom  may  tend  to  the  increase  of  more  friendly  and  fra- 
ternal intercourse,  by  directly  interesting  the  Knights  of  the  several  jurisdic- 
tions with  each  other.  I  appointed  as  follows:

From  all  of  these  Sir  Knights  I  have  received  most  courteous  replies 
of  acceptance. 

I  believe  nearly  all  the  jurisdictions  enumerated  have  made  appoint- 
ments here,  which  will  doubtless  be  presented  at  this  conclave. 


GRAND  ENCAMPMENT. 

On  the  28th  of  August,  1877,  the  Grand  Encampment  of  the  United 
States  convened  at  Cleveland,  Ohio.  I  sincerely  regret  that  my  personal 
duties  prevented  my  being  present,  and  representing  this  jurisdiction  in  per- 
son. I  appointed  V.  E.  Sir  Francis  Gallup,  G.  P.,  as  my  proxy  on  this 
occasion.  Prior  to  this  session  I  received  a  most  courteous  communication 
from  Sir  Owen  A.  Bassett,  Grand  Commander  of  Kansas,  inviting  our  Grand 
Commandery   and  the  Knights  of  Colorado  to  unite  with   Kansas  in  the 
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pilgrimage,  and  through  his  personal  exertions  the  rates  for  railroad  fare  were 
placed  so  very  reasonable  as  to  bring  it  within  the  power  of  all  Sir  Knights 
(so  far  as  expense  was  concerned)  to  avail  themselves  of  the  opportunity  and 
attend  this  triennial  Conclave.  I  at  once  gave  notice  by  circular  letters  to 
all  Sir  Knights  members  in  the  jurisdiction  of  the  rates  of  fare,  and  accom- 
modations provided  by  our  K  raters  of  Kansas  ;  but  few,  however,  responded, 
and  the  delegation  from  Colorado  consisted  of  only  fifteen  Sir  Knights. 
Through  some  misunderstanding  with  our  local  railroad  agents,  our  repre- 
sentatives were  separated,  and  a  portion  only  were  permitted  to  unite  with 
the  Grand  escort  provided  by  our  neighbors.  This  I  very  much  regretted. 
I  desire  to  return  my  thanks  to  K.  Sir  Bassett,  of  Kansas,  for  his  exertions 
in  our  behalf,  and  trust  that  the  Knights  of  Colorado  may  extend  to  him 
their  courteous  regards.  He  took  great  trouble  to  furnish  and  complete 
every  facility  for  our  comfort  and  enjoyment,  and  displayed  a  most  fraternal 
and  knightly  acknowledgment  toward  the  Order  in  Colorado. 

The  twenty-first  triennial  Conclave  will  convene  in  Chicago,  Illinois, 
on  the  third  Tuesday  of  August,  1880.  I  deem  it  not  too  early  to  commence 
preparations  for  a  grand  pilgrimage  at  that  time.  A  visitation  of  this  Grand 
Commandery,  with  proper  escort,  will  be  attended  with  more  or  less  expense. 
Let  us  take  measures  to  prepare  for  this,  by  the  appointment  of  a  committee 
with  power  to  act,  and  to  report  at  our  next  session,  or  levy  an  assessment 
now  and  secure  funds  sufficient  to  defray  these  expenses.  And  by  expenses 
I  would  not  wish  to  be  understood  as  favoring  the  payment,  by  this  Com- 
mandery, of  the  traveling  or  other  expenses  incurred  by  the  individuals  of 
the  delegation ;  but  if  Colorado  attends  the  Conclave  at  Chicago  she  should 
do  so  in  proper  manner.  To  do  this  Jewels,  Banners  and  Badges  must  be 
provided,  headquarters  secured,  and  a  proper  escort  should  accompany  us. 
It  may  be  claimed  by  some  that  too  much  stress  is  placed  upon  the  appear- 
ance of  the  delegations  at  these  assemblages.  I  do  not  think  so.  There  is 
to  a  great  extent  form,  ceremony  and  appearance  expected  from  our  Order 
on  these  occasions.  We  do  not  often  appear  in  public,  but  when  we  do 
appear  we  should  do  so  in  a  manner  that  will  impress  ourselves  with  the 
stability  and  importance  of  Templarism,  and  convince  the  world  of  its 
influence  and  power. 

We  all  know  the  zeal  and  energy  displayed  by  the  citizens  of  the  great 
city  of  Chicago ;  we  know  that  whatever  they  attempt  will  excel  all  compe- 
titors, and  we  may  feel  assured  that  while  Baltimore,  New  Orleans  and 
Cleveland  presented  an  array  of  Knights  at  their  several  sessions  which  were 
an  honor  to  those  cities  and  to  our  Order,  Chicago  will  outdo  them  all ;  and 
any  Sir  Knight  who  fails  to  visit  the  Garden  City  in  1880,  will  fail  to  see  the 
most  gorgeous  assemblage  of  Knights  which  has  been  witnessed  since  the 
Crusades.  I  therefore  urge  upon  you  to  provide  ways  and  means  for  enjoy- 
ing this  pageant,  and  hope  that  Colorado,  the  youngest  born  of  the  Grand 
Jurisdictions,  will  present  itself  in  a  manner  which  will  be  creditable 
to  our  young  and  prosperous  State  and  to  our  Order. 
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GRAND  GENERAL  ORDERS. 

By  General  Order  No,  I,  issued  by  M.  E.  Grand  Master  Hurlbut,  the 
Grand  Jurisdiction  of  the  United  States  has  been  subdivided  into  Districts, 
Missouri,  Kansas  and  Colorado  forming  the  Ninth  District,  with  R.  E.  Sir 
Knight  Thomas  J.  Anderson,  formerly  of  Topeka,  Kansas  (now  of  Pueblo, 
in  this  State),  as  the  immediate  representative  of  the  Grand  Master.  You 
will  extend  to  him  all  the  courtesy  due  to  his  exalted  position. 

Order  No.  4,  of  March  25th,  conveys  to  us  the  sad  intelligence  of  the 
death  of  V.  E.  Sir  Orrin  Welch,  Grand  Warder  of  the  Grand  Encampment 
of  the  United  States,  and  Order  No.  5  informs  us  of  the  appointment  of 
Sir  Geter  C.  Shidle,  of  Pittsburgh,  Pa.,  as  Grand  Warder,  vice  V.  E.  Sir 
Welch,  deceased. 

YELLOW  FEVER  SCOURGE. 

On  the  29th  of  August  I  received  a  communication  from  the  Grand 
Recorder  of  the  Grand  Commandery  of  Mississippi,  asking  for  assistance. 
You  are  all  well  aware  of  the  terrible  affliction  now  being  visited  upon  the 
South,  and  the  sad  havoc  being  made  by  reason  of  the  Yellow  Fever.  And 
yet  we  can  form  no  conception  of  the  distress  caused  by  this  pestilence.  The 
citizens  of  that  locality  are  in  sore  need  of  our  help.  Families  are  fleeing 
from  the  deadly  scourge,  and  cities  are  being  depopulated  by  the  dread  mes- 
senger. In  reality,  the  "  dead  are  left  to  bury  the  dead,"  and  in  this  hour 
of  their  distress  our  Sir  Knights  appeal  to  us  for  relief.  The  condition  of 
our  finances  would  not  warrant  me  in  forwarding  money,  and  I  therefore  lay 
their  communication  before  you  for  action. 

In  this  connection  I  would  state  that  our  friend  and  brother,  N.  C 
Forrester,  has  tendered  me  the  free  use  of  his  "  Opera  House  "  in  Denver 
for  an  entertainment,  to  be  given  for  the  purpose  of  raising  funds  for  the 
"Fever-stricken  South,"  and  by  the  kindness  and  assistance  of  Professor 
Grebe,  of  this  city,  partial  arrangements  are  made  to  this  end.  This  enter- 
tainment will  be  given  under  the  auspices  of  the  Grand  Commandery,  and  I 
trust  that  a  few  hundred  dollars  may  be  realized  for  this  most  humane  and 
charitable  object.  It  was  my  purpose  to  have  completed  these  arrangements 
prior  to  this  session,  but  time  would  not  permit.  I  shall,  however,  take 
pleasure  in  forwarding  to  the  Grand  Recorder  a  full  account  thereof  very 
soon. 

Sir  Knights,  in  conclusion  permit  me  to  return  to  you  my  most  earnest 
acknowledgments  for  the  high  honor  you  conferred  upon  me  at  your  last 
Conclave.  And  as  I  now  return  to  your  hands  the  Knightly  Jurisdiction 
which  you  then  entrusted  to  my  keeping,  I  trust  that  the  honor  and  the 
glory  of  our  Order  will,  in  the  care  of  my  successor,  and  for  all  time  to 
come,  remain  as  "untarnished  as  the  glittering  blade."  May  this  jurisdic- 
tion increase  in  the  knowledge  and  perfection  of  our  rites  ;  and  may  Temp- 
larism  in  Colorado  ever  "flourish  in  immortal  green."  May  Truth  be  and 
remain  our  watchword,  as  it  is  the  foundation  of  our  Order.

CODE  OF  STATUTES 

—OF— 

OF   COLORADO. 


ARTICLE  I. 

Name. 
This  body  shall  be  known  and  designated  as  the  Grand 
Commandery  of  Knights  Templar,  and  the  Appendant 
Orders  of  Colorado. 

article  II. 
9  Jurisdiction. 

Its  jurisdiction  shall  be  within  the  territorial  limits  of 
Colorado. 

ARTICLE  III. 
Objects. 
Section  i.  In  said  Grand  Commandery  alone  is  vested 
the  right  and  duty  to  superintend  and  govern  all  Com- 
manderies  of  Knights  Templar,  and  the  Appendant  Orders 
within  this  jurisdiction,  subject  only  to  the  ancient  traditions 
of  the  Order. 

Sec  2.  It  may  therefore  make  laws,  pass  regulations, 
and  repeal,  alter  and  amend  the  same.  It  may  grant  war- 
rants and  dispensations  for  holding  Commanderies  of 
Knights  Templar,  and,  for  good  cause,  annul  and  revoke 
the  same.     It  may  assign  the  limits  of  all  Commanderies 
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under  its  jurisdiction,  and  settle  all  controversies  that  may 
arise  between  them,  and  censure,  suspend  or  expel  members 
for  willful  violation  of  its  statutes,  regulations  or  edicts.  It 
may  assess  and  collect  from  the  several  Commanderies 
within  its  jurisdiction  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be 
necessary  for  expenses,  and  may  consider  all  matters  and 
do  all  things  appertaining  to  the  well  being  and  perpetua- 
tion of  the  Order,  and  exercise  all  the  rights  of  sovereignty 
within  the  limits  of  its  jurisdiction,  but  always  subordinate 
to  the  Grand  Encampment  of  the  United  States. 

ARTICLE  IV. 
Officers  and  Members. 
This  Grand  Commandery  shall  consist  of  the  officers 
and  members  enumerated  in  Section  I,  Article  II.,  of  the 
Constitution  of  the  Grand  Encampment  of  Knights  Tem- 
plar for  the  United  States  of  America.  The  first  nine  of 
such  officers  shall  be  elected,  and  the  remaining  officers 
appointed  by  the  R.  E.  Grand  Commander,  elect 

ARTICLE  v. 
Meetings. 
A  regular  conclave  of  this  Grand  Commandery  shall 
be  held  on  the  Friday  succeeding  the  third  Tuesday  of 
September,  1878,  at  the  City  of  Denver,  for  the  dispatch  of 
business,  and  annually  thereafter  on  the  Friday  succeeding 
the  third  Tuesday  of  September. 

ARTICLE  VI. 
Fees,  Dues  and  Finances. 
Section  i.  Each  Commandery  under  the  jurisdiction 
of  this  Grand  Commandery  shall  demand  and  receive  for 
conferring  the  Order  of  Knighthood,  a  sum  not  less  than 
seventy-five  ($75)  dollars;  Provided,  hozvwer,  That  this 
shall  not  apply  to  petitions  heretofore  received  by  any 
Commandery  under  this  Grand  Commandery. 
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Sec.  2.  For  instituting  a  new  Commandery  within 
this  jurisdiction,  the  fees  shall  be:  For  Dispensation, 
ninety  dollars  (#90),  and  for  Charter  the  further  sum  of  ten 
dollars  (#10). 

Sec.  3.  Each  subordinate  Commandery  within  this 
jurisdiction  shall  pay  into  the  treasury  of  this  Grand  Com- 
mandery the  sum  of  five  dollars  for  each  Knight  Templar 
dubbed  and  created  in  such  Commandery ;  and  the  further 
sum  of  one  dollar  annually  for  each  member  belonging  to 
such  Commandery.  Every  subordinate  Commandery  shall 
make  annual  returnSi  to  include  all  work  done  since  the 
date  of  their  last  returns  ;  a  list  of  officers,  and  an  alpha- 
betical list  of  members,  and  return  the  same  to  the  Grand 
Recorder,  with  their  dues,  at  least  ten  days  before  each 
annual  conclave. 

Sec.  4.  The  R.  E.  Grand  Commander  of  this  Grand 
Commandery  shall  appoint  a  committee  of  three  (3)  Sir 
Knights,  members  of  this  Grand  Commandery,  who  shall, 
as  a  Committee  on  Finance,  inspect  and  audit  the  accounts 
of  the  Grand  Recorder  and  Treasurer,  and  report  the  result 
at  each  regular  annual  conclave. 

Sec.  5.  The  Grand  Recorder  of  this  Grand  Com- 
mandery shall  be  entitled  to  the  sum  of  five  dollars  (#5) 
for  each  dispensation  granted,  and  the  further  sum  of  five 
dollars  ($5)  for  each  charter  when  issued. 

ARTICLE  VII. 
Committees  and  Correspondence. 
Immediately  upon  the  meeting  of  this  Grand  Com 
mandery,  the  Grand  Commander  shall  appoint  the  following 
standing  committees  of  three  Sir  Knights  each,  viz  :  -  - 

1.  On  Credentials. 

2.  On  Returns  and  Work  of  Commanderies. 

3.  On  Petitions,  Grievances  and  Appeals. 

4.  On  Printing  and  Miscellaneous  Business. 
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To  these  committees  shall  be  referred  all  the  appro- 
priate returns  and  documents  appertaining  thereto;  these 
committees  shall  hold  to  the  close  of  the  session. 

The  Grand  Commander  shall  also,  prior  to  the  close  of 
the  session,  appoint  a  committee  of  three,  of  whom  the 
Grand  Recorder  shall  be  one,  upon  Foreign  Correspond- 
ence, which  shall  act  for  one  year,  and  report  at  the  next 
annual  conclave ;  also,  a  committee  of  three  on  Templar 
Jurisprudence. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 

No  amendment  or  alteration  can  be  made  to  these 
statutes  unless  by  a  resolution  in  writing,  stating  distinctly 
the  alteration  or  amendment  proposed,  which  must  be  car- 
ried by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present.

Since  my  arrival  in  Denver  this  week,  I  find  that  our  Grand  Com* 
mander.  Sir  Irving  W.  Stanton,  is  necessarily  absent  from  the  State,  and 
will  not  be  present  with  us  at  this  oar  Third  Annual  Conclave.

Your  committee  have  made  no  effort  to  produce  a 
literary  document,  or  pass  compliments  with  committees 
from  other  jurisdictions.  We  have  expressed  no  opinion 
upon  any  action  of  any  Grand  Body,  because  such  opinion 
could  only  be  an  individual  matter.  We  understand  the 
duty  of  a  committee  on  Foreign  Correspondence  to  be  to 
report  in  a  condensed  form  such  facts  concerning  other 
Grand  jurisdictions,  and  their  proceedings,  as  will  be  of 
interest  and  give  information  to  Sir  Knights  in  this  juris- 
diction. The  proceedings  cannot  be  furnished  to  each 
member,  hence  the  appointment  of  a  committee  to  compile 
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the  facts  for  their  perusal.  Whatever  our  opinion  may  be 
upon  the  matters  and  things  stated,  each  Sir  Knight  is  com- 
petent to  form  his  own,  and  these  would  be  as  much 
Templar  law  or  precedent  as  any  we  might  express.  Your 
committee  has  also  borne  in  mind  that  this  is  a  young 
jurisdiction,  and  with  but  three  commanderies.  Hence,  on 
financial  grounds  it  is  necessary  to  curtail  the  report  mpre 
than  would  otherwise  be  the  case,  and  more  than  the  com- 
mittee desired.  We  found  many  matters  referred  to  in  the 
proceedings  reviewed,  which  we  would  have  been  pleased 
to  quote,  but, refrained  for  the  reason  stated.

ALABAMA. 
The  Nineteenth  Annual  was  held  at  Montgomery, 
May  21,  1879,  William  S.  Foster,  Grand  Commander,  pre- 
siding. He  reported  no  questions  presented  to  him  for  de- 
cision. The  Order  seems  not  to  be  flourishing  in  Alabama. 
In  1875  there  were  eleven  commanderies  with  234  members. 
Now  there  are  but  seven  commanderies  with  200  members. 
But  three  commanderies  have  conferred  the  orders  during 
the  past  year.  The  treasury  has  5545-46.  Wm.  S.  Foster, 
of  Mobile,  was  re-elected  Grand  Commander,  and  Daniel 
Sayre,  of  Montgomery,  Grand  Recorder. 

ARKANSAS. 
An  annual  conclave  was  held  at  Little  Rock,  Oct.  3, 
1877,  Elbert  H.  English,  Grand  Commander,  presiding. 
He  made  no  address,  as  the  funds  ($47.10)  were  insufficient 
to  have  it  printed.  Four  commanderies  were  represented. 
Sir  English  was  re-elected  Grand  Commander,  and  John 
W.  Rison,  of  Little  Rock,  Grand  Recorder. 
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On  account  of  alarm  from  yellow  fever  no  annual  was 
held  in  1878,  but  the  Grand  Commander  called  a  special  in 
lieu  thereof,  at  Little  Rock,  on  the  8th  of  January,  1879,  at 
which  four  commanderies  were  represented.  The  treasury 
showed  a  balance  of  $108.35.  The  death  of  Grand  Warder 
George  A.  Gallagher  was  reported.  A  special  committee 
on  drill  and  tactics  was  appointed  to  report  at  the  next 
annual.  James  H.  Van  Hoose,  of  Fayetteville,  was  elected 
Grand  Commander,  and  John  W.  Rison,  re-elected  Grand 
Recorder. 


CANADA. 
Tne  Third  Annual  of  the  National  Great  Priory  of 
Canada  was  held  at  Montreal  October  11,  1878,  Great 
Prior  W.  J.  B.  Macleod  Moore  presiding.  He  strongly 
opposed  incorporating  the  Red  Cross  and  Royal  and  Select 
Masters  as  a  pre-requisite  for  the  Canadian  orders.  He 
thought  that  though  Canada  and  the  United  States  differed 
in  many  points,  there  was  no  reason  why  their  amicable 
relations  should  not  continue.  The  Grand  Council  in  their 
report  characterized  the  declination  of  the  Grand  Encamp- 
ment of  the  United  States  to  accept  the  Great  Priory  as  its 
peer,  as  "  assuming  an  unwarranted  and  pretentious  supe- 
riority." The  Committee  on  Correspondence  say  of  Colo- 
rado, that  "  It  is  pleasant  to  note  that  in  these  Western 
Wilds  the  Templar  Order  has  taken  root.  No  doubt  its 
teachings  and  practices  will  have  due  influence  in  softening 
the  asperities  of  life  in  the  Far  West.  God  speed  to  the 
Grand  Commandery  of  Colorado!" 


CONNECTICUT. 
The  Annual  Conclave  was  held  at  Hartford  on   the 
1 8th  of  March,  1879,  Frederick  H.  Parmclee,  Grand  Com- 
mander presiding.    Among  the  business  transacted  was 
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the  levying  of  an  assessment  to  make  up  deficiencies.  The 
representative  of  Colorado  was  received  and  acknowledged. 
Charles  W.  Carter,  of  Norwich,  was  elected  Grand  Com- 
mander, and  John  W.  Stedman,  of  Norwich,  Grand  Re- 
corder. 


GEORGIA. 

The  Seventeenth  Annual  was  held  at  Savaiwiah  on  the 
15th  of  May,  1878,  William  J.  Pollard,  Grand  Commander, 
presiding.  He  reported  that  after  his  election  as  Grand 
Commander,  being  also  Eminent  Commander  of  a  subor- 
dinate Commandery,  he  declared  the  latter  office  vacant, 
and  issued  a  dispensation  for  a  special  election  to  fill  the 
vacancy.  The  Grand  Commandery  had  public  exercises  at 
a  church,  and  an  excursion  down  the  river  to  Tybee  Island. 
They  also  had  a  public  dress  parade.  It  has  $208.82,  in 
the  treasury.  William  J.  Pollard  was  elected  Grand  Com- 
mander, and  Charles  R.  Armstrong  Grand  Recorder. 

The  Eighteenth  Annual  was  begun  at  Augusta  May 
21,  1879,  William  J.  Pollard,  Grand  Commander,  presiding. 
His  address  brings  into  striking  opposition  the  avowed 
belief  of  Sir  Knights  in  the  Christian  religion  and  their 
readiness  to  use  profane  language.  In  this  particular  at 
least  there  seems  to  be  a  demand  for  "  reform."  The  Grand 
Commandery  had  a  barbeque  picnic,  a  street  parade,  church 
services,  and  awarded  a  prize  banner  for  drilling  to  Pales- 
tine Commandery  No.  7,  though  it  had  no  competition. 
There  is  $268.19  *n  ^e  Treasury.  Charles  R.  Armstrong 
was  elected  Grand  Commander,  and  Andrew  M.  Walihin 
Grand  Recorder. 


ILLINOIS. 
The  Twenty-second  Annual  was  held  at  Chicago  Oct. 
22,  1878,  John  F.  Nash,  Grand  Commander,  presiding.     A 
resolution  was  postponed  to   the  next  annual  levying  an 
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assessment  of  #2.00  per  member  throughout  the  State,  to 
meet  the  expenses  of  the  General  Grand  Encampment  in 
Chicago  in  1880.  Sir  Norman  T.  Gassette  was  received 
and  accredited  as  the  representative  of  the  Grand  Command- 
ery  of  Colorado.  The  committee  on  Foreign  Correspon- 
dence allude  to  Colorado  as  an  "  interesting  and  enterpris- 
ing jurisdiction."  It  was  reported  that  most  of  the  com- 
manderies  in  Illinois  attended  divine  service  on  Easter  Sun- 
day. Among  the  decisions  of  the  Grand  Commander  were 
that  a  commandery  may  require  by  resolution,  its  treasurer 
and  recorder  to  give  bonds.  That  a  Sir  Knight  clear  of  the 
books  and  in  good  standing  is  entitled  to  a  demit  upon 
application.  That  a  Sir  Knight  may  be  suspended  for  non- 
payment of  an  assessment  made  by  unanimous  vote  of  the 
Commandery  to  pay  its  debts.  Robert  L.  McKinley  was 
elected  Grand  Commander,  and  Gilbert  W.  Barnard,  Grand 
Recorder. 


INDIANA. 

The  Twenty-fifth  Annual  was  held  at  Indianapolis 
April  29,  1879,  Alex.  Thomas,  Grand  Commander,  presid- 
ing. Nine  Past  Grand  Commanders  were  present.  The 
Grand  Commander  had  no  decisions  to  report,  but  recom- 
mended a  grand  drill  at  the  next  Annual,  which  was  agreed 
to.  Cash  in  the  treasury,  $2,524.35;  number  of  comman- 
deries,  27 ;  order  of  Knights  Templar  and  Malta  conferred, 
117;  membership,  1,854;  decrease  of  same,  75.  S.  T.Wil- 
liams, of  Kendallville,  elected  Grand  Commander,  and  John 
M.  Bramwell,  of  Indianapolis,  Grand  Recorder.  Of  Colo- 
rado, the  report  on  Foreign  Correspondence  says : 

There  was  no  report  on  correspondence,  and  no  ac- 
knowledgment of  the  proceedings  of  any  kindred  body. 
The  latter  is  a  mistake.  While  the  stricture  is  here  made 
applicable  to  Colorado,  it  also  applies  to  other  Grand  Jur- 
isdictions, much  older.  It  is  a  good  rule  to  acknowledge  the 
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courtesies  of  all  sister  Commanderies  wherever  extended, 
and  costs  but  little. 


IOWA. 

The  Fifteenth  Annual  was  held  at  Marshalltown,  on  the 
17th  of  October,  1878,  Frank  W.  Angel,  Deputy  Grand 
Commander,  presiding.  The  address  of  Grand  Comman- 
der George  B.  Van  Saun  was  read.  He  annonnced  the 
death  of  Henry  Coe  Leighton,  Past  Grand  Captain  General. 
His  remarks  upon  the  use  of  profane  language  and  intoxi- 
cating drinks  by  Sir  Knights,  were  striking  and  timely.  He 
reported  having  issued  dispensations  to  permit  several  com- 
manderies to  turn  out  on  Decoration  day.  He  refrained 
from  reporting  any  decisions,  so  as  not  to  entangle  any  suc- 
cessor in  office.  Carrying  out  this  idea  the  Grand  Com- 
mandery  ordered  the  printing  of  the  report  of  the  commit- 
tee on  Foreign  Correspondence  discontinued,  as  being  a 
useless  expense.  The  tactics  of  Sir  H.  B  Grant,  of  Louis- 
ville, were  adopted.  Cash  in  the  treasury,  $  157.28.  The 
representative  of  Colorado  was  received  and  recognized. 
Frank  Neeley,  of  Waterloo,  was  elected  Grand  Comman- 
der, and  Wm.  B.  Langridge,  Grand  Recorder. 


KANSAS. 

The  Eleventh  Annual  was  held  at  Emporia,  May  13, 
1879,  B,  J.  F.  Hanna,  Grand  Commander,  presiding.  He 
reports  issuing  two  dispensations  for  new  commanderies, 
and  a  special  order  inviting  all  commanderies  and  individ- 
ual Sir  Knighis  to  attend  in  full  uniform  a  big  temperance 
camp  meeting  at  Lawrence.  Emporia  Commandery,  No. 
8,  exemplified  the  orders  of  knighthood  to  the  Grand  Com- 
mandery. Two  charters  were  issued,  and  two  prizes  were 
offered  for  the  best  drilling  in  1880.  Cash  on  hand,  #744.65. 
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The  report  on  correspondence  is  voluminous,  in  relation  to 
Colorado.  14  Subordinate  Commanderies ;  70  Knighted; 
508  members.  Edwin  D.  Hillyer,  of  Valley  Falls,  elected 
Grand  Commander,  and  John  H.  Brown,  of  Wyandotte, 
Grand  Recorder. 

KENTUCKY. 

The  thirty-second  annual  was  held  at  Henderson,  May 
14,  1879,  W.  La  Rue  Thomas,  Grand  Commander,  presid- 
ing. Among  his  decisions  was  that  the  correct  record  of 
the  proceedings  of  a  meeting  cannot  be  altered  or  amended 
by  another  conclave,  although,  of  course,  the  latter  may  un- 
do the  work  of  the  former.  It  was  voted  that  metal  buttons 
are  appropriate  for  uniform  coats  of  Knights  Templar.  Sir 
Robert  Morris  was  endorsed  in  his  proposed  visit  to  the 
Holy  Land  to  investigate  the  origin  of  Knight  Templarism. 
We  will  be  pardoned  for  saying  that  having  heard  Sir  Mor- 
ris' lecture  upon  this  theme,  we  supposed  he  knew  all  about 
it  without  making  another  pilgrimage  there.  There  were 
not  sufficient  funds  on  hand  to  meet  the  expenses  of  the  ses- 
sion of  the  Grand  Commandery,  but  a  prize  banner  was 
awarded  to  the  De  Molay  Commandery  No.  12  for  the  best 
drill.  Wm.  Ryan,  of  Louisville,  was  elected  Grand  Com- 
mander, and  L.  D.  Croninger,  of  Covington,  Grand  Recorder. 


LOUISIANA. 

The  sixteenth  annual  assembled  at  New  Orleans  on  the 
14th  of  February,  1879,  Samuel  Alston,  Grand  Commander, 
presiding.  Three  out  of  four  commanderies  were  repre- 
sented. The  address  of  the  Grand  Commander  acknowl- 
edged the  receipt  of  £1,1 13  for  yellow  fever  sufferers,  which 
sum  was  ample  to  meet  all  demands.  He  recommended  a 
change  in  the  date  of  religious  services  by  subordinate  com- 
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manderies,  from  St.  John  the  Baptist's  Day  to  Easter  Sunday, 
on  account  of  the  heat.  This  idea  was  further  changed  by 
committee,  making  it  St.  John  the  Evangelist's  Day.  The 
Grand  Commandery  has  $1$  1.97  in  the  treasury.  It  elected 
Edward  Baker,  of  New  Orleans,  Grand  Commander,  and 
Richard  Lambert,  Grand  Recorder. 


MARYLAND. 

A  special  conclave  was  held  at  Baltimore,  April  14, 
1879,  to  install  the  officers  of  five  subordinate  commanderies. 
The  annual  was  held  at  Baltimore,  May  14,  1879,  Jacob  E. 
Krebs,  Grand  Commander,  presiding.  In  his  address  he 
reported  having  visited  all  the  subordinate  commanderies 
but  one.  The  tactics  of  Sir  Robinson,  of  Detroit,  having 
been  adopted,  were  put  in  practice.  Sir  C.  B.  Kleibacker 
was  received  as  the  Grand  Representative  of  Colorado,  and 
the  appointment  of  Sir  R.  W.  Woodbury  as  Grand  Repre- 
sentative of  Maryland  near  the  Grand  Commandery  of  Col- 
orado, was  approved.  The  report  on  correspondence  sharply 
comments  on  the  failure  of  Grand  Master  Hurlburt's  repre- 
sentative to  visit  the  Grand  Commandery  of  Colorado  in 
person.  Money  on  hand,  $796.74.  Number  of  command- 
eries, 8 ;  Knighted,  27 ;  members,  749.  F.  J.  S.  Gorgas  was 
elected  Grand  Commander,  and  C.  T.  Sisco,  Grand  Recorder. 


MASSACHUSETTS  AND  RHODE  ISLAND. 

A  semi-annual  was  held  at  Boston,  May  29,  1878,  John 
Dean,  Grand  Commander,  presiding.  It  was  voted  that  if 
a  commandery  fails  to  have  its  annual  returns  and  dues  in 
the  hands  of  the  Grand  Recorder  on  the  10th  of  October, 
it  shall  have  no  voice  or  vote  at  the  next  annual.  The  sev- 
enty-third annual  was  held  at  Boston,  October  30,  1878, 
John  Dean,  Grand  Commander,  presiding,  thirty-four  com- 
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manderies  being  represented,  and  113  votes.  The  Grand 
Commander  reported  the  expenses  to  have  exceeded  the  in- 
come for  the  past  four  years.  The  revenue  depends  in  great 
measure  upon  the  amount  of  work  done,  and  not  upon  the 
total  membership.  Each  Commandeiy  pays  {5;  and  an  ad- 
ditional $4  for  each  Knight  created.  The  death  of  Past 
Deputy  G.  M.  John  McClellan  was  announced.  John  Dean, 
of  Worcester,  was  re-elected  Grand  Commander,  and  Alfred 
F.  Chapman,  of  Boston,  Grand  Recorder.  From  the  report 
of  the  Committee  on  Code  and  Digest,  we  quote  the  follow- 
ing paragraph : 

Your  committee  do  not,  however,  regard  it  as  the  duty 
of  the  Grand  Commandery,  as  a  loyal  subordinate  of  the 
Grand  Encampment  of  the  United  States,  to  subject  its 
constitution  to  all  the  vicissitudes  and  changes,  either  in 
principle  or  policy,  which  may  arise  under  the  varying  leg- 
islations or  official  decisions  of  the  General  Grand  Body, 
and  especially  when  fundamental  doctrines,  and  long  settled 
usages  of  Masonry,  are  ignored  by  such  legislation  or  deci- 
sion. It  would  hardly  be  consistent  for  this  Grand  Com- 
mandery to  sanction  the  adoption  of  a  principle  or  a  regu- 
lation which  it  regards  as  unmasonic  or  otherwise  unsound 
by  incorporating  it  into  its  own  constitution. 


MICHIGAN. 
The  twenty-third  annual  was  held  at  Detroit,  on  the 
13th  of  May,  1879,  Hollis  F.  Knapp,  Grand  |Commander, 
presiding.  Work  on  the  Red  Cross  was  exemplified  in  the 
evening  by  Detroit  Commandery,  No.  1.  The  Grand  Com- 
mandery assisted  valiantly  at  the  banquet.  During  the 
past  year,  three  valuable  Past  Grand  Commander's  jewels 
have  been  prepared  and  presented  to  the  six  Knights  en- 
titled to  receive  them,  and  an  order  was  passed  that  all  the 
Past  Grand  Commanders  of  the  jurisdiction  should  be  so 
served  the  next  year.  A  committee  was  appointed  to  re- 
vise the  ritual,  and  another  to  arrange  for  Michigan's  rep- 
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resentation  at  the  coming  triennial.  The  treasury  holds 
#707.18.  Frank  Henderson,  of  Kalamazoo,  elected  Grand 
Commander,  and  Wm.  P.  Innes,  of  Grand  Rapids,  Grand 
Recorder. 

MISSOURI. 

The  eighteenth  annual  was  held  at  St.  Louis,  October 
8,  1878,  John  R.  Parson,  Grand  Commander,  presiding.  He 
had  issued  two  dispensations  for  new  Commanderies  during 
the  year,  and  had  visited  every  subordinate  Commandery 
in  the  jurisdiction — a  labor  never  before  accomplished  in 
Missouri.  Among  his  decisions  was  one  that  a  Comman- 
dery cannot  act  as  escort  for  a  Lodge  at  the  burial  of  a 
member  of  the  Lodge  who  is  not  a  Sir  Knight.  This  was 
approved  by  the  Grand  Commandery,  although  the  com- 
mittee on  jurisprudence  reported  against  it,  on  the  ground 
that  the  escort  is  to  the  Lodge  and  not  to  its  deceased 
member.  The  Grand  Commandery  issued  one  charter,  and 
received  and  acknowledged  the  representative  from  Colo- 
rado. There  being  #1,838  in  the  treasury,  the  Recorder 
and  Treasurer  were  ordered  to  give  bonds.  C.  J.  Atkins, 
of  St.  Louis,  was  elected  Grand  Commander,  and  Wm.  H. 
Mayo,  of  St.  Louis,  Grand  Recorder. 

NEBRASKA. 
The  sixth  annual  was  held  at  Omaha,  April  30,  1878, 
Daniel  H.  Wheeler,  Deputy  Grand  Commander,  presiding. 
An  address  from  Grand  Commander  James  W.  Moore,  was 
read.  He  advised  an  annual  field  camp,  as  the  best  means 
of  promoting  perfect  drill.  The  Grand  Secretary  gave  the 
Grand  Representatives  a  sharp  reminder  that  it  is  their 
duty  in  Nebraska  to  prepare  the  reports  on  Foreign  Cor- 
respondence. The  Grand  Commandery  participated  in  a  re- 
ception and  banquet.  Nebraska  had  a  rule  that  subordi- 
nate Commanderies  should  charge  #50  in  addition  to  the 
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regular  fees  for  the  Orders,  with  the  proceeds  of  which  each 
newly-made  Knight  should  be  presented  with  a  uniform. 
The  plan  seems  not  to  have  worked  well,  as  its  repeal  is 
recommended.  An  annual  offer  of  a  £25  prize  banner  was 
made,  to  be  contested  for  at  each  annual  field  encampment 
An  assessment  of  forty  cents  per  member,  to  pay  the  ex- 
penses of  the  encampment,  was  rejected.  D.  H.  Wheeler 
was  elected  Grand  Commander,  and  William  R.  Bowen, 
Grand  Recorder. 

NEW  HAMPSHIRE. 

The  annual  conclave  for  1878,  was  held  on  the  24th  of 
September,  at  Concord,  Chancey  H.  Greene,  Grand  Com- 
mander, presiding.  Albert  S.  Wait,  of  Newport,  was  elec- 
ted Grand  Commander,  and  Geo.  P.  Cleaves,  of  Concord, 
Grand  Recorder. 

NEW  JERSEY. 

The  twentieth  annual  was  held  at  Trenton,  on  the  10th 
of  September,  1878,  Jona.  E.  Forrester,  Grand  Commander, 
presiding.  He  reported  having  divided  the  jurisdiction 
into  districts  for  visitation  by  the  Deputy  Grand  Comman- 
der, Generalissimo  and  Captain-General,  each  of  whom 
made  interesting  and  critical  reports  of  the  bodies  visited. 
The  representative  of  Colorado,  was  received  with  appro- 
priate honors.  Commandery  No.  1  presented  the  Grand 
Commandery  with  a  beautiful  standard.  The  financial 
standing  of  the  Grand  Commandery  is  represented  by 
£1,250.59  in  the  treasury.  Martin  M.  Drohan,  of  Jersey 
City,  was  elected  Grand  Commander,  and  Thomas  J.  Cor- 
son, Grand  Recorder.  The  latter  officer,  Past  Grand  Com- 
mander, died  on  the  10th  day  of  May,  1879,  anc*  his  place 
was  filled  by  the  appointment  of  Geo.  B.  Edwards,  Past 
Grand  Commander. 
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NEW  YORK. 

The  fifty-sixth  annual  was  held  at  Syracuse,  on  the  8th 
of  October,  1878,  Townsend  Fondey,  Grand  Commander, 
presiding.  In  his  address  he  referred  to  the  deaths  of  Past 
Grand  Commanders  Ezra  S.  Barnum,  Orrin  Welch  and 
Henry  C.  Preston.  He  thinks  when  Grand  Officers  visit 
subordinate  Commanderies,  there  is  too  little  drill  and  too 
much  banqueting.  He  had  refused  to  allow  Commanderies 
to  parade  on  Decoration  Day.  Among  his  decisions  were 
that  the  jurisdiction  of  a  Commandery  must  be  defined  by 
an  air  line.  Suspension  for  non-payment  of  dues  in  a 
Lodge  or  Chaper,  does  not  vacate  membership  in  the  Com- 
mandery. The  charter  must  be  present  at  every  conclave. 
A  Red  Cross  Knight  cannot  be  estopped  from  further  pro- 
gress, except  upon  charges,  trial  and  being  found  guilty. 
The  exemplification  of  the  orders  was  directed  to  take 
place  at  each  annual.  Amount  in  the  treasury  #4,644.67. 
Charles  H.  Holden,  of  Saratoga,  elected  Grand  Comman- 
der, and  Robert  Macoy,  of  Brooklyn,  Grand  Recorder. 


OHIO. 
The  thirty-sixth  annual  convened  at  Put-in-Bay,  on 
the  27th  of  August,  1878,  Brenton  D.  Babcock,  Grand 
Commander,  presiding.  Among  his  official  acts,  he  re- 
ported his  refusal  to  permit  Commanderies  to  join  with 
citizens  and  soldiers  in  the  celebration  of  occasions  not 
Masonic.  He  had  decided  that  a  petition  for  membership 
may  be  renewed  at  any  time  after  rejection.  A  petition  for 
the  Orders  may  be  withdrawn  for  ineligibility,  and  so  not 
subject  the  applicant  to  rejection.  A  member  merely  en- 
tered suspended,  and  not  by  vote  of  the  Commandery,  for 
non-payment  of  dues,  is  restored  to  membership  by  pay- 
ment of  dues,  and  then  is  entitled  to  a  dimit,  unless 
charges  be  preferred.     There  is  #5,903.94  in  the  treasury. 
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There  was  a  grand  public  review,  inspection  and  drill  by 
the  Knights,  which  called  forth  a  congratulatory  general 
order  from  the  Grand  Commander.  Brenton  D.  Babcock, 
of  Cleveland,  was  re-elected  Grand  Commander;  James 
Nesbitt,  of  Troy,  Grand  Recorder. 


PENNSYLVANIA. 
The  twenty-sixth  annual  was  held  at  Allentown,  on  the 
27th  of  May,  1879,  Samuel  B.  Dick,  Grand  Commander, 
presiding.  Previous  to  the  opening,  the  Mayor  of  the  city 
presented  the  hospitalities  of  the  city  to  the  Grand  Com- 
mandery.  The  Grand  Commander  announced  the  appoint- 
ment of  Sir  H.  M.  Orahood,as  Grand  Representative  near 
the  Grand  Commandery  of  Colorado.  The  Grand  Prelate 
resigned  during  the  year,  and  the  Grand  Commander  ap- 
pointed another.  Two  Subordinate  Commanderies  had  made 
a  pilgrimage  to  Europe  during  the  year,  and  the  Grand 
Commander  issued  letters  of  credence  to  each  Sir  Knight. 
His  address  condemns  a  Pennsylvania  practice  of  electioneer- 
ing for  masonic  offices  by  the  sending  of  postal  cards,  etc.  A 
jewel  and  shoulder  straps  were  presented  to  the  retiring 
Grand  Commander.  The  Grand  Commandery  voted  that  the 
Grand  Commander  cannot  change  or  set  aside  a  by-law  of 
a  subordinate#commandery,  and  it  can  only  be  done  in  the 
manner  prescribed  in  the  by-laws  themselves.  A  new  rit- 
ual was  adopted.  A  public  parade  and  review  was  held,  a 
reception  at  the  opera  house,  and  a  public  installation.  Cash 
in  the  treasury,  $2,035.33  ;  number  knighted,  220;  number 
members,  5,817.  John  P.S.  Gobin  elected  Grand  Comman- 
der, and  Charles  E.  Meyer,  Grand  Recorder. 

TENNESSEE. 
The  Sixteenth  Annual  was  held  at  Nashville,  May  2, 
1878,  Edward  R.  T.  Worsham,  Grand  Commander,  presid- 
ing.    He  reported  that  he  had  declined  permitting  a  subor- 
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dinate  commandery  to  take  part  in  the  decoration  of  the 
graves  of  federal  soldiers.  It  was  voted  that  the  Order 
of  the  Temple  shall  not  be  conferred  unless  the  candidate 
shall  have  procured  a  regulation  uniform,  or  deposited  a 
sufficient  amount  to  procure  it.  The  dues  of  the  Comman- 
dery which  received  and  entertained  the  members  of  the 
Grand  Commandery,  were  remitted  for  one  year.  The 
treasury  has  $949.50  on  hand.  Wilbur  Fiske  Foster,  of 
Nashville,  was  elected  Grand  Commander,  and  Morton 
B.  Howell,  of  Nashville,  Grand  Recorder. 

The  Seventeenth  Annual  was  held  at  Pulaski,  on  the 
8th  day  of  May,  1879,  W.  F.  Foster,  Grand  Commander, 
presiding.  His  address  announced  the  death  of  Past  Grand 
Commander,  K.  T.  Worsham.  He  had  appointed  Sir  J, 
M.  Strickler  Grand  Representative  in  Colorado,  which  was 
approved.  In  his  address  he  announced  the  opinion  that  it 
was  as  much  the  duty  of  a  commandery  to  qualify  itself  for 
public  parade  as  for  work  in  the  asylum.  Sir  James  D. 
Richardson  was  presented  and  received  as  the  Grand  Rep- 
resentative from  Colorado,  and  made  some  pleasant  remarks. 
The  Grand  Commandery  ordered  a  registry  made  of  each 
Sir  Knight  in  the  jurisdiction — each  account  not  to  exceed 
ten  lines.  There  is  $729  in  the  treasury,  and  one  subordi- 
nate commandery  is  so  well  taken  care  of  that  every  mem- 
ber has  paid  dues  to  date.  The  Grand  Commandery  atten- 
ded a  concert  in  the  evening,  previous  to  which  a  prize  was 
won  by  Nashville  Commandery  for  the  best  drilling — but 
there  was  no  competition.  Geo.  C.  Connor,  of  Chattan- 
ooga, was  elected  Grand  Commander,  and  M.  B.  Howell,  of 
Nashville,  Grand  Recorder. 

VIRGINIA. 

The  annual  begun  at  Norfolk  on  the  1 2th  of  Novem- 
ber, 1878,  Robt.  E.  Withers,  Grand  Commander,  presiding. 
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An  address  of  welcome  was  delivered  by  J.  F.  Rogers,  E. 
C,  which  was  responded  to  by  the  Grand  Commander.  In 
his  annual  address  he  reported  Templar  Masonry  prosper- 
ous. He  had  issued  one  dispensation  for  a  new  command- 
ery.  He  had  used  his  influence  to  heal  the  wounds  of  the 
late  war  by  giving  permission  to  subordinate  commanderies 
to  turn  out  at  the  dedication  of  monuments  to  the  confed- 
erate dead.  He  had  decided  that  an  officer  of  a  command- 
ery  U.  D.,  could  resign,  but  a  member  could  not  withdraw. 
He  announced  the  death  of  Past  Grand  Commander  John 
R.  McDaniel.  The  Grand  Commandery  issued  one  charter. 
A  new  ritual  was  exemplified  and  adopted,  and  it  was  voted 
that  there  shall  annually  be  delivered  an  address  before  the 
Grand  Commandery  by  some  Sir  Knight  appointed  by 
the  Grand  Commander,  upon  the  nature,  character,  princi- 
ples and  practice  of  the  Templar-Mason's  duties.  The  Sir 
Knights  accepted  an  invitation  to  breakfast  in  Portsmouth 
and  attended  an  oyster  roast  in  the  evening.  R.  E.  James 
Gaskin  Bain  was  elected  Grand  Commander,  and  Wm. 
Bryan  Isaacs,  Grand  Recorder. 

WISCONSIN. 

The  twentieth  annual  was  held  at  Portage,  September 
3,  1878,  John  W.  Woodhull,  Grand  Commander,  presiding. 
This  officer  reported  the  adoption  in  committee  of  the  tac- 
tics of  Sir  Knight  Robinson,  of  Detroit.  In  regard  to  non- 
attendance  at  meetings  of  the  Sir  Knights,  he  expressed  the 
opinion  that  they  will  attend  if  the  officers  do  their  duty. 
The  Templar  Drill  Club  of  Milwaukee,  gave  a  fine  drill  ex- 
hibition to  the  Grand  Commandery,  The  finances  of  the 
Grand  Commandery  show  a  balance  of  #246.24.  John  W. 
Woodhull,  of  Milwaukee,  was  re-elected  Grand  Commander, 
and  Charles  P.  Utley,  of  the  same  place,  Grand  Recorder.

OF   COLORADO. 


ARTICLE  I. 

Name. 

This  body  shall  be  known  and  designated  as  the  Grand 
Commandery  of  Knights  Templar,  and  the  Appendant 
Orders  of  Colorado. 

article  II. 

jurisdiction. 

Its  jurisdiction  shall  be  within  the  territorial  limits  of 
Colorado. 

ARTICLE  III. 
Objects. 

Section  i.  In  said  Grand  Commandery  alone  is  vested 
the  right  and  duty  to  superintend  and  govern  all  Comman- 
deries  of  Knights  Templar,  and  the  Appendant  Orders 
within  this  jurisdiction,  subject  only  to  the  ancient  traditions 
of  the  Order. 

Sec.  2.  It  may  therefore  make  laws,  pass  regulations, 
and  repeal,  alter  and  amend  the  same.  It  may  grant  war- 
rants and  dispensations  for  holding  Commanderies  of 
Knights  Templar,  and,  for  good  cause,  annul  and  revoke 
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the  same.  It  may  assign  the  limits  of  all  Commanderies 
under  its  jurisdiction,  and  settle  all  controversies  that  may 
arise  between  them,  and  censure,  suspend  or  expel  members 
for  wilful  violation  of  its  statutes,  regulations  or  edicts.  It 
may  assess  and  collect  from  the  several  Commanderies 
within  its  jurisdiction  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be 
necessary  for  expenses,  and  may  consider  all  matters  and 
do  all  things  appertaining  to  the  well  being  and  perpetua- 
tion of  the  Order,  and  exercise  all  the  rights  of  sovereignty 
within  the  limits  of  its  jurisdiction,  but  always  subordinate 
to  the  Grand  Encampment  of  the  United  States. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

Officers  and  Members. 

This  Grand  Commandery  shall  consist  of  the  officers 
and  members  enumerated  in  Section  1,  Article  II,  of  the 
Constitution  of  the  Grand  Encampment  of  Knights  Tem- 
plar for  the  United  States  of  America.  The  first  nine  of 
such  officers  shall  be  elected,  and  the  remaining  officers 
appointed  by  the  R.  E.  Grand  Commander,  elect. 

ARTICLE  V. 

Meetings. 

A  regular  conclave  of  this  Grand  Commandery  shall 
be  held  on  the  Friday  succeeding  the  third  Tuesday  of  Sep- 
tember, 1878,  at  the  City  of  Denver,  for  the  dispatch  of  busi- 
ness, and  annually  thereafter  on  the  Friday  succeeding  the 
third  Tuesday  of  {September. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

Fees,  Dues  and  Finances. 

Section  i.  Each  Commandery  under  the  jurisdiction 
of  this  Grand  Commandery  shall  demand  and  receive  for 
conferring  the  Order  of  Knighthood,  a  sum  not  less  than 
seventy-five  £(75)   dollars;    Provided,    however,    That  this

shall  not  apply  to  petitions  heretofore  received  by  any  Com- 
mandery  under  this  Grand  Commafidery. 

Sec.  2.  For  instituting  a  new  Commandery  within 
this  jurisdiction,  the  fees  shall  be:  For  Dispensation, 
ninety  dollars  (#90),  and  for  Charter  the  further  sum  of  ten 
dollars  ($10). 

Sec.  3.  Each  Subordinate  Commandery  within  this 
jurisdiction  shall  pay  into  the  treasury  of  this  Grand  Com- 
mandery the  sum  of  five  dollars  for  each  Knight  Templar 
dubbed  and  created  in  such  Commandery ;  and  the  further 
sum  of  one  dollar  annually  for  each  member  belonging  to 
such  Commandery.  Every  Subordinate  Commandery  shall 
make  annual  returns,  to  include  all  work  done  since  the 
date  of  their  last  returns ;  a  list  of  officers,  and  an  alpha- 
betical list  of  members,  and  return  the  same  to  the  Grand 
Recorder,  with  their  dues,  at  least  ten  days  before  each 
annual  conclave. 

Sec.  4.  The  R.  E.  Grand  Commander  of  this  Grand 
Commandery  shall  appoint  a  committee  of  three  (3)  Sir 
Knights,  members  of  this  Grand  Commandery,  who  shall, 
as  a  Cc^rnmittee  Qn  Finance,  inspect  and  audit  the  accounts 
of  the  Grand  Recorder  and  Treasurer,  and  report  the  result 
at  each  regular  annual  conclave. 

Sec.  5.     The  Grand  Recorder  of  this  Grand  Comman- 
dery shall  be  entitled  to  the  sum   of  five  dollars  ($5)  for 
each  dispensation  granted,  and  the  further  sum  of  five  dol- 
lars ($$)  for  each  charter  when  issued. 
ARTICLE  VII. 
Committees  and  Correspondence. 

Immediately  upon  the  meeting  of  this  Grand  Com- 
mandery the  Grand  Commander  shall  appoint  the  following 
standing  committees  of  three  Sir  Knights  each,  viz : 

1.  On  Credentials. 

2.  On  Returns  and  Work  of  Commanderies. 

3.  on  Petitions,  Grievances  and  Appeals. 

4.  On  Printing  and  Miscellaneous  Business.

To  these  committees  shall  be  referred  all  the  appropri- 
ate returns  and  documents  appertaining  thereto ;  these  com- 
mittees shall  hold  to  the  close  of  the  session. 

The  Grand  Commander  shall  also,  prior  to  the  close  of 
the  session,  appoint  a  committee  of  three,  of  whom  the 
Grand  Recorder  shall  be  one,  upon  Foreign  Correspon- 
dence, which  shall  act  for  one  year,  and  report  at  the  next 
annual  conclave ;  also,  a  committee  of  three  on  Templar 
Jurisprudence. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 

No  amendment  or  alteration  can  be  made  to  these 
statutes  unless  by  a  resolution  in  writing,  stating  distinctly 
the  alteration  or  amendment  proposed,  which  mirst  be  car- 
ried by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present.

4  place  in  our  jurisdiction.     We  have  been  uniformly  peaceful,  happy  and  suo 

I  cessful  in  all  our  Commanderies.     There  has  been  no  dissension,  envy  or  dis- 

cord to  mai  the  harmony  everywhere  prevailing  in  our  ranks.  I  have  been 
called  upon  to  perform  but  few  official  acts  during  my  term  of  office. 

:  Dispensations. 

January  24.     I  received  a  petition  from  a  constitutional  number  of 

»  Sir  Knights,  at  Georgetown,  asking  a  dispensation  for  a  Commandery  at  that 

place,  to  be  called  Georgetown  Commandery.     The  petition  was  properly 

recommended  by  Central  City  Commandery,  No.  2,  the  nearest  Commandery.

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Believing  the  prayer  of  the  petition  should  be  granted,  I  issued  a  dis- 
pensation under  which  a  Commandery  was  duly  organized  and  has  been  suc- 
cessfully working. 

I  understand  the  dispensation  has  been  returned  to  our  Grand  Re- 
corder, with  a  proper  petition  for  a  charter  and  report  of  work  done. 

May  i.  I  granted  a  dispensation  for  a  Commandery  at  Leadville,  to 
be  called  Foley  Commandery.  The  petition  therefor  was  signed  by  a  consti- 
tutional number  of  Sir  Knights,  and  recommended  by  Colorado  Commandery, 
No.  i,  Denver. 

This  Commandery  was  duly  organized  and  has  been  working  very  suc- 
cessfully. 

The  dispensation  has  been  returned  to  me  with  a  full  report  of  the 
work  done  by  the  Commandery.  The  petition,  dispensation  and  report  I  have 
placed  in  the  hands  of  our  Grand  Recorder  for  your  action.  A  petition,  I  am 
informed,  has  been  forwarded  asking  a  charter. 

For  these  two  dispensations  I  received  one  hundred  and  eighty  dollars, 
which  I  paid  to  our  Grand  Recorder. 

August  i.  I  granted  permission  to  Foley  Commandery,  U.  D.,  to  act 
upon  the  petition  of  Comp.  Thomas  J.  Mack  ay,  without  waiting  the  pre- 
scribed time,  and  if  elected  to  confer  the  orders  at  once. 

August  10.  I  granted  permission  to  Foley  Commandery,  U.  D.,  to 
appear  in  public  as  escort  of  the  Blue  Lodge,  at  the  laying  of  the  corner-stone 
of  the  new  Court  House  at  Leadville. 

September  13.  I  granted  permission  to  Colorado  Commandery,  No. 
1,  to  nppear  in  public  September  21,  for  the  purpose  of  participating  in  the 
ceremonies  of  laying  the  corner-stone  of  the  new  Cathedral  in  Denver. 

Decisions. 

I  really  have  had  no  occasion  to  make  any  decisions. 

April  7.  John  R.  Hambel,  E.  C,  Georgetown  Commandery,  U.  D., 
wrote  me,  "Is  there  any  objection  to  conferring  the  Order  of  Malta  ?"  I 
answered,  there  was  no  objection  to  conferring  the  order  if  desired. 

This  I  understood  to  be  in  accordance  with  the  action  of  the  Twentieth 
Triennial  Conclave  of  the  Grand  Encampment  of  the  United  States,  leaving 
each  Commandery,  or  Grand  Commandery,  free  to  confer,  or  communicate 
this  Order  as  they  might  choose. 

May  31.  In  answer  to  an  inquiry  from  Sir  Knight  Coston,  E.  C, 
Foley  Commandery,  U.  D.,  I  wrote  that  only  those  who  joined  in  the  peti- 
tion for  the  dispensation,  and  these  who  received  the  orders  in  the  Command- 
ery, composed  a  Commandery  under  dispensation.  New  members,  other 
than  those  who  received  the  orders  in  the  Commandery,  could  not  be  received 
by  a  Commandery  while  under  dispensation.

Legislation. 

I  have  no  changes  to  recommend  in  our  statutes  unless  it  be  regaining 
our  Grand  Representative  system.  I  think  all  commissions  as  Grand  Repre- 
sentatives should  terminate  with  each  Triennial  Conclave  of  the  Grand 
Encampment  of  the  United  States. 

Twenty-First  Triennial 

The  great  event  of  this  year  in  Templar  Masonry,  was  the  Twenty- 
first  Triennial  Conclave  of  the  Grand  Encampment  of  the  United  States 
held  at  Chicago  in  August  last,  which  was  attended  by  this  Grand  Com- 
mandery  as  a  body. 

Of  the  vast  concourse  of  Sir  Knights  present,  the  grand  display  at  the 
review  by  the  Grand  Ma«ter,  the  knightly  courtesy  extended  by  the  Command* 
eries  stationed  at  Chicago  and  other  matters  of  public  notoriety,  I  need  not 
speak;  you  have  all  heard  of  them.  Less  has  been  said  of  the  deliberations 
and  legislation  of  the  Grand  Encampment. 

Several  important  decisions  bearing  upon  questions  of  Masonic  stand, 
ing,  dimits,  &c,  were  made  by  the  Grand  Master  during  his  term  of  office. 
These  were  quite  freely  discussed  and  passed  on,  and  the  conclusions  arrived 
at  published. 

Some  changes  were  made  in  the  statutes  mostly  in  minor  details. 
The  session  was  a  very  interesting  and  profitable  one  throughout. 

I  would  suggest  that  every  Sir  Knighi,  and  especially  every  officer  of  a 
Commandery  read  carefully  The  Code  of  Statutes  and  Digest  of  Templar 
Law  of  the  Grand  Encampment  of  K.  T.  of  the  United  States.  This  can 
be  found  in  some  of  the  text  books  or  Templar  Manuals.  A  familiarity  with 
this  digest  would  prevent  nearly  all  the  mistakes  which  are  being  constantly 
made  in  our  Commanderies. 

In  conclusion  allow  me  to  thank  you  for  the  many  courtesies  received 
from  the  Grand  Officers  and  Sir  Knights  throughout  the  jurisdiction  in  all 
our  intercourse,  and  I  bespeak  for  my  successor  the  same  generous  and  kindly 
support.  And  may  the  blessings  of  Heaven  attend  us  in  all  our  laudable 
undertakings.

ARTICLE  I. 
Name. 

This  body  shall  be  known  and  designated  as  the  Grand 
Commandery  of  Knights  Templar,  and  the  Appendant 
Orders  of  Colorado. 

ARTICLE  II. 
Jurisdiction. 

Its  jurisdiction  shall  be  within  the  territorial  limits  of 
Colorado. 

ARTICLE  III. 

Objects. 

Section  I .  In  said  Grand  Commandery  alone  is  vested 
the  right  and  duty  to  superintend  and  govern  all  Comman- 
deries  of  Knights  Templar,  and  the  Appendant  Orders 
within  this  jurisdiction,  subject  only  to  the  ancient  traditions 
of  the  Order. 

Sec.  2.  It  may  therefore  make  laws,  pass  regulations, 
and  repeal,  alter  and  amend  the  same.  It  may  grant  .war- 
rants and  dispensations  for  holding  Commanderies  of 
Knights  Templar,  and,  for  good  cause,  annul  and  revoke 
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the  same.  It  may  assign  the  limits  of  all  Commanderies 
under  its  jurisdiction,  and  settle  all  controversies  that  may 
arise  between  them,  and  censure,  suspend  or  expel  members 
for  wilful  violation  of  its  statutes,  regulations  or  edicts.  It 
may  assess  and  collect  from  the  several  Commanderies 
within  its  jurisdiction  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be 
necessary  for  expenses,  and  may  consider  all  matters  and 
do  all  things  appertaining  to  the  well  being  and  perpetua- 
tion of  the  Order,  and  exercise  all  the  rights  of  sovereignty 
within  the  limits  of  its  jurisdiction,  but  always  subordinate 
to  the  Grand  Encampment  of  the  United  States. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

Officers  and  Members. 

This  Grand  Commandery  shall  consist  of  the  officers 
and  members  enumerated  in  Section  I,  Article  II,  of  the 
Constitution  of  the  Grand  Encampment  of  Knights  Tem- 
plar for  the  United  States  of  America.  The  first  nine  of 
such  officers  shall  be  elected,  and  the  remaining  officers 
appointed  by  the  R.  E.  Grand  Commander,  elect. 

ARTICLE  V. 

Meetings. 

The  annual  conclave  of  this  Grand  Commandery  shall 
be  held  at  the  City  of  Denver,  on  the  Friday  succeeding  the 
third  Tuesday  of  September  of  each  year. 

ARTICLE  VI. 
Fees,  Dues  and  Finances. 

Section  i.  Each  Commandery  under  the  jurisdiction 
of  this  Grand  Commandery  shall  demand  and  receive  for 
conferring  the  Order  of  Knighthood,  a  sum  not  less  than 
seventy-five  (75)  dollars;  Proidded,  howroer,  That  this 
shall  not  apply  to  petitions  heretofore  received  by  any  Com- 
mandery under  this  Grand  Commandery. 
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Sec.  2.  For  instituting  a  new  Commandery  within 
this  jurisdiction,  the  fees  shall  be :  For  Dispensation 
ninety  dollars  ($90),  and  for  Charter  the  further  sum  of  ten 
dollars  (£10.) 

Sec.  3.  Each  Subordinate  Commandery  within  this 
jurisdiction  shall  pay  into  the  treasury  of  this  Grand  Com- 
mandery the  sum  of  five  dollars  for  each  Knight  Templar 
dubbed  and  created  in  such  Commandery ;  and  the  further 
sum  of  one  dollar  annually  for  each  member  belonging  to 
such  Commandery.  Every  Subordinate  Commandery  shall 
make  annual  returns,  to  include  all  work  done  since  the 
date  of  their  last  returns ;  a  list  of  officers,  and  an  alpha- 
betical list  of  members,  and  return  the  .same  to  the  Grand 
Recorder,  with  their  dues,  at  least  ten  days  before  each 
annual  conclave. 

Sec.  4.  The  R.  E.  Grand  Commander  of  this  Grand 
Commandery  shall  appoint  a  committee  of  three  (3)  Sir 
Knights,  members  of  this  Grand  Commandery,  who  shall, 
as  a  Committee  on  Finance,  inspect  and  audit  the  accounts 
of  the  Grand  Recorder  and  Treasurer,  and  report  the  result 
at  each  regular  annual  conclave. 

Sec  5.  The  Grand  Recorder  of  this  Grand  Comman- 
dery shall  be  entitled  to  the  sum  of  five  dollars  ($5)  for 
each  dispensation  granted,  and  the  further  sum  of  five  dol- 
lars ($5)  for  each  charter  when  issued. 

ARTICLE  VII. 

Committees  and  Correspojidence. 

Immediately  upon  the  meeting  of  this  Grand  Com- 
mandery the  Grand  Commander  shall  appoint  the  following 
standing  committees  of  three  Sir  Knights  each,  viz : 

1.  On  Credentials. 

2.  On  Returns  and  Work  of  Commanderies. 

3.  On  Petitions,  Grievances  and  Appeals. 

4.  On  Printing  and  Miscellaneous  Business. 
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To  these  committees  shall  be  referred  all  the  appropri- 
ate returns  and  documents  appertaining  thereto ;  these  com- 
mittees shall  hold  to  the  close  of  the  session. 

The  Grand  Commander  shall  also,  prior  to  the  close  of 
the  session,  appoint  a  committee  of  three,  of  whom  the 
Grand  Recorder  shall  be  one,  upon  Foreign  Correspon- 
dence, which  shall  act  for  one  year,  and  report  at  the  next 
annual  conclave ;  also,  a  committee  of  three  on  Templar 
Jurisprudence. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 

No  amendment  or  alteration  can  be  made  to  these 
statutes  unless  by  a  resolution  in  writing,  stating  distinctly 
the  alteration  or  amendment  proposed,  which  must  be  car- 
ried by  a  vote  of  two- thirds  of  the  members  present.

Our  Commanderles  have  had  a  peaceful  and  successful  year,  and  we  have  reason 
to  be  proud  of  the  high  standard  we  have  attained,  and  the  reputation  Templarlsm 
commands  In  our  Jurisdiction.  Sir  Kmght*  let  us  strive  to  maintain  and  strengthen 
the  good  name  of  our  beloved  Order,  let  Its  teachings  Impel  us  to  a  continued 
discharge  of  all  our  duties,  and  a  constant  effort  to  place  Its  Influence  and  usefulness 
stronger  and  higher.    "  In  all  things  showing  thyself  a  pattern  of  good  works." 

DISPENSATIONS. 
November  20, 1880, 1  granted  permission  to  Mount  of  the  Holy  Cross  Commandery 
to  appear  In  public  as  escort  of  the  Blue  Lodge  at  the  funeral  of  Brother  Geo.  B.  Rob-  [ 
inson,  Lieutenant-Governor  of  the  State.  April  8, 1881, 1  received  a  petition  from  a 
constitutional  number  of  Sir  Knights  at  Colorado  Springs,  asking  a  dispensation  for 
a  Commandery  at  that  place,  to  be  called  Pike's  Peak  Commandery.  The  petition 
was  properly  recommended  by  Pueblo  Commandery  No.  3.  the  nearest  Commandery. 
I  issued  dispensation  April  the  18th,  under  which  a  Commandery  was  duly' organized, 
and  has  been  successfully  working.  The  dispensation  has  been  returned  with  a  full 
report  of  the  work  done  by  the  Commandery,  and  a  petition  asking  for  a  charter  Is 
now  in  the  hands  of  our  Grand  Recorder  for  your  action.  May  20th  I  granted  permis- 
sion to  Colorado  Commandery  No.  1  to  appear  In  public  June  24th,  as  mounted  escort 
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to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Masons  of  Colorado,  on  the  occasion  of  the  laying  of  the  comer  * 
stone  of  the  Court  House  of  Arapahoe  County.    The  parade  on  this  occasion  was    . 
under  the  command  of  E.  C,  R.  W.  Woodbury,  and  this  Grand  body  was  represented 
in  the  lines  by  Past  Grand  Commanders  W.  D.  Anthony  and  H.  M.  Orahood,  and 
nearly  all  of  Its  present  officers.    A  considerable  number  of  Sir  Knights  from  Pike's    , 
Peak  Commandery.  V.  D.,  Joined  with  Colorado  Commandery  No.  1  on  this  occasion, 
as  also  did  several  Past  Commanders  of  other  Jurisdictions.    The  marching  and 
deportment  of  the  entire  column  was  highly  applauded,  and  the  day  made  an  epoch 
In  the  history  of  Denver. 

DECISIONS. 

Sir  Knight  P.  J.  Coston,  E.  C.  Mount  of  the  Holy  Cross  Commandery,  wrote  me 
July  2l8t,  stating  that  a  R.  A.  Mason  was  elected  to  receive  the  orders  In  his  Comman- 
dery, and  before  they  could  be  conferred  objection  was  made.  Immediately  there, 
after  the  objection  was  withdrawn.  He  held  that  six  months  must  elapse  and  the 
applicant  petition  again,  which  was  done,  and  the  second  ballot  was  unfavorable- 
The  petitioner  claimed  the  Eminent  Commander's  ruling  was  wrong,  and  that  he 
was  entitled  to  the  orders  on  the  removal  of  the  first  objection.  After  submitting 
the  matter  to  M.  E.  Grand  Master  BenJ.  Dean,  I  replied  that  whether  upon  the 
removal  of  the  objection  upon  the  first  petition  the  orders  might  have  been  conferred 
became  immaterial  In  consequence  of  the  subsequent  proceedings.  The  candidate 
did  resort  to  a  second  petition.  He  thenceforth  depended  upon  that  petition,  and  his 
application  was  rejected.

The  Grand  Commandery  of  Knights  Templar  of  Colo- 
rado met  at  the  Asylum  of  Colorado  Commandery,  No.  I, 
in  Denver,  September  26,  1 881,  at  10  o'clock  a.  m.,  pursuant 
to  adjournment.

The  Grand  Commandery  being  opened  in  ample  form, 
the  Committee  on  Resolutions  presented  the  following 
report,  which  was  unanimously  adopted : 

Whereas,  On  the  eve  of  the  one  hundred  and  sixth  anniversary  which  brought 
to  life  and  light  our  beloved  country  as  a  free  and  independent  nation,  the  civilized 
portion  of  the  globe  was  horrified  by  the  startling  Intelligence  that  the  Chief  Magis- 
trate of  that  nation  had  been,  In  cold  blood  and  without  excuse,  struck  down  by  the 
murderous  hand  of  a  brutal  and  cowardly  assassin,  by  whose  act  the  entire  people 
have  been  thrown  Into  most  anxious  and  sorrowful  watching,  now  culminating  In 
the  death  of  our  President,  causing  wide-spread  and  universal  grief,  and  filling  the 
land  with  sorrow  and  mourning  : 

Therefore  the  Grand  Commandery  of  Knights  Templar  of  the  State  of  Colorado, 
recognizing  In  the  noble  and  generous  nature  of  our  distinguished  Frater,  Sir  Knight 
James  A.  Garfield,  the  embodiment  of  those  distinguished  characteristics  of  universal 
benevolence,  unsullied  honor,  unwearied  zeal  for  the  good  of  his  fellow-men,  stead- 
fast In  the  true  principles  of  right,  at  all  times  a  man  whose  only  ambition  in  the 
various  positions  In  public  life  to  which  he  has  been  called  was  of  that  exalted 
character  which  should  In  the  highest  degree  contribute  to  the  benefit  and  glory  of 
his  people.  He  was  an  able  and  Industrious  public  servant  and  earnest  patriot, 
showing  true  love  and  devotion  for  his  country ,  whether  on  the  field  when  armed  men 
were  required,  or  In  the  halls  of  legislation,  where  as  a  wise  counsellor  he  was  ever 
recognized  as  a  leader.  He  was  a  kind  and  gemrous  friend,  a  gentle  and  loving 
husband,  a  devoted  father.  The  unflinching  fortitude  with  which  he  bore  the  eighty 
days  of  terrible  suffering  while  his  mortal  life  was  so  constantly  and  surely  ebbing 
away,  shows  us  how  nobly  and  fearlessly  a  true  Christian  soldier  can  partake  of  that 
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"bitter  cup  of  death,"  to  "render  an  account  to  that  Supreme  Judge  of  the  world, 
before  Whom  not  even  the  most  minute  act  of  life  can  be  hidden."  Let  us,  as  Sir 
Knights,  and  as  citizens  of  this  great  Republic,  emulate  the  virtues  of  this  great  man, 
who  has,  bj  the  purity  of  his  private  character,  the  honesty  and  Integrity  manifested 
in  his  official  stations,  enshrined  himself  In  the  hearts  of  every  patriot  and  well 
wisher  of  his  country. 

To  the  aged  mother,  whose  cup  of  joy  was  overflowing— and  yet  whose  fear 
seemed  almost  a  prophecy— as  she  stood  by  the  side  of  her  beloved  son  on  the  day 
which  made  him  President  of  a  mighty  nation,  and,  in  the  presence  of  the  assembled 
thousands,  received  the  filial  kiss  of  him  whom  the  people  had  delighted  to  honor  ; 
to  the  brave,  heroic  and  afflicted  wife,  whose  devotion  has  been  so  manifest  during 
the  dreary  days  of  watching  and  care,  and  to  the  children,  now  bereft  of  a  kind 
father's  presence,  we  extend  our  heartfelt  sympathy,  assuring  them  that  In  their 
grief  and  loneliness,  we  mourn  with  them  In  their  loss  of  a  cherished  son,  husband 
and  father,  for  the  world  has  lost  one  of  Its  brightest  Jewels,  an  honest  man. 

Sir  Knights  of  Ohio :  but  a  few  short  months  ago,  by  the  suffrages  of  the  repre 
sentatlves  of  fifty  millions  of  people,  James  A.  Garfield,  In  all  the  pride,  and  strength 
and  dignity  of  powerful  manhood,  was  called,  with  loud  acclaim  and  great  rejoicing, 
from  your  midst,  to  preside  as  the  ruler  of  national  affairs  at  the  capltol.  To-day 
the  Nation,  with  bowed  heads  and  sorrowful  hearts,  with  blanched  cheeks  and  tear- 
ful eyes,  returns  to  your  jurisdiction  all  that  Is  mortal  of  our  deceased  Sir  Knight. 
The  mutilated  remains  of  our  loved  and  martyred  President,  a  bright  and  valiant 
member  of  our  Order,  a  Christian  warrior,  are  laid  In  the  narrow  portals  of  the  tomb. 
Guard  it  well,  as  did  the  Knights  of  old  his  sepulchre  for  whom  our  Illustrious  Order 
was  instituted.  The  banks  of  your  Erie  are  now  sacred  and  hallowed  as  the  last 
resting  place  of  Sir  Jambs  Abram  G  ahfleld.

ALABAMA. 
R.  E.  Grand  Commander  Beasley  presiding,  six  subor- 
dinate Commanderies  represented. 

The  Grand  Commander,  in  his  address,  says : 

"Beyond  the  power  of  words  to  express,  It  gives  me  pleasure  to  announce,  that 
during  the  year  just  added  to  those  which  have  gone  before,  happiness,  peace,  pros- 
perity and  harmony  have  prevailed  among  us,  as  well  as  among  the  people  of  the 
State.  Everywhere  the  assurance  Is  given  to  purify,  elevate  and  strengthen  the  Order. 
This  state  of  affaire  Is  a  source  of  congratulation." 
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He  says,  "there  have  been  but  two  or  three  decisions 
made  and  these  were  but  a  repetition  of  the  written  law." 
This  is  usually  the  case. 

The  three  Commanderies  in  arrears  for  dues  are  given 
another  year  in  which  to  pay,  and  be  thereupon  reinstated. 
Certainly  very  liberal. 

Nearly  all  of  the  Grand  Officers  were  re-elected. 

Sir  Knight  Daniel  Sayre,  Grand  Recorder,  gives  a  very 
good  report  on  correspondence. 

In  reviewing  Colorado,  in  speaking  of  the  Grand  Com- 
mander's address,  he  says : 

"He  had  decided  that  a  Commander?  under  Dispensation  cannot  affiliate  mem- 
bers. 

The  decision  may  be  right;  but  we  think  It  a  little  doubtful.  We  have  tried  to 
And  some  law  touching  the  case,  but  have  not  succeeded. " 

Well,  that  was  the  way  with  us ;   so  we  decided  it  on 

principle,  as  we  thought,  and  see  no  reason  for  changing 

our  opinion. 

CALIFORNIA. 

Fifteen  Commanderies  represented. 

In  his  address  the  Grand  Commander  says: 

"I  hare  not  been  called  upon  to  render  any  decisions  worthy  of  note.  No  differ- 
ences have  arisen  between  our  subordinates;  perfect  harmony  has  reigned,  and  a 
thorough  understanding  of  the  law  has  been  made  manifest  by  the  Eminent  Com- 
manders." 

The  principal  part  of  the  address  is  devoted  to  the 
Twenty-first  Triennial  Conclave  and  the  coming  Twenty- 
second. 

Sir  Knight  Caswell  devotes  over  one  hundred  closely- 
printed  pages  to  correspondence,  reviewing  the  proceedings 
of  the  different  Grand  Commanderies  fully  and  ably. 


CANADA. 
The  address  of  the  Great   Prior  Moore  is  the  leading 
feature   of  this   assembly.     The   leading   features  of  this 
address  are : 
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1.  Explaining  the  position  of  the  National  Great  Priory 
of  Canada  as  regards  the  union  with  the  Great  Priories  of 
England  and  Ireland.  The  explanation  seems  to  show 
that  the  union  is  not  union  at  all,  and  that  the  relations 
existing  between  the  Great  Priory  of  Canada  and  the 
supreme  body  of  the  mother  country  are  very  unsatisfactory 
to  all  parties. 

2.  Explaining  the  doctrine  of  the  Trinity,  and  taking 
the  Grand  Encampment  of  the  United  States  to  task. 

*'  Our  brethren  of  the  United  States  have  taken  quite  a  different  view  of  Templary 
from  what  we  do,  and  founded  a  system  exclusively  their  own,  based  exclusively  upon 

Masonry It  will  he  seeu  that  Templary  In  the  United  States  does  not 

resemble  that  In  the  Biltlsh  Dominions  In  any  particular,  and  cannot  be  considered 
as  the  same  body.  Allusion  to  the  doctrine  of  the  Holy  Trinity  Is  altogether  omitted, 
to  admit  of  Its  being  open  to  all  denominations  of  Christian  Masons,  If  not  a  greater 
latitude :  and  one  of  their  leading  members  declares  *  the  test  of  the  Trinity  could 
not  be  adopted  by  them,  as  It  would  drop  20,000  Templars  from  the  ranks,  and  reduce 

the  Influx  one-half.' The  Idea  of  our  forming  a  union 

with  the  Templar  branch  of  the  United  States,  at  one  time  mooted,  and  brought 
forward  at  the  last  Triennial  Meeting  of  their  Grand  Encampment,  never  obtained 
any  favor  amongst  the  Nationalities  of  the  British  Empire,  and  sln?e  It  has  been 
clearly  understood  that  they  reject  the  Trinitarian  doctrine  and  test,  the  objections 
have  become  doubly  stronger,  besides  the  different  views  entertained  by  them  of 
Templary  would  not  render  a  union  advisable,  however  much  we  may  be  gratified  to 
receive  and  welcome  them  as  visitors  in  our  r  receptories." 

The  Great  Prior's  allusion  to  the  doctrine  of  the  Trinity 

has  created  a  great  deal  of  comment  by  Committees  on 

Correspondence.     For  a   full   review  of  the   question  we 

would  respectfully  call  attention  to  an  article  following  the 

general  review  of  the  Committee  on  Correspondence  of  the 

Grand  Commandery  of  Ohio,  (Proceedings  1880,  page  83,) 

which,  if  space  permitted,  we  would  like  to  reprint  in  full. 

It  closes  as  follows  : 

"  We  reject  the  popular  belief  that  Templar  Masonry  had  its  origin  with  the 
Chevalier  Ramsey,  or  on  the  continent,  at  all ;  the  genius  of  the  Order  Is  not  In 
harmony  with  that  latltudlnarlan,  If  not  anti-Christian,  spirit,  which  has  character- 
ized the  minds  of  the  Continental  Masons  even  from  Its  first  Introduction  there 
from  England  In  1725.  We  have  no  doubt  of  Its  English  origin  ;  there  Is  too  much 
unadulterated  orthodox  Christian  doctrine  In  the  Order  for  it  to  have  ever  originated 
across  the  English  Channel.  The  conclusion  at  which  we  arrive,  and  we  have  given 
our  reasons  therefor,  Is  that  belief  In  the  Christian  religion,  Including  the  Holy 
Trinity,  was  a  dogma  of  the  early  Masons ;  that  the  early  Templars  were  simply 
Masons  who  united  themselves  together  for  the  purpose  of  preserving  to  Masonry, 
though  In  an  added  grade,  what  they  regarded  as  one  of  Its  landmarks.    Evolution 
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did  Its  work,  and  from  tbe  embryo  Masonic  Templar  Order  of  1723-45,  we  have  the 
great  English  and  American  Templar  system  of  the  present  day ;  the  grand  charac- 
teristics of  the  Order  being  now  as  they  were  In  the  beginning :  r 

" '  Belief  in  God,  the  Father  Almighty,  and  In  Jesus  Christ,  his  only  begotten 
son,  our  Lord,  who  was  conceived  by  the  Holy  Ghost,  born  of  the  Virgin  Mary,'  etc. 

44  We  expect  to  be  handled  roughly  by  critics  for  the  foregoing.  We  have  this  to 
say  In  our  defense :  we  have  only  quoted  history,  and  Its  logic  has  brought  us  to  the 
conclusion  we  have  expressed.    Controvert  It  who  will." 

We  are  willing  to  stand  by  the  article  as  our  sentiments, 
notwithstanding  rough  handling  by  critics.  We  also  call 
attention  to  our  quotation  under  Vermont. 


CONNECTICUT. 

All  the  Grand  Officers  present  except  the  G.  C.  G. 

The  Grand  Commander  in  his  address  says  : 

I  have  visited  every  subordinate  Commandery  of  the  jurisdiction  In  their  own 
asylums. 

A  practice  to  be  heartily  commended,  but  very  difficult 
or  impossible  in  a  larger  jurisdiction. 

The  Grand  Officers  were  installed  by  R.  E.  Benjamin 
Dean,  Grand  Commander  of  the  Grand  Encampment  of  the 
United  States. 

The  usual  routine  business  was  transacted. 

The  report  on  Correspondence  is  ably  prepared  by  Sir 
Knight  Stedman,  Grand  Recorder. 


ILLINOIS. 

A  beautiful  steel  engraving  of  M.  E.  Sir  Vincent  L. 

Hurlbut  makes  the  frontispiece. 

Forty-nine  of  the  fifty-one  Commanderies  represented. 

41  Peace  and  harmony  have  prevailed  so  generally,  and  that  to-day  there  Is  no 
contention  In  any  of  the  fifty-one  subordinate  Commanderies  In  this  jurisdiction. 
The  past  has  been  an  eventful  year  In  the  history  of  our  order,  showing  a  larger 
Increase  In  our  ranks  than  ever  before,  and  probably  larger  than  ever  occurred  In 
any  State  In  one  year.  It  was  easily  teen  that  the  Conclave  of  the  Grand  Encamp- 
ment to  be  held  In  our  State  would  bring  together  a  larger  number  of  Templars  than 
were  ever  before  assembled.  A  desire  to  participate  In  the  pleasures  of  that  occasion 
stimulated  many  to  seek  admission  who  had  long  contemplated  such  a  step.  Some 
have  feared  that  such  a  rapid  growth  was  unhealthy,  and  that  many  would  be 
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admitted  who  would  do  us  no  credit  This  fear  may  apply  to  any  other  year  as  well  • 
It  Is  a  danger  In  all  years ;  but  from  information  In  reply  to  numerous  Inquiries,  I 
doubt  If  the  proportion  of  unirorthy  admitted  has  been  greater  than  In  any  previous 
year." 

The  Grand  Commander  seems  to  think  his  duties  very 
arduous.  No  doubt  they  were,  in  fact  the  writer  can  attest 
as  much  from  personal  observation  during  the  twenty-first 
Triennial,  but  the  incumbent  seemed  fully  equal  to  the  task 
imposed  on  him. 

No  decisions  of  importance  are  reported. 

He  refers  to  the  twenty-first  Triennial  by  saying : 

"  Chicago  undertook  to  surprise  the  world,  and  the  world  surprised  Chicago  by 
coming  en  mam," 

which  is  about  the  fact.  We  will  speak  of  the  Triennial 
hereafter. 

Sir  Knight  Gurney  constitutes  the  Committee  on  Cor- 
respondence and  makes  his  report  in  his  usual  able  and 
comprehensive  style,  covering  nearly  one  hundred  closely 
printed  pages. 

In  reviewing  Sir  Knight  Woodbury's  report  to  our 
Grand  Commandery  1879,  he  criticises  and  most  emphati- 
cally disapproves  of  a  report  without  comments  of  the 
reporter.  In  fact  all  the  correspondents,  so  far  as  we  know, 
who  have  reviewed  that  report  take  the  same  position. 

For  the  personal  compliment  to  ourself  we  are  under 

obligations.     He  says  of  our  Triennial  Committee : 

"  Not  finding  any  response  we  take  it  for  granted  that  our  friends  are  coming  en 
mane." 

;  We  came  very  nearly  doing  so,  and  were  very  kindly 
received  and  courteously  entertained. 


INDIANA. 

All  the  subordinate  Commanderies,  twenty-eight  in 
number,  represented. 

The  Grand  Commander,  in  his  address,  says :  prosperity 
and  harmony  prevail  among  the  subordinate  Commanderies. 
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A  large  accession  of  members  took  place  during  the  year. 
He  reports  a  remarkably  large  number  of  deaths,  twenty-five 
in  all  and  in  fourteen  Commanderies. 

No  decisions  were  necessary,  which  the  Grand  Com- 
mander attributes  to  the  fact  of  the  publication  of  the  Code 
of  Statutes  and  Templar  Law,  and  thus  they  are  so  well 
understood  that  the  Grand  Commander  was  not  called  upon 
to  interpret  them. 

A  suggestion  well  worth  remembering  and  acting  upon. 

The  report  on  Correspondence  by  Sir  Knight  Charles 
Cruft,  P.  G.  C,  is  very  full  and  complete  covering  more  than 
a  hundred  closely  printed  pages.  Colorado  is  reported  very 
fully. 

He  gives  a  full  table  showing  the  whole   number   of 

Templars  in  the  United  States  and  says : 

*'  The  aggregate  number  of  Templars  In  the .  United  States,  during  the  year 
1880,  Is  shown  by  the  table  to  be  51,766,  against  the  report  for  1879,  of  an  aggregate 
(revised)  of  49,299,  thus  showing  a  net  gain  of  2,468  during  the  year  1880,  agalnrt  one 
of  407, In  1879." 

The  best  authorities  give  the  whole  number  of  Knights 
Templar  in  the  world  in  round  numbers,  56,000. 


IOWA. 
The  Grand  Commander  does  not  complain  of  his  ardu- 
ous duties,  but  says : 

"The  duties  connected  with  the  office  of  Grand  Commander  for  the  past  year,ez. 
cept  those  growing  out  of  the  triennial  conclave  of  the  Grand  Encampment  of  the 
United  States,  referred  to  hereafter,  have  been  few  and  of  an  unimportant  character, 
demanding  but  little  attention.  The  officers  of  the  several  subordinate  bodies  seem 
to  have  had  their  work  well  In  hand,  and  what  has  been  done  has  been  well  done. 
The  Increase  In  membership  has  been  large,  probably  exceeding  that  of  any  former 
year,  and  a  gratifying  feature  In  this  connection  Is  the  fact  that  this  Increase  has  not 
been  by  way  of  new  Commanderies  under  dispensation,  but  additions  to  those  already 
chartered,  strengthening  the  weak  ones,  and  aiding,  by  way  of  numbers  at  least  all  of 
them. 

Decisions — None  required. 

Grand  Recorder  Langridge  makes  a  very  excellent  re- 
port on  Correspondence,  closing  as  follows  : 

"With  this  we  close.  We  regret  more  than  ever  the  Imperfection  of  our  work,  Its 
superficiality ,  Its  want  of  grasp,and  Its  barrenness  of  result.  Perhaps  In  a  wider  field, 
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with  more  to  discuss,  and  a  greater  variety  of  topics,  we  might  have  done  better;  but 
comparing  this  with  other  reports,  we  fear  the  fault  Is  more  with  the  writer  than  with 
the  subject— more  with  the  farmer  than  with  the  soil  be  tills— still,  such  as  It  Is,  we 
submit  It,  asking  kindly  judgment,  leniency  for  Its  faults  and  credit  for  the  good  In- 
tentions that  have  prompted  Its  utterances." 

In  comparison  with  our  limited  space  what  shall  we  say  ? 

Nevertheless,  we  adopt  the  sentiment. 


KENTUCKY. 

The  address  of  welcome,  by  Sir  Knight  Breckenridge,  is 
very  cordial,  and  in  its  way  a  model. 

P.  G.  C.  Woodruff  makes  the  report  for  the  Committee 
on  Correspondence  in  his  usual  able  and  vigorous  style. 
This  is  his  eighth  consecutive  report. 

We  do  not  find  any  mention  of  our  little  Grand  Com- 
mandery;  probably  it  is  so  small  he  overlooked  it. 


LOUISIANA. 
A  volume  smaller  than  our  printed  proceedings,  which 
is  unusual. 

Grand  Commander's  address  short  and  to  the  point. 
Decisions — None  of  importance. 
Proceedings,  usual  routine. 
No  report  on  Correspondence. 


MAINE. 

We  should  have  the  proceedings  of  188 1,  but  they  have 

not  come  to  hand. 

Sir  Knight  Drummond,  Grand  Commander,  tells  us  ; 

"Harmony  has  so  generally  prevailed  that  no  case  of  grievance,  real  or  fancied, 
has  come  to  my  knowledge  during  the  year." 

He  comments  very  ably  on  that  part  of  the  address  of 

the  Great  Prior  of  Canada,  relating  to  the  Trinity,  and  comes 

to  the  conclusion  that  : 

"The  term  Christian  Religion  as  expounded  by  the  Christian  world,  for  the  time 
being,  does  not  necessarily  Include  a  belief  In  the  Trinity." 

In  which  we  fully  concur. 
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The  following  shows  what  is  a  fact,  that  Templary  is 

really  an  American  institution.     This  we  think  will  be  a 

new  idea  to  most  readers : 

"There  is  another  consideration:  under  our  present  ritual,  we  have  grown  In  al- 
most undisturbed  harmony  from  a  mere  handful  to  60,000  strong.  Is  It  wise,  after 
nearly  a  century  of  such  growth  and  prosperity,  to  Introduce  a  disturbing  element  of 
so  serious  a  character?  We  actually  comprise  the  great  Body  of  Templars  In  the 
world:  outside  of  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Grand  Encampment  there  are  scarcely  as 
many  Templars  as  you  represent  here  to-night  It  comes  with  an  Ul-grace  from  the 
few,  to  demand  of  the  many  to  abondon  their  ritual  for  a  new  one." 

Sir  Knight  Stephen  Berry  makes  the  report  on  Corres- 
ponendce.     It  is  very  full  and  ably  written. 


MARYLAND. 

Six  subordinate  Commanderies  represented.     One  Com- 

mandery  surrendered  its  charter  during  the  year,  leaving 

only  seven   in  the  jurisdiction.     Regarding  decisions  the 

Grand  Commander  says  : 

"  I  have  been  called  upcn  for  but  few  Interpretations  of  Templar  laws  during 
my  term  of  office,  none.  In  fact,  but  what  I  have  answered  by  reference  to  the  regula- 
tions of  the  Grand  Encampment  of  the  United  States,  and  of  our  own  Grand  Body. 
Since  the  publication  of  the  Digest  and  Statutes  of  Templar  Laws  by  the  Grand 
Encampment,  this  severe  task  upon  the  time  and  patience  of  Grand  Commanders 
has  been  greatly  relieved." 

This  is  what  nearly  all  the  Grand  Commanders  say. 

The  Grand  Commandery,  by  a  vote  on  the  report  of  the 
Committee  on  Doings  of  Grand  Officers,  approved  of  the 
three  year  term  for  Grand  Representatives. 

The  report  on  Correspondence  is  by  Past  Grand  Com- 
mander Adrian,  and  is  very  complete  and  ably  prepared, 
or  rather  we  should  say  compiled,  as  it  consists  principally 
of  quotations. 

MASSACHUSETTS  AND  RHODE  ISLAND. 
This   Grand   Commandery   was   organized  more  than 
seventy-five  years  ago.     The  Grand  Commander  says  in 
his  address : 
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44  To  the  little  group  of  men  who  met  In  the  asylum  of  St  John's  Commandery, 
In  May,  1806,  Templar  Masonry  In  this  country  Is  Indebted  for  Its  early  vitality  and 
development,  If  not  for  Its  very  existence." 

Templar  Masonry — yes,  this  is  correct.  Templary — 
Masonry — one  and  inseparable,  notwithstanding  what  our 
Canadian  fraters  may  say. 

At  the  Annual  Conclave  in  October,  M.  E.  Grand  Com- 
mander Dean  was  present,  and  was  received  with  the  honors 
due  his  rank  and  station. 

A  question  of  jurisdiction  of  the  Commanderie^  in  and 
adjacent  to  Boston  received  a  great  deal  of  attention,  and  it 
was  finally  decided  that  all  the  city  Commanderies  shall 
have  concurrent  jurisdiction  within  the  limits  of  the  city  and 
territory  where  any  one  of  them  has  jurisdiction,  which 
seems  eminently  just  and  fair. 

We  find  no  report  on  Correspondence. 


MICHIGAN. 

M.  E.  Sir  Benjamin  Dean,  G.  M.  Grand  Encampment 
of  the  United  States,  was  present,  and  was  received  with 
the  honor  due  to  his  high  station. 

The  Grand  Commander  reports  some  decisions,  but 
none  of  general  interest.  He  recommends  public  parades, 
as  follows : 

"  Past  Grand  Commander  McCurdy,  In  bis  address  to  this  body  three  years  since, 
expressed  himself  very  earnestly  In  favor  of  public  parades,  and  I  desire  to  fully 
endorse  all  that  he  then  said,  and  to  add,  that  the  subordinate  Commanderies  should 
be  encouraged  and  stimulated  br  this  Grand  Body  In  their  efforts  to  perfect  them- 
selves In  the  Templar  drill,  believing  It  to  be  for  the  best  Interests  of  the  Order  so  to 
do.  While  I  am  not  In  favor  of  parading  simply  for  show  and  public  display,  yet 
there  are  times  when  It  Is  actually  necessary  for  Commanderies  to  appear  In  public, 
and  on  such  occasions  It  Is  at  least  gratifying  to  be  able  to  acquit  ourselves  In  a 
manner  that  will  reflect  honor  and  dignity  upon  the  Order. 

A  Commandery  that  Is  thoroughly  disciplined  will  Invariably  do  better  work 
Inside  the  asylum,  and  we  all  know  how  much  perfect  discipline  In  the  asylum  adds 
to  the  beauty  and  lmpresslveness  of  the  ritual.'1 

We  are  in  favor  of  thorough  discipline,  but  think  there 

are  very  few  occasions  when  it  is  proper  or  desirable  to 

parade  in  public. 
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The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Correspondence  is  the 

principal  feature  of  the  published  proceedings.     It  is  by  Sir 

Knight  Innes,  and  covers  one  hundred  and  thirty  closely 

printed  pages,  yet  he  says  : 

"  We  have  aimed  to  be  brief,  extracting  only  such  portions  from  the  proceedings 
as  were  deemed  of  general  Interest,  and  avoided  comment,  save  where  the  decisions 
of  Grand  Commanders  differed  from  those  of  Michigan." 

Colorado  is  not  given  a  place  in  the  report. 

He  gives  nearly  all  of  the  address  of  Great  Prior  Moore, 

but  expresses  no  opinion. 

In  closing  he  says : 

"  In  our  review  of  the  States,  Including  our  own,  we  note  with  pleasure  the  spirit 
of  unanimity  which  pervades  our  Order  ;  even  minor  differences,  which  have  scarcely 
troubled  the  smooth  sea,  are  almost  unknown,  and  the  usual  questions  of  discussions 
seem  to  quietly  slumber  in  the  past  May  this  harmonious  spirit  characterize  our 
present  as  well  as  future  doings,  and  guide  us  in  actions  and  deliberations  that  shall 
promote  and  advance  our  Order  till  we  place  It  on  the  highest  pinnacle,  unassalable 
by  man." 

This  is  the  expression  of  all  the  Grand  Commanders  ai\d 

Committees   on   Correspondence,  throughout   the   United 

States. 


MINNESOTA. 

The  Grand  Commander  reports  his  official  acts  in  a  very 
full  address.     He  says : 

"  No  dispute— no  question  of  difference  has  been  submitted  to  me  for  decision." 

The  Grand  Commandery,  escorted  by  Faribault  and 
Cyrene  Commanderies,  proceeded  to  the  Cathedral,  where 
impressive  religious  ceremonies  were  conducted  by  Rev. 
Sir  George, B.Whipple. 

The  well  prepared  report  of  the  Committee  on  Corres- 
pondence is  by  Sir  Knight  Pierson  : 

"  We  always  look  first  to  see  what  other  reporters  have  to  say  about  Minnesota, 
and  taking  it  for  granted  that  we  are  not  alone  in  that  particular,  for  convenience, 
we  will  at  the  conclusion  of  this  paper,  give  the  names  of  the  Grand  Bodies  and  the 
page  where  the  notice  may  be  found." 

We  read  his  report  entire  although  Colorado  does  not 

appear  in  it.     He  takes  issue  with  California  on  the  decision 

that  "  A  Companion  whose  right  hand  was  so  far  disabled 
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as  to  prevent  the  use  of  the  sword  although  able  to  hold  it" 
was  not  eligible  for  the  orders  of  knighthood.  He  cites  an 
instance  of  a  Companion  who  had  but  one  arm,  he  does  not 
say  which,  being  received. 

We  go  farther;  in  our  opinion  the  day  ought  to  be 
past  when  any  physical  test  is  required  in  any  Masonic 
body.  Suppose  the  candidate  has  but  one  arm,  but  as  Sir 
Knight  Pierson  says,  "  he  has  head,  brain,  intellect,  mental 
qualifications  of  a  high  order/'  these  are  recommendations 
in  our  opinion  outweighing  any  quantity  of  legs  and  arms. 


MISSISSIPPI. 

After  opening  the  Grand  Commandery  proceeded  to  the 
Methodist  Church  v  where  the  Offices  of  Devotion  were 
observed  in  a  solemn  and  impressive  manner,  and  "  after  the 
exercises  at  Church  the  Grand  Commandery  marched 
around  the  Court  House  Square."  For  what  purpose  we 
are  not  told,  but  it  is  reported  under  the  heading  of  Parade. 

As  we  have  said  elsewhere  we  think  the  occasion,  when 
it  is  proper  or  desirable  to  appear  in  public  as  a  Commandery 
or  Grand  Commandery  are  few.  We  do  not  think  this  one 
of  them,  but  it  may  be  a  matter  of  taste. 

The  Grand  Commander  tells  us  that  they  have  not 
increased  numerically,  but  have  lost  nothing  and  that  peace 
and  harmony  prevail. 

A  Subordinate  Commandery  requests  permission  "  as  a 
Commandery"  to  participate  with  a  blue  lodge  in  a  Lodge 
of  Sorrow.     The  letter  says  : 

"  Brother  Renn  was  a  good  man  and  Mason  of  many  years'  usefulness,  but  by. 
some  oversight  was  suspended  In  the  Commandery  for  non-payment  of  dues,  which 
the  Commandery  since  has  squared  up  on  the  books.' 

"We  desire  to  pay  him  the  last  respect,  and  be  governed  by  the  cardinal  prin- 
ciple of  Charity." 

Just  what  is  meant  by  "  oversight "  we  do  not  know,  but 

from  what  follows  we  infer  that  he  was  regularly  suspended 

for  non-payment  of  dues.     No  attention  seems  to  have  been 
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given  to  the  question  as  to  the  propriety  of  appearing  "  as 
a  Commandery  "  in  a  lodge  of  A.  F.  &  A.  M.,  which  to  say 
the  least  we  think  very  doubtful  and  would  have  been 
sufficient  ground  in  our  opinion  for  the  Grand  Commander's 
refusal.  The  request  is  refused,  however,  on  the  ground 
simply  of  the  suspension.  It  seems  to  us  if  his  Commandery 
were  willing  to  and  did  "  square  up  his  dues  in  the  books  " 
they  should  be  allowed  to  pay  their  respects  to  his  memory 
as  he  "  was  a  good  man  and  Mason  of  many  years  useful- 
ness." We  do  not  object  to  the  refusal  but  to  the  grounds 
on  which  it  is  put. 

The  finances  of  the  Grand  Commandery  do  not  seem  to 
be  in  a  very  satisfactory  condition  and  the  Grand  Recorder 
says  of  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Correspondence  : 

"  If  it  should  happen  to  be  lengthy,  there  is  no  money  to  print  It,  and  hence 
our  transactions  would  be  shorn  of  a  feature  for  which  they  have  heretofore  been 
quite  valuable." 

Yet  we  find  a  very  able  report  printed  taking  the  full 
forty  pages  allowed  by  the  resolution  of  the  Grand  Com- 
mandery. It  is  prepared  by  Sir  Knight  DeLap,  who  seems 
both  to  deplore  and  to  exult  in  his  limitation  to  forty  pages. 

He  says  of  a  former  report,  and  we  presume  the  same  is 

applicable  to  the  present . 

"  We  desire  In  the  beginning,  at  the  very  threshold  of  this  document,  to  assume 
the  entire  and  sole  responsibility  of  all  and  singular,  Its  utterances,  language  and 
views,  wholly  relieving  the  Grand  Commandery  of  Mississippi  from  any  suspicion  of 
Its  paternity  and  from  any  responsibility  therefor.  Being  a  married  man,  war  has  no 
terrors  for  us,  and  certainly  not  one  waged  by  such  a  body  as  the  Grand  Encampment 
of  the  United  States." 

We  supposed  every  Sir  Knight  understood  that  the 
Grand  Commandery  is  in  no  way  responsible  for  the  views 
of  its  Committee  on  Correspondence. 

Of  the  Council  degrees,  in  reviewing  Alabama,  he  quotes : 

"It  would  require  a  more  critical  observer  than  we  are  to  discover  any  loss  of  vi- 
tality In  the  Cryptic  degrees,  by  reason  of  their  merger  Into  the  Chapter.  They  were 
tolerably  dead  before,  and  It  has  been  for  years  only  a  question  of  time  when  the  fu- 
neral should  take  place.  There  Is  a  vein  of  humbuggery  pervading,  or  to  be  found  in 
almost  everything,  and  this  furore  in  behalf  of  the  Council  degrees  comes  In  heavily 
laden  with  It." 


\ 
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We  cannot  say  just  how  much  truth  there  is  in  this,  but 
it  seems  to  be  the  prevailing  opinion. 

The  writer  takes  particular  pains  to  express  his  strong 
opposition  to  the  use  of  wines  or  liquors  of  any  sort  at  Tem- 
plar banquets,  in  which  sentiments,  personally,  we  heartily 
concur. 

We  would  like  to  copy  several  items  from  this  report  t 
but  our  financial  condition,  like  that  of  Mississippi,  makes 
brevity  imperative. 


MISSOURI. 

Sir  Knight  Waggoner,  Grand  Commander,  presiding. 
Thirty-four  subordinate  Commanderies  represented. 

Of  the  financial  condition  of  the  subordinate  Command- 
eries, the  Grand  Commander  says : 

"There  Is  not  one  Commandery  that  Is  In  debt,  and  the  largest  rer  cent  of  tame 
have  amounts  that  do  credit  to  themselves  and  this  Grand  Jurisdiction." 

He  then  gives  the  amount  on  hand  of  each,  when  vis- 
ited, showing  an  aggregate  of  over  eight  thousand  dollars. 
This  shows  a  remarkable  state  of  prosperity. 

The  Committee  on  Grievances  are  happy  to  report  that 
nothing  has  been  referred  to  them. 

Welch's  tactics  are  continued. 

Sir  Knight  Mayo,  Grand  Recorder,  makes  the  report, 
his  fourth,  on  correspondence. 

We  notice  that  reporters  who  continue  year  after  year 
making  reports  seem  to  grow  better,  and  hope  Sir  Knight 
Mayo  will  continue  his  good  work.  Our  space  forbids  ex- 
tracts, which  we  would  like  to  make.  Colorado  is  very 
pleasantly  noticed. 

NEW  HAMPSHIRE. 

Of  Decisions  the  Grand  Commander  says : 

"The  Constitution  and  Code  of  Laws  of  the  Great  Encampment  and  the  regula- 
tions of  our  own  statutes,  are  so  plain— and  the  £.  Commanders  apparently  so  well 
acquainted  with  them— that  not  In  one  Instance  have  I  been  called  upon  to  render 
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any  decision  upon  Templar  Law,  or  anything  that  would  require  official  considera- 
tion." 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Grievances,  in  the  case 
of  Sir  Daniel  R.  Marshall,  and  the  action  taken,  are  peculiar. 

Sir  Knight  Marshall  was  tried  and  found  guilty  on  a 
charge  of  disobeying  the  orders  of  the  Eminent  Commander 
and  suspended.     He  appeals. 

The  committee,  in  a  report  of  five  pages,  carefully  re- 
view the  whole  testimony,  and  close  by  recommending  the 
adoption  of  the  following  resolutions  : 

Resolved,  That  the  finding  of  guilty,  In  the  case  of  Sir  George  W.  Currier,  Emi- 
nent Commander  of  St  George  Commandery,  against  Sir  Daniel  R.  Marshall,  be  and 
Is  hereby  approved. 

Resolved,  That  the  sentence  of  suspension  from  the  rights  of  a  Templar,  lm~ 
posed  upon  the  accused,  be  and  hereby  Is  vacated  and  annulled,  and  that  said  Daniel 
R.  Marshall  be  from  this  date  restored  to  all  his  rights  and  privileges  as  a  Templar.' 

Which,  after  some  discussion,  were  adopted. 

That  is,  they  let  the  Eminent  Commander,  who  prefers 
the  charges,  down  easy  by  finding  the  accused  guilty;  and 
they  let  the  accused  down  easy  by  saying  in  effect,  "al- 
though guilty  we  will  not  punish  you." 

He  was  either  guilty  or  not  guilty,  and  if  guilty  he 
should  have  been  punished. 

Sir  Knight  Hunt  makes  the  report  on  Correspondence, 
and  covers  nearly  one  hundred  pages.  Of  Sir  Knight 
Woodbury's  report  to  our  Grand  Commandery  he  says: 

"We  regret  that  Sir  Woodbury  should  adopt  the  view  that  It  Is  not  the  duty  of  a 
Committee  on  Correspondence  to  express  Its  opinion  upon  any  matters  that  come  un- 
der Its  notice,  for  we  believe  that  by  the  expression  of  such  opinions,  and  the  discus- 
sion of  disputed  questions,  that  the  truth  Is  reached,  errors  corrected,  and  uniformity 
established.  Quotations  of  acts  and  decisions  of  grand  bodies  or  officers,  unaccom- 
panied by  approval  or  disapproval,  create  but  little  Interest;  while,  If  reasons  are  giv- 
en for  assent  or  dissent,  others  may  be  convinced  of  the  correctness  of  the  principle 
Involved,  and  add  the  weight  of  their  authority." 

He  favors  the  plan  of  having  all  commissions  of  Grand 
Representatives  expire  with  each  Triennial  Conclave. 

The  report  contains  more  of  the  reporter  and  less  quota- 
tions than  any  other  we  have  examined  and  is  very  readable. 
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NEW  JERSEY. 

Twelve  Commanderies  represented.  Sir  Knight  Register, 
Grand  Commander,  gives  an  able  address,  but  our  limited 
space  prevents  our  quoting  as  we  would  like. 

Sir  Knight  George  B.  Edwards  makes  the  report  on 
Correspondence  and  it  is  very  complete. 


NEW  YORK. 
The  Grand  Commander  says  regarding  decisions  many 
questions  have  been  asked  and  answered.     A  great  portion 
of  them   merely   required   reference   to.  the   Statutes   and 
Regulations  for  solution. 

The  Grand  Recorder  Sir  Knight  Macoy,  at  the  request 
of  the  Grand  Commander,  gives  an  article  entitled  "  Crosses^ 
&c,"  in  which  he  gives  a  full  explanation  of  this  emblem 
and  its  historical  importance.  Cuts  of  more  than  twenty 
different  crosses  are  given  and  each  fully  explained.  The 
article  is  well  worth  careful  perusal. 

The  Committee  on  Correspondence  in  reviewing  Colo- 
rado for  1879  very  severely  take  Sir  Knight  Stanton,  G.  C, 
to  task  for  his  absence  during  the  year  : 

"  We  take  no  stock  In  the  excuses  that  are  annually  made  of  unexpected  events 
and  all  the  rest  When  a  Sir  Knight  accepts  an  election  to  office,  he  should  know 
that  he  can  discharge  Its  duties  to  the  best  of  his  ability,  and  there  should  be  no 
excuse  at  the  end  of  the  term,  except  unavoidable  accidents,  milder  In  nature  than 
ordinary  business  engagements  to  be  foreseen  from  the  beginning.  It  Is  Just  about 
time  that  this  thing  should  stop,  and  that  when  a  Sir  Knight  solemnly  vows,  In  the 
presence  of  his  fraters,  that  he  should  know  whereof  he  affirms,  and  not  leave  the 
completion  of  his  vow  contingent  upon  events  which  In  advance  he  ought  to  be  able 
to  control." 

In  Sir  Knight  Stanton's  case  we  know  the  excuse  to  be 
a  valid  one,  that  he  was  necessarily  absent  from  the  State,  as 
he  reports,  and  for  reasons  that  could  not  have  been  fore- 
seen by  hin?  at  the  time  of  his  election.  We  fully  agree 
with  the  report  but  think  this  case  an  exception. 

Regarding  Sir  Knight  Woodbury's  report  they  say  : 

••  Let  us  therefore  hope  that  In  due  time  Colorado  will  reach  a  point  which  will 
enable  It  to  give  us  a  full  review." 
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We  try  it  this  year  ;  if  not  "  full  "  it  is  fuller  than  here- 
tofore. 


NORTH  CAROLINA. 
A  new  Grand  Commandery  organized  under  warrant  of 
M.  E.  Grand  Master  Benjamin  Dean.  Three  Commanderies 
represented.  Officers  elected  and  installed.  Statutes  and 
Regulations  adopted.  The  proceedings  were  very  harmo- 
nious, and  we  wish  the  Grand  Commandery  of  North  Car- 
olina a  career  of  perpetual  life  and  usefulness. 


OHIO. 

One  of  the  most  complete  volumes  of  Proceedings  we 

have   seen.   Thirty-four   Commanderies  represented.     The 

Grand  Commander  in    his  address  discusses   a   proposed 

change  in  jurisdiction : 

"  The  several  subordinate  Commanderies  of  Ohio,  and  so  far  as  I  am  Informed, 
of  the  other  Grand  Jurisdictions,  have  been  organized  with  a  clearly  defined  territo- 
rial Jurisdiction,  and  with  reference  to  Its  capacity  to  build  up  and  maintain  a  health- 
ful and  useful  Commandery.  The  statutes  require  applicants  for  the  Orders  to  pres- 
ent their  petitions  to  the  body  nearest  their  respective  homes,  where  they  are  sup- 
posed to  be,  and  probably  are  best  known  and  their  true  characters  appreciated. 
The  alteration  of  the  statutes  proposed  at  the  last  annual  conclave,  and  upon  which 
you  will  be  called  to  act,  will,  If  adopted,  change  the  whole  system,  and  obliterate  all 
lines  of  territorial  jurisdiction,  and  leave  applicants  free  to  present  their  petitions  to 
any  Commandery  In  the  State.  Whether  so  radical  a  change  Is  desired,  and  would 
advance  or  maintain  the  purity  and  high  standing  of  our  Order,  Is  worthy  of  careful 
consideration.  The  experience  of  the  past  should  not  be  disregarded ;  nor  should  a 
system  under  which  we  have  prospered  be  abandoned  without  adequate  cause,  nor 
the  healthful  growth  of  our  subordinates  endangered,  by  the  diversion  of  Its  material 
to  another  possessing  equal,  or  even  superior  advantages  of  location  and  jurisdiction." 

Before  a  vote  was  reached  it  was  ascertained  that  such  a 
change  would  be  unconstitutional  and  it  was  declared  out 
of  order,  which  was  certainly  right. 

Sir  Knight  Carson  makes  the  report,  his  fifth,  on  Corres- 
pondence, taking  one  hundred  and  seventeen  pages.  In 
reviewing  Canada  we  have  quoted  from  and  referred  to  Sir 
Knight  Carson's  article  on  the  Trinity. 
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He  reviews  Colorado  for  1878.  The  Committee  should 
have  received  1879  in  ample  time  for  this  report. 

Sir  Knight  Carson  in  closing  says  regarding  his  articles 

on  the  Trinity  and  Knights  of  Malta  Ritual : 

"  To  prepare  such  articles  requires  much  labor  and  research,  all  which  we  have 
contributed  to  our  brethren  at  no  Inconsiderable  sacrifice  of  our  own  time  and 
comfort" 

And  for  which  he  should  receive  the  thanks  of  students 

of  Masonic  literature  and  history. 


PENNSYLVANIA. 
We  have  not  received  the  Proceedings  of  this  State  for 
1880  or  1 88 1,  both  of  which  should  have  been  received 
before  this  time.  We  find  other  committees  have  received 
the  Proceedings  for  1880,  from  which  we  learn  that  "  the 
proceedings  were  lengthy  but  routine."  May  be  that  is  it, 
they  are  so  heavy  and  we  so  far  away,  that  they  have  not 
arrived  yet.  Hops  they  will  arrive  in  time  for  somebody  to 
report  them  next  year. 


TENNESSEE. 
This  seems  to  have  been  a  grand  gala  day  Conclave. 
Parades,  address  of  welcome,  response,  church  services. 
Then  proceedings  proper,  usual  routine  business,  reports, 
etc.,  with,  during  the  time,  receptions  at  residences  brilliantly 
illuminated  and  handsomely  decorated,  and  the  grounds 
lighted  up  in  the  most  artistic  manner,  the  parlors  filled 
up  with  fair  ladies,  tables  groaning  under  the  weight  of  good 
things,  and  the  finest  champagne  flowing  freely,  (what  will 
Sir  Knight  De  Lap  say  to  this  ?)  and  other  grand  things, 
which  the  Grand  Recorder  says  he  does  not  attempt  to 
describe,  because  he  cannot  do  the  subject  justice.  It  makes 
us  dizzy  and  we  desist.  No,  we  cannot  yet ;  we  must  give 
a  paragraph  entire,  near  the  close  of  the  Proceedings  : 
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"  The  dance,  which  lasted  until  two  o'clock,  was  surely  much  enjoyed  by  all 
parties.  No  sets  were  engaged  until  after  the  dancing  begun,  which  enabled  the 
strangers  to  participate.  It  Is  asking  a  great  thing  of  young  men  not  to  make 
engagements  ahead,  and  without  absolute  firmness  on  the  part  of  the  young  ladles  It 
IS  rarely  done,  but  last  night  proved  an  exception.  There  were  about  eighty-three 
couples  on  the  floor  at  different  times,  and  the  dancing  was  what  expressive  young 
people  call  *  Just  splendid.'  The  costumes  were  In  many  cases  magnificent,  and  a 
more  beautiful  set  of  young  ladles  has  not  assembled  in  KnoxvMe." 

Seriously,  we  have  no  objection  to  this  "  sound  of  rev- 
elry," in  fact  would  )ike  to  participate,  but  the  report  of  it 
would  be  more  proper  for  a  sensational  daily  newspaper 
than  the  published  proceedings,  the  history,  of  a  Grand 
Commandery. 

There  is  a  full  report  on  Correspondence,  which  we  are 
inclined  to  attribute  to  Sir  Knight  Howell,  Grand  Recorder, 
and  that  the  inspiration  of  the  occasion  was  such  that  he 
forgot  to  sign  it. 


TEXAS. 

The  Grand  Commander  tells  us  that  in  making  visita- 
tions, he  has  traveled  over  sixteen  hundred  miles,  which 
tells  of  a  great  deal  of  time  and  labor  spent  in  the  discharge 
of  this  duty. 

He  issued  a  circular  asking  answers  to  certain  questions, 
with  a  view  of  preserving  the  history  of  the  Order,  an 
example  which  should  be  followed  by  our  own  Grand  Com- 
mandery, as  many  interesting  and  valuable  facts  regarding 
our  early  history  might  now  be  obtained  and  preserved, 
which  will  soon  be  beyond  our  power  to  obtain. 

The  Grand  Prelate,  Sir  Knight  Carpenter,  delivered  a 
very  interesting  address,  which  is  reported  in  full. 

Sir  Knight  Good  makes  the  report,  a  very  full  one,  on 
Correspondence.  Colorado  is  very  kindly  noticed,  and  we 
comply  with  the  reporter's  request,  and  make  a  report  on 
Correspondence. 
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VERMONT. 

Sir  Knight  Edward  S.  Dana,  Grand  Commander,  presid- 
ing.    Seven  subordinate  Commanderies  represented. 

The  Grand  Commander's  address  shows  the  order  to  be 
in  a  healthy  and  flourishing  condition. 

Sir  Knight  Fisher,  in  commencing  his  report  on  Corres- 
pondence, says  he  makes  his  appearance  for  the  first  and 
last  time,  but  as  we  see  he  is  again  chairman  we  hope  he  will 
relent  on  the  "last  time"  part  of  his  declaration.  Colorado 
is  very  pleasantly  noticed. 

This,  regarding  Canada,  makes  an  explanation  regard- 
ing the  doctrine  of  the  Trinity  which  we  most  heartily  en- 
dorse : 

"We  do  not  believe  that  It  Is  clearly  understood  that  we  reject  the  Trinitarian 
doctrine,  else  our  ritual  Is  unmeaning  sound  and  all  our  special  services  vain  words, 
referring  as  they  do  to  the  propitiation  of  the  Father  and  the  sacrifice  of  the  son.  It 
was  the  test  and  not  the  doctrine  of  the  Holy  Trinity  which  was  rejected.  We  believe 
and  know  that  to-day  the  great  majority  of  our  Templars  are  Trinitarian,  and  would 
not  allow  the  doctrine  to  be  rejected,  though  perhaps  the  same  majority— we  saj  It  as 
1  rinltarians,  confessors  of  the  Creed— would  wisely  refuse  to  have  this  doctrine  made 
a  test,  or  rather  to  define  and  extend  the  present  test.  We  may  now  also  conclude 
that  the  Templars  of  Canada  are  non-Trinitarians,  for  they  made  a  test  of  that  doc- 
trine and  then  repealed  It,  thereby  either  yielding  to  those  they  call  unbelievers,  or 
become  Unitarians  themselves.  As  they  receive  and  welcome  heretics,  they  welcome 
heresy.  (^ui  facet  per  alium  facet  per  *e.  Again,  If  Templary  Is  not  taught  In  the  United 
States,  there  Is  little  teaching  of  It  In  the  world,  for  the  whole  number  of  Templars 
In  the  world  Is  64,751,  of  which  number  there  are  In  the  United  States  50,04a  A  little 
leaven  may  Indeed  leaven  the  whole  mass,  but  not  by  arrogance  and  declaring  un- 
clean. We  feel  the  tone  of  this  address,  clever  as  it  Is,  and  were  we  called  on  to  state 
the  end  and  object  of  Templary  In  Canada,  should  feel  like  saying,  that  It  lived  to 
fear  and  denounce  what  is  called  the  heresy  of  American  Templarism." 


VIRGINIA. 

Ten  subordinate  Commanderies  represented.  Peace  and 
harmony  reign  throughout  this  jurisdiction. 

Sir  Knight  Bain,  Grand  Commander,  in  his  address,gives 
a  very  full  report  of  his  official  acts,  but  they  are  not  of  gen- 
eral interest  outside  the  State. 

The  Committee  on  Correspondence  report  that  they  are 
unable  to  make  their  usual  report.  The  same  committee  is 
continued. 
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WEST  VIRGINIA. 

All  we  have  for  this  State  is  a  slip  giving  certain  decis- 
ions made  by  Sir  Knight  Frank  Rex,  Grand  Commander. 

Decision  second — The  wearing  of  the  uniform  is  repre- 
hensible at  a  promiscuous  party,  even  though  the  assembly 
be  held  in  the  Asylum. 

This  is  not  far  from  Tennessee,  and  some  of  our  friends 
in  that  state  may  take  exceptions  to  this  decision. 


WISCONSIN. 

Sir  Knight  Woodhull,  Grand  Commander  presiding. 
Thirteen  subordinate  Commanderies  represented. 

The  Grand  Commander  in  his  address  tells  us,  that  the 
Order  is  in  a  happy  and  prosperoub  condition  throughout 
the  jurisdiction,  and  that  no  decisions  have  been  necessary. 

Report  on  Correspondence  by  Sir  Knight  Carpenter. 
It  is  of  the  usual  order  of  such  documents,  and  we  could 
only  give  an  idea  by  making  quotations,  which  our  space 
will  not  allow. 


Twenty-First  Triennial. 
With  one  or  two  exceptions,  we  have  omitted  all  allu- 
sions to  the  meeting  of  the  Grand  Encampment  at  Chicago, 
intending  to  give,  under  this  head,  a  summary  of  the  opin- 
ions given  by  the  different  Grand  Commanders  and  Com- 
mittees on  Correspondence.  From  an  examination  of  all 
the  proceedings  commented  on,  and  our  personal  recollec- 
tion of  what  took  place,  we  hardly  know  what  to  say.  The 
Grand  Commander  of  Wisconsin  is  most  bitter  in  his  report 
of  the  proceedings,  and  the  treatment  of  the  Sir  Knights 
from  his  jurisdiction.  The  Grand  Commander  of  Indiana, 
coming  from  the  other  side  of  Illinois,  is  quite  complimen- 
tary.    He  makes  some  reservations,  however  : 

••  It  would  have  been  a  miracle  Indeed  If,  among  so  vast  a  concourse  of  human 
beings,  each  demanding  shelter,  sustenance  and  social  enjoyment,  there  had  not 
been  Instances  of  discomfort,  and  cause  for  complaint." 
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There  is  a  great  deal  of  truth  in  what  the  Grand  Com- 
mander of  Mississippi  says  : 

"  I  have  heard  many  complaints  of  Chicago,  the  treatment  then*  received,  and  of 
the  Triennial  Committee,  bat  none  from  the  Sir  Knights  of  Mississippi  Personally 
I  can  and  do  bear  willing  testimony  to  many  courtesies  and  attentions  receiTed  :  and 
to  the  further  fact,  that  so  far  as  I  was  able  to  judge,  the  delegation  from  Mississippi 
bad  an  excellent  time,  and  no  cause  to  And  fault  with  anybody.  When  the  reverse  of 
this  was  the  ease,  the  fault  almost  always  can  be.  and  was  found  to  rest  with  the 
grumbler/* 

The  Sir  Knights  from  Colorado  were,  under  all  the  cir- 
cumstances, very  hospitably  and  courteously  entertained, 
and  passed  very  flattering  resolutions  on  the  eve  of  their 
departure  from  Chicago. 

The  Grand  Commander  and  Committee  on  Correspon- 
dence of  Maryland  are  very  complimentary. 

Illinois  makes  a  very  respectfut  apology  for  some  things 
that  occurred,  but  intimates  very  strongly  that  no  Commit- 
tee or  body  of  men,  or  city  in  the  United  States,  could  have 
done  better  under  the  circumstances,  which  is  probably  true. 

We  quote  from  the  address  of  Sir  Knight  Bain,  of 
Virginia  : 

"  But  In  this  connection  I  desire  to  say.  that  while  to  me  the  ptlgrimuge  to  Chi- 
cago was  most  pleasant,  yet  there  *ere.  as  could  not  otherwise  be  expected  upon  the 
assembling  of  such  a  concourse  of  Sir  Knights,  many  complaints ;  but  of  these  I  have 
nothing  to  say  or  personally  to  complain.  It  may  be  that  our  Chicago  fraters  either 
overestimated  their  own  abilities  to  accommodate  so  vast  a  host,  or  underestimated 
the  numbers  which  would  assemble  within  her  walls.  But  whatever  inconveniences 
or  disappointments  resulted  from  the  great  gathering,  they  were  more  than  recom- 
pensed and  repaid  by  the  great  benefit  resulting  from  the  social  Intercourse  of  the 
thousands  there  assembled,  and  the  lasting  friendships  formed  between  the  Sir 
Knights  from  the  different  Grand  Jurisdictions ;  and  however  circumstances  may 
have  combined  to  mar  the  pleasures  of  the  occasion,  there  was  oue  subject  about 
which  there  could  be  no  dissenting  opinion.  That  the  grand  parade  was  a  success  all 
will  concur.  It  was  Indeed  "  a  goodly  sight,"  a  pageant  long  to  be  remembered ;  and 
such  an  array  of  Knights  with  their  nodding  plumes,  glittering  swords,  waving  ban- 
ners, and  silken  pennons  streaming  In  the  wind,  will  not  soon  be  forgotten  by  any 
whose  fortune  It  was  to  be  there. 

As  in  time  we  forget  the  discomforts,  and  memory  recalls 
the  pleasures  of  the  occasion,  we  hope  and  believe  that  this 
will  come  to  be,  as  it  is  ours,  the  universal  feeling  of  all  who 
participated  in  that  long-to-be-remembered  occasion. 
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CONCLUSION. 

Probably  we  should  apologize  for  this  report,  but  we  do 
not  like  to  do  so. 

Our  Code  of  Statutes  adopted  at  the  organization  of 

our  Grand  Commandery  makes  this  provision  regarding  the 

Committee  on  Correspondence : 

'•  The  Grand  Commander  shall  also,  prior  to  the  close  of  the  session,  appoint  a 
committee  of  three,  of  whom  the  Grand  Recorder  shall  be  one,  upon  Foreign  Corres- 
pondence, which  shall  act  for  one  year,  and  report  at  the  next  annual  conclave  ; 
also,  a  committee  of  three  on  Templar  Jurisprudence." 

The  intent  of  those  adopting  it,  among  whom  was  the 
writer,  being  in  reality  to  make  the  Grand  Recorder  chair- 
man of  this  Committee. 

A  short  time  since  our  Grand  Recorder  wrote  me  saying 
his  duties  were  such  that  it  was  impossible  for  him  to  make 
a  report  and  saying  if  I  would  do  so  he  would  send  me  the 
proceedings.  They  were  sent  and  we  have  done  the  best 
we  could  under  the  circumstances. 

We  have  devoted  what  little  time  we  could  get  to  the 
work  and  after  getting  started  have  rather  enjoyed  it.  We 
have  felt  it  to  be  an  imperative  duty  to  make  our  report 
short  on  account  of  the  expense  of  printing,  and  it  has 
given  us  much  more  trouble  to  decide  what  not  report  than 
what  to  put  in. 

And  now  with  our  best  wishes  for  the  prosperity,  peace 
and  happiness  of,  and  kindred  regards  to,  all  true  and  cour- 
teous Sir  Knights  who  may  read  or  ever  see  this  report,  we 
submit  the  same.

CODE  OF  STATUTES

OF  COLORADO. 


ARTICLE  I. 
Name. 
This  body  shall  be  known  and  designated  as  the  Grand 
Commandery  of  Knights  Templar  and  the  Appendant  Or- 
ders of  Colorado. 

article  II. 
Jurisdiction, 
Its  jurisdiction  shall  be  within  the  territorial  limits  of 
Colorado. 

article  III. 
Objects. 

Section  i.  In  said  Grand  Commandery  alone  is  vested 
the  right  and  duty  to  superintend  and  govern  all  Comman- 
deries  of  Knights  Templar,  and  the  Appendant  Orders  with- 
in this  jurisdiction,  subject  only  to  the  Constitution  and 
Statutes  of  the  Grand  Encampment  of  Knights  Templar  of 
the  United  States  of  America. 

Sec.  2.  It  may  therefore  make  laws,  pass  regulations, 
and  repeal,  alter  and  amend  the  same.  It  may  grant  war- 
rants and  dispensations  for  holding  Commanderies  of 
Knights  Templar,  and  for  good  cause,  annul  and  revoke  the

same.  It  may  assign  the  limits  of  all  Commanderies  under 
its  jurisdiction,  and  settle  all  controversies  that  may  arise 
between  them,  and  censure,  suspend  or  expel  members  for  \ 

wilful  violation  of  its  statutes,  regulations  or  edicts.  It  may 
assess  and  collect  from  the  several  Commanderies  within  its 
jurisdiction  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  for 
expenses,  and  may  consider  all  matters  and  do  all  things 
appertaining  to  the  well  being  and  perpetuation  of  the  Or- 
der, and  exercise  all  the  rights  of  sovereignty  within  the 
limits  of  its  jurisdiction,  but  always  subordinate  to  the 
Grand  Encampment  of  the  United  States. 

ARTICLE  IV. 
Officers  and  Members. 
This  Grand  Commandery  shall  consist  of  the  officers  and  ) 

members  enumerated  in  Section  i,  Article  II,  of  the  Con- 
stitution of  the  Grand  Encampment  of  Knights  Templar  for 
the  United  States  of  America.  The  first  nine  of  such  offi- 
cers shall  be  elected,  and  the  remaining  officers  appointed 
by  the  R.  E.  Grand  Commander  elect. 

ARTICLE    V. 
Meetings. 
The  annurl  conclave  of  this  Grand  Commandery  shall 
be  held  at  the  City  of  Denver,  on  the  Friday  succeeding  the 
third  Tuesday  of  September  of  each  year. 


ARTICLE  VI. 

Fees,  Dues  and  Finances. 
Section  i.  Each  Commandery  under  the  jurisdiction 
of  this  Grand  Commandery  shall  demand  and  receive  for 
conferring  the  Order  of  Knighthood,  a  sum  not  less  than 
seventy-five  (75)  dollars  ;  Provided,  however,  That  th;s  shall 
not  apply  to  petitions  heretofore  received  by  any  Comman- 
dery under  this  Grand  Commandery. 
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Sec.  2.  For  instituting  a  new  Commandery  within  this 
jurisdiction,  the  fees  shall  be :  For  Dispensation  ninety 
dollars  ($90),  and  for  Charter  the  further  sum  of  ten  dol- 
lars ($10.) 

Sec.  3.  Each  subordinate  Commandery  within  this 
jurisdiction  shall  pay  into  the  treasury  of  this  Grand  Com- 
mandery the  sum  of  five  dollars  for  each  Knight  Templar 
dubbed  and  created  in  such  Commandery  ;  and  the  further 
sum  of  one  dollar  annually  for  each  member  belonging  to 
such  Commandery.  Every  Subordinate  Commandery  shall 
make  annual  returns,  to  include  all  work  done  since  the 
date  of  their  last  returns  ;  a  list  of  officers,  and  an  alpha- 
betical list  of  members,  and  return  the  same  to  the  Grand 
Recorder,  with  their  dues,  at  least  tert  days  before  each 
annual  conclave. 

Sec.  4.  The  R.  E.  Grand  Commander  of  this  Grand 
Commandery  shall  appoint  a  committee  of  three  (3)  Sir 
Knights,  members  of  this  Grand  Commandery,  who  shall, 
as  a  Committee  on  Finance,  inspect  and  audit  the  accounts 
of  the  Grand  Recorder  and  Treasurer,  and  report  the  result 
at  each  regular  annual  conclave. 

Sec.  5.  The  Grand  Recorder  of  this  Grand  Comman- 
dery shall  be  entitled  to  the  sum  of  five  dollars  (585)  for 
each  dispensation  granted,  and  the  further  sum  of  five  dol- 
lars (#5)  for  each  charter  when  issued. 

ARTICLE    VII. 
Committees  and  Correspondence. 
Immediately  upon  the  meeting  of  this  Grand  Comman- 
dery the  Grand  Commander  shall  appoint  the  following 
standing  committees  of  three  Sir  Knights  each,  viz: 

1.  On  Credentials. 

2.  On  Returns  and  Work  of  Commanderles. 
S.    On  Petitions,  Grievances  and  Appeals. 

4.    On  Printing  and  Miscellaneous  Business. 
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To  these  committees  shall  be  referred  all  the  appropriate 
returns  and  documents  appertaining  thereto ;  these  commit- 
tees shall  hold  to  the  close  of  the  session. 

The  Grand  Commander  shall  also,  prior  to  the  close  of 
the  session,  appoint  a  committee  of  three,  of  whom  the 
Grand  Recorder  shall  be  one,  upon  Foreign  Correspondence, 
which  shall  act  for  one  year,  and  report  at  the  next  annual 
conclave ;  also,  a  committee  of  three  on  Templar  Juris- 
prudence. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 

No  amendment  or  alteration  can  be  made  to  these  stat- 
utes unless  by  a  resolution  in  writing,  stating  distinctly  the 
alteration  or  amendment  proposed,  which  must  be  carried 
by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present.

ADDRESS. 

The  Grand  Commander  delivered  the  following  ad- 
dress : 

Sir  Knights  and  Members  of  the  Grand  Commandery  of  Colorado  : 

It  is  with  great  pleasure  I  greet  you  and  welcome  you  to  this  the  7th  annual 
conclave  of  our  Grand  Commandery,  more  especially  that  our  ranks  are  unbroken, 
and  so  far  as  I  know,  all  our  members  have  enjoyed  health  and  prosperity  since  last 
we  met. 

We  are  gathered  together  to  consider  and  act  for  the  good  of  the  order,  and  I 
trust  your  deliberations  may  prove  fruitful  In  wise  actions  for  our  future  welfare. 

Our  Commanderle8  have,  I  believe,  each  and  all  of  them,  had  a  successful  year, 
and  grown  In  members,  character  and  usefulness. 

As  Knights  Templar  we  should  always  remember  our  character  as  Christian 
warriors,  and  while  we  may  not  carry  out  all  of  the  beautiful  precepts  of  our  order 
we  should  strive  to  do  so. 

DISPENSATIONS. 

On  December  10th,  1881, 1  granted  a  dispensation  to  Sir  Knight  George  H.  Bar- 
rett to  install  the  officers  elect  of  Georgetown  (Commandery  No.  4  ;  there  being  no 
past  Commander  in  that  Jurisdiction  to  act  In  that  behalf,  and  on  December  12th, 
he  duly  Installed  Sir  Knight  Ed.

Jas.  P.  Maxwell  and  other  fraters,  I  granted  a  dispensation  to  form  a  Commandery 
to  be  stationed  at  Boulder  and  to  be  known  as  ML  Sinai  Commandery  U.  D.  with  Sir 
Knights  Jas.  P.  Maxwell  as  E.C.,  Ivers Phillips  as  Generalissimo,  and  George  M.  Nelklrk 
as  C.  G.  The  Commandery  was  duly  formed,  provided  itself  with  necessary  parapher- 
nalia, uniformed  its  members,  and  started  under  most  favorable  auspices. 

Accompanied  by  a  large  delegation  of  Colorado  Commandery  No.  1,  I  visited 
Boulder  on  the  occasion  of  work  on  the  order  of  the  Temple  and  I  was  gratified  with 
the  general  appearance  of  prosperity  of  the  New  Commandery,  and  I  cannot  permit 
to  pass  this  opportunity  of  calling  your  attention  to  the  fraternal  and  hospitable 
manner  with  which  we  were  received  and  entertained,  evidencing  that  our  fraters  of 
Boulder  are  worthy  of  the  proud  title  of  Sir  Knights. 

On  June  12, 1882,1  granted  a  dispensation  permitting  Pike's  Peak  Commandery 
No.  6  to  act  on  the  petition  of  Companion  Oscar  Haf  ner  for  the  orders,  without  lay- 
ing over  the  required  time.  The  reasons  urged  by  E.  C.  Hale,  being  as  I  considered, 
good  and  sufficient. 
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On  September  24, 1881, 1  received  a  verbal  request  for  Mt  of  the  Holy  Cross 
Commander?,  at  Leadvllle,  to  appear  In  public  parade  upon  commemoration  service 
on  the  life  and  death  of  Sir  Knight  J.  4.  Garfield,  which  I  refused,  as  It  was  a  mere 
public  parade. 

On  June  16, 1882, 1  granted  a  dispensation  to  Colorado  Commander?  No.  1,  to 
appear  in  public  for  the  purpose  of  attending  Divine  Service  at  the  Episcopal  Cathed- 
ral, on  Ascension  Day,  June  18th. 

DECISIONS. 

On  February  20, 1882, 1  received  a  communication  from  Sir  Knight  L.  B.  Wheat, 
E.  C.  of  Mount  of  the  Holy  Cross  Commandery  No.  5,  stationed  at  Leadvllle,  asking 
authority  to  confer  the  order  of  the  Temple  on  0.  H.  Barker,  a  Knight  of  the  Red 
Cross,  who  had  received  that  order  In  Central  City  Commandery  No.  2  in  1867.  I  ad- 
vised Sir  Knight  Wheat,  that  before  he  could  proceed  at  all  with  the  application  of 
Knight  of  the  R.  C.  Harker,  for  the  order  of  the  Temple,  Central  City  Commandery 
must  give  Its  unanimous  consent  for  Mount  of  the  Holy  Cross  Commandery  to  act;  but 
as  so  long  a  time  had  elapsed  since  the  order  of  the  Red  Cross  had  been  conferred,  I 
thought  the  ballot  should  again  be  spread  before  conferring  the  order  of  the  Temple. 

I  received  a  communication  from  theE.  C.  of  Pike's  Peak  Commandery,  re- 
lative to  the  duties  of  the  Recorder.  The  facts  were,  the  Recorder  had  been  In  the 
habit  of  accepting  checks  as  money,  and  when  a  candidate  was  rejected,  returning 
him  his  check.  I  replied  that  the  Recorder  should  only  receive  money  or  its  equiva- 
lent, and  at  once  deposit  It  with  the  Treasurer,  and  no  money  should  be  withdrawn 
from  the  Treasurer's  hands,  except  by  order  of  the  Commandery  or  E.  C.  when  pro- 
perly authorized. 

I  received  a  communication  from  E.  C.  Sir  Knight  Todd  of  Colorado  Command- 
ery  No.  1,  asking  me  to  secure  the  opinion  or  decision  of  the  Grand  Master  of  Knights 
Templar  on  a  question  of  Templar  law,  which  he  deemed  of  sufficient  importance  to 
require  such  an  opinion.  As  I  concurred  with  Sir  Knight  Todd  in  the  importance  of 
the  matter,  I  referred  his  communication  to  me,  to  Grand  Master  Dean,  and  subse- 
quently received  his  reply,  which  is  herewith  submitted  for  your  Information  and 
guidance. 

APPOINTMENTS. 

On  August  8, 1882,  I  received  a  communication  from  R.  E.  H.  H.  Munson, 
Grand  Commander  of  North  Carolina,  who  being  desirous  of  cultivating  the  spirit  of 
fraternal  feeling  between  Grand  Commanderles,  requested  me  to  name  a  Grand  Re- 
presentative of  the  Grand  Commandery  of  North  Carolina  near  this  Grand  Com- 
mandery, and  In  accordance  therewith,  I  suggested  the  name  of  Sir  Knight  P.  E.  C. 
-  Roger  W.  Woodbury  as  such  Representative. 

And  in  return,  I  invited  Grand  Commander  Munson  to  name  some  Sir  Knight 
to  represent  this  Grand  Commandery  near  the  Grand  Commandery  of  North  Caro- 
lina, and  he  suggested  the  name  of  Sir  Knight  W.  R.  Cox,  of  Raleigh  Commandery, 
both  of  which  appointments  were  accordingly  made. 

On  August  11, 1882, 1  appointed  R.  Lincoln  Sage,  of  Rochester,  N.  Y.,  as  Re- 
presentative of  this  Grand  Commandery  near  the  Grand)  Commandery  of  New  York, 
and  for  these  appointments  I  ask  your  satisfaction  and  approval. 

In  accordance  with  my  verbal  request  to  Deputy  Grand  Commander  M. 
Fitch,  he  constituted  Pike's  Peak  Commandery  No.  6  and  Installed  its  officers,  on l 
October  15th  last,  and  whose  report  is  herewith  submitted. 

COMMUNICATIONS. 

I  submit  herewith  General  order  No.  4  of  the  Grand  Master  of  Knights  Temp- 
lar of  the  United  States,  regarding  the  death  of  our  lamented  f rater  Sir  Knight 
Garfield,  late  President  of  the  United  States,  which  order  I  caused  to  be  duly  promul- 
gated throughout  this  Jurisdiction.

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I  also  submit  General  order  No.  5,  regarding  the  Code  of  statutes  and  Digest, 
for  your  Information  and  consideration. 

I  also  submit  a  communication  from  Sir  Knight  E.  T.  Carson,  Secretary  of  the 
Garfield  National  Monument  Association,  asking  co-operation  In  the  matter. 

I  received  an  Invitation  from  the  Grand  Commandery  of  Knights  Templar  of 
Pennsylvania,  inviting  the  Commanderies  of  this  jurisdiction  to  participate  with 
them  In  the  Bl-Centennlal  Anniversary  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania,  to  take 
place  October  13tb  next,  which  I  submit  for  your  information  and  consideration. 

I  submit  herewith  a  communication  from  the  Triennial  Committee  of  the 
Grand  Commandery  of  California  to  be  held  at  San  Francisco  In  August  1883. 

This  Grand  Conclave  Is  most  Important  for  the  good  of  the  fraternity,  and  I 
trust  this  Grand  Commandery.  and  the  Sir  Knights  of  Colorado,  will  b  properly  re- 
presented. 

That  our  Sir  Knights  may  do  themselves,  and  this  Grand  Commandery 
credit  at  that  gathering  of  our  fraters  from  all  parts  of  the  country,  I  would  re- 
commend that  our  subordinate  Commanderies  shall  see  to  It  that  proper  Interest  Is 
taken  In  the  drill. 

I  would  further  recommend  you  to  appoint  a  proper  committee  to  make  neces- 
sary arrangements  for  transportation,  etc.,  for  the  accommodation  of  the  Sir  Knights 
of  Colorado. 

Qn  December  12, 1881,  by  Invitation  of  Colorado  Commandery  No.  1, 1  Installed 
the  officers  of  said  Commandery  with  due  knightly  ceremony,  and  feel  that  the  occa- 
sion was  fraught  with  good  to  the  Order. 

In  addition  to  frequent  visits  to  Colorado  Commandery  No.  1,  and  that  to 
Boulder  before  referred  to,  I  visited  seml-offlclally,  Pike's  Peak  Commandery,  and 
was  most  cordially  received,  and  found  the  Commandery  in  a  most  healthy  and  pros- 
perous condition.  In  fact  both  of  our  young  Commanderies  are  In  a  fair  way  to  out- 
stilpour  older  Commanderies,  both  in  the  character  of  their  work  and  general 
efficiency. 

MI8CKLLANMOUS. 

As  shown  by  your  printed  record,  this  Grand  Commandery  adjourned  from 
September  23  to  September  26, 1881,  for  the  purpose  of  attending  Divine  worship, 
commemorating  the  life  and  death  of  Sir  Knight  J.  A.  Garfield,  and  upon  September 
26,  an  adjourned  conclave  was  duly  held,  and  this  Grand  body  attended  divine  wor- 
ship at  the  Episcopal  Cathedral  in  Denver,  and  listened  to  an  instructive  sermon 
from  our  frater  Sir  Knight  Spalding,  which  was  largely  attended  by  this  Grand  body 
and  other  81r  Knights  of  the  city. 

I  desire  calling  your  attention  to  fixing  the  uniform  of  Knights  Templar  of 
this  jurisdiction.  I  should  hope  that  this  matter  might  receive  the  attention  and 
action  of  th6  Grand  Encampment,  so  that  the  uniform  of  a  K.  T.  should  be  fixed  and 
definite,  as  that  or  an  army  officer,  who,  wherever  he  may  purchase  his  uniform.  It 
Is  always  the  same,  while  each  manufacturer  of  Templar  uniforms  makes  some  little 
difference. 

This  Grand  Commandery  can  fix  the  uniform  of  a  Knight  Templar  in  this 
jurisdiction,  and  require  Sir  Knights  In  the  future  to  comply  with  It;  this  not  to  af- 
fect the  uniforms  now  owned,  but  to  those  hereafter  purchased,  so  that  in  time  our 
Knights  will  be  uniform ;  that  Is,  be  clothed  and  equipped  alike. 

On  May  17, 1  received  a  Communication  from  Sir  Knight  P.  G.  C.  Anthony,  sug- 
gesting the  propriety  of  calling  together  all  the  Commanderies  In  this  jurisdiction, 
to  act  as  escort  to  this  Grand  body  at  this  session. 

After  consulting  with  many  of  the  Sir  Knights  in  different  parts  of  the  State 
It  was  thought  advisable  not  to  call  them  together  at  this  time,  for  the  reason  that 
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many  are  desirous  ef  attending  the  meeting  of  the  Grand  Encampme  it  at  San 
Francisco  in  August  next  and  don't  want  to  incur  any  unnecessary  expense  until  that 
time.  However,  I  consider  the  suggestion  a  good  one  and  trust  it  may  be  carried  out 
at  some  future  time,  as  a  more  general  intercourse  of  the  Sir  Knights  of  this  Juris- 
diction cannot  fail  to  exert  a  more  fraternal  feeling,  and  consequently  result  in  good 
to  the  order. 

Sir  Knights,  in  returning  to  you  the  authority  yon  so  generously  bestowed  upon 
me  a  year  ago,  permit  me  to  return  my  sincere  thanks  for  the  honor  conferred. 

I  fully  appreciate  the  responsibility  of  the  position,  and  while  I  may  not  have 
been  able  to  give  to  it  the  attention  it  required,  I  trust  that  my  efforts  may  have  been 
fraught  with  some  good  to  our  noble  order,  and  that  I  have  not  in  any  instance  be- 
trayed the  important  trust  confided  to  me.      Courteously,

To  aU  Knights  Templar  within  the  United  States  of  America: 

Jambs  A.  Garfield,  President  of  the  United  States,  is  dead.  Struck  by  the 
assassin's  hand,  on  the  second  day  of  July  last,  he  languished  until  September  19th 
Inst,  when  death  relieved  him  from  his  Bufferings.  Architect  of  his  own  fortunes,  he 
was  elevated  to  the  chief  place  In  the  Republic  by  the  suffrages  of  his  fellow  citizens. 
It  was,  at  the  same  time,  the  public  approval  and  the  reward  of  a  life  of  labor  In  the 
public  service. 

He  served  his  country  well,  and  the  whole  country  laments  his  death.  Never, 
In  the  history  of  the  world,  had  any  man  before  so  widespread  and  sincere  sympathy. 
He  well  deserved  It  He  was  a  Knight  Templar.  He  knocked  at  the  dcor  of  Freema- 
sonry, and  found  It  good.  He  followed  the  light,  and  was  admitted  to  the  chlvalric 
Order  of  the  Temple.  It  is  fit  that  his  fifty  thousand  fellow  Sir  Knights  In  the  United 
States  should  give  expression  to  their  own  bereavement,  of  their  sympathy  with  their 
Brother's  family,  of  their  detestation  of  the  un-American  crime  which  took  him  off, 
and  of  the  Nation's  loss. 

It  is  therefore  ordered.  That  this  Order  be  read  In  every  Grand  Commandery 
within  the  United  States,  at  the  next  Conclave  after  the  reception  thereof,  and  also  In 
every  subordinate  Commandery  holding  Immediately  under  the  Grand  Encampment 
of  the  United  States,  and  that  the  Asylum  banners  and  swords  of  each  said  Grand 
and  subordinate  Commandery  be  draped  In  mourning  for  the  period  of  forty  days 
thereafter. 

It  is  also  ordered,  That  the  several  Grand  Commanders  Issue  a  like  order  to 
each  of  the  several  subordinate  Commanderies  holding  under  the  Grand  Commandery 
over  which  he  presides,  that  every  organized  body  of  Knights  Templar  within  our 
Jurisdiction,  and  every  individual  Knight  Templar,  may  Join  In  this  common  sorrow.

He  commences  by  proceeding  at 
once  to  business  without  any  introduction,  and  stops  when 
he  gets  through.     He  makes  a  good  report. 

In  reviewing  Colorado,  he   dissents  from   our  opinion 

about  physical  qualifications,  as  follows : 

"We  are  sorry  we  cannot  agree  with  Sir  Knight  Orahood ;  but  we  stick  with  an 
unfaltering  tenacity  to  the  old  landmarks.  Brains  are  a  good  thing  In  their  place; 
In  fact  we  do  not  see  bow  a  man  can  bave  too  much  of  them,  but  without  legs  and 
arms,  he  would  make  but  an  Indifferent  soldier  of  the  Cross.  He  could  not  wield  his 
sword  for  any  valuable  purpose.'1 

We  know  many  Masons  who  would  not  stand  the  test 
physically  that  Sir  Knight  Sayre  would  require  who  wield 
their  swords  for  a  valuable  purpose,  and  successfully  "in  the 
constant  warfare  with  the  lying  vanities  and  deceits  of  this 
wicked  world,  in  which  it  is  necessary  for  us  always  to  be 
engaged." 

He  then  says  in  the  same  connection  : 

And  yet  the  distinguished  Sir  Knight  Is  a  stickler,  we  believe,  for  a  belief  In  the 
doctrine  of  the  Trinity.  A  doctrine  that  we  undertake  to  say,  not  one  man  In  a 
thousand  can  comprehend,  If  It  Is  capable  of  being  comprehended  at  all. 

We  fail  to  see  how  this  bears  on  the  question  ;  we  will 

speak  of  the  Trinity  elsewhere.

No  Report  on  Correspondence. 
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CALIFORNIA. 

Sir  Knight  Hedges,  Grand  Commander,  presiding. 
Fifteen  Commanderies  represented. 

The  Grand  Commander  in  his  address,  says: 

The  Order  In  this  jurisdiction  has  made  rapid  progress  during  the  rear  past. 
I  think  I  cau  safely  say  that  at  no  time  In  the  history  of  our  Order  In  this  State  has 
the  outlook  been  more  encouraging,  the  Templar  sky  more  propitious,  and  the  evi- 
dences of  a  good,  steady  growth,  more  satisfactory  than  at  the  present  time.  Two 
new  Commanderies  have  been  organized. 

Nothing  has  come  to  my  knowledge  to  Indicate  that  the  peace  and  harmony  of 
the  Order  has  In  any  way  been  disturbed. 

He  enters  a  strong  protest  against  the  use  of  profane 
language  by  Knights  Templar,  which  we  fully  endorse. 

The  death  of  the  President  is  commented  on  very  ap- 
propriately. 

Of  the  approaching  Triennial,  he  says  : 

The  Triennial  Committee,  appointed  at  the  last  Annual  Conclave  to  a?  t  In 
conjunction  with  the  Gran  I  oncers,  have  held  frequent  meetings.  The  report  of 
its  proceedings,  with  the  results  of  Its  action,  will  be  presented  to  the  Grand  Com- 
mandery  by  the  Secretary.  R.'.  E.\  Sir  Hikam  Throop  Graves.  I  would  recommend 
that  the  committer  be  continued,  to  act  In  concert  with  the  Grand  Officers  elected  at 
this  session.  The  coming  year  will  be  one  of  vast  Importance  to  Templar  Masonry 
In  California,  and  fraught  with  momentous  Issues.  A  greater  part  of  the  preparation 
for  the  approaching  Triennial  will  have  to  be  conn  mmated  during  the  ensuing  year. 
Preparations  for  the  reception  and  entertainment  of  the  visiting  Sir  Knights  must  be 
made  commensurate  with  the  dignity  and  Importance  of  the  occasion.  The  honor 
and  reputation  of  our  Order  In  California,  the  good  name  and  fair  fame  of  this  Gold- 
en City  of  the  West,  Is  at  stake.  No  efforts,  therefore,  should  be  spared  to  Insure  a 
grand  success  In  every  particular.  The  pledges  made  to  our  f raters  In  Chicago  must 
be  fully  and  amply  redeemed,  and  every  promise  fulfilled  to  the  letter ;  so  that.  If 
possible,  there  be  not  a  single  Instance  of  discomfort,  or  a  solitary  cause  for  complaint. 
It  Is  perhaps  not  necessary,  at  this  time,  to  enter  Into  any  details  or  suggest  plans  by 
which  these  results  m  y  be  accomplished.  They  will  all  be  fully  matured  and  carried 
out  by  the  various  committees  appointed  for  that  purpose,  and  by  the  Grand  Officers 
for  the  time  being. 

The  Grand  Recorder  makes  a  very  full  report,  showing 
a  net  increase  in  membership  for  the  preceding  year  of 
1 20. 

The  Grand  Treasurer's  Report  shows  $2,453.47  on 
hand. 

The  Report  on  Correspondence  covers  seventy  closely 
printed  pages  ;  prepared  by  Sir  Thomas  Hubbard  Caswell, 
Grand  Recorder,  as  he  says,  "with  the  determination  to  be 
brief.',  He  takes  strong  exceptions  to  Reports  on  Corres- 
pondence being  printed  as  "  appendix  "  and  puts  his,  "  the 
reading  of  which  was  dispensed  with"  in  the  proceedings. 

The  volume  has  a  carefully  prepared  index. 

Sir  Charles  F.  Lott,  was  elected  Grand  Commander 
and  Sir  Knight  Caswell  was  re-elected  Grand  Recorder. 
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CANADA. 

M.  E.  Sir  Knight  W.  J.  MacLeod  Moore,  Grand  Cross 
of  the  Temple,  Great  Prior  of  the  Dominion  of  Canada  on 
the  throne. 

Provincial  Priors,  Great  Officers,  Officers,  Past 
Grand  Officers,  Past  Eminent  Preceptors,  and  Representa- 
tives of  twenty-one  Preceptories  present. 

The  Great  Prior  in  his  address  says  :  "Our  connection 
with  England,  which  it  was  hoped  since  the  memorial  sent 
to  the  Grand  Conclave  in  1873,  would  at  least  have  been 
maintained  in  theory,  at  all  events,  appears  to  be  well  nigh 
at  an  end." 

His  remarks  on  Templary  in  the  United  States,  are 
very  temperate  and  show  a  fraternal  feeling,  sometimes  ig- 
nored by  Committees  on  Correspondence  ;  in  this  connec- 
tion, he  says : 

"It  has  been  asserted  that  I  hold  extreme  views  as  to  the  doctrines  of  the 
Order.  I  may  ask  in  what  way?  I  merely  endeavor  to  prove  that  the  Templar  Order 
we  represent,  from  its  inception,  has  been  always  Orthodox  in  Christianity ;  and  In 
showing  how  totally  different  the  system  of  the  United  States  Is  from  ours,  I  most  not 
be  misunderstood  as  wishing  to  throw  any  obstacles  In  the  way  of  our  fraternizing. 
Such  Is  not  the  case.  At  my  suggestion  to  Great  Priory— we  can  relegate  the  Holy 
Trinity  test,  with  Foreign  Jurisdictions.  As  Templary  is  not  Religion,  It  really,  as  a 
matter  of  principle,  does  not  Interfere  with  our  friendly  intercourse." 

Regarding  names  of  Preceptories,  he  says  they  "should 
always  be  that  of  local  or  historical  significance;  never  the 
names  of  living  men."     This  we  most  heartily  approve. 

Sir  Knight  Dartnell  makes  a  very  complete   and  able 

Report  on  Correspondence,  of  more  than  a  hundred  pages. 

"The  vigorous  fiscal  administration  of  Sir  Knight  Daniel  Spry,  our  zealous 
Grand  Chancellor,  has  placed  the  finances  of  Great  Priory  in  so  satisfactory  a  condi- 
tion as  to  warrant  the  renewal  of  our  pleasant  relations  with  sister  Jurisdictions." 

We  are  glad  of  it. 

Regarding  the  Trinitarian  test  and  its  discussion   and 

treatment  by  the  Templar  body  in   the  United  States,  he 

says : 

"The  Trinitarian  test  This,  as  will  be  seen  by  the  extracts  given,  has  been 
carefully  considered  and  logically  treated  by  our  Fraters.  From  each  and  all  who 
have  formulated  their  opinions,  nothing  but  words  of  Christian,  kindly  feeling  have 
fallen.  The  sum  of  the  the  whole  matter  appears  to  be  this :  that  although  no  one 
aspiring  to  become  a  Knight  of  the  Order  In  the  United  States  can,  without  the 
charge  of  hypocrisy,  take  upon  himself  the  vows  of  Knighthood  while  denying  the 
Divinity  of  Christ,  he  cannot  be  called  uoon  to  avow  such  belief  in  words,  either 
spoken  or  written.  With  us  the  assent  to  this  doctrine  Is  a  pre-requislte  to  admission 
to  the  Order.  But,  be  it  understood,  that  every  Knight  in  good  standing  from  other 
jurisdictions  will  receive  a  hearty  welcome  to  our  Preceptories  without  the  require- 
ment of  this  test" 

This  ought  to  be  satisfactory  to  all  parties. 
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CONNECTICUT. 

A  beautiful  steel  engraving  of  John  W.  Stedman,  Past 
Grand  Recorder,  is  given.  Sir  Knight  Stedman  was  elected 
Grand  Commander,  but  declined  the  honor  with  thanks, 
having  decided  to  be  relieved  from  all  official  Masonic  duty 
for  the  coming  year. 

Grand  Commander  Welton  makes  a  very  full  report  of 
his  official  acts  in  his  address.  He  visited  seven  of  the  ten 
subordinate  Commanderies  during  the  year. 

The  ceremonies  at  the  unveiling  of  the  Seymour  Mon- 
ument at  Hartford  Oct.  21,  1882,  are  fully  reported.  The 
addresses  of  ex-Gov.  Hubbard,  Hon.  Colin  M.  Ingersoll 
and  Sir  Knight  John  G.  Root,  are  glowing  tributes  to  the 
memory  of  "one  of  the  purest  and  best  men  that  ever  lived 
in  the  state." 

The  Grand  Treasurer's  report  shows  a  small  balance 
on  hand.  A  heavy  assessment,  compared  with  the  annual 
dues,  was  collected  during  the  year. 

Sir  Knight  Stedman  makes  the  report  on  correspond- 
ence.    In  opening  he  says  : 

"  It  Is  an  old  and  established  custom  to  accompany  this  summary  with  crltl 
clsms  and  commentaries,  la  which  nearly  every  topic,  appropriate  and  Inappropriate 
to  Templar  Masonry,  is  brought  under  notice.  It  Is  a  serious  question  whether  this 
custom  may  not  be  running  Into  abuses  which  can  only  end  In  discord,  If  not  In  the 
final  destruction  of  the  Templar  organization  as  It  now  exists." 

We  think  there  is  no  danger.  An  interchange  of 
thought  and  opinions  on  all  topics  pertaining  to  the  Tem- 
plar organization,  may  create  discord  for  the  time  being, 
but  can  only  end  in  harmonizing  the  discordant  elements, 
if  such  there  be. 

In  conclusion  he  tells  us  this  report  closes  his  labors 
in  this  department,  for  which  we  express  our  regret. 


GEORGIA. 

Sir  Knight  Luckie,  Grand  Commander,  makes  a  very 
full  address,  from  which  we  learn  that  "peace  and  harmony 
prevail  to  an  unwonted  degree,"  and  that  the  order  is  in  a 
flourishing  condition. 

Sir  A.  Pratt  Adams  delivered  an  eloquent  address, 
which  we  cannot  give  complete  and  cannot  do  it  justice  by 
quotation. 

No  report  on  correspondence,  which  fact  the  Grand 
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Commander,  in  referring  to  the  proceedings  of  other  Grand 
Commanderies,  explains  as  follows  : 

"  From  them  all  comes  a  good  report  of  the  flourishing  condition  of  the  Order 
throughout  the  land.  The  most  Interesting  feature  about  these  Proceedings  are  the 
Reports  of  Committees  on  ForeUrn  Correspondence.  I  regret  exceedingly  that  this 
Commandery  saw  fit  to  abolish  that  Committee  in  this  jurisdiction.  From  these  re- 
ports I  am  satisfied  that  we  can  gain  a  closer  Insight  as  to  what  Is  going  on  In  the 
Templar  world  than  from  any  other  source,  besides  receiving  light  and  knowledge 
upon  many  subjects  of  which  we  are  totally  ignorant.  I  feel  that  we  are  In  a  measure 
Isolated  from  our  sister  jurisdictions,  and  I  believe  that  a  revival  of  that  Committee 
would  draw  us  In  closer  relationship— place  us  upon  a  more  equal  footing,  and  bring 
us  more  prominently  before  the  other  Grand  Commanderies.  I  therefore  earnestly 
recommend  that  a  Committee  on  Foreign  Correspondence  be  appointed  at  this  Con- 
clave, and  a  sum  of  money,  sufficient  for  compensation,  be  appropriated  for  that 
Committee's  use. 

The  Committee  on  the  address  of  the  Grand  Com- 
mander, reported : 

"  We  also  endorse  the  recommendation  of  the  Right  Eminent  Grand  Com- 
mander that  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Correspondence  be  revived,  provided  that 
the  expense  attending  this  service  be  lessened  and  kept  within  moderate  bounds." 

This  was  adopted.  The  Grand  Commander  afterwards 
appointed  a  Committee,  so  we  presume  he  took  it  for 
granted  "that  the  expense  will  be  kept  within  moderate 
bounds."     We  look  for  a  report  with  the  next  proceedings 


ILLINOIS. 

Sir  Knight  Smith,  Grand  Commander  presiding,  and 
the  representatives  of  fifty  Commanderies  present. 

Sir  Knight  McCurdy,  of  Michigan,  was  present,  re- 
ceived with  Knightly  honors,  and  made  a  very  graceful 
address.     Sir  Knight  Parvin  was  also  present. 

The  Grand  Commander,  in  his  address,  reports  his 
official  doings  very  fully,  showing  the  order  in  a  flourishing 
condition,  "with  over  two  hundred  members  of  the  Grand 
Commandery,  fifty  Chartered  Commanderies  and  a  consti- 
tuency of  five  thousand  as  true  Knights  as  ever  entered 
our  Mystic  Temple."     And  this  we  know  to  be  true. 

The  Grand  Treasurers  report  shows  a  balance  on 
hand  of  #4,286.97. 

Sir  Knight  Gurney  makes  the  report  on  correspond- 
ence, covering  109  closely  printed  pages.  In  transmitting 
it  to  the  Grand  Commandery  he  says  the  report  was  pre- 
pared after  his  return  from  the  sunny  South,  whither  he 
went  for  recreation  and  in  pursuit  of  health,  which  he 
seems  to  have  found,  and  he  gives  us  an  excellent  report, 
opening  as  follows  : 
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"  We  have  taken  more  than  ordinary  pleasure  In  preparing  this  report,  be- 
cause on  examination  of  the  transactions  of  the  various  jurisdictions,  and  a  more 
extended  Intercourse  with  Knights  of  our  country,  we  see  a  higher  appreciation  of 
the  objects  of  the  fraternity,  with  a  crystallziug  determination  to  enforce  Its  precepts 
and  obligations. 

We    most  heartily  endorse  the    following  paragraph 

given  in  reviewing  Alabama  : 

"  Sir  Sayre  thinks  that '  swearing  and  drinking  In  public '  are  bad  practices. 
Bad  un  ler  any  circumstances.  We  could  never  find  an  apology  for  drunkenness  or 
profanity.  If  there  be  one  bring  It  to  the  front  How  it  would  astonish  the  mental 
vision  of  mankind  to  find  a  justification  for  offenses  that  drag  men  to  ruin  and  death. 
We  deny  that  there  can  be  a  drunken,  profane  Mason. 

He  notices  the  proceedings  of  our  Grand  Commandery 
for  1880. 

An  appropriate  eulogy  on  President  Garfield,  some- 
what out  of  the  usual  order,  is  given. 

Sir  Loyal  L.  Munn  of  Freeport,  was  elected  Grand 
Commander,  and  Sir  Gil.  W.  Barnard  was  re-elected  Grand 
Recorder. 


INDIANA. 

John  H.  Hess,  Grand  Commander,  and  representatives 
from  all  the  subordinate  Commanderies,  twenty-eight  in 
number. 

The  Grand  Commander's  address  is  of  local  interest. 

Sir  Knight  Martin  H.  Rice,  Inspector  General,  makes 
an  elaborate  report,  showing  the  order  in  a  healthy  con- 
dition. 

The  Grand  Treasurer  shows  a  balance  of  over  two 
thousand  dollars  on  hand. 

Sir  Knight  Cruft  makes  the  Report  on  Correspond- 
ence, covering  1 14  pages.  It  is  very  full  and  well  written. 
Colorado  received  very  kindly  notice.  His  statistics,  as 
heretofore,  are  complete  and  reliable. 

44  The  aggregate  number  of  Templars  In  the  United  States,  at  the  close  of

64, 1874)  a  member  cannot  vote  personally  in  one  capacity  and  by  proxy  In  another, 
which  Is  a  prohibition  against  a  Sir  Knight  having  two  votes ;  he  cannot  delegate  to 
another  the  right  to  do  that  which  is  denied  In  himself. 

The  Grand  Commander  decided  that  the  minority  report  of  the  committee 
was  In  accordance  with  Templar  law. 

Sir  Knight  P.  G.  C  J.  P.  Hornor  objected  to  the  minority  report  and  ruling,  and 
on  his  motion,  duly  seconded,  the  Grand  Commandery,  by  vote  decided  against  the 
Grand  Commander's  decision  and  the  minority  report,  and  die  report  of  the  major- 
ity recognizing  the  proxy  of  Sir  Knight  Abbott,  was  adopted.  Sir  Knight  A.  Hero,  Jr.,

1  Hax  a  member  a  rig  fit  to  ditdo^ehu  ballot  f 
respectfully  report  that  they  have  considered  the  matter,  and  are  of  the  opinion  that 
the  question  should  be  answered  as  follows: 

"  If  the  member  referred  to  In  the  Interrogatory  or  In  the  supposed  case  Is  one 
that  has  deposited  a  black  ball,  then  he  may,  If  he  sees  proper,  disclose  the  fact;  If, 
however,  the  member  has  deposited  a  white  ball  or  favorable  1  allot,  then  he  Is  not  at 
liberty  to  disclose  how  he  voted. 

"  The  reasons  actuating  the  Committee  are  these:  In  the  first  case,  Templar 
law  provides  for  a  secret  ballot.  This  provision  Is  for  the  protection  of  the  person 
depositing  an  unfavorable  ballot,  and  It  Is  a  well  settled  principle  that  a  man  may 
waive  any  law  that  is  simply  for  his  benefit,  In  the  second  case,  however,  to  answer 
the  question  in  the  atttrmailve  would  operate  to  nullify  the  law  and  expose  the  mem- 
ber depositing  the  blacft  ball  to  all  the  unpleasant  consequences  of  his  act.  If,  for 
example,  14  members  vote,  13  deposit  white  balls  and  one  a  black  ball,  each  of  the 
13  by  declaring  how  he  voted  would  violate  the  secrecy  of  the  ballot  and  expose  the 
member  who  cast  the  unfavorable  ballot. 

"  Tour  Committee,  however,  deprecate  the  Idea  of  disclosing  a  ballot  under 
any  circumstances  as  one  contrary  to  the  spirit  of  Masonic  law." 

And  the  following: 

"  Tour  Committee  believe  the  law  to  be  that  when  an  applicant  for  the  Orders 
of  Knighthood,  who  has  been  rejected,  removes  from  lhe  state  In  which  he  was  then 
rejected,  the  jurisdiction  over  him  ceases,  and  in  applying  for  the  Orders  In  the  state 
In  which  he  has  acquired  a  new  residence,  he  would  be  governed  by  the  laws  of  the 
State,  subject  to  the  edicts  of  the  Grand  Encampment."

report  on  correspondence.     His  views  on  the  "  Trinitarian 

question"  were  approved  by  the  Grand  Commandery.

The  Grand  Commander  in  his  address  reports  fully  his 
official  acts.  As  to  the  condition  of  the  order  he  tells  us : 
"  In  seasons  of  prosperity,  peace  and  good  will,  there  are 
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few  things  needing  special  mention ;  and  such  is  the  con- 
dition of  our  noble  Order  throughout  this  great  country." 
True. 

A  per  capita  tax  of  twenty-five  cents  was  assessed 
against  the  several  Commanderies  for  each  Sir  Knight 
borne  upon  the  roll.  We  do  not  know  why,  as  there  seems 
to  have  been  a  balance  in  the  treasury  last  year  and  also  a 
balance  remaining  on  hand  this  year. 

The  report  on  correspondence  is  by  Sir  Knight  Fred- 
erick S.  Fisher,  Grand  Prelate,  covering  over  one  hundred 
and  fifty  pages.  It  is  very  full  indeed.  Colorado  is  kindly 
and  fully  reported. 

The  Grand  Commander  and  most  of  the  other  Grand 
Officers  were  re-elected. 


VIRGINIA. 

The  Conclave  was  4<  held  in  camp,  on  the  Temple 
Farm,  near  Yorktown."  The  Grand  Commandery  acted 
as  escort  to  the  Grand  Lodge,  F.  A.  F.  and  A.  M.  of  Vir- 
ginia, present  to  lay  the  corner  stone  of  a  monument  to  be 
erected  at  Yorktown. 

The  Grand  Commander  in  his  address  tells  us : 

44  As  far  as  I  am  enabled  to  Judge,  everything  Indicates  the  prenUenoe  of  the 
utmost  tranquility  and  harmony  within  the  limits  of  our  jurisdiction.'* 

No  report  on  correspondence. 

Sir  Knight  Peyton  S.  Coles,  Grand  Commander  ;  Wm. 
B.  Isaacs  re-elected  Grand  Recorder. 


WISCONSIN. 

An  excellent  steel  engraving  of  Sir  Knight  John  W. 
Woodhull,  P.  G.  C,  is  given. 

The  Grand  Commander  tells  us  : 

14  The  year  Just  closed  has  been  one  of  great  harmony  In  our  ranks,  and  of 
material  prosperity  with  all  our  constituent  Commanderies." 

The  Sir  Knights  of  Oshkosh  entertained  the  Grand 
Commandery  in  Knightly  style  In  return,  complimentary 
resolutions  were  passed.  The  report  on  correspondence  is 
by  Sir  Knight  Woodhull,  P.  G.  C.  In  opening  he  ex- 
presses our  views  exactly  in  the  following : 
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"  The  field  before  us  is  alarge  and  fruitful  one.  We  fear,  however,  that  in  our 
hurried  manner,  we  will  be  able  only  to  traverse  a  small  portion  of  this  great  do- 
main, or  to  gather  much  of  the  d  llclous  fruit  therein  abounding.  Before  us  are  the 
proceedings  of  all  the  Grand  Gommanderles,  from  the  pages  of  which  might  be  culled 
volumes  of  the  bes  literature  of  this  land  or  age;  but  neither  time  nor  space  will 
permit  us  to  do  more  than  place  a  few  of  these  rich  viands  before  our  Sir  Knights." 

He  makes  a  full  and  interesting  report.  He  reviews 
our  proceedings  for  1880,  but  gives  the  date  1881.  Evi- 
dently a  mistake  in  date.

CONCLUSION. 

In  reviewing  the  proceedings  of  the  past  year  we  have 
noticed  with  pleasure  the  uniformly  prosperous  condition 
of  the  Order  in  every  jurisdiction.  A  happy  state,  but  it 
does  not  afford  much  material  for  the  Templar  historian. 

There  has  been  some  discussion,  all  very  temperate, 
of  several  questions,  prominent  among  these  are  as  fol- 
lows : 

THE  TRINITARIAN   QUESTION. 

In  most  of  the  jurisdictions  where  the  question  has 
been  discussed,  it  is  directly  or  tacitly  admitted  that  "The 
dogma  of  the  Holy  Trinity  forms  part  of  the  American 
Templar's  creed."  Sir  Knight  Carson,  of  Ohio,  leads  the 
firm  believers  in  the  doctrine.  He  has  collected  the  proofs 
from  the  oldest  Monitors,  diplomas,  early  Masonic  songs, 
addresses  and  other  writings.  He  arrives  at  the  following 
summary : 

"  We  summarize  what  we  And  absolutely  expressed  In  the  to-called  Webb  cer- 
emonial, as  follows  : 

" '  Belief  In  God,  the  Father,  and  in  Jesus  Christ,  His  Son,  born  of  a  virgin,  cru- 
cified under  Pontius  Pilate,  descended  Into  the  place  of  departed  spirit*,  rose  from 
the  dead,  and  ascended  up  into  heaven,  where  he  now  sits  on  the  right  hand  of  our 
Heavenly  Father,  a  mediator  and  Intercessor  for  all  those  who  have  faith  in  him," 
and  belief  In  the  Holy  Ghost.' 

"  We  defy  any  one  to  successfully  controvert  the  truthfulness  of  this  summari- 
zation. 

"  Here  we  have  the  Apostles'  Creed  almost  Intact  as  It  is  in  the  service  books  of 
the  church. 

"  And  yet  we  find  Templars  who  have  the  hardihood  to  say  right  In  the  face  of 
all  these  historical  and  liturgical  facts, '  That  belief  In  the  dogma  of  the  Holy  Trin- 
ity never  formed  any  part  or  the  American  Templar  system.' 

"  We  think  we  have  proved  the  contrary,  beyond  the  power  of  any  casuistic 
twisting  to  undo." 

Sir  Knight  Harper,  of  Pennsylvania,  presents  the  case 
very  strongly  and  very  fairly,  as  follows : 
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"  The  resolution  of  the  Great  Priory  of  Canada,  In  1878,  requiring  all  visiting 
Sir  Knights  to  make  a  profession  of  their  belief  In  the  Holy  Trinity,  and  which  was 
rescinded  the  following  year,  has  given  rise  to  considerable  discussion  In  the  United 
States.  It  raises  a  question  of  so  much  Importance  that,  although  we  do  not  feel 
competent  to  elucidate  It,  we  deem  It  our  duty  to  place  ourself  on  the  record.  Grand 
Master  Hurlbut,  Grand  Commander  Drummontf.  of  Maine,  and  Past  Grand  Com- 
manders Simons,  of  New  York,  and  Craft,  of  Indiana,  have  entered  the  lists  against 
the  dogma  as  an  article  of  the  Templar  creed,  whilst  Past  Grand  Commander  Car- 
son, of  Ohio,  with  that  great  earnestness  which  Is  his  most  distinguishing  character- 
istic, and  with  great  ability,  is  in  the  van  of  the  defenders  of  the  faith.  Our  own 
personal  conviction  and  what  we  believe  to  be  the  undivided  opinion  of  Pennsyl- 
vania Templars  have  caused  us  to  loin  the  standard  of  the  latter. 

"  In  his  report  to  the  last  Triennial  Conclave.  Grand  Master  Hurlbut  said  : 

"'The  Grand  Priory  of  Canada,  following  and  adopting  the  requirements  of 
the  English  Ritual,  have  closed  the  door  of  affiliation  with  the  Knights  Templar  of  the 
United  States  by  making  a  confession  of  faith  in  the  dogma  of  the  Trinity  a  pre- 
requisite for  admission,  not  only  to  membership,  but  to  the  right  of  visitation.  The 
English  Order  of  Knighthood  Is  strictly  Trinitarian,  while  the  order  In  this  country 
is  not  We  have  simply  demanded  a  confession  of  faith  In  Christ  as  divinely  ordain- 
ed as  the  Saviour  of  the  World,  as  the  Son  of  God,  and  the  authority  of  the  Christian 
religion.  Under  this  general  statement  of  a  common  faith  Trinitarians  and  Uni- 
tarians have  taken  our  obligations,  buckled  on  their  armor,  and  marshalled  them- 
selves under  the  banner  of  the  Cross. 

" '  We  cannot  Introduce  into  our  Ritual  and  confession  of  faith  any  explicit 
statement  of  the  doctrine  of  the  Trinity  without  rending  and  scattering  It  Into  frag- 
ments, and  while  our  Canadian  and  English  Fraters  hold  to  this  rule  we  must  forego 
the  pleasure  of  affiliation  with  them,  flndulge  in  no  censure,  no  unkind  criticism  of 
their  action.  They  are  a  sovereign  and  Independent  Body,  with  undoubted  right  to 
maintain  a  conscientious  belief;  and  make  It  a  test  of  fellowship,  while  it  Is  our 
privilege  and  duty  to  maintain  a  more  liberal  construction  and  interpretation  of 
Christian  doctrines' 

"  We  cannot  except  this  as  a  correct  statement  of  our  confession  of  faith.  It 
is  not  only  belief  in  Christ,  as  stated  by  the  Grand  Master,  that  is  required,  but  it  Is 
belief  in  the  Christian  religion  Itself,  and,  as  a  consequence.  In  all  that  that  religion 
implies.  Whatever  Is  a  fundamental  doctrine  of  that  religion,  whether  it  be  the 
Holy  Trinity  or  divinity  of  Christ,  is  required  of  us. 

"  We  reget  to  see  the  statement  made  by  so  eminent  an  authorty  as  the  Grand 
Master  that  the  introduction  of  an  explicit  belief  In  the  Trinity  would  rend  and  scat- 
ter the  Order  Into  fragments.  The  statement  Is  only  a  rhetorical  flourish,  however. 
The  number  of  anti-Trinitarians  in  the  Order  Is  but  small.  There  Is  not  one  In 
Pennsylvania,  as  the  Trinity  clause  has  always  been  retained  In  the  petition." 

Sir  Knight  Fisher,  of  Vermont,  in   making  the  report 

on  Correspondence  for  1881  says  : 

"We  believe  and  know  that  to-day  the  great  majority  of  our  Templars  are

This  we  think  expresses  the  general  feeling  on  the 
question.  Although  we  may  believe  the  doctrine,  and  that 
it  "forms  a  part  of  the  American  Templar's  Creed,"  yet 
"would  wisely  refuse  to  have  this  doctrine  made  a  test." 

The  whole  discussion  has  grown  out  of  the  action  of 
Canada,  and  as  shown  in  our  review  of  Canada  the  test  is 
not  thus  required  of  "American  Templars,"  certainly  then 
we  need  not  require  it  otherwise  than  it  is  now  understood 
among  us. 

UNIFORM. 

This  is  one  of  the  questions  that  has  created  an  enor- 
mous amount  of  discussion  and  feeling.     To  our  mind  it  is 
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of  no  great  importance  ;  others  think  otherwise.  Our  own 
Commandery  touches  the  matter  very  lightly  at  this  Con- 
clave by  recommending  each  Commandery  to  purchase  uni- 
forms from  some  one  manufacturer,  so  we  may  have  as 
many  kinds  of  uniforms  as  there  are  Commanderies.  How- 
ever, the  differences  are  slight  and  all  are  supposed  to  con- 
form to  the  requirements  of  the  Grand  Encampment. 

The  action  of  the  Grand  Commandery  of  Iowa  on 
this  question  was  peculiar  as  shown  by  the  following  from 
the  published  proceedings  : 

"Tour  Committee  on  Uniform  beg  leave  to  report : 

"They  have  given  this  subject  the  careful  attention  Its  Importance  demands. 
The  Committee  Is  aware  that  In  many  parts  of  this  Grand  Jurisdiction,  and  with  a 
large  number  of  our  Sir  KnlghtB,  there  Is  more  or  less  dissatisfaction  with  certain 

£arts  of  our  uniform,  which,  to  say  the  least,  are  as  uncomfortable  as  clum»y,  which 
i  shared  largely  by  the  undersigned  ;  but,  after  examination  of  the  records,  and 
especially  the  constitution  and  statutes  of  the  Grand  Encampment  of  the  United 
States,  we  find  that  no  authority  is  possessed  by  this  Grand  Commandery  to  vary 
from  the  uniform  prescribed  by  the  edict  of  1862,  approved  by  the  Grand  Encamp- 
ment, being  the  same  as  that  now  In  general  use  throughout  this  jurisdiction." 

After  considerable  discussion,  the  report  was,  on 
motion,  adopted. 

Past  Grand  Commander  Parvin  offered  the  following 
resolution : 

"Reaolwd,  Tnat  the  R. .  E.\  Grand  Commander  be  requested  to  issue  his  order 
enforcing  a  strict  compliance,  on  the  part  of  all  the  Knights  of  this  jurisdiction, 
with  the  edict  of  the  Grand  Encampment  of  1862,  relative  to  the  uniform  of  Knights 
Templar. 

Which  was,  on  motion  of  Past  Grand  Commander 
Winslow,  laid  upon  the  table. 

TACTICS   AND    DRILL, 

The  following  from  the  Report  on  Correspondence, 
Kansas,  1882,  presents  this  question  very  fairly  : 

"Tactics  and  Drill  are  yet  under  discussion.  This  complex  subject  has  enlisted 
the  attention  of  several  eminent  Fraters,  especially  those  of  military  proclivities,  for 
the  past  ten  or  twelve  years.  In  many  locations  drill  and  tactics  seem  to  have  ab- 
sorbed everything  else. 

"But  since  the  Order  partakes  somewhat  of  a  military  character,  some  one  of 
the  many  systems  of  tactics  and  drill  may  properly  enough  be  adopted,  but  whosesoever 
Is  selected,  It  should  be  soused  as  to  be  kept  subordinate  to  the  fundamental  princi- 
ples of  Templary,  and  therefore  never  allowed  to  displace  or  crowd  out  the  rituals 
used  as  Illustrations  of  the  sublime  lessons  taught  Our  Fraters  should  remember 
that  the  Infidels  now  to  be  vanquished  are  not  given  to  martial  arms,  but  to  misinter- 
pretations, subtleties  and  paralogisms,  and  should  be  overcome,  as  were  the  Phari- 
sees of  old  by  Him  who  Is  Supreme  Head  of  the  Order,  with  weapons  brought  from 
the  Asylum  of  Truth. 

"Inasmuch  as  tactics  and  drill  ar ;  a  necessary  part  of  the  Templar  system, 
they  should  not  be  dispensed  with,  neither  should  we  go  crazy  on  the  subject,  forget- 
ting all  else.  Often  have  we  visited  Commanderies  where  the  work  was  villainously 
rendered,  but  when  the  drill  was  reached  all  were  as  'bright  as  a  new  dollar,'  and 
made  a  fine  display,  whereupon  all  were  delighted.  Well,  this  Is  not  to  be  wondered 
at  when  we  remember  that  all,  from  the  chief  head  to  him  who  guards  the  outer 
avenue  of  our  Asylum,  take  part  In  and  become  infatuated  with  Grand  Triennial  dis 
plays,  and  retire  deeming  them  the  great  object  of  the  Order.

It  is  certainly  to  be  hoped  the  Grand  Encampment  will 
take  some  action  on  this  question  next  year. 

RITUAL. 

Especially  of  the  Order  of  Malta  is  another  very  un- 
settled matter,  in  much  the  same  unsatisfactory  condition 
as  Tactics  and  Drill. 

We  make  a  quotation  : 

"The  question  presented  Is,  shall  the  'Malta  Ritual.*  now  adopted  In  some 
jurisdictions,  or  shall  any  ritual  of  that  Order.be  adopted  by  the  Grand  Encamp- 
ment? This  subject  has  been  before  that  Grand  Body  at  two  or  three  of  Its  Triennial 
Conclaves,  but  thus  far  no  definite  action  has  been  taken,  and  the  question  yet  re- 
mains  one  of  the  Hems  of  *  Unfinished  Business.* 

"Present  Indications  Incline  us  to  believe  that  It  has  had  Its  last  hearing  In 
that  Body,  and.  perhaps.  It  will  be  as  well  If  It  does  not  attract  further  notice,  from 
the  fact  that  the  Asylums  have  now  as  much  ritual  as  the  average  member  can  re- 
ceive and  'Inwardly  digest'  Yet,  we  maintain  now,  as  we  did  In  a  former  report, 
that  the  ritual  presented  by  the  committee  at  Cle\  eland.  Ohio,  can  be  mastered  as 
easily  as  that  of  the  Order  of  the  Temple,  or  any  degree  of  Masonry. 

"The  question  In  fine  Is,  bave  we  not  enough  of  rituals— should  we  not  have 
more  of  the  pollds  of  our  Order?  Principals  Bret— and  If  the  Temple  furnishes  these 
in  abundance,  let  all  appendants  find  a  lodgment  elsewhere  than  In  our  Asylums.'* 

There  seems  to  be  a  tendency  toward  abolishing  the 
"Appendant  Orders,"  some  not  even  excepting  the  Red 
Cross. 

In  nearly  all  the  proceedings  we  have  examined,  we 
find  the  twenty-first  Triennial  discussed.  In  our  report 
last  year  we  said  all  we  desire  to  say  on  this  subject. 

Nearly,  or  probably  all  of  the  Grand  Commanderies 
which  have  met  since  the  death  of  President  Garfield  have 
passed  appropriate  resolutions. 

In  closing  our  report  we  desire  to  thank  all  the  cor- 
respondents for  the  uniformly  kind  notices  of  our  jurisdic- 
tion and  of  ourself  personally,  all  which  we  fully  recipro- 
cate.

CODE  OF  STATUTES

OF  COLORADO. 


ARTICLE   I. 

Name. 

This  body  shall  be  known  and  designated. as  the 
Grand  Commandery  of  Knights  Templar  and  the  Ap- 
pendant Orders  of  Colorado. 

ARTICLE    II. 

yurisdiction. 

Its  jurisdiction  shall  be  within  the  territorial  limits  of 
Colorado. 

ARTICLE    III. 

Objects. 

Section,  i.  In  said  Grand  Commandery  alone  is 
vested  the  right  and  duty  to  superintend  and  govern  all 
Commanderies  of  Knights  Templar,  and  the  Appendant 
Orders  within  this  jurisdiction,  subject  only  to  the  Consti- 
tution and  Statutes  of  the  Grand  Encampment  of  Knights 
Templar  of  the  United  States  of  America. 

Sec.  2.  It  may  therefore  make  laws,  pass  regulations, 
and  repeal,  alter  and  amend  the  same.  It  may  grant  war- 
rants and  dispensations  for  holding  Commanderies  of 
Knights  Templar,  and  for  good  cause,  annul  and  revoke 
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the  same.  It  may  assign  the  limits  of  all  Commanderies 
under  its  jurisdiction,  and  settle  all  controversies  that  may 
arise  between  them,  and  censure,  suspend  or  expel  mem- 
bers for  wilful  violation  of  its  statutes,  regulations  or 
edicts.  It  may  assess  and  collect  from  the  several  Com- 
manderies within  its  jurisdiction  such  sums  of  money  as 
may  be  necessary  for  expenses,  and  may  consider  all  mat- 
ters and  do  all  things  appertaining  to  the  well  being  and 
perpetuation  of  the  order,  and  exercise  all  the  rights  of 
sovereignty  within  the  limits  of  its  jurisdiction,  but  always 
subordinate  to  the  Grand  Encampment  of  the  United 
States. 

ARTICLE   IV. 

Officers  and  Members. 

The  Grand  Commandery  shall  consist  of  the  officers 
and  members  enumerated  in  Section  i,  Article  II,  of  the 
Constitution  of  the  Grand  Encampment  of  Knights  Tem- 
plar for  the  United  States  of  America.  The  first  nine  of 
such  officers  shall  be  elected,  and  the  remaining  officers  ap- 
pointed by  the  R.  E.  Grand  Commander  elect. 

article  v. 

Meetings. 

The  annual  conclave  of  this  Grand  Commandery  shall 
be  held  at  the  City  of  Denver,  on  the  Friday  succeeding  the 
third  Tuesday  of  September  of  each  year. 

ARTICLE   VI. 

Fees,  Dues  and  Finances. 
Section  i.  Each  Commandery  under  the  jurisdiction 
of  this  Grand  Commandery  shall  demand  and  receive  for 
conferring  the  Order  of  Knighthood,  a  sum  not  less  than 
seventy-five  (75)  dollars;  Provided,  hoivever,  That  this  shall 
not  apply  to  petitions  heretofore  received  by  any  Command- 
ery under  this  Grand  Commandery. 
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Sec.  2.  For  instituting  a  new  Commandery  within 
this  jurisdiction,  the  fees  shall  be :  For  Dispensation 
ninety  dollars  ( $90),  and  for  Charter  the  further  sum  of  ten 
dollars  ($10). 

Sec.  3.  Each  subordinate  Commandery  within  this 
jurisdiction  shall  pay  into  the  treasury  of  this  Grand  Com- 
mandery the  sum  of  five  dollars  for  each  Knight  Templar 
dubbed  and  created  in  such  Commandery  ;  and  the  further 
sum  of  one  dollar  annually  for  each  member  belonging  to 
such  Commandery.  Every  subordinate  Commandery  shall 
make  annual  returns,  to  include  all  work  done  since  the 
date  of  their  last  returns  ;  a  list  of  officers,  and  an  alpha- 
betical list  of  members,  and  return  the  same  to  the  Grand 
Recorder,  with  their  dues,  at  least  ten  days  before  each  an- 
nual conclave. 

Sec  4.  The  R.  E.  Grand  Commander  of  this  Grand 
Commandery  shall  appoint  a  committee  of  three  (3)  Sir 
Knights,  members  of  this  Grand  Commandery,  who  shall, 
as  a  Committee  on  Finance,  inspect  and  audit  the  accounts 
of  the  Grand  Recorder  and  Treasurer,  and  report  the  result 
at  each  regular  annual  conclave. 

Sec  5.  The  Grand  Recorder  of  this  Grand  Com- 
mandery shall  be  entitled  to  the  sum  of  five  dollars  ($5)  for 
each  dispensation  granted,  and  the  further  sum  of  five  dol- 
lars ($5)  for  each  charter  when  issued. 

ARTICLE   VII. 

Committees  and  Correspondence. 

Immediately  upon  the  meeting  of  this  Grand  Command- 
ery the  Grand  Commander  shall  appoint  the  following 
standing  committees  o\  three  Sir  Knights  each,  viz: 

1.  On  Credentials. 

2.  On  Returns  and  Work  of  Commanderles. 

3.  On  Petitions,  Grievances  and  Appeals. 

4.  On  Printing  and  Miscellaneous  Business. 
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To  these  committees  shall  be  referred  all  the  appro- 
priate returns  and  documents  appertaining  thereto;  these 
committees  shall  hold  to  the  close  of  the  session. 

The  Grand  Commander  shall  also,  prior  to  the  close  of 
the  session,  appoint  a  committee  of  three,  of  whom  the 
Grand  Recorder  shall  be  one,  upon  Foreign  Correspondence, 
which  shall  act  for  one  year,  and  report  at  the  next  annual 
conclave;  also,  a  committee  of  three  on  Templar  Juris- 
prudence. 

ARTICLE   VIII. 

No  amendment  or  alteration  can  be  made  to  these 
statutes  unless  by  a  resolution  in  writing,  stating  distinctly 
the  alteration  or  amendment  proposed,  which  must  be  car- 
ried by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present.

The  Grand  Commander  delivered  the  following 
address : 


ANNUAL   ADDRESS   OF   GRAND   COMMANDER. 

Sir  Knights  : 

The  past  year  has  been  one  of  great  prosperity  for  the  Order  In  this  State. 
Eighty-five  Knights  have  been  created  In  the  seven  chartered  Commanderles,  and 
eighteen  have  been  admitted.  71  The  number  borne  upon  the  rolls  Is  now  three 
hundred  and  eighty-one.  Sir  Knight  Wm.  Moore,  of  Pueblo  Commandery  No.  3,  and 
Sir  Knights  A.  L.  Rlckford  and  M.  A.  Ozman,  of  Pike's  Peak  Commandery  No.  6,  have 
died. 
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The  Grand  Commander?  meets  for  the  Eighth  Annual  Conclave  with  unbroken 
ranks,  though  our  worthy  Grand  Captain  of  the  Guard  was  very  near  death's  door. 

For  His  continued  care  of  us  we  give  thanks  to  the  "  Supreme  Architect  of  the 
Universe,"  who  doeth  all  things  well. 

DISPENSATIONS. 

On  March  5th,  1888,  at  request  of  Mount  Sinai  Commandery  No.  7,  1  granted 
permission  for  its  members  to  appear  In  public  in  uniform  at  the  dedication  on 
March  8th,  1888,  of  the  new  county  court  house  at  Boulder 

While  1  was  absent  from  the  state  In  January  last,  the  Deputy  Grand  Com- 
mander granted  permission  to  Mount  of  the  Holy  Cross  Commandery  No.  5  to 
remove  to  a  new  asjlum  In  Leadvllle. 

On  May  28th  last  I  granted  dispensation  to  fourteen  Sir  Knights  whose  names 
are  signed  to  the  petition  therefor,  the  petition  being  in  form  and  accompanied  by 
the  dlmlts,  to  form  a  Commandery  at  Gunnison,  to  be  called  the  Gunnison  Com- 
mandery U.  D. 

At  the  request  of  B.  E.  Sir  Caleb  Saunders,  Grand  Commander  of  Massa- 
chusetts and  Rhode  Island,  by  letter  dated  at  Lawrence,  Mass.,  May  16th  last,  I 
granted  permission  for  Boston  Commandery,  as  escort  to  the  Most  Eminent  Grand 
Master,  to  cross  our  dominions  in  Its  pilgrimage  to  the  Triennial  Conclave  In  August, 
and  upon  the  12th  of  June  last,  upon  a  similar  request  from  R.  E.  Sir  Henry  Turner, 
Grand  Commander  of  Illinois,  I  issued  a  like  dispensation  to  St.  Bernard  Commandery 
No.  85,  and  also  that  they  should  appear  In  public  in  uniform  while  sojourning  here. 

On  July  19th  last  I  issued  a  special  dispensation  to  Colorado  Commandery  No. 
1,  of  Denver,  at  their  written  request,  to  remove  to  a  new  asylum  In  the  City  Hall 
building;  also  permission  to  appear  In  public  on  the  18th  day  of  August,  1883,  as  a 
mounted  escort  to  the  General  Grand  Chapter. 

Gunnison  Commandery  U.  D.  applied  July  7th  for  a  special  dispensation  to 
enable  them  to  ballot  upon  two  petitions  for  membership  in  two  weeks  from 
date  of  reception,  on  the  ground  that  If  they  took  the  regular  time  they  could  not  be 
voted  on  until  August  9th,  and  that  would  not  give  time  to  create  them  Knights  so  as 
to  visit  the  Conclave  In  San  Francisco  August  21st.  I  declined  the  application, 
because  there  would  be  time  to  accomplish  what  they  desired  by  taking  the  regular 
course.  1  think  that  the  issuing  of  special  dispensations,  as  a  rule,  should  be  con- 
fined to  the  fewest  cases— for  Instance— to  relieve  Commanderies  from  doing  Injus- 
tice, or  in  great  emergencies,  and  not  always  as  a  matter  of  convenience  to  appli- 
cants, and  in  no  Instance  should  a  By-Law  be  violated  If  It  can  be  avoided. 

APPOINTMENTS. 

I  received  an  application,  dated  March  16th,  1888,  from  the  Grand  Commander 
of  Kentucky,  asking  representation  near  this  Grand  Body,  and  suggesting  a  name  to 
represent  this  Grand  Commandery  near  that  of  Kentucky.  I  accordingly  appointed 
R.  E.  Sir  A.  H.  Gardner,  of  Louisville,  Ky.,  as  our  representative  In  that  jurisdiction, 
and  Em.  Sir  Porter  J.  Costen,  of  Buena  Vista,  was  appointed  and  commissioned  by 
the  Grand  Commander  of  Kentucky,  representative  near  this  Grand  Commandery. 

On  the  25th  of  September,  1882, 1  appointed  Em.  Sir  R.  W.  Woodbury,  Grand 
Generalissimo,  to  constitute  and  dedicate  Mount  Sinai  Commandery  No.  7,  at  Boul- 
der, and  Install  Its  officers.  His  report,  dated  October  24th,  1882,  is  herewith  sub- 
mitted, showing  that  he  performed  said  duty  on  the  24th  day  of  October,  1882, 
assisted  by  other  Grand  Officers.  I  also  submit  herewith  an  accompanying  letter  of 
Sir  Woodbury's  stating  that  he  Installed  as  Generalissimo  of  said  Commandery  a 
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Knight  not  named  In  the  charter  as  an  officer,  but  selected  by  the  Commandery.  I 
agree  with  Sir  Woodbury  In  all  the  conclusions  he  states  In  his  letter,  and  especially 
that  the  granting  of  a  charter  by  a  Grand  Commandery  dlmlts  all  the  Knights 
named  therein  from  their  former  affiliations  within  the  jurisdiction  of*  the  Grand 
Commandery  granting  the  charter. 

DECISIONS 

I  received  a  letter,  dated  December  4,  1882,  from  Companion  Geo.  K.  Kim- 
ball, of  Golden  Chapter  No.  6,  saying  that  several  Sir  Knights  of  Golden  desired  to 
form  a  Commandery.  but  first  desired  to  know  whether  signing  a  petition  for  dispen- 
sation would  dlmlt  them  from  their  Commanderles.  I  decided  that  the  granting  of 
a  charter  only  would  have  that  effect,  but  that  the  petition  for  dispensation  should 
be  accompanied  by  the  dlmlts  of  the  signers.  No  application  has  been  received  for 
the  dispensation. 

On  June  2, 1883,  the  Em.  Commander  of  Mt.  of  the  Holy  Cross  Commandery  of 
LeadvUle,  stated  by  letter  that  Sir  S.  McDowell,  J.  W.,  had  removed  from  the  state 
and  desired  a  dlmlt,  but  that  he  did  not  see  how  It  could  be  granted.  I  wrote  him  to 
grant  the  dlmlt  If  the  Sir  Knight  was  In  good  standing  and  his  dues  were  paid. 

In  answer  to  a  question  from  the  Commander  of  Gunnison  Commandery  U.  D. 
1  decided  that  a  Commandery  under  dispensation  could  receive  members  by  affilia- 
tion, and  that  these,  as  well  as  those  knighted  by  It,  can  become  charter  members 
by  signing  the  application  for  charter. 

The  Grand  Commander  of  Mt.  of  the  Holy  Cross  Commandery  No.  5  applied 
under  date  of  July  6, 1883,  for  the  privilege  to  act  upon  a  petition  for  membership 
prior  to  the  expiration  of  the  required  six  months  from  the  date  of  a  former  rejection 
of  same  applicant  on  the  ground  that  the  member  who  had  cast  the  only  black  ball 
at  the  previous  ballot  dlmltted  and  the  applicant  desired  to  visit  San  Francisco  as 
a  Knight  in  August.  I  decided  that  the  rejection  of  the  applicant  was  perfectly  legal, 
and  there  was  no  good  reason  why  he  should  not  wait  the  usual  period. 

COMMITTEE  ON  BANNEB  AND  JEWELS. 

At  our  last  Conclave  I  was  appointed  a  Committee  to  procure  a  suitable  ban- 
ner and  Jewels.  After  corresponding  with  several  eastern  manufacturers  of  these 
articles  I  found  that  the  appropriation  of  $400  made  In  the  Order  would  not  cover  the 
cost,  but  I  procured  them  at  a  cost  of  9411.96  and  some  express  charges,  which  were 
paid  by  the  treasurer,  and  I  ask  that  you  authorize  the  additional  expenditure, 
receive  the  banner  and  Jewels,  and  discharge  the  Committee.  In  the  selection  of 
suitable  designs  for  banner  and  Jewels  I  was  greatly  assisted  by  Past  Grand  Com- 
mander I.  W.  Stanton  and  Sir  W.  A.  Elderkln. 

TRIENNIAL  CONCLAVE. 

The  most  important  event  of  the  year  has  been  the  Triennial  Conclave  of  the 
Grand  Encampment  of  the  United  States  at  San  Francisco,  commencing  on  the  21st 
day  of  August  last.  Tour  Grand  Commander  and  Deputy  Grand  Commander  were 
present  In  person,  the  Grand  Generalissimo  and  Grand  Captain  General  were  repre- 
sented by  Sir  Knight  W.  E.  Greenlee  and  Sir  Knight  H.  N.  Banks,  respectively,  by 
proxy.  Past  Grand  Commander  H.  M.  Orahood  was  also  In  attendance.  The  most 
Important  action  taken  by  the  Grand  Encampment  was  the  adoption  of  a  ritual  of  the 
work  In  the  Order  of  Knights  of  Malta.  This  Grand  Body  will  be  furnished  with  an 
official  copy  of  the  work  In  due  time,  which  is  in  both  a  long  and  short  form.  It  Is 
left  discretionary  with  each  Grand  Commandery  to  make  either  one  of  the  forms 
obligatory  upon  the  Subordinate  Commanderles.    I  think  the  short  form  will  be 
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found  all  that  this  Grand  Body  will  care  to  burden  the  Subordinate  Commanderles 
with.  The  work  of  the  Orders  of  the  Red  Cross  and  Knights  Templar  is  as  much  as 
the  average  Commandery  can  do  well  and  as  much  as  It  has  time  to  do.  It  would 
have  been  Very  gratifying  If  one  evening  had  been  set  apart  by  the  Grand  Encampment 
for  an  exemplification  of  the  Malta  Ritual,  but  there  was  nothing  done  except  its 
adoption,  and  provision  for  its  distribution  in  book  form. 

The  attendance  of  Knights  from  all  parts  of  the  Union  at  the  Conclave  was 
large.  From  Colorado  there  were  sixty,  forty-flve  of  whom  were  In  line  on  the  20th  of 
August  In  the  grand  narade,  commanded  by  Past  Grand  Commander  Orahood.  Our 
headquarters  were  at  the  Grand  Hotel,  where  a  register  was  kept,  not  only  of  Knights 
from  Colorado,  but  of  all  visitors,  among  whom  were  some  of  the  most  distinguished 
Knights  in  the  country. 

I  desire  now  to  return  the  thanks  of  the  Sir  Knights  present  from  Colorado  to 
the  Sir  Knights  of  California  for  the  magnificent  hospitality  and  fellowship  shown 
every  hour  we  were  in  California.  The  entertainments  were  of  the  grandest  order, 
and  extended  over  the  whole  time  the  visiting  Knights  were  In  their  dominions. 

in  CONCLUSION. 

Now,  Sir  Kn'gbts,  in  returning  into  your  hands  the  high  authority  conferred 
upon  me  by  your  votes  a  year  ago,  with  the  gratitude  of  a  faithful  heart  for  the 
high  honor,  my  only  regret  U  that  I  could  not  do  more  for  the  advancement  and 
glory  of  the  noblest  Order  tbat  flourishes  to-day.  Let  us  always  remember  that  it 
rests  upon  the  only  firm  and  permanent  foundation  for  the  true  brotherhood  of 
man— the  tenets  of  the  Christian  religion  and  the  practice  of  the  Christian  virtues.

REPORT   ON   RETURNS — CHARTER    GRANTED. 

The  following  was  read  and  adopted,  and  a  charter 
ordered  issued  as  therein  recommended : ' 

To  the  Grand  Commandery: 

Your  Committee  on  Returns  and  Work  respectfully  report  that  they  have 
examined  the  returns  of  all  the  chartered  Commanderles  and  of  Gunnison  Com- 
mandery under  dispensation.  They  find  that  No.  6  owes  $11  00  dues  on  eleven  mem- 
bers created  during  the  year.  No.  7  owes  $1  00  on  a  member  reported  as  such  and 
also  as  an  honorary  member.  No.  7  reports  one  as  admitted,  but  does  not  give  his 
name  nor  date  of  admission.  No.  6  reports  two  admitted  Instead  of  created.  The 
dates  of  their  being  created  are  omitted.  No.  6  owes  82.00  on  these  two  f(nights.  In 
comparing  the  reports  with  those  made  last  year  we  also  find  that  No.  6  paid  $18 
less  than  It  should,  this  amount  being  due  from  the  eighteen  members  who  were 
created  during  the  year  previous  to  our  last  annual.  We  recommend  that  the  Grand 
Recorder  collect  the  foreg  oing  amounts. 

Gunnison  Commandery  U.  D.  has  constituted  sixteen,  created  sixteen,  and 
admitted  one,  and  has  paid  dues  on  the  Knights  created.  The  minutes  In  one  place 
refer  to  petitions  being  received  for  membership  Instead  of  for  the  Orders.  In  a 
number  of  Instances  they  fall  to  show  what  officers  were  present.  With  these  excep- 
tions they  are  In  the  main  correct.  The  By-Laws,  provide,  In  section  2,  article  7,  for 
trials  to  take  place  before  commissions  instead  of  before  the  Commandery-  We 
recommend  the  striking  out  of  the  whole  ot  said  section,  inasmuch  as  the  practice 
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is  contrary  to  flections  128  and  124,  found  In  supplement  to  the  code  of  statutes  of 
Grand  Encampment.  We  recommend  the  Issuance  of  a  charter  under  the  name 
of  Gunnison  Commandery  No.  8,  with  A.  J.  Bean  as  E.  C;  John  J.  Thomas,  Gen.; 
and  Otis  P.  Abercromble  as  Captain  General.

JURISPRUDENCE. 

The  following  was  read  and  adopted : 

To  the  Grand  Oommandery: 

Tour  Committee  on  Jurisprudence,  to  whom  was  referred  the  decisions  rendered 
by  the  R.  E.  Grand  Commander  as  set  forth  In  his  address,  submit  the  following 
report: 

We  do  not  approve  of  that  part  of  No.  1  which  decides  that  dtmlts  from 
former  Commanderles  must  accompany  petitions  for  the  formation  of  new  Com- 
manderles  under  dispensation.  Section  2  of  article  9  and  article  27  of  Code  of 
Statutes,  and  section  15  of  supplement  thereof,  of  the  Grand  Encampment  of  the 
United  States  clearly  defines  the  status  of  Sir  Knights  so  petitioning,  and  their 
affiliation  in  former  Commanderles  only  ceases  when  a  charter  Is  granted  to  the  new 
Commandery  for  which  the  Sir  Knight  has  petitioned. 

No.  2  approved. 

We  do  not  approve  of.  decision  No.  3,  permitting  Commanderles  U.  D.  to 
receive  petitions  for  affiliation.  A  Commandery  U.  D.  can  perform  only  such  acts 
as  are  defined  In  the  dispensation,  1.  e. :  to  meet  as  a  Commandery  and  to  confer  th  e 
Orders  of  Knighthood.  They  cannot  admit  unaffiliated  Knights  to  membership  while 
under  dispensation.  The  Comm  tndery  under  dispensation  may  never  be  chartered, 
and  the  affiliated  Knight  would  therefore  lose  his  membership. 

Decision  No.  4  Is  approved  and  heartily  recommended  for  the  guidance  of 
Grand  Commanders  in  similar  cases  In  future.

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Grand  Commander  Sir  Daniel  Smith,  in  his  address, 
reports  that  he  has  visited  every  Commandery  in  the 
jurisdiction  during  the  year,  and  reports  them  generally 
in  a  good  condition. 

The  Committee  on  Appeals  and  Grievances  report 
that  nothing  had  been  presented  to  them  for  consider- 
ation. 

The  Reporton  Correspondence  is  by  Sir  Knight Sayre, 
Grand  Recorder,  and  is  concise  and  well  written.  Colo- 
rado is  kindly  mentioned. 


ARKANSAS— 1883. 

Grand  Commander  Thompson  makes  a  short  address, 
reporting  his  official  acts,  which  he  says  "have  been  few 
and  unimportant."  He  tells  us  that  "Templar  Masonry 
has  participated*  in  the  general  prosperity  which  has 
reigned  throughout  the  country." 

No  Report  on  Correspondence. 


CALIFORNIA— 1883. 
The  Grand  Commander  in  his  address  says : 

A  quarter  of  a  century  has  pass  d  since  ten  valiant  and  magnanimous  Knights 
In  Templar  Convocation  formed  this  Grand  Body,  elected  Its  officers  and  held  its  first 
Conclave.  There  were  then  borne  upon  the  rolls  of  the  three  Commanderles  In  this 
State  one  hundred  and  thirty  members,  and  to-day  we  number  full  nzieen  hundred 
—which  shows  a  creditable  and  steady  Increase  of  our  membership,  and  a  rapid  dis- 
semination of  the  noble  principles  of  our  beloved  Order. 

The  number  of  our  Commanderles  has  Increased  from  three  to  tioenty  chartered 
Commanderies,  with  three  organized  and  working  under  dispensation  and  asking  for 
charters  at  this  Conclave,  and  one  applicant  to  this  Grand  Body  at  this  Conclave  for  a 
dispensation  to  organize  another,  litis,  for  our  young  State,  Is  a  rapid  increase,  and 
shows  a  prosperous  and  healthy  condition  of  the  Order  of  Christian  Knighthood  on 
our  western  snore. 

The  past  has  been  the  most  active  year  in  Knight  Templarlsm  In  our  Jurisdic- 
tion: caused,  no  doubt,  mainly  In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  Grand  Encampment  of 
the  United  States  Is  to  meet  with  us  In  August  next,  and  the  active  preparations 
being  made  for  that,  to  us,  great  Masonic  event. 

And  as  this  Grand  Body  Invited  the  Grand  Encampment  to  hold  Its  Twenty- 
second  Triennial  Conclave  In  our  city,  and  as  that  Grand  Body  accepted  that  Invita- 
tion, the  Grand  Encampment  will  be  our  guest  on  that  occasion;  and  It  behooves  us. 
as  good  and  true  Knights,  to  see  to  It  that  our  Superior  Grand  Body  Is  well  provided 
wltn  suitable  and  comfortable  quarters  and  right  royally  entertained.  And  let  me 
here  express  the  desire  and  hope  that  the  promises  made  to  the  Grand  Encampment 
by  our  representatives  at  the  last  Triennial  Conclave,  will  be  fully  realized,  and  on 
our  part,  faithfully  performed.  Let  this  Supreme  legislative  body  of  Knight  Templars 
have  a  quiet  and  business  session— a  boon  which  they  have  so  long  sought,  but  which 
they  have  not  found  for  the  four  past  Conclaves.  Let  It  realize  that  in  coming  here 
It  was  not  allured  by  false  promises  and  empty  boasts  of  our  representatives.  It 
comes  to  our  Pacific  shores,  seeking  to  avoid  the  overburdening  Influence  of  prolonged 
display  parades  and  distracting  social  entertainments  and  festivities;  and  to  be 
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allowed  to  devote  its  time  to  those  deeds  of  exalted  usefulness  which  will  so  much 
redound  to  the  permanent  good,  lasting  welfare  and  prolonged  usefulness  and  per- 
petuity of  the  Order. 

The  wish  for  "a  quiet  and  business  session,"  we  can 
say,  in  the  light  of  later  events,  was  not  fully  realized, 
especially  the  quiet  part.  The  other  part  of  the  pro- 
gramme, however,  "that  our  Superior  Grand  Body  is  well 
provided  with  suitable  and  comfortable  quarters  and  right 
royally  entertained"  was  fully  carried  out,  and  extended 
not  only  to  "our  Superior  Grand  Body,0  but  to  every  Sir 
Knight  present.  For  all  of  which,  I  know,  our  Grand 
Commandery  thanks  them  most  heartily. 

We  fully  approve  the  Grand  Commander's  views 
given  as  follows : 

I  found  also,  In  some  of  our  Subordinate  Commanderles,  a  new  practice  in- 
augurated In  conferring  the  Illustrious  Order  of  the  Red  Cross.  This  consists  in 
conferring  the  Order  upon  more  than  one  candidate  at  one  and  the  same  time, 
and  in  some  Instances,  I  was  informed,  as  high  as  seven  persons  were  worked  upon 
at  once.  Progress  Is  a  good  thing  in  its  place,  hut  It  does  not  work  well  in  varying  the 
landmarks  of  Templar  Masonry.  Th Is  Illustrious  Order  Is  one  of  peculiar  individual- 
ity, and  there  is  no  point  in  the  ceremony  of  conferring  properly  where  more  than 
one  candidate  can  be  Introduced  at  the  same  time  without  violating  the  historical 
landmarks  of  the  Order,  a'  d  destroying  Its  beauty  and  offending  Its  dignity.  It  Is  a 
pernicious  practice  and  saould  not  be  followed  nor  Indulged  In.  I  have  endeavored 
to  correct  this  evil  wherever  I  found  it  to  exist ;  but  I  fear,  from  report,  that 
those  efforts  have,  in  some  instances,  failed,  and  the  good  advice  given  fell  upon  bar- 
ren ground.  But  we  entertain  the  hope  that  the  Grand  Encampment  may  correct  this 
practice  upon  un  alleged  but  dangerous  precedent. 

Grand  Recorder  Caswell  makes  the  Report  on  Corres- 
pondence, which  is  very  full  and  complete.  Like  the 
writer,  he  seems  to  have  trouble  in  getting  the  proceedings 
of  New  York. 

He  briefly  reviews  the  proceedings  of  our  Grand 
Commandery  for  1883.  He  very  seriously  takes  Grand 
Commander  Spangler  to  task  for  refusing  to  grant  a 
dispensation  to  Mt.  of  the  Holy  Cross  Commandery  "to 
appear  in  public  parade  upon  commemoration  service 
on  the  life  and  death  of  Sir  Knight  J.  A.  Garfield,"  as 
follows : 

The  request  of  a  Commandery  to  appear  in  "  public  parade  upon  commemora- 
tion service  on  the  life  and  death  of  Sir  J.  A.  Garfield,"  was  refused,  on  the  ground 
that  it  was  merely  a  public  p  trade.  We  think  If  there  ever  was  an  occasion  which 
would  justify  the  granting  a  special  dispensation  to  parade,  the  case  in  question  was 
one;  and  why  the  Grand  Commander  should  have  refused  In  this  instance,  is  a 
mystery  to  us.  He  granted  a  dispensation  for  a  Commandery  to  ballot  upon  the 
application  of  a  candidate  within  the  time  prescribed  by  law,  an  Infinitely  more 
vicious  use  of  the  dispensary  power  than  could  be  exercised  upon  all  the  public 
parades  In  Christendom,  and  yet.  to  honor  the  memory  of  an  illustrious  Knight,  the 
head  of  the  nation,  foully  murdered  In  that  nation's  service,  he  refuses,  and  screens 
himself  behind  the  flimsy  shelter  of  a  public  parade.  We  believe  he  will  And  few  to 
Justify  the  act. 
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Grand  Commander  Spangler's  ruling  does  seem  a 
little  peculiar  when  taken  in  connection  with  the  next 
ruling  made  by  him.  They  appear  in  his  address  as 
follows : 

On  September  24, 1881, 1  received  a  verbal  request  for  Mount  of  the  Holy  Cross 
Commander*,  at  Leadvllle,  to  appear  In  public  parade  upon  commemoration  service 
on  the  lire  and  death  of  Sir  Knight  J.  A.  Garfield,  which  I  refused,  as  U  was  a  mere 
public  parade. 

On  June  16, 1882,  I  granted  a  dispensation  to  Colorado  Commander?  No.  1,  to 
appear  In  public  for  the  purpose  of  attending  Divine  Service  at  the  Episcopal 
Cathedral  on  Ascension  Day,  June  18th. 

Sir  Knight  Graves,  Secretary  of  the  Triennial  Com- 
mittee, makes  a  report  in  which  he  says : 

All  the  committees  are  diligently  at  work  In  making  such  arrangement  as 
come  within  the  supervision  of  each,  and  everything  1*  propitious  for  making  the 
Twenty-second  Triennial  Conclave  of  ibe  Grand  Encampment  a  marked  success. 

The  result  verified  the  prediction.  It  was  "  a 
marked  success,"  and  Sir  Knight  Graves's  efforts  con- 
tributed largely  to  that  success. 

Sir  George  C.  Perkins,  Grand  Commander,  and  Sir 
Thos.  H.  Caswell  re-elected  Grand  Recorder. 


CANADA— 1882. 

M.  E.Sir  Moore,  Great  Prior,  makes  a  very  appropriate 
but  lengthy  address.  He  touches  upon  the  "  Convent 
General "  or  general  convention  of  the  different  branches 
of  Templary  in  the  British  Dominions.     He  says : 

Although  the  annual  meetings  have  been  discontinued,  and  It  has  been  found 
undesirable  to  call  any  of  late  years,  the  active  existence  «nd  authority  of  "  Convent 
General "  are  but  dormant  or  In  abeyance,  and  may  be  revived  at  any  time  should 
expediency  or  necessity  demand  It;  but,  to  say  the  least,  this  Is  a  most  unlikely  event. 

The  Trinitarian  question  is  again  discussed,  but 
nothing  of  importance  is  added  to  what  has  been  pre- 
viously said. 

He  discusses  very  fully  the  "  Independent  move- 
ment, and  desire  to  throw  off  all  connection  with  the 
parent  Body  and  H.  R.  H.  the  Prince  of  Wales." 

Referring  to  last  year's  proceedings,  he  says : 

It  was  therefore  quite  unnecessary  to  go  through  the  form  of  electing  me. 

And  then  goes  into  ecstasies  over  the  fact  that  His 
Royal  Highness  is  the  Grand  Master,  only  nominally,  he 
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admits,  of  the  Order  in  Canada.  He  seems  dfraid  of  the 
American  system,  as  he  calls  it  a  democratic  constitu- 
tional rule : 

Holding  my  office  of  Great  Prior  from  the  Supreme  authority  In  England  the 
connection  between  the  two  countries  is  kept  Intact,  and  Is  something  similar  to  the 
Governor  General's  appointment  by  the  Crown,  which  keeps  up  the  connection 
between  Canada  and  the  Mother  Country— nothing  more. 

But  there  are  a  few  In  Canada  who  advocate  a  visionary  Independence,  If  not 
disrupt!  n  of  the  Dominion,  claiming  the  right  to  elect  their  own  governor,  and  not 
only  that,  but  to  Impose  upon  him  direct  general  election  of  his  ministers,  and  to 
reduce  him  to  a  mere  cipher,  and  this  principle  seems,  I  regret  to  say,  to.be  feeling 
its  way  into  the  Templar  Order  here. 

Speaking  about  exchange  of  Representatives  with 
the  Grand  Commandery  of  California,  he  says : 

Remarks  have  been  made  at  our  exchanging  Representatives  with  the  Grand 
Commandery  of  California,  as  contrary  to  the  rules  of  the  Grand  Encampment  of  the 
United  States;  but  I  really  do  not  now  see  that  It  Is  any  business  of  ours  to  attend  to 
the  decrees  of  the  Grand  Encampment  United  States— let  them  settle  with  their  own 
subordinates:  they  have  not  hesitated  to  ignore  the  Independence  of  this  Great  Priory 
of  Canada,  and  they  might  just  as  well  question  the  independence  of  England  and 
Ireland,  who  are  similarly  situated  as  ourselves  In  having  the  Prince  of  Wales  Grand 
Master,  although  each  go  their  own  way  as  totally  separate  and  Independent  bodies. 
We  are,  therefore,  In  my  opinion,  folly  Justified  in  exchanging  friendly  relations  with 
such  Grand  Commandertes  as  may  wish  it 

Now  it  is  really  too  bad  that  so  distinguished  a 
Templar  and  Mason  who  says  of  himself: 

As  Great  Prior  I  take  equal  rank  In  the  Order  with  a  Prince  of  the  Blood  and 
Peer  of  the  Real  u,  acknowledging  no  superior  bat  our  Royal  Grand  Master  and  future 
King,  to  whom  we  have  all  sworn  fealty  and  allegiance, 

.  Should  so  forget  the  tenets  of  his  profession  as  to 
return  evil  for  evil.  But  I  suppose  we  must  submit 
to  it. 

He  claims  his  office  for  life,  and  there  is  an 
"American  "  feeling  of  independence  preferring  or  pos- 
sibly insisting  upon  election,  which  may  account  for  his 
dislike  and  for  the  following  paragraph  : 

I  have  observed  In  one  preceptory  that  the  notices  of  meeting  are  headed 
"  Asylum,"  a  word  unknown  amongst  us,  and  the  whole  form  Is  that  used  In  the 
United  States  system.  This  should  ne  rectified,  and  I  am  sure  only  requires  to  be 
pointed  out ;  our  own  form  of  notice  or  summons  Is  far  more  explicit  and  correct. 

Sir  Knight  Dartnell  makes  the  Report  on  Corres- 
pondence in  his  full  and  able  manner. 
Colorado,  for  J881,  is  reviewed. 


CONNECTICUT— 1883. 

Grand    Officers    present    and    eleven    Subordinate 
Commanderies  represented. 
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The  Grand  Commander's  address  shows  a  prosperous 
state  of  the  Order,  but  otherwise  is  not  of  general  interest. 

M.  E.  Sir  Benjamin  Dean  paid  the  Grand  Com- 
mandery  a  visit  during  the  Conclave. 

The  Report  on  Correspondence  is  by  Sir  Joseph 
K.  Wheeler,  Grand  Recorder,  who  says : 

We  confess  It  Is  with  some  misgivings  that  we  enter  the  ranks  of  a  corps  of 
well-skilled  and  well-drilled  reporters,  whose  trenchant  blades  are  bright  in  the 
service,  and  whose  armor  has  seen  knightly  warfare  In  the  cause  of  truth,  Justice 
and  rational  liberty,  and  the  Christian  elements  of  the  chlvalrlc  Order  of  the  Temple. 
We  feel  very  much  like  a  raw  recruit,  In  the  company  of  a  body  of  distinguished 
Fraters,  who  have  achieved  a  well-earned  fame,  in  supporting  the  principles  of  one 
of  the  grandest  of  human  Institutions,  exerting  a  great  moral  force  In  the  world,  and 
lifting  to  a  high  and  Christianized  tone  of  morality. 

He  then  makes  a  full,  fair  and  well-written  report. 
Colorado  receives  kindly  notice.  In  his  conclusion  he 
rather  favors  the  Trinitarian  test : 

The  dogma  of  the  Holy  Trinity,  and  belief  In  the  Divinity  of  Christ,  are  being 
advocated  by  some  wltn  much  zeal,  as  necessary  prerequisites  to  receive  the  Templar 
orders;  i.  e.f  to  be  made  a  test  with  all  applicants  for  admission.  The  arguments  In 
favor,  coupled  with  so  much  of  the  phraseology  of  the  ritual  that  has  a  direct  bearing 
on  the  question,  would  naturally  lead  a  zealous  Christian  Sir  Knight  to  adopt  the 
theological  views  that  have  been  presented,  and  favor  a  belief  that  Is  promulgated 
In  the  tenets  of  the  Christian  Church  While  we  do  not  subscribe  literally  to  such 
conclusions,  we  do  believe  all  applicants  for  the  honors  of  Templary  should,  In  a 
general  sense,  subscribe  to  such  a  faith. 


GEORGIA— 1883. 

Grand  Officers  and  Representatives  from  seven  Com- 
manderies  present. 

The  Grand  Commander,  in  his  address,  tells  us: 

The  lapse  of  another  year  brings  us  to  our  Twenty-second  Annual  Grand  Con- 
clave, and  the  evident  signs  of  prosperity  Indicated  by  the  goodly  number  of  well 
uniformed  and  equipped  Sir  Knights  in  attendance,  Is  sufficient  guarantee  that  In  the 
past  twelve  months  our  noble  Order  In  this  jurisdiction  has  taken  no  step  backward, 
but  on  the  contrary,  has  moved  surely  and  steadily  forward. 

A  Committee  on  Correspondence  was  appointed,  and 
next  year  we  may  expect  a  report. 


ILLINOIS— 3882. 

Grand  Officers  and  Representatives  from  fifty -one 
Commanderies  present. 

The  Grand  Commander,  in  opening  his  address,  says  : 

The  past  year  has  bf en  one  of  unusual  activity  and  prosperity  throughout  our 
entire  Jurisdiction,  and  no  discordant  sounds  have  disturbed  the  sacred  melody  of 
the  devout  Knights  kneeling  around  our  hallowed  altar. 
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A  very  large  number  of  special  dispensations  were 
granted,  twenty  for  balloting  for  candidates  in  less  time 
than  required  by  the  By-Laws ;  too  many,  it  seems  to  us. 

The  Grand  Commander  decided: 

First— A  Commander  that  Is  re-elected  should  be  Installed ;  so  should  all  othef 
officers  of  a  Commandery,  and  the  Commander  must  be  Installed  before  any  of  his 
subordinate  officers  can  legally  be  Installed. 

Second— It  a  Commander  Is  re-elected  and  not  Installed,  he  holds  oyer,  by 
virtue  of  his  former  election  and  Installation,  and  bis  last  election  would  not  be 
of  force ;  and  all  the  old  officers  would  hold  over  with  htm,  and  the  Installation 
of  any  subordinate  officer  or  officers,  before  the  commander  elected  at  the  same  time 
Is  Installed,  Is  void  and  of  no  effect. 

The  Committee  on  Jurisprudence  reported : 

The  Committee  does  not  approve  Decisions  Nos.  1  and  2.  a  disapproval  of 
one  carrying  the  other  with  It. 

The  report  was  adopted,  very  properly  we  think. 

Our  friend,  Sir  Knight  Gurney,  makes  the  Report  on 
Correspondence  in  his  usual  full  and  able  style. 

Colorado  (Proceedings  1881),  is  fully  reviewed. 

He  touches  the  physical  qualification  question,  from 
which  we  extract  the  following : 

We  are  in  sympathy  with  Sir  Orahood  In  this  matter  and  hope  that  the 
Grand  Encampment  may,  some  day,  tell  us  wfial  physical  disability  should  shut  a 
person  out  of  the  constituent  body.  Commanders  are  frequently  foolish  In  this  thing, 
when  a  Companion  presents  himself  for  the  orders  who  has  been  dissected  of  a 
finger  or  toe.  they  Immediately  fly  to  the  Grand  Commander  on  the  question  of 
eligibility.  If  they  would  take  the  re  •  ponslb  Uty  under  the  law.  and  confer  the  orders, 
then,  If  complaint  Is  made,  the  Grand  Commandery  must  settle  the  question,  if  it 
eon.    How  could  It  be  accomplished  ? 

The  volume  is  well  arranged,  with  a  complete  index, 
and  printed  in  the  highest  style  of  the  art,  and  is  a  credit 
to  the  Grand  Recorder. 


INDIANA— 1883. 

Grand  Commander  Sheet's  address  shows  a  large 
increase  in  membership  during  the  year.  He  also 
reports : 

It  Is  also  with  great  satisfaction  that  I  report  to  you  that  peace  and  harmon 
reign  supreme  within  our  borders.    I  know  of  no  bickerings  or  contentions  In  our 
ranks,  save  that  noble  contention,  or  rather  emulation,  of  who  best  can  work  and 
best  agree. 

With  regret  we  notice  the  death  of  R.  E.  Charles 
Cruft,  P.  G.  C.,  and  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Cor- 
respondence. The  Grand  Commander,  in  his  General 
Order  No.  2,  says  of  him : 
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In  the  death  of  our  esteemed  Prater  oar  beIo?ed  Order  has  lost  one  of  Its  most 
valuable  members,  holding  the  position,  as  be  has  done  for  MYeral  years  past,  of 
Chairman  of  our  Committee  on  Correspondence,  in  which  he  had  gained  a  favorable 
reputation  wherever  Knight  Templarism  is  known,  and  In  other  ways,  by  his  wise 
counsel,  had  secured  an  influence  In  our  Grand  Commandery  that  falls  to  the  lot  of 
but  few  Sir  Knights. 

Appropriate  resolutions  were  adopted  by  the  Grand 
Commandery.  He  had  preoared  part  of  the  Report  on 
Correspondence  before  his  death.  It  is  completed  by  Sir 
N.  R.  Ruckle,  and  is  very  full  and  complete.  As  usual, 
we  appropriate  the  statistical  tables  bodily.

Grand  Commander  Ainsworth  in  his  address  says  : 

From  all  parts  of  the  Jurisdiction  there  come  to  us  pleasing  reports  of  progress 
in  every  department  of  Masonry.  From  every  quarter  the  attentive  ear  catches  the 
hum  of  busy  Masonic  workshops,  In  which  are  being  fashioned  for  a  higher  lite 
blocks  capable  of  receiving  the  finest  finish,  the  highest  polish.  Everywhere,  from 
the  ground  floor  where  tolls  the  youngest  apprentice,  on  to  our  asylum,  is  heard  the 
evidence  of  rapid  advance.  At  no  time  within  the  memory  of  the  present  generation 
has  Masoni?  been  so  prosperous  or  so  respected  as  now,  and  to  no  grade  Is  greater 
regard  paid,  or  are  more  earnest  eyes  turned,  tlia  i  to  our  own  At  times,  to  a  thinking 
man.

Sir  Charles  R.  Woodruff,  P.  G.  C,  makes  a  full  and 
able  Report  on.  Correspondence.  We  notice  he  too  misses 
New  York  proceedings. 


LOUISIANA— 1883. 

A  fine  steel  engraving  of  Sir  Samuel  M.  Todd,  P.  G. 
C,  is  given. 

Sir  M.  E.  Girard  Grand,  Representative  of  Colorado, 
was  present. 

Grand  Master  Dean's  decision  on  the  proxy  question, 
referred  to  in  our  last  report,  is  given  in  full.  A  closing 
paragraph  is  as  follows: 

It  Is  plain,  however,  that  the  principal  being  both  present  and  active,  and  he 
having  but  one  vote,  the  proxy  cannot  act  or  vote. 

Grand  Commander  Chaffe  then  adds ; 

It  Is  to  be  regretted  that  this  decision  Is  antagonistic  to  a  decision  by  Grand 
Master  Ktencb,  (see  page  27,  Proceedings  Triennial  Conclave,  1862).  approved  by  the 
Grand  Encampment  or  the  United  States,  and  this  fact,  taken  In  connection  with 
Gran.l  Master  Dean's  letter  ro  P.  G.  Master  Fellows,  on  this  subject,  Induces  me  to 
the  belief  that  Grand  Master  Dean  would  likely  reverse  his  decision  after  maturer 
deliberation  and  Investigation.  Under  the  circumstances  I  am  constrained  to  con- 
strue Grand  Master  Dean's  decision  In  abeyance  and  Grand  Master  French's  ruling 
In  force  In  this  Grand  Commandery. 

We  do  not  think  any  amount  of  deliberation  or 
investigation  would  induce  the  Grand  Master  to  change 
his  decision. 
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The  Committee  on  Correspondence  "regret  that  the 
financial  condition  of  our  funds,"  whatever  that  may  be, 
prevents  them  from  reportipg.  They,  however,  pay  their 
respects  to  the  Committee  on  Correspondence  of  Maryland, 
in  the  course  of  which  they  say : 

While  we  do  not  fear,  but  rather  court,  the  friendly  criticism  of  our  actions  by 
our  fratres  of  other  jurisdictions,  we  would  be  destitute  of  all  self-respect  if  we 
allowed  such  language  to  go  wituout  Justly  resenting  It.  We  hope  that  the  fact  will 
appear  that  the  Grand  Commandery  of  Maryland  was  not  fully  advised  when  It 
received  and  authorized  the  publication  of  the  report  in  question,  and  trust  that  it 
will  see  fit  to  disavow  all  intention  to  wound  our  feelings. 

Tour  Committee  detached  that  part  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Grand  Com- 
mandery of  Maryland  which  contained  the  report  in  question,  and  returned  It  to  the 
Grand  Recorder  of  Maryland,  with  an  expression  of  their  belief  that  that  Giand 
CommandSry  did  not  knowingly  authorize  the  publication  and  distribution  of  the 
denunciation  of  the  fraters  of  Louisiana,  as  contained  in  that  document. 

It  is  altogether  probable  that  the  Grand  Com- 
mandery of  Maryland  had  nothing  to  do  with  it.  In 
fact,  these  reports  are  to  be  considered  the  views  of  the 
writer  only,  unless  in  some  way  directly  approved  by  the 
Grand  Commandery. 


MAINE— 1882. 
Grand  Commander  Burnham,  in  his  address,  tells  us: 

We  have  reason  to  believe  that  Templar  Masonry  In  Maine  has  been  reasonably 
prosperous,  and  that  the  Commnnderles  maintain  a  good  degree  of  Interest,  with  fair 
prospect  for  the  future. 

On  the  questions  of  religious  tests,  he  says : 

To  that  which  has  been  written  upon  this  subject,  I  have  little  to  add.  The 
Knights  Templar  of  Maine  come  from  not  less  than  eight  religious  denominations, 
and,  having  Journeyed  thus  far  together  without  religious  differences,  hope  to  travel 
on  in  peace  until  the  end.  It  appears  to  be  prove  n  that  the  old  Templar  was  a 
fighting  monk,  obligated  to  the  Roman  Catholic  Church,  to  celibacy  and  to  poverty. 
To  neither  of  these  institutions  are  many  of  us  Inclined.  If  a  Knight  takes  comfort 
In  the  religious  doctrines  of  seven  hundred  years  ago,  or  of  any  of  the  intervening 
centuries,  so  may  he  profess  and  possess.  If  he  prefers  a  bachelor  to  be,  let  him 
continue;  the  loss  will  be  bis  own.  If  he  also  Is  enamored  of  poverty,  he  will  get 
enough  of  It  before  he  dies. 

From  which,  we  infer,  he  does  not  favor  the  "Trini- 
tarian test." 

Sir  Stephen  Berry  makes  the  Report  on  Correspond- 
ence in  his  usual  able  style.     Colorado  for  1881  is  noticed. 

The  subject  of  drill  he  treats  rather  mildly,  as 
follows : 

Western  Jurisdictions  are  actively  stirring  In  the  matter  of  drill.  It  Is  a  subject 
for  consideration  whether  eastern  Commanderies  shall  endeavor  to  keep  up  with 
their  western  fratres  in  drill,  or  trust  to  time  to  cool  the  western  ardor.    If  the  former 
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plan  Is  adopted,  the  practicable  way  Is  to  form  a  drill  corps.  In  the  Commandery,  of 
those  who  are  willing  to  perfect  themselves,  and  then  get  up  competitive  drills  with 
other  Commanderies. 


MASSACHUSETTS  AND  RHODE  ISLAND— 1882. 

At  the  Semi-Annual  Conclave  May  23,  1SS3,  the 
principal  business  was  a  discussion  of  the  status  of 
members  of  Commanderies  l\  D.  in  the  chartered 
Commanderies  of  which  they  are  members. 

Sir  Knights  Cheever  and  Lawrence  make  an  extensive 
report  to  show  that  membership  in  a  Commandery  U.  D.  ■ 
is  not  membership  at  all,  and  in  no  way  affects  the  mem- 
bership in  the  chartered  Commandery,  and  that  the  law 
of  the  Grand  Encampment  of  the  United  States  : 

1.  After  a  dispensation  Is  granted  to  form  a  new  Commandery.  the  mem- 
bership of  the  Knights  who  petitioned  therefor  remains  In  abeyance  as  to  the  older 
Commanderies  to  which  they  belonged  when  signing  the  petition.  They  become 
active  members  of  the  Commandery  while  under  dispensation,  and  when  a  charter 
Is  granted,  and  the  Commandery  constituted,  they  continue  to  be  members  of  the 
new  Commandery  and  cease  to  be  members  of  the  old  ones. 

2.  If  the  dispensation  should  be  withdrawn,  or  a  chnrter  refused,  the  Knights 
who  petitioned  therefor  resume  their  membership  In  their  former  Commanderies 
without  petition  or  other  ceremony. 

3.  When  a  Charter  is  granted  and  the  Commandery  constituted,  the  Recorder 
of  the  new  Commandery  must  certify  the  fact  to  each  Commandery  to  which  any  of 
the  petitioning  Knights  belonged,  and  this  vlll  terminate  their  former  affiliation. 

Is  not  law  at  all. 

A  minority  report  is  made  by  Sir  Knight  Van  Slyck, 
taking  the  contrary  view. 

Grand  Master  Dean  retired,  pending  the  discussion. 

Sir  Edwin  Wright  said  that  Inasmuch  as  a  continuance  of  the  dispensation 
to  Temple  Commandery  U.  D.  bad  been  refused  by  vote  of  this  Body,  and  that  had 
become  dead  ma  ter,  he  now  moved  that  further  consideration  of  the  whole  subject 
be  Indefinitely  postponed.  On  taking  the  question  on  the  motion  of  Sir  Knight  Edwin 
Wright,  flfty-nve  Sir  Knights  voted  In  the  affirmative,  and  twenty-three  In  the  negative, 
and  the  motion  to  "Indefinitely  postpone"  was  carried. 

So  we  are  left  entirely  in  the  dark,  and  presume  it 
was  thought  best  to  "  dodge  the  question,"  as  our 
Supreme  Courts  sometimes  do,  or  to  submit  to  the  law  as 
it  stands  in  "  The  Code  of  Statutes  and  Digest  of  Templar 
Law,"  enacted  and  published  by  the  Grand  Encamp- 
ment. 
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Grand  Master  Dean,  in  an  address  takes  strongly  the 
side  of  the  minority  report.  We  think  the  minority 
.right. 

ANNUAL   OONCLAVE,   OCTOBER   20TH,    1883. 

On  the  question  of  Tactics  and  Drill  the  Grand  Com- 
mander says  : 

More  than  three  years  ago,  I  think,  this  Grand  Commandery  approved  and 
placed  1q  the  hands  of  a  committee  for  their  Anal  revision  and  judgment,  a  system 
of  Templar  Tactics.  My  experience  and  observation  has  Inclined  me  to  think  that 
our  subordinates  need  some  authoritative  code  for  the  uniformity  or  work,  tbe  disci- 
pline which  it  necessarily  enforces,  and  for  the  general  interest  which  It  promotes. 
I  believe  as  a  rule  that  the  Commanderles  which  are  most  vigorous  and  successful 
among  us  are  those  who  are  most  Interested  In  tbe  proprieties  and  forms  of  our  work. 
The  enquiry  is  very  general  as  to  why  some  system  of  Tactics  is  not  adopted,  and  Its 
use  made  obligatory  In  the  jurisdiction.  I  trust  some  action  will  be  taken  to-day  In 
,  tbe  matter. 

A  resolution  was  passed  :  v 

Voted,  That  the  special  Committee  on  Tactics  and  Drill  have  full  powers  to 
prepare  and  adopt,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  R.  E.  Grand  Commander  and  his 
three  associate  officer*,  In  the  Council  of  this  Grand  Commandery.  a  system  of 
Knights  Templar  Tactics  and  Drill,  and  to  promulgate  the  same  at  the  expense  of 
the  Grand  Commandery. 

We  presume  this  will  settle  this  question  for  a  time, 
at  least,  in  this  jurisdiction. 


MICHIGAN— 1883. 


OPENING. 


The  V.  E.  Deputy  Grand  Commander,  Jessa  E.  Saxton,  Acting  Grand  Com- 
mander, owing  to  the  death  of  Grand  Commander  Charles  E.  Grlsson,  assisted  by 
tbe  Grand,  Past  Grand  Officers.  Representatives  and  visiting  Knights  present,  pro- 
ceeded to  open  the  Grand  Commandery  in  ample  and  knightly  form. 

Sir  Knight  McCurdy,  S.  W.  of  the  Grand  Encamp- 
ment of  the  United  States,  visited  the  Grand  Commandery 
as  the  Representative  of  the  Grand  Master  and  made  an 
eloquent  address. 

The  Acting  Grand  Commander  makes  a  very  full 
address,  in  which  he  pays  a  high  tribute  to  the  character 
of  the  late  Grand  Commander  Grisson,  who  died  Novem- 
ber 20,  1882. 

The  Committee  on  Uniform  made  a  report,  fixing 
minutely  the  dress  and  uniform  to  be  worn,  which,  after 
much  discussion,  was  accepted  and  adopted,  and  action 
deferred  thereon  until  after  the  session  of  the  Grand 
Encampment  of  the  United  States  in  August  next,  when, 
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if  no  definite  action  is  had  and  no  uniform  adopted  by 
that  Grand  Body,  the  R.  E  Grand  Commander  is  requested 
to  promulgate  the  proper  order  to  carry  into  effect  with-, 
out  delay  the  report  of  the  Special  Committee  as  adopted. 
We  presume  the  order  has  been  carried  into  effect 
Sir  William  P.  Innes  makes  the  Report  on  Corres- 
pondence ("  either  Fraternal  or  Foreign,  as  seems  best "), 
in  his  usual  able  style. 

Colorado  for  1882  is  fully  reviewed. 


MINNESOTA  -1882. 

From  the  Grand  Commander's  address  we  learn  the . 
Order  is  in  a  flourishing  condition. 
Referring  to  drill  he  says : 

I  believe  In  Templar  drill  and  parades  under  proper  restrictions.  From  the 
nature  of  our  organization,  when  we  do  appear  In  public  it  Is  wltb  a  seml-mllltary 
aspect,  and  we  owe  It  to  ourselves  and  to  the  Order  to  spend  sufficient  time  In  prepa- 
ration that  we  do  not  shock  the  eternal  fitness  of  things  by  lack  of  discipline  or 
awkwardness  of  movement  I  have  yet  to  learn  of  an  instance  where  the  develop- 
ment of  this  feature  has  been  at  the  expense  of  the  more  Important  teachings  of 
the  ritual.

My  business  Interests  will  hereafter  compel  a  residence  In  another  Jurisdiction, 
although  I  will  retain  my  membership  wltb  you.  It  is  wltb  deepest  regret  I  part  with 
my  many  social,  political  and  masonic  friends  n  Minnesota,  yet  you  can  rest  assured 
that  the  honors  and  dignity  I  have  received  at  your  hands  will  never  be  forgotten,  and 
In  after  years  In  tender  retrosp«3ct,  I  will  often  retrace  the  route  along  the  silvery 
stream  of  my  Minnesota  life,  again  enjoy  the  Inspiration  of  a  refreshing  rest  on  Its 
mossy  banks,  and  cull  a  new,  bright  bouquet  from  the  fragrant  flowers  of  fraternal 
friendship  blossoming  perennially  along  its  shores.  Fratres,  farewell,  and  may  the 
Almighty  Maker  of  heaven  and  earth  lift  upon  you  the  light  of  His  countenance  and 
ever  keep  vou  from  falling. 

Sir  Pierson,  Grand  Recorder,  makes  the  Report  on 
Correspondence.  It  is  full  and  complete.  Colorado  for 
1881  is  kindly  noticed. 


MISSISSIPPI— 1883. 

Regarding  the  state  of  the  Order,  we  quote  from  the 
Grand  Commander's  address : 

The  several  Subordinate  Commanderies  of  this  Grand  Jurisdiction  seem  to 
have  been  so  well  governed  by  their  officers  during  the  past  year  that  there  has 
been  no  occasion  for  Interference  on  the  part  of  your  Grand  Commander.

The 
Conclave  was  short,  and  proceedings  of  local  interest 
only. 

The  Report  on  Correspondence,  by  Sir  John  J.  Bell, 
is  full  and  complete. 

Colorado,  1881,  receives  notice. 


NEW  JERSEY— 1882. 

Sir  Frederick  G  Wiese,  representative  of  the  Grand 
Commandery  of  Colorado,  was  present. 

The  Grand  Master  reports  a  number  of  decisions, 
but  none  of  great  importance. 

The  Order  seems  to  be  in  a  prosperous  condition. 

Sir  George  B.  Edwards  makes  the  Report  on  Corres- 
pondence. He  had  not  received  the  proceedings  of  Colo- 
rado.    We  are  at  a  loss  to  know  why. 


OHIO— 1882. 

Our  Grand  Representative,  Sir  J.  M.  Booth,  was 
present. 

The  Grand  Commander  has  the  following  to  say 
about  the  Knight  of  Malta  Ritual,  which  has  since  been 
adopted  by  the  Grand  Encampment : 

On  September  9, 1881, 1  witnessed  for  the  second  time  a  rendition  by  Cincin- 
nati Commandery  of  the  revised  ritual  of  the  Order  of  Knights  of  Malta  aa  compiled 
by  the  Committee  of  the  Grand  Encampment.  It  was  exemplified  In  the  elegant 
Cathedral  of  the  Scottish  Rite  In  Cincinnati,  with  full  musical  accessories  and  para- 
phernalia and  the  prescribed  uniform.  As  on  the  occasion  of  Its  previous  rendition, 
the  attendance  of  resident  Knights  and  visitors  was  very  large,  and  tht  general 
verdict  seemed  to  be  that  In  dramatic  as  well  as  sound  Christian*  Knightly  doctrines, 
It  would  prove  a  most  valuable  and  Impressive  addition  to  our  system. 

A  thorough  system  of  visitation  was  adopted  by  the 
Grand  Commander, and  every  Commandery  was  inspected 
during  the  year,  and  full  reports  made,  showing  the 
condition  of  each. 

Sir  E.  T,  Carson  makes  the  Report  on  Correspondence 
in  his  usual  able  style. 
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Under  the  head  of  Alabama  he  reviews  and  criticises 
the  remarks  of  Sir  Daniel  Sayre,  made  in  reviewing 
California  and  Colorado  on  the  Trinitarian  question  and 
physical  qualifications,  in  a  manner  that  should  wake 
Sir  Sayre  up ;  but  it  is  too  long  to  reproduce. 

We  heartily  concur  with  Sir  Carson. 

Colorado  for  1881  receives  notice. 

In  closing,  he  reiterates  his  belief  in  the  Trinity,  as 
follows : 

We  say  belief  In  tbe  Christian  religion,  as  recognized  and  caught  by  the 
orthodox  Christian  denominations  of  the  world,  Includes  belief  In  the  dogma  of 
the  Holy  Trinity. 

PENNSYLVANIA— 1882. 
The  Grand  Commander  in  his  address  says : 

Templar  Masonry  In  this  jurisdiction  occupies  a  foremost  position  among 
her  sister  organizations,  and  proposes  to  continue  onward  and  upward  until  she 
reaches  the  pinnacle  of  fame,  cringing  It  as  near  the  acme  of  perfection  as  It  Is  pos- 
sible fur  any  hum  in  organization  to  be. 

Sir  Samuel  Harper  makes  the  Report  on  Correspond- 
ence. 

Colorado  for  1881  is  kindly  noticed.  We  cannot  do 
justice  to  the  report  by  any  quotation  compatible  with 
our  prescribed  limits,  but  will  give  a  closing  paragraph  : 

And  now,  as  we  are  about  to  close  this  report,  we  look  back  oyer  wbat  we  have 
written,  and  ask  ourself  If  we  have  written  to  any  man's  profit  If  we  have  not, 
then  we  are  as  the  unfruitful  tree,  and  should  be  allowed  no  longer  to  cumber  the 
ground.  We  have  labored  earnestly  to  obtain  the  true  light,  that  we  might  dissemi- 
nate It  to  guide  our  Brethren.  We  have  endeavored  to  write  of  the  things  that  are 
true,  and  honest,  and  just,  and  pure,  and  lovely,  and  of  good  report,  and  If  we  have 
shed  but  one  ray  of  light  upon  the  darkened  path  of  our  Brother,  or  have  sent  but  one 
word  Into  his  heart  to  strengthen  and  encourage  him,  our  labors  will  be  amply 
rewarded.  This  Order  Is  undoubtedly  one  of  the  moral  forces  of  the  world,  and  des- 
tined to  do  a  great  work  In  demolishing  the  citadels  of  vice;  and  If  we  can  succeed  In 
arousing  one  sir  Knight  out  of  the  state  of  Indifference  Into  which  he  has  allowed 
himself  to  settle,  we  will  not  have  labored  In  vain. 


TENNESSEE— 1888. 

This  being  the  Twenty-first  Annual  Conclave,  the 
Grand  Commander  in  his  address  shows  pardonable  pride 
in  reviewing  the  growth  and  prosperity  of  the  Order. 

He  strongly  urges  the  continuance  of  what  he  calls 
the  "  peripatetic  system  "  of  annual  Conclaves,  and  against 
permanently  locating  the  Grand  Commandery  at  Nash- 
ville. v 
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Should  Nashville  or  any  other  city  be  chosen  as  a  permanent  place  of  meet- 
ing. I  fear  our  Conclaves  would  soon  lose  much  of  their  attraction,  and  become  cold 
and  uninspiring  as  purely  business  affairs.  Happily,  we  usually  have  no  great 
amount  of  business  to  transact.  The  most  that  the  Grand  Commandery  Is  called 
upon  to  do  Is  to  direct,  and,  by  easy  and  natural  means,  to  perfect  the  simple 
machinery  of  our  organization  In  the  State.  This  business  is  not  of  Itself  sufficient 
to  engage  the  ddep,  active  and  unfailing  Interest  of  all  the  members  of  the  Order. 
It  Is  the  tendency  In  all  societies  for  the  membership  to  leave  the  routine  work 
and  management  exclusively  to  the  few,  who,  as  officers,  are  charged  with  the 
respoLslbllliy  of  such  labor,  and  to  give  themselves  little  concern  about  matters  in 
the  conduct  of  which  ihty  have  no  offlcl'il  function  to  exercise.  In  this  way  a 
habit  of  indifference  Is  developed,  and  officers  have  frequent  and  Just  occasion  to 
complain  of  a  lack  or  hearty  co-operation  and  proper  encouragement  on  the  part  of 
members.  The  surest  means  of  promoting  in  Its  fullest  force  and  fervor  the  life 
of  a  Brotherhood  such  as  ours,  Is  to  invest  our  meetings  with  a  fresh  and  unfail- 
ing Interest,  and  It  is  only  when  business  is  supplemented  and  enlivened  by  the 
social  enjoymenis  which  have  hitherto  characterized  our  Conclaves  that  they  will 
be  looked  to  with  the  most  pleasuraole  anticipation  and  remembered  with  unceas- 
ing delight. 

The  Committee  to  which  was  referred  the  address, 
approved  the  Grand  Commander's  views,  and  the  report 
was  adopted. 

The  Report  on  Correspondence  is  made  by  Sir  M.  B. 
Howell,  Grand  Recorder. 

Colorado  receives  kindly  notice. 


TEXAS— 1883. 

The  Grand  Commander,  Sir  J.  J.  Good,  died  Septem- 
ber 18,  1883.  The  Annual  Conclave  was  presided  over 
by  Deputy  Grand  Commander  Elgin. 

Under  the  head  of  Decisions  he  reports : 

Sir  Knight  Ashley  was  anxious  to  assist  a  most  worthy  Companion,  who  had 
lost  an  arm,  to  receive  the  Orders,  and  wished  to  know  if  it  could  possibly  be  done. 
I  was  compelled  to  refer  him  to  page  186,  Code  of  Statutes,  where  the  law  is  positive 
that  the  loss  of  a  leg  or  arm  by  amputation  disqualifies  a  Companion  from  receiving 
the  Orders  of  Knighthood,  and  lhat  I  possessed  no  power  to  suspend  the  law. 

We  wish  again  to  enter  our  protest  against  "the  law" 
on  this  subject. 

Sir  Wm.  T.  Hardenbrook  makes  an  excellent  Report 
on  Correspondence.  Colorado,  1881  and  1882,  receives 
notice. 


VERMONT— 1883. 

The  Grand  Commander,  under  the  head  of  "Con- 
dition of  the  Order/'  tells  us: 

This  year  I  have  seen  many  signs  of  more  Interest  and  a  higher  appreciation 
of  our  noble  institution.  The  Commanderles  have  plenty  of  work,  full  enough,  and 
of  good  material. 
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The  following  report  shows  that  peace  and  harmony 
prevail  : 

Your  Committee  on  Grievances  and  Appeals  are  very  much  pleased  to  report 
that  peace  and  Harmony  prevail  throughout  the  Jurisdiction,  and  that  no  business 
has  been  presented  for  their  consideration. 

Sir  Rev.  F.  S.  Fisher  makes  the  Report  on  Corres- 
pondence. It  is  full  and  complete;  we  cannot  do  it 
justice  by  quotation. 

Colorado  receives  kindly  notice. 


WEST  VIRGINIA— 1881,  1882,  1883. 

All  bound  together  in  one  pamphlet.  The  following 
from  the  Grand  Master's  address  explains  the  delay : 

I  have  of  late  been  frequently  asked  If  we  were  ever  to  have  any  more  printed 
proceedings  published.  This  matter  of  proceedings  has  caused  me  no  little  anxiety 
during  the  past  year,  and  I  have  had  frequent  conversations  with  our  Grand  Recorder 
on  the  subject,  who  seemed  as  anxious  as  myself  to  have  them  out  before  the  hold- 
ing of  this  Conclave;  but  for  reasons  that  he  can  better  explain  In  his  report  has  been 
unable  to  do  so.  I  am  assured,  however,  that  the  three  years  proceedings.  Including 
this  Conclave,  will  be  out  In  a  very  short  time.  One  of  the  causes  for  delay,  I  believe, 
was  the  inability  of  our  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Correspondence  to 
get  his  report  ready  In  time.  It  Is  very  desirable  to  have  his  report  published  with 
our  proceedings;  always  an  able  one  that  elicits  favorable  comment  from  all  reporters 
on  correspondence.  But  as  much  as  this  may  be  desired.  I  suggest  that  hereafter.  If 
possible,  our  proceedings  be  published  yearly  and  within  sixty  days  after  our  Annual 
Conclave,  whether  we  have  a  report  on  correspondence  or  not. 

The  Grand  Recorder  further  explains  : 

foslde  this  there  was  the  financial  reason.  Our  treasury  Is  not  large,  and  the 
cost  of  printing  would  have  consumed  nearly  all  of  our  available  funds.  Now, 
however,  with  the  Income  of  the  present  Annual  Conclave,  we  can  defray  the  expense 
of  printing  with  much  greater  ease  and  without  the  danger  of  Incurring  any  debt. 

The  Order  seems  to  be  in  a  healthy  condition,  as 
shown  by  the  returns  and  reports. 

The  following  from  Sir  O.  S.  Long's  Report  on  Corres- 
pondence is  too  true : 

Tour  Committee  on  Foreign  Correspondence  present  the  following  report 
In  Its  preparation  we  have  been  guided  solely  by  a  desire  to  make  for  our  orethren 
In  West  Virginia  a  synopsis  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Grand  Commanderles  with 
whom  you  are  in  fraternal  correspondence,  we  do  nor  natter  ourselves  with  expec- 
tation th  it  It  will  be  read  In  any  other  Grand  Commandery.  save  by  the  chairman  of 
the  similar  committee  In  that  State,  who  will  probably  turn  to  the  page  upon  which 
his  own  Grand  Commandery  Is  mentioned  and,  having  read  that,  skim  lightly  ove* 
all  the  rest.  The  solemn  and  humiliating  fact  Is  that  these  reports  on  Foreign 
Correspondence,  elaborate  and  learned  as  many  of  them  are  elsewhere,  are  read  and 
appreciated  by  a  very  few  of  the  members  for  whom  they  are  primarily  written,  and 
by  not  more  than  two  or  three  of  the  Knights  In  other  Jurisdictions. 

In  reviewing  Colorado  he  uses  the  following  com- 
plimentary language: 
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All  of  the  Grand  Officers  were  present,  and  representatives  from  each  of  the  six 
chartered  Commanderles  in  this  Jurisdiction  We  mention  these  statistics  of  attend- 
ance in  this  and  the  other  Grand  Commanderles  whose  proceedings  we  have  reviewed 
In  this  report,  because  we  believe  that  the  attendance  at  the  Grand  Conclave  Is  a 

gretty  fair  Indication  of  the  life  and  spirit  of  the  Grand  Commander?.    Where  there 
i  a  full  attendance,  as  In  Colorado,  It  follows  that  the  Templars  In  that  Grand  Juris- 
diction are  wide  awake  and  are  actuated  by  some  of  the  old  Templar  zeal. 

The  following,  in  his  closing,  is  worthy  of  attention  ; 

The  general  outlook  of  Masonic  Knighthood  in  America  suggests  some  puz- 
zling questions.  The  membership  Is  steadily  increasing  and  the  equipment  and 
paraphernalia  of  tbe  Asylums  Is  growing,  year  by  year,  more  costly  and  complete. 
But  what  the  future  has  In  store  for  the  organization  Is  very  difficult  to  predict,  and 
we  cannot  Interpret  sufficiently  the  signs  of  the  times  to  say  whether  there  Is  In 
them  promise  of  the  perpetuity  of  the  Knights  Templar  Order  as  It  now  exists,  or 
whether,  perhaps  speedily  and  in  our  own  day,  there  will  come  a  reaction  and  a 
collapse.    There  are  differences  In  creed  that  may  yet  occasion  trouble,  and  some  of 


the  oldest  Grand  Commanderles  seem  to  be  restive  under  the  growing  power  and 
assumptions  of  the  Grand  Encampment.  One  thing  is  plain— toe  military  feature 
of  the  Order  has  gained  such  ascendency  over  the  mild  and  secret  and  unobtrusive 


charity  of  the  true  Freemasonry  tbat  in  too  many  Instances  the  Commanderles  are 
merely  military  companies— only  this  and  nothing  more. 

We  are  of  those  who  believe  in  the  prolonged  useful- 
ness and  perpetuity  of* our  Order. 


WISCONSIN— 1883. 

Sir  Hugh  McCurdy  visited  the  Grand  Commandery 
as  the  representative  of  the  Grand  Master  of  the  Grand 
Encampment  of  the  United  States,  and  made  an  eloquent 
address. 

The  following,  from  the  Grand  Commander's  address, 
shows  the  Order  to  be  in  good  condition : 

Very  considerable  accessions  have  been  made  to  the  roster  of  most  of  our 
constituent  Commanderles,  and  I  believe  the  utmost  care  has  been  used  in  the 
selection  of  material. 

This  Increased  prosperity  Is  particularly  gratifying  in  the  case  of  some  Com- 
manderles that  have  been  comparatively  dormant,  giving  them  an  infusion  of  new 
blood,  which  will,  I  doubt  not,  tend  to  permanently  revive  and  stimulate  tbem  to 
Increased  usefulness. 

The  Report  on  Correspondence,  by  Grand  Recorder 
Woodhull,  is  very  short.  He  does  not  review  the  pro- 
ceedings of  the  different  Grand  Commanderies,  but  makes 
some  quotations  from  several  different  proceedings,  prin- 
cipally on  three  subjects.     He  commences  as  follows : 

Tour  Committee  on  Correspondence  at  first  concluded  to  follow  the  stereotyped 
method  of  reviewing  each  State  separately,  but  concluded  that  more  good  could  be 
accomplished,  an  i  less  money  expended,  by  taking  up  the  different  subjects  under 
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discussion,  and  placing  the  several  arguments  of  Grand  Commanders  and  corres- 
pondents before  our  readers,  with  our  deductions  from  the  same,  that  all  might  be 
able  to  Judge  lor  themselves,  and  perhaps  thereby  form  more  correct  opinions. 

The  several  subjects  which  seem  most  to  attract  attention  at  the  present  time 
are: 

Finl— Bklikf  in  the  Trinity. 

Second— Tax  Propriety  of  Public  Parades. 

Third— Tactics  amd  Drill. 

It  does  not  come  up  to  the  usual  idea  of  a  Report  on 
Correspondence. 


THE  TWENTY-SECOND  TRIENNIAL  CONCLAVE, 
AT  SAN  FRANCISCO,  AUGUST,  1883. 

Our  personal  recollection  of  this  event  may  not  be 
very  distinct.  We  do  remember  various  receptions, 
triumphal  arches,  and  innumerable  waving  banners ;  a 
grand  parade  preceding  the  Conclave  to  attend  service  at 
the  Pavilion  on  Sunday;  a  grand  parade  and  review  by 
the  Grand  Master  the  first  day  of  the  session ;  a  grand 
parade  and  march  to  Golden  Gate  Park  to  lay  the  corner- 
stone of  the  Garfield  Monument ;  numerous  excursions 
by  rail  and  by  steamers ;  sundry  invitations,  generally 
accepted,  to  banquets,  breakfasts,  dinners  and  suppers  ; 
headquarters  of  various  city  and  California  Com- 
,  manderies,  and  others,  with  sumptuous  entertainment; 
a  most  hearty  and  cordial  greeting  and  welcome. 

We  know  that  officers  of  the  Grand  Encampment 
were  elected  for  the  next  three  years ;  and  that  the  next 
Conclave  is  to  be  held  in  St.  Louis. 

After  some  discussion  a  Ritual  of  the  Order  of 
Knights  of  Malta  was  adopted,  as  reported  by  Sir  Knight 
Carson.  It  comprises  a  long  and  a  short  form,  the  sub- 
stance being  the  same  in  each.  Its  use  was  made  obligatory 
on  all  Commanderies,  they  having  the  right  to  use  either 
the  long  or  short  form,  as  may  be  convenient  or  desirable. 
This  we  deem  an  important  matter  and  settles  one  vexed 
question. 

If  anything  else  of  importance  in  the  way  of  needed 
legislation  was  accomplished  we  failed  to  notice  it. 

Taken  all  in  all,  the  Twenty*second  Triennial  was  a 
grand  success,  viewed  in  the  light  of  the  usual  proceed- 
ings of  this  august  body.      We  cannot  do  better  than 
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quote  and  approve  the  language  of  Sir  John  W.  Simons, 
of  New  York,  in  opening  his  Keport  on  Correspondence, 
and  say  that  he  must  be  a  true  prophet  : 

It  strikes  us  that,  with  all  deference,  the  Grand  Encampment  had  better  leave 
these  questions  to  the  argument  and  decision  of  the  State  Grand  Commandertes,  as 
practically  has  been  the  case  up  to  this  point,  and  somehow,  without  being  a  prophet 
or  the  son  of  a  prophet,  we  predict  that  such  will  be  the  substantial  outcome. 

We  have  advanced  too  far  in  the  direction  of  military  display  and  the  attrac- 
tions thereof  to  change  front  now  and  return  to  the  more  quiet  and  subdued  Ideas 
of  -a  by-gone  generation.  The  result  will  work  Itself  out  in  due  course,  and  the  most 
of  us  will  not  be  hereto  measure  the  extent  of  our  mistake— If  any— by  what  might 
have  come  about  by  a  different  course. 

Personally  we  have  always  accepted  tbe  dictum  of  Pope : 

"  Whatever  w,  Is  right," 

and  hence  believe  that,  having  insensibly  fallen  into  tbe  present  way.  it  Is  too 
late  for  this  generation  to  alter  It,  and  we  confidently  appeal  to  the  criticisms 
upon  the  next  triennial  as  to  whether  we  have  rightly  gauged  the  probabilities. 

We  expect  to  join  the  pilgrims,  and  like  the  star  of  empire,  westward  take  our 
way  in  August  next,  and  we  shall  be  greatly  delighted  If,  when  all  the  back  counties 
are  heard  from,  there  be  found  a  majority  in  favor  of  wresting  from  the  entrancing 
moments  of  Callfornlan  hospitality  so  much  time  as  may  be  needed  for  a  calm  and 
dispassionate  consideration  of  the  situation,  and,  we  trust,  the  completion  of  such 
legislation  as  will  leave  to  the  State  Grand  Bodies  the  direction  of  their  affairs  and 
the  government  of  their  own  Subordinates,  within  the  lines  of  the  Grand  Constitution. 

The  tendency  of  these  latter  years  is  all  In  the  direction  of  show,  parade,  and 
enjoyment,  and  however  wise  the  counsels  of  the  thoughtful,  the  result  will  be  the 
same ;  the  Grand  Encampment  will  be  made  a  double-leaded  display  advertisement 
for  the  continuation  of  a  royal  good  time  under  the  most  favorable  auspices,  until  the 
original  Idea  of  the  organization  has  been  absolutely  submerged  and  the  rellglo- 
miritary  Order  of  Knights  Templar  been  transformed  Into  a  militia  company, 
with  "fuss  and  feathers "  as  its  principal  insignia. 


CONCLUSION. 

Regarding  the  questions  we  touched  upon  in  closing 
last  year,  there  has  been  but  little  change,  and  nothing 
new  evolved  during  the  past  year. 

The  Trinitarian  Test  still  creates  some  discussion. 

Uniform  is  discussed  by  nearly  every  Grand  Com- 
mander, but  as  a  general  rule  no  definite  action  has  been 
taken.  The  tendency,  we  think,  is  toward  not  very 
strictly  enforcing  the  requirements  now  in  the  statute 
books,  a  compliance  in  general  form,  without  insisting 
strenuously  on  details,  being  sufficient. 

Tactics  and  Drill — This  subject  has  received  a 
great  deal  of  attention.  There  are  almost  as  many  systems 
as  jurisdictions,  and  each  is  by  the  jurisdiction  that  has 
adopted  it,  and  by  its  author,  considered  the  best.  The 
trutn  is  they  are  very  similar,  and  are  being  made  more 
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so  year  by  year,  and  any  one  of  the  leading  systems, 
assiduously  followed,  will  make  a  Commandery  proficient 
in  Tactics  and  Drill. 

There  have  been  no  dissensions  or  discord  during 
the  year.  Peace  and  harmony  have  prevailed.  The 
reports  of  the  proceedings  of  the  various  Grand  Com- 
manderies  show  a  healthy  growth  of  our  Order.  No 
decisions  of  importance  have  been  made.  Our  relations 
with  all  sister  Grand  Bodies  have  been  and  are  of  the 
most  cordial  and  pleasant  character.

It  may  assess  and  collect  from  the  several 
Commanderies  within  its  jurisdiction  such  sums  of 
money  as  may  be  necessary  for  expenses,  and  may  con- 
sider all  matters  and  do  all  things  appertaining  to  the 
well  being  and  perpetuation  of  the  Order,  and  exercise  all 
the  rights  of  sovereignty  within  the  limits  of  its  jurisdic- 
tion, but  always  subordinate  to  the  Grand  Encampment 
of  the  United  States. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

Officers  and  Members. 

The  Grand  Commandery  shall  consist  of  the  officers 
and  members  enumerated  in  section  1,  article  II.,  of  the 
Constitution  of  the  Grand  Encampment  of  Knights 
Templar  for  the  United  States  of  America.  The  first  nine 
of  such  officers  shall  be  elected,  and  the  remaining 
officers  appointed  by  the  R.  E.  Grand  Commander  elect. 


article  v. 

Meetings. 

The  Annual  Conclave  of  this  Grand  Commandery 
shall  be  held  at  the  City  of  Denver  on  the  Friday  suc- 
ceeding the  third  Tuesday  of  September  of  each  year. 

ARTICLE   VI. 

Fees,  Dues  and  Finances. 

Section  1.  Each  Commandery  under  the  jurisdic- 
tion of  this  Grand  Commandery  shall  demand  and 
receive  for  conferring  the  Order  of  Knighthood,  a  sum 
not  less  than  seventy-five  (75)  dollars ;  Provided,  however, 
That  this  shall  not  apply  to  petitions  heretofore  received 
by  any  Commandery  under  this  Grand  Commandery. 
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Sec.  2.  For  instituting  a  new  Commandery  within 
this  jurisdiction,  the  fees  shall  be:  For  Dispensation, 
ninety  dollars  ($90);  and  for  Charter,  the  further  sum  of 
ten  dollars  ($10). 

Sec.  3.  Each  Subordinate  Commandery  within 
this  jurisdiction  shall  pay  into  the  treasury  of  this  Grand 
Commandery  the  sum  of  five  dollars  for  each  Knight 
Templar  dubbed  and  created  in  such  Commandery ;  and 
the  further  sum  of  one  dollar  annually  for  each  member 
belonging  to  such  Commandery.  Every  Subordinate 
Commandery  shall  make  annual  returns,  to  include  all 
work  done  since  the  date  of  their  last  returns,  a  list  of 
officers,  and  an  alphabetical  list  of  members,  and  return 
the  same  to  the  Grand  Recorder,  with  their  dues,  at  least 
ten  days  before  each  annual  conclave. 

Sec.  4.  The  R  E.  Grand  Commander  of  this  Grand 
Commandery  shall  appoint  a  committee  of  three  (3)  Sir 
Knights,  members  of  this  Grand  Commandery,  who  shall, 
as  a  Committee  on  Finance,  inspect  and  audit  the 
accounts  of  the  Grand  Recorder  and  Treasurer,  and 
report  the  result  at  each  regular  annual  conclave. 

Sec.  5.  The  Grand  Recorder  of  this  Grand  Com- 
mandery shall  be  entitled  to  the  sum  of  five  dollars  ($5) 
for  each  dispensation  granted,  and  the  further  sum  of  five 
dollars  ($5)  for  each  charter  when  issued. 


ARTICLE   VII. 

Committees  and  Correspondence. 

Immediately  upon  the  meeting  of  this  Grand  Com- 
mandery the  Grand  Commander  shall  appoint  the  follow- 
ing standing  committees  of  three  Sir  Knights  each,  viz: 

1.  On  Credentials. 

2.  On  Returns  and  Work  of  Commanderles. 
8.    On  Petitions,  Grievances  and  Appeals. 

4.    On  Printing  and  Miscellaneous  Business. 

To  these  committees  shall  be  referred  all  the  appro- 
priate returns  and  documents  appertaining  thereto;  these 
committees  shall  hold  to  the  close  of  the  session. 
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The  Grand  Commander  shall  also,  prior  to  the  close 
of  the  session,  appoint  a  committee  of  three,  of  whom  the 
Grand  Recorder  shall  be  one,  upon  Foreign  Correspond- 
ence, which  shall  act  for  one  year,  and  report  at  the 
next  annual  conclave ;  also,  a  committee  of  three  on 
Templar  Jurisprudence. 

ARTICLE    VIII. 

No  amendment  or  alteration  can  be  made  to  these 
statutes  unless  by  a  resolution  in  writing,  stating  dis- 
tinctly the  alteration  or  amendment  proposed,  which 
must  be  carried  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  members 
present.

The  Ninth  Annual  Conclave  of  this  Grand  Commandery  assembles 
under  at  least  as  favorable  auspices  as  any  of  its  predecessors.  It  Is  still 
small  in  membership,  but  it  comprises  a  fair  proportion  of  the  energy  and 
wisdom  and  thought  of  our  beloved  Order,  and  of  the  State  which  has  been 
adopted  as  our  home.  We  are  rejoiced  to  note  its  steady  increase  in  mem- 
bership, and  to  renew  here  once  again  those  friendships  of  Knighthood 
which  expand  with  each  succeeding  year.  As  we  grow  grayer  we  cherish 
these  gatherings  and  these  friendships  more  and  more.  They  become  hal- 
lowed by  Time  and  Memory,  and  I  believe  leave  us  better  men,  with  greater 
forbearance,  finer  judgment,  kinder  hearts,  warmer  affections  and  a  higher 
development  of  all  the  Christian  virtues.  If  any  Sir  Knight  ever  departed 
from  our  annual  conclaves  with  greater  poverty  of  mind  and  heart  than 
when  he  entered,  it  has  been  too  well  concealed  to  be  visible  to  his  associates. 

Our  conclaves  are  brief  and  far  apart,  yet  they  exercise  a  perceptible 
influence,  which,  though  impossible  to  measure,  permeates  every  nook  and 
corner  of  public  society,  and  gives  it  a  greater  measure  of  purity.  The  public 
may  or  may  not  appreciate  this.  We  may  not  fully  appreciate  it  ourselves : 
yet  a  bird's-eye  view  of  the  general  character  and  the  daily  lives  of  those 
constituting  the  Order  will  prove  the  statement  to  possess  a  reasonable 
foundation. 

We  have  hardly  the  right  to  expect  twelve  months  to  pass  without 
being  called  upon  to  mourn  the  loss  of  some  of  our  members  by  death.  The 
last  year  we  have  been  bereft  of  three  only,  but  all  occupying  positions  of 
more  than  average  notice  in  the  public  eye,  though  their  Knightly  service 
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includes  only  service  In  the  ranks.  Henry  C.  Thatcher,  late  Chief  Justice  of 
Colorado,  a  member  of  Pueblo  Commandery  No.  3,  died,  after  a  brief  illness, 
while  on  a  visit  to  San  Francisco,  on  the  22d  of  March  last.  M.  A.  McDonald, 
a  member  of  the  Denver  bar  and  of  Colorado  Commandery  No.  1  met  with 
a  violent  death  on  the  railroad  on  the  25th  of  April.  A.  O.  Boone,  a  grandson 
of  the  pioneer  of  Kentucky,  Daniel  Boone,  and  himself  a  pioneer  of  the 
western  plains  when  most  of  us  were  children  or  unborn,  a  member  of  Colo-' 
rado  Commandery  No.  1,  died  of  old  age  on  the  14th  of  July.  While  we 
mourn  the  loss  of  these  respected  fraters,  and  sincerely  cherish  the  many 
virtues  by  the  practice  of  which  they  were  enabled  to  command  the  esteem 
of  men,  we  have  reason  to  feel  grateful  that  in  our  total  membership  a  merci- 
ful Father  has  asked  us  for  but  three  Tt  is  for  us  to  remember  that  we  know 
not  when  our  companions  may  be  called  upon  to  perform  the  last  sad  earthly 
duty  for  us.    It  is  our  business  to  be  ready  on  demand. 

From  the  abstract  of  returns  furnished  me  by  our  Grand  Recorder,  I 
learn  that  our  membership  during  the  year  has  had  a  remarkable  increase— 
from  406  to  518— a  gain  of  142,  or  35  per  cent. 

My  official  duties  have  been  pleasurable,  and  the  labor  cheerfully 
performed.  I  do  not  well  comprehend  how  it  could  be  otherwise  to  one  that 
appreciates  the  honor  of  an  election  to  so  high  an  office,  and  for  which 
thanks  fail  to  tell  the  story. 

Dispensations  for  new  Commanderies  have  been  Issued  by  me,  as 
follows : 

November  12, 1883,  to  fourteen  Sir  Knights  at  Canon  City,  Fremont 
County,  recommended  by  Pueblo  Commandery  No.  3,  with  Sirs  James  H. 
Peabody  as  Eminent  Commander,  W.  T.  Brldwell  as  Generalissimo,  and 
Edwin  -C.  Gray  as  Captain-General,  ui  der  the  name  of  Canon  City  Com- 
mandery U.  D. 

January  26,  1884,  to  the  Sir  Knights  at  Greeley,  Weld  County,  recom- 
mended by  Mt.  Sinai  Commandery  No.  7,  with  Sirs  M.  C.  Edmunds  as 
Eminent  Commander,  Lafayette  Reynolds  as  Generalissimo  and  M.  J. 
Hogarty  as  Captain-General,  by  the  name  of  Greeley  Commandery  U.  D. 

June  2,  1884,  to  the  Sir  Knight*  at  Longmont,  Boulder  County,  on 
recommendation  of  Mt.  Sinai  Commandery  No.  7,  with  Sirs  George  E. 
Wyman  as  Eminent  Commander,  Lewis  II.  Dickson  as  Generalissimo  and 
Thomas  Butler  as  Captain-GeDeral,  by  the  name  of  Long's  Peak  Com- 
mandery U.  D. 

My  correspondence,  in  the  nature  of  advice  and  instructions  to  Sir 
Knights  engaged  in  the  starting  of  new  Commanderies,  has  been  somewhat 
extensive,  though  not  at  all  annoying  or  burdensome;  and  I  report  some  of 
the  features,  which  may  appear  trivial  to  you,  for  the  Instruction  of  such  as 
are  not  so  well  informed  and  may  desire  to  inaugurate  new  Commanderies 
hereafter. 

Sir  Knights  engaged  in  the  inauguration  of  new  Commanderies  should 
first  of  all  obtain  from  the  Grand  Recorder  a  copy  of  the  last  proceedings  of 
this  Grand  Commandery.  and  a  copy  of  the  Code  of  Statutes  of  the  Grand 
Encampment  of  the  United  States. 

Affiliated  Sir  Knights  should  not  apply  for  dimits  in  order  to  sign  a 
petition  for  dispensation. 

Sir  Knights  already  possessing  dimits  should  forward  them  with  the 
petition. 

Applications  should  show  from  whence  the  applicants  hall. 

A  recommendation  of  a  petition,  though  of  a  general  character  and 
not  specific  according  to  formula,  should  be  understood  as  covering  all 
points  that  are  essential  for  the  Grand  commander  to  know. 
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All  papers  essential  for  a  dispensation  become  part  of  the  permanent 
records  of  the  Grand  Recorder's  office,  and  mutilated  papers  therefore  cannot 
be  accepted. 

Promises  to  forward  essential  papers  at  some  future  period  after  the 
Issuance  of  dispensation  are  useless.  The  papers  must  be  supplied  In 
advance. 

Labored  assertions  to  the  Grand  Commander  that  applications  are 
correct  and  ought  to  be  satisfactory,  should  be  avoided  as  superfluous  and 
bordering  on  Impertinence. 

Petitions  must  be  endorsed  by  the  nearest  Commandery,  and  not 
necessarily  by  the  most  convenient. 

The  officers  of  a  Commandery  under  dispensation  cannot  be  Installed, 
but,  on  receipt  of  their  authority,  assemble  the  Sir  Knights,  read  the  same, 
open  a  Commandery  and  proceed  to  work. 

The  Grand  Commander  cannot  take  Ave  or  six  Sir  Knights  to  visit  a 
neighboring  town,  there  open  a  Commandery  and  make  enough  Knights  to 
apply  for  a  dispensation  ;  and  no  Grand  Commander  would  do  so  if  he  could. 

I  visited  the  Pacific  coast  in  the  early  part  of  the  year,  and  before  my 
departure  I  had  considerable  correspondence  with  Sir  Knights  at  Durango, 
and  reported  all  the  facts  to  Deputy  Grand  Commander  Maxwell  for  his 
action.  I  considered  a  dispensation  to  Durango  as  almost  a  necessity,  there 
being  no  Commandery  in  this  Jurisdiction  within  one  hundred  miles  in  an 
air  line,  and  a  much  longer  distance  by  any  route  of  travel.  I  thought  the 
Sir  Knights  well  prepared  to  assume  the  responsibilities  of  a  Commandery, 
and  I  especially  desired  one  on  our  southern  border  as  a  nucleus  for  the  work 
that  section  should  be  doing.  I  think  the  establishment  of  Ivanhoe  Com- 
mandery will  prove  of  great  advantage  to  the  remote  South,  and  possibly 
awaken  sleepy  Templars  in  northern  New  Mexico. 

The  application  from  Longmont  occasioned  me  no  little  perplexity. 
I  held  the  matter  under  advisement  for  several  weeks,  to  ascertain  what 
effect  a  dispensation  might  have  upon  neighboring  Commanderies.  Mount 
Sinai,  less  than  a  score  of  miles  distant,  had  grown  in  its  brief  existence  to 
sixty-four  members,  of  which  Longmont  had  furnished  but  nine,  and  I 
finally  concluded  that  no  serious  damage  would  ensue  to  Mount  Sinai  by  the 
granting  of  the  request.  I  was  considerably  Influenced  by  the  spirit  which 
animates  and  controls  the  Masons  of  Longmont,  under  the  leadership  of 
brethren  who  have  accomplished  much  for  the  fraternity  and  have  placed  It 
upon  a  high  pinnacle  in  public  estimation.  They  have  erected  and  own  a 
beautiful  Masonic  temple,  and  are  personally  strong  men— Masonically  and 
publicly.  They  did  not  embark  upon  the  enterprise  without  fully  under- 
standing the  responsibilities  they  would  assume.  The  Masonic  zeal  exhibited 
there  for  several  years  won  a  dispensation  which  would  not  have  been  Issued 
in  the  absence  of  that  feature. 

Greeley,  like  Longmont,  is  the  center  of  a  thrifty  and  rapidly-growing 
farming  community,  and  if  the  Templar  trusts  have  been  committed  to  the 
right  hands— if  they  are  controlled  by  a  reasonable  degree  of  tact  and 
wisdom,  a  Commandery  there  will  succeed.  The  financial  condition  of  these 
new  Commanderies  is  good— particularly  of  Ivanhoe  and  Canon  City. 
Long's  Peak  and  Greeley  are  substantially  free  from  debt,  and  on  this  point 
I  submit  letters  from  their  eminent  Commanders  in  response  to  inquiries 
from  me. 

An  informal  application  for  a  dispensation  in  another  city  was 
declined  in  advance,  which  saved  useless  labor  In  preparing  a  formal 
application. 
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The  only  dispensation  issued  by  me  during  the  year,  other  than  for 
new  Commanderles,  were  for  escort  to  the  Grand  Liodge,  or  for  attending 
divine  services  outside  the  Asylum.  Authority  was  given  Mount  Sinai  No.  7 
to  escort  the  Grand  Lodge  at  the  laying  of  the  corner  stone  of  the  new 
Masonic  temple  at  Longmont,  and  again  at  its  dedication.  Permission  to 
attend  divine  service  outside  the  Asylum  has  been  granted  twice  to  Mount 
of  the  Holy  Cross  Commandery,  and  also  to  Ivanhoe  and  Canon  City  Com- 
manderles, under  dispensation.  It  has  been  a  pleasure  to  respond  to  these 
requests,  as  well  as  to  know  that  other  Commanderles  have  held  interesting 
religious  services  at  their  own  Asylums.  Upon  such  an  occasion  at  Denver, 
at  the  request  of  the  Eminent  Commander,  I  had  the  honor  to  preside. 

An  informal  application  to  parade  on  Decoration  Day  received  no 
encouragement  from  me,  and  the  request  was  not  formally  made. 

My  cash  account  for  the  year  has  been  the  receipt  of  ninety  dollars 
each  for  dispensations  for  Commanderles  at  Canon,  Greeley  and  Longmont— 
making  a  total  of  two  hundred  and  seventy  dollars,  which  was  turned  over 
to  the  Grand  Recorder  upon  Its  acceptance  by  me.  By  our  code  of  statutes 
the  Grand  Recorder  is  entitled  to  a  fee  of  five  dollars  for  each  dispensation 
granted,  and  each  charter  issued.  The  law  does  not  specify  who  shall  pay 
these  fees.  They  were  established  at  the  origin  of  the  Grand  Commandery, 
and  my  recollection  is  that  the  Commanderles  receiving  the  dispensations  or 
charters  were  intended  to  pay  them,  so  as  to  give  the  Grand  Recorder  a  little 
better  remuneration  than  the  Grand  Commandery  in  Its  infancy  felt  able  to 
pay  by  regular  appropriation.  The  Grand  Recorder,  however,  waived  his 
claim  to  the  fees,  and  requested  me  not  to  collect  them,  which  request  was 
complied  with. 

I  have  been  requested  to  recommend  the  names  of  suitable  Sir  Knights 
of  this  jurisdiction  for  appointment  as  Grand  Representatives  of  other 
Grand  Commanderles,  and  have  recommended  the  names  of  former  repre. 
sen  tat  Ives  except  in  case  of  ineligibility.  The  recommendations  included 
the  names  of  Past  Grand  Commander  I.  W.  Stanton  for  Iowa;  Eminent  Sir 
A.  J.  Bean  for  Tennessee ;  Past  Grand  Commander  Michael  Spangler  for 
Connecticut;  Eminent  Sir  Bid.  C.  Parmelee  for  Vermont;  Past  Grand  Com. 
mander  Henry  M.  Teller  for  Illinois;  and  Sir  Ernest  Le  Neve  Foster  for  New 
Hampshire. 

Our  Grand  Representative  in  New  York,  Sir  W.  Lincoln  Sage,  having 
removed  from  that  jurisdiction,  tendered  his  resignation,  which  I  accepted. 
,  and  on  recommendation  of  the  R.  E  Grand  Commander  of  New  York,  I 
appointed  E.  Sir  Perry  Stowell  of  Genesee  Commandery  No.  10,  of  Lock  port. 
Also,  on  the  recommendation  of  the  R.  E.  Grand  Commander  of  Vermont,  I 
appointed  Sir  Kittredge  Hosklns,  of  Brattieboro,  Grand  Representative  near 
that  Grand  Commandery.  Many  of  the  Grand  Commanderles  now  terminate 
the  service  of  Grand  Representatives  with  the  Annual  Conclave  succeeding 
the  Grand  Encampment,  and  some  prohibit  the  appointment  of  any  Sir 
Knight  who  is  already  acting  in  such  capacity  for  any  other  Grand  Com. 
mandery.  There  being  no  work  for  these  officers  to  perform,  there  appears 
to  be  no  objection  to  stringent  regulations  concerning  them. 

The  only  questions  I  have  been  called  on  to  determine  during  the 
year,  and  which  are  deemed  necessary  to  report,  are  as  follows: 

Question.  —  1  Have  any  the  right  to  vote  on  petitions  in  a  Commandery 
under  dispensation  beside  the  three  principal  officers?"  Answer.— "  All 
signers  to  the  application  for  dispensation  and  all  knighted  in  that  Com- 
mandery." 

Question.—"  Can  the  three  principal  officers  of  a  Commandery  under 
dispensation,  as  such,  form  and  open  a  Commandery  for  the  transaction  of 
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business  as  three  Sir  Knights  hailing  from  three  different  Commanderies 
under  the  sanction  of  a  warrant  from  some  Grand  Commandery— the 
object  being  to  save  time  in  balloting  upon  candidates  and  not  call  all  the 
signers  together?"    Answer.—1' No." 

Question.—"  Can  a  non-affiliate  in  Lodge  and  Chapter  receive  the  orders 
in  Colorado?"  Answer  in  full.—**  The  code  of  statutes  of  the  Grand  Encamp- 
ment of  the  United  States  declares  It  unnecessary  for  an  applicant  for  the 
orders  to  be  a  member  of  Lodge  or  Chapter ;  yet  another  section  declares  that 
expulsion  or  suspension  from  his  Masonic  rights  by  Lodge,  or  Chapter 
deprives  a  Knight  of  all  rights  and  privileges  in  his  Commandery  and  of  all 
intercourse  with  the  Order.  The  Grand  Lodge  of  Colorado  has  a  law  that  all 
non-affiliates  not  making  application  for  membership  within  twelve  months 
shall  be  deprived  of  all  the  rights  and  benefits  of  Masonry.  A  Grand 
Master's  ruling  on  this  has  been  approved  by  Jurisprudence  Committee  and 
by  Grand  Lodge,  that  the  penalty  for  non-affiliation  can  be  inflicted  only 
after  charges  and  trial.  ,  There  is,  therefore,  no  law  to  prevent  the  orders 
being  conferred  on  a  non-afflllated  Master  and  Royal  Arch  Mason.  Yet,  if 
such  person  has  been  a  non-afflllated  Master  for  twelve  months,  he  is  every 
day  living  in  opposition  to  a  Grand  Lodge  law,  for  which  he  is  liable  at  any 
moment  to  be  placed  under  charges  and  convicted ;  in  which  event  he  would 
be  deprived  of  all  rights  and  privileges  in  his  Commandery,  and  of  all  inter" 
course  with  ths  Order.  Therefore,  while  the  non-affiliate  is  eligible  for  the 
orders  if  not  deprived  of  his  Masonic  rights,  it  is  certainly  not  prudent  to 
confer  them  upon  him  during  existing  Grand  Lodge  laws." 

The  foregoing  constitutes  a  record  of  my  official  acts,  except  that 
shortly  after  your  last  Annual  Conclave  I  visited  Gunnison  Commandery 
No.  8,  and  installed  its  officers  in  public,  in  the  Asylum,  upon  which  occa- 
sion I  was  the  recipient  of  agreeable  courtesies  from  the  Sir  Knights  of  Gun- 
nison. 

I  am  of  the  impression  that  the  fact  of  this  Grand  Commandery  having 
adopted  a  system  of  Templar  military  tactics  for  the  use  of  Subordinate 
Commanderies,  is  not  generally  known,  at  least,  by  those  Commanderies 
established  since  the  organization  of  this  Grand  Commandery.  I,  therefore, 
call  attention  to  the  fact  that  seven  years  ago  Garfield's  tactics  were  adopted 
and  have  remained  to  the  present  time  the  only  system  authorized  by  this 
Grand  Body.  I  recommend  further  consideration  of  the  subject  at  this 
Annual  Conclave.  I  suggest  the  propriety  of  the  Grand  Recorder  compiling 
such  orders  as  may  have  been  sanctioned  by  this  body,  and  not  appearing 
in  our  code  of  statutes,  and  printing  the  same  in  the  proceedings  as  stand- 
ing orders  of  this  Grand  Commandery. 

At  the  session  of  the  Grand  Encampment  last  year  a  revised  ritual  of 
the  Order  of  Malta  was  adopted,  in  two  forms,  leaving  each  Grand  Com. 
mandery  to  decide  which  form  to  use,  but  declaring  that  no  Knight  of  Malta 
shall  be  created  unless  received  according  to  one  or  the  other  of  these  forms. 
It  was  also  ordered  that  copies  be  printed  and  distributed  to  Eminent  Com- 
manders through  the  Grand  Commanders.  I  have  patiently  waited  a  year 
for  a  copy  of  this  ritual,  but  have  received  none.  I  infer,  therefore,  that 
there  is  neither  expectation  or  great  desire  on  the  part  of  those  having  the 
matter  in  charge  that  the  ritual  will  come  Into  general  use.  In  correspond- 
ence with  a  prominent  officer  of  the  Grand  Encampment,  he  says  he  knows 
of  but  four  of  the  thirty-four  Grand,  and  six  of  the  six  hundred  Subordinate 
Commanderies,  that  pretend  to  use  the  new  ritual.  I  am  aware  that  there  is 
a  very  wide-spread  disposition  among  the  Grand  Commanderies  to  ignore 
the  orders  of  the  Grand  Encampment,  but  I  have  no  sympathy  with  that 
disposition,  so  long  as  we  claim  allegiance  in  any  degree  to  that  Body.    Its 
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statutes  have  demanded  no  self-denial  from  us,  as  individual  81r  Knights, 
nor  have  they  taken  from  us  any  legislative  rights  that  I  am  aware  of.  It 
may  not  have  been  so  effective  as  it  might  have  been,  and  there  may  be 
reasons  for  disaffection  of  which  I  know  nothing;  but  I  think  the  Grand 
Commanderies  which  compose  it  should  either  give  it  a  hearty  support  or 
strangle  It  altogether.  I  cannot  understand  how  a  Grand  Commandery  can 
admit  allegiance  to  the  Grand  Encampment,  but  ignore  the  Grand  Encamp- 
ment's orders,  and  yet  demand  and  expect  obedience  from  its  own  subor- 
dinates. It  is  generally  as  necessary  to  know  how  to  obey  as  to  command. 
With  these  sentiments  I  should  recommend  action  by  your  Body  at  this 
Annual  Conclave  upon  the  Malta  ritual  had  I  a  copy  to  submit,  but  as  I  have 
none,  I  can  suggest  nothing.  Possibly  the  books  may  be  received  in  time  for 
a  decision  before  the  next  Triennial. 

In  May  last  a  convention  of  Knights  Templar  was  held  at  Sioux  Falls* 
Dakota,  and  the  Grand  Commandery  of  Dakota  was  there  organized,  under 
authority  of  a  warrant  issued  by  the  Most  Eminent  Grand  Master  of  the 
Grand  Encampment.  I  recommend  that,  in  conformity  with  custom,  and  to 
express  our  pleasure  as  well,  this  Grand  Commandery  formally  extend 
recognition  to  this  latest  American  Grand  Commandery. 

Section  1  of  Article  VI.,  of  our  code  of  statutes,  fixes  the  minimum 
fee  for  the  Orders  at  seventy-five  dollars,  adding  the  following  words :  "  Pro- 
vided, however,  that  this  shall  not  apply  to  petitions  heretofore  received  by 
any  Commandery  under  this  Grand  Commandery."  The  period  having  long 
since  passed  for  which  this  provision  was  inserted,  I  recommend  that  the 
section  be  perfected  by  striking  out  all  after  the  word  "dollars"  In  the  fourth 
line. 

I  have  no  other  special  recommendations  to  present  for  your  consider- 
ation. I  think  we  have  been  fortunate  in  not  legislating  too  much— a  pre- 
caution which  bodies  like  this  are  often  likely  to  neglect.  Wholesome 
statutes,  seldom  amended,  should  be  followed  by  familiarity,  which,  In  turn, 
should  prevent  disobedience  or  neglect  through  ignorance. 

The  work  expected  of  Templars  does  not  depend  on  prolific  statutes. 
It  does  not  depend  on  what  we  do  or  say  in  the  ten  hours  per  year  which  find 
us  assembled  in  Grand  Conclave.  Our  work  is  performed,  and  reputations 
made,  as  Templars,  during  the  other  804  days,  when  we  are  pursuing  our  dally 
toil,  and  when  we  are  in  the  company  of  strangers  Who  does  not  look  back 
with  pride  to  the  daily  work  of  the  early  Templars?  Their  records  have 
come  down  through  nearly  800  years  to  thrill  and  encourage  us  In  the  cares 
and  dangers  and  unselfish  duties  of  life.  The  Templar  of  to-day,  though  as 
far  removed  from  those  of  theearlestage  in  character  as  in  years,  has  equally 
as  important  a  work  to  do,  and  I  am  proud  to  say  that  I  believe  he  does  It  as 
well. 

Dr.  Mackey  relates  that  the  piety  or  the  superstition  of  the  age  had 
Induced  multitudes  of  pilgrims  in  the  eleventh  and  twelfth  centuries  to  visit 
Jerusalem  to  offer  their  devotions  at  the  sepulchre  of  our  Lord  and  the  other 
holy  places  in  that  city.  Many  of  these  religious  wanderers  were  weak  or 
aged;  nearly  all  of  them  were  unarmed,  and  thousands  of  them  were  sub- 
jected to  insult  aud  pillage  and  often  death,  Inflicted  by  the  horde  of  Arabs, 
who,  even  after  the  capture  of  Jerusalem  by  the  Christians,  continued  to 
infest  the  sea  coast  of  Palestine  and  the  roads  to  the  Capital.  To  protect 
these  pious  pilgrims,  thus  exposed  to  plunder  and  bodily  outrage,  nine 
French  knights  united  in  1118  In  a  military  confraternity  or  brotherhood-in- 
arms, and  entered  into  a  solemn  compact toaid  each  other  In  clearing  the  roads 
and  defending  pilgrims  to  the  Holy  City.  This  was  the  nucleus  of  the  vast 
body  which  subsequently  exercised  so  great  an  Influence  throughout  Europe. 
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They  adopted  as  a  seal  a  representation  of  two  knights  riding  upon  one- 
horse,  as  an  emblem  of  their  poverty ;  and  they  accepted  coarse  diet,  rough 
habit  and  severe  duties,  with  clear  consciences.  They  were  sworn  to  poverty 
and  celibacy,  probably  so  that  no  lust  for  wealth  nor  'endearing  ties  should 
turn  them  from  their  chosen  duty  of  protecting  pilgrims  to  the  sepulchre, 
and  of  rescuing  it  and  Jerusalem  from  the  hands  of  the  infidel.  Their  arms 
were  their  only  finery,  and  they  used  them  with  courage— neither  dreading 
the  number  nor  the  strength  of  their  foes.  At  their  reception  each  Templar 
swore  never  to  turn  his  back  on  three  enemies,  but,  should  he  be  alone,  to 
fight  them,  if  they  were  infidels.  It  was  their  wont  to  say  that  a  Templar 
should  either  vanquish  or  die,  since  he  had  nothing  to  offer  for  his  ransom 
except  his  knife  and  his  girdle. 

And  so  hundreds  and  thousands  of  them  gallantly  died,  and  their 
bones  bleached  for  years  upon  the  green  grass  and  sandy  plains,  and  under 
the  smiling  sun  of  the  cradle  of  mankind.  These  were  the  men  and  the 
deeds  which,  800  years  ago,  laid  the  foundation  for  the  Order  we  represent 
to-day ;  but,  although  his  lance  and  axe  have  been  laid  aside  for  the  light 
rapier,— and  he  is  now  garnished  with  silver  and  velvet,— and  his  hands  are 
clad  in  silken  coverings,— and  the  breeze  rustles  rich  and  gaudy  plumes  upon 
his  head,— and  he  gathers  at  the  delicate  banquet,  as  if  coarser  food  was  - 
unknown  to  him— yet,  I  undertake  to  say,  and  I  do  it  with  the  fullest  convic- 
tion of  its  truth,  that  were  a  great  national  occasion  to  arise,  when  it  again 
became  necessary  to  defend  Innocent  maidens,  or  destitute  widows,  or  help- 
less orphans,  or  the  Christian  religion,  he  would  wield  his  sword  with  the 
same  matchless  valor  as  did  those  gallant  knights  of  former  ages,  and  whose 
deed 8  shed  such  undying  lustre  upon  the  name  of  Knight  Templar. 

Men  do  not  often  make  profession  of  such  chivalrlc  warfare  today, 
because  the  world  being  older,  civilization  has  become  more  extended,  and. 
the  occasions  lor  such  display  more  rare ;  but  there  are  many  Knights  around 
this  Asylum  this  morning  who,  twenty  years  ago,  bravely  illustrated  the 
truth  of  the  claim  I  make  for  the  Templars  of  the  nineteenth  century.  They, 
too,  put  up  with  coarse  diet,  and  rough  habit,  and  severe  duties ;  and,  Instead 
of  two  of  them  riding  upon  one  horse,  they  went  on  foot.  The  early  Tem- 
plar was  clad  in  armor,  before  the  days  of  gunpowder,  and  his  only  real 
danger  was  when  he  came  Into  close  quarters  with  his  antagonist;  but  the 
Templar  of  modern  times,  when  he  goes  to  war,  well  knows  that  he  is  as 
likely  to  be  picked  off  while  munching  his  hard  tack  and  sipping  his  coffee, 
by  the  stray  bullet  of  the  hidden  enemy,  a  half-mile  away,  as  when  he  is 
himself  actively  engaged  in  sending  his  leaden  messenger  of  death  Into  the 
bosom  of  a  distant  foe.  His  chances  of  death  are  a  thousand  fold  greater 
than  were  those  of  his  ancient  and  Illustrious  ancestor-in-arms.  Like  the 
latter,  he  quits  his  fireside  home  and  adopts  the  profession  of  danger  and 
death  voluntarily.  Like  him  he  Is  actuated  by  the  noblest  motives  which 
govern  the  human  heart;  and,  like  him,  his  bones  frequently  form  the  only 
monument  which  tells  of  his  brave  deeds.  Unlike  him,  however,  he  is  not 
sworn  to  celibacy,  and  so  he  leaves  behind  him  a  desolate  hearth  and  broken 
hearts.  And  then  again,  like  him,  even  his  name  is  soon  lost,  and  of  the 
fifteen  hundred  millions  of  people  upon  this  globe  of  ours  soon  none  live 
who  ever  heard  of  his  existence. 

Yes,  Sir  Knights,  it  takes  a  braver,  and  a  nobler,  and  a  more  unselfish 
man  to  be  a  Templar  soldier  to-day  than  it  did  800  years  ago;  though  God  for- 
bid that  I  should  detract  one  iota  from  the  honor  justly  due  to  any  human 
being.  But  this  is  a  good  world  of  ours,  on  the  whole,  and  It  is  not  traveling 
backward.  Its  women  are  as  noble,  and  true,  and  virtuous,  and  its  men  are 
as  brave,  and  chivalrlc,  and  valorous  as  any  who  have  ever  enrolled  their 
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names  on  the  record  of  time,  and  which  have  come  down  to  us  burnished 
with  the  sunset  hues  of  their  departed  days.  The  Templar  which  we  know 
is  made  from  the  American  citizen,— and  whether  he  live  North,  or  South,  or 
East,  or  West,  the  American  citizen  is  at  least  the  peer  of  any  man  that  ever 
lived.

Dear  Sir  Knioht  :  Yours  of  22d  at  hand.  I  cannot  tell  you  whether 
you  are  likely  to  receive  any  copies  of  the  Ritual  of  Malta  within  the  next 
month,  for  the  reason  that  the  Grand  Recorder  has  nothing  to  do  in  the  mat- 
ter, except  to  distribute  the  copies  when  furnished  him  for  that  purpose,  and 
none  have  been  so  furnished  by  the  dilatory  committee  having  it  in  charge. 
You  may  get  them  "within  the  next  month,"  or  within  the  next  year,— I  can- 
not say.  It  depends  wholly  upon  others,  over  whom  I  have  no  control  and 
no  connection,  thank  Ood,  though  I  have  to  bear  the  sins  of  their  (com- 
mittee's) omission. 

I  fear,  however,  my  good  friend,  you  are  extra  loyal. 

I  do  not  know  of  more  than  four  of  the  thirty-four  Grand,  or  six  of  the 
«ix  hundred  Subordinate  Commanderles,  that  pretend  to  use  either  the  long 
or  short  form,  and,  so  far  as  I  can  learn,  all,  like  Iowa,  use  the  old  ritual,  and 
we  have  neither  the  fear  of  God  or  man  before  our  eyes  for  so  doing.  I  am 
neither  the  Gr.  Com.  or  an  Em.  Com.,  so  my  head  is  safe  from  evil  doers. 

I  regret,  while  not  responsible,  for  this  state  of  things,  which  has 
served  to  produce  such  an  indifference  on  the  part  of  the  constituent  Grand 
Commanderles  for  the  legislation  of  the  Em.  Encampment.

All  demands  were 
paid  and  a  balance  left  on  hand. 

Sir  William  Monroe  Petrie  Grand  Commander,  Sir 
Thomas  H.  Caswell  re  elected  Grand  Recorder. 


CANADA— 1883. 

M.  E.  Sir  Knight  Moore,  Great  Prior,  makes  a  very 
short  report  of  his  official  acts.     He  gives  a  long  explana- 
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tion  of  a  part  of  his  address  of  the  previous  year,  relating 
to  the  origin  of  Masonry  and  Templary.  "Templars  of 
the  United  States'*  are  then  discussed,  and  evidently  he 
does  not  regard  them  with  favor.  After  speaking  ofthe 
introduction  of  Templary  in  1769,  he  says: 

Subsequently  Templary  was  altogether  remodeled  and  changed  to  form  an  Inte- 
gral part  of  the  "  American  Rite  of  Free  Masonry,"  discarding  all  semblance  of  Its- 
ohlvalrtc  character. 

•  In  1814  the  Iteformed  Templar  Rite  was  established  by  the  "Cerneau  "  Grand 
Consistory,  revising  a  complete  system,  or  ritual  of  work,  which  was  received  and 
became  the  adopted  system,  retaining  the  trlnltarlan  Christian  character  of  the 
Order. 

But  of  late  years,  latltudl  narlan  views  of  Ch  rlstlanlty  have  prevailed,  allowing  all 
men  to  follow  the  dictates  of  their  own  convictions  and  pre-conceived  Ideas,  as  opposed 
to  the  orthodox  doctrine*  of  the  church  at  large,  hence  they  have  constituted  a  quasi 
Mllltary-Chrlstlan-Masonlc  system,  under  the  name  of  Knights  Templar,  without 
any  of  its  characteristics  or  well  defined  Christian  basis,  it  being  under  tood  that  It 
was  not  the  Intention  to  perpetuate  Mediaeval  Knighthood,  but  to  adopt  Its  externals 
for  public  parades  and  pageantry,  identifying  Its  doctrines  with  that  of  Universal 
Freemasonry. 

The  great  question  of  the  Conclave  was  regarding 
a  change  of  organization,  as  the  Great  Prior  calls  it: 
"  The  independence  of  the  Great  Priory  of  Canada."  The 
Great  Prior  was  strongly  opposed  to  a  declaration  of  Inde- 
pendence; but  during  the  conclave  joined  in  a  unanimous 
report  as  follows: 

The  special  committee  appointed  at  the  last  annual  assembly  of  the  Great 
Priory,  for  the  purpose  of  taking  Into  consideration  thequestlon  ofthe  lndepe  deoceof 
the  National  Great  Priory  or  Canada,  beg  leave  courteously  and  unanimously  to  report 
that  with  the  consent  and  acquiescence  of  the  M.E.  the  Great  Prior,  they  recommend 
G  eat  Priory  to  request  and  authorize  the  M.  K.  the  Great  Prior  to  prepare  niid  for- 
ward toH.  R.  H.  the  Prince  of  Wales,  the  Supreme  Grand  Master  of  Convent  Gen- 
eral, an  humble  address,  praying  that  Inasmuch  as  the  Great  Priory  has  this  day 
unanimously  declared  In  the  revision  of  Its  Statutes.  Its  authority  In  and  throughout 
the  Dominion  of  Canada  over  all  bodies  of  the  Order  of  the  Temple  and  append  mt 
Degrees  His  Royal  Highness  the  Grand  Master  will  be  graciously  pleased  to  absolve 
this  Great  Priory,  and  all  Officers  and  Fratres  members  thereof,  from  their  obliga- 
tions of  fealty  to  him  as  Supreme  Grand  Master,  so  that  this  Great  Priory  may  be 
enabled  fully  and  without  doubt  to  affirm  and  maintain  the  position  which  It  has 
taken  upon  Itself  as  an  Independent  Great  Priory  of  the  Order  of  Knights  Templar 
and  appendant  Degrees,  and  at  the  same  time  gratefully  to  express  their  knightly 
obligations  to  Hit  Roy  1  HlghnesH  and  to  Convent  eneral  for  all  the  courtesies  and 
favors  which  they,  as  members  and  officers  of  the  Temple  In  the  Dominion  of  Can- 
ada, have  heretofore  received  from  Hl«  Royal  HlghneHs.  and  from  all  the  officers  of 
the  Order  In  the  United  Kingdom  ;  and  also  communicate  their  desire  that  the  liver- 
jurisdictional  relations  of  thN  Sovereign  Great  Priory  toward  the  sister  Great  Priories 
In  England  and  Ireland,  and  the  Chapter  General  of  Scotland,  with  the  sister  Grand 
Encampment  of  the  United  States  of  America,  and  the  Grand  Comtnanderles  of 
the  several  States,  and  with  all  Fratrs  throughout  the  world  be  more  Intimate  and 
binding  than  heretofore.  And  mav  the  Most  High  evermore  bestow  his  blessing  upon 
us  and  upon  all  members  of  our  beloved  Order  whithersoever  dispersed. 

The  report  was  unanimously  adopted.  So  Canada 
now  has  A  Grand  Commandery,  the  same  as  each  of  our 
jurisdictions  in  the  United  States.  We  are  glad  of  it,  and 
congratulate  our  Fratres  over  the  border  on  their  indepen- 
dence, although  the  change  is  nominal,  as  their  dependence 
was  really  but  a  matter  of  form. 
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The  •'American  feeling  of  independence"  referred  to 
in  our  last  report  is  now  fully  successful. 

A  Report  on  Correspondence  is  promised  for  next 
year. 

Sir  Knight  Moore  was  re-elected  Great  Prior. 


CONNECTICUT— 1884. 

The  Grand  Commander  in  his  address  reports  the 
condition  of  the  Order  as  follows : 

as  we  enter  upon  the  duties  of  a  new  Templar  year,  with  renewed  zeal  and 
Increasing  love  for  the  great  principles  of  our  Order,  I  congratulate  you  on  the  peace 
and  harmony  that  prevails  throughout  our  entire  Jurisdiction.  Neither  has  a  com- 
plaint been  heard,  nor  a  question  referred  to  me  for  decision. 

He  notices  the  Twenty-second  Triennial : 

We  were  received  and  entertained  by  the  Sir  Knights  and  citizens  of  California 
with  great  court*- ay  and  generous  hospitality.  The  reception  was  a  grand  success  for 
the  triennial  committee  and  Sir  Knights  of  California. 

Very  little  business  of  Importance  was  transacted  by  the  Grand  Encamp- 
ment. Nothing  was  done  In  the  way  of  ritual  or  tactics.  I  believe  these  matters  are 
now  definitely  settled,  so  far  as  the  Grand  Encampment  is  concerned.  I  also  believe 
It  Is  well  to  leave  these  matters  to  the  Grand  Commanderles. 

R.  E.  Sir  Charles  Roome,  D.  G.  Master  Grand 
Encampment  of  U.  S.,  was  present  and  received  with  appro- 
priate honors. 

Our  personal  friend,  Sir  Knight  Birdsey,  of  St.  Elmo 
Commandery,  was  elected  Grand  Commander. 

The  Report  on  Correspondence  is  by  Sir  Joseph  K. 
Wheeler,  Grand  Recorder.  It  is  full  and  well  written. 
Colorado,  for  1883,  receives  notice.     He  closes  as  follows: 

Without  offering  an  apology  for  the  lack  of  our  own,  which  at  the  best  would 
have  been  some  more  common  variety,  we  close  with  that  familiar  profession, 
"  Silver  and  G  Id  have  I  none,  but  such  as  I  have  give  I  unto  thee." 

An  exemplification  of  the  work  and  drill,  followed  by 
a  banquet,  attended  by  "the  Sir  Knights  numbering  two 
hundred  or  more/'  fitly  closed  what  seems  to  have  been  a 
very  pleasant  and  profitable  conclave  of  the  Grand  Com- 
mandery of  Connecticut.

Three  new  Commanderies  were  instituted  during  the 
year. 

The  following  is  all  that  appears  under  the  head  of 
Appeals  and  Decisions.  The  observation  we  heartily 
approve : 

No  appeals  have  been  made  In  which  decisions  were  necessary,  and  no 
opinions  required  that  were  not  fully  covered  by  existing  laws ;  and  here  let  me 
observe  that  much  annoyance  can  be  avoided,  and  much  correspondence  can  be 
saved  the  Grand  Commander,  If  the  officers  of  the  Subordinate  Commanderies 
would  carefully  Inform  themselves  in  the  laws  they  are  pledged  to  see  executed. 
Ignorance  of  a  plainly  written  law  Is  an  unjustifiable  plea. 

The  Twenty-second  Triennial  Conclave  receives  com- 
plimentary notice  as  a  success  socially.  Otherwise,  however, 
u  the  record  thereof  shows  no  very  satisfactory  results." 

We  heartily  approve  the  following,  which  we  find  in 
the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Jurisprudence: 

The  Committee  approve  the  recommendation  of  the  Grand  Commander,  and 
offer  the  following  resolution  for  your  adoption : 

Resolved,  That  Commanderies  in  this  Jurisdiction  are  hereby  authorized  to 
celebrate  Easter  or  Ascension  Day,  as  may  be  most  convenient  to  them,  without 
special  Dispensation ;  and  that  such  celebration  shall  be  held  in  the  Asylum  as  far 
as  practicable.

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The  Report  on  Correspondence  is  in  the  usual  able  style 
of  Sir  T.  T.  Gurney.  Colorado  (Proceedings  1882)  receives 
kindly  notice.  We  think  our  report  for  1882  agrees  with 
Sir  Knight  Gurney's  views  on  the  Trinitarian  question. 
He  says : 

We  Insist  upon  being  a  section  or  the  Masonic  family.  If  this  be  true,  there 
does  not  seem  to  be  a  justification  for  introducing  tests  that  robs  It  of  Its  Christian 
universality.

Grand  Commander  Rothert  presiding,  and  forty-four 
chartered  Commanderies  represented. 

Regarding  the  condition  of  the  Order,  the  Grand 
Commander  says : 

It  has  been  a  propitious  year  for  our  valiant  and  magnanimous  Order, 
and  another  milestone  uuon  the  broad  traveled  way  of  human  faith  and  Christian 
devotion  has  been  set  by  the  events  of  the  past  year,  and  been  crowned  by  the 
valiant  Templars  of  this  jurisdiction  as  a  testimonial  to,  and  a  justification  of,  their 
zeal  and  belief.

I  have  received  a  number  of 
printed  services  Tor  Easter  Day  and  Ascension  Day,  as  well  as  complete  reports  as  to 
ceremonies  at  the  graves  of  those  "  who  have  fallen  full  Knightly  with  their  armor 
on,"  participated  In  by  several  of  the  subordinate  Commanderies,  and  I  can  but  urge 
and  Insist,  may  this  beautiful  Templar  practice  continue. 

All  which  we  heartily  approve. 

He  pays  a  glowing  and  merited  tribute  to  the  memory 
of  William  B.  Langridge,  late  Grand  Recorder,  who  died 
during  the  year. 

Speaking  of  the  Triennial,  he  says : 

The  Ritual  of  the  Order  of  Malta  was  adopted,  and.  what  appeared  as  the* 
main  purpose  of  the  gathering:  the  officers  to  serve  for  tbe  next  ensuing  three  years 
were  elected.

No  case  of  appeal  or  complaint  has  been  presented  to  your  committee  for 
consideration,  and  hence  we  conclude  that  pence  and  harmony  prevail  In  our  ranks, 
all  of  which  argues  well  for  the  good  management  of  our  Coinmanderles. 

Grand  Recorder  Sir  John  H.  Brown  makes  the  report 
on  Correspondence. 

We  quote  from  his  opening,  and  fully  appreciate  the 
following: 

The  preparation  of  these  annual  reviews  from  year  to  year,  requires  more 
time  than  the  writers  usually  have  to  bestow,  If  other  duties  devolving  on  them  are 
performed  with  fidelity. 
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Thone  alone  who  have  undertaken  such  tasks  can  well  appreciate  the  care, 
attention  and  downright  hard  work  needed,  In  order  to  produce  creditable  and  scoept- 
able  reports.  Some  Idea  of  the  toll  Incident  to  their  preparation  may  be  obtained 
when  It  Is  known  that  to  provide  the  material  therefor,  more  than  twenty  thousand 
pages  octavo,  must  be  annually  read,  and  since  a  complete  abstrac  of  the  whole  can 
not  be  made,  time  must  anr-w  be  given  to  make  such  extracts  therefrom  as,  In  the 
opinion  of  the  writer,  will  most  Interest  his  readers  and  kee  •  tbem  Informed  if  the 
more  Important  Masonic  doings  which  have  transpired  In  otherjurlsdictions.  To  all 
this  must  be  added  the  contributions  of  the  reviewer,  frequently  necessitating  pro- 
tracted Investigations,  wnlch  must  be  pursued  under  most  trying  and  untoward  cir- 
cumstances, and  always  requiring  tact,  discrimination  and  that  nice  regard  for  the 
opinions  of  others,  which  will  keep  Intact  fraternal  comity,  and  thus  promote  peace 
In  Orders  founded  on  the  recognition  of  the  brotherhood  of  men  and  the  fatherhood 
of  God.  Yet  this  annual  literary  tour  is  not  without  its  compensations.  Ic  has  its 
pleasures  as  well  as  Its  toll*.  At  every  turn  congenial  spirits  are  met,  who  are  ani- 
mated by  the  same  Impulses,  and  though  treading  different  paths,  are  yet  verging 
toward  the  same  grand  goal— Truth.  From  tbem  come  words  of  cheer,  and  not 
seldom  valuable  additions  to  the  stock  of  Masonic  lore,  or  what  Is  of  quite  as  much 
worth,  elucidations  of  that  already  secured,  which  double  Its  value  and  render  Its 
diffusion  of  grea  ex  Importance.

KENTUCKY— 1884. 

Commenced  with  a  parade  through  the  principal  streets 
and  a  reception  with  cordial  address  of  welcome  to  the 
Grand  Commandery.  Grand  Commander  Hall  made  an 
appropriate  response. 

Grand  Officers  and  representatives  of  twenty-two  Sub- 
ordinate Commanderies  present. 

The  Grand  Commander  says  no  question  of  Templar 
law  was  submitted  to  him  during  the  year. 

He  does  not  approve  of  the  Grand  Representative 
system.  As  one  reason  he  presents  correspondence  which 
he  does  not  deem  desirable  to  make  public.  So  far  as 
stated  his  principal  reason  is  as  follows : 

I  am  persuaded  that  the  otaee— or  whatever  It  may  be  called— Is  useless,  cum- 
bersome, and  amounts  to  nothing  but  ostentation.  Many  do  not  attend  the  Grand 
Commanderies  to  which  they  are  accredited ;  never  m  ke  any  report,  and  would  be 
surprised  If  anything  was  expected  of  them— even  so  much  as  to  pay  an  official  visit 
of  courtesy  to  the  Grand  Commander  and  staff,  should  they  happen  to  Invade  the 
territory  of  the  resident  Grand  Representative. 

There  is  a  great  deal  of  truth  in  this,  yet  the  system 
has  become  so  general,  and  the  effect  generally  so  satisfac- 
tory that  we  do  not  think  it  should  be  discontinued;  but 
an  effort  should  be  made  to  make  it  more  useful. 
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The  short  form  of  Ritual  for  Order  of  Malta  was 
adopted. 

P.  G.  C.  Woodruff  makes  the  report  on  Correspond- 
ence. It  is  full  and  complete.  Coloredo  for  J883  receives 
kindly  notice. 

In  closing  we  find  the  following  in  which  there  is  a 
great  deal  of  truth : 

Tbe  languishing  condition  of  the  Royal  Arch  Chapters  throughout  the  country 
determines  the  fact  that  the  Chapter  degrees  have  outlived  their  popularity,  If  not 
their  usefulness. 

The  Interest  manifested  In  the  Chapter  by  Royal  Arch  Masons  grows  visibly 
less  every  year,  and  In  many  localities  they  would  be  abandoned  but  for  the  necessity 
of  maintaining  them  as  feeders  for  the  Commandery.  A  revision  of  the  "  American 
Rite  "  seems  to  be  Imperative. 

The  sphere  of  the  Lodge  might  be  enlarged  by  relegating  the  Capitular  work 
to  It,  and  the  Royal  and  Select  Degrees  could  also  be  conferred  by  Lodge  authority,  If 
they  are  considered  of  sufficient  Importance  to  preserve.  In  that  event  a  probation 
of  one  or  more  years  should  be  required  of  Master  Masons  before  they  could  be 
Admitted  Into  the  Temple,  according  to  the  English  plan,  and  "  suitable  proficiency" 
'should  be  exacted  as  a  prerequisite  for  the  Orders. 

The  best  argument  In  favor  of  retaining  the  Royal  Arch  requirement  Is  found  In 
the  fact  that  the  aspirant  Is  subjected  to  repeated  scrutiny  In  the  ordeal  of  the  ballot, 
and  If  this  test  were  always  a  sufficient  Indorsement  of  character  and  fitness,  the 
plea  would  be  almost  Incontestable.  But  more  is  expected  and  required  In  the  Com- 
mandery than  In  the  Chapter,  and,  therefore,  a  constant  elevation  of  the  standard  of 
Templar  membership  should  ever  be  the  paramount  object  of  an  Order  "founded 
upon  the  Chris.  Ian  religion  and  the  practice  of  the  Christian  virtues." 

Two  Grand  Masters  of  the  Grand  Encampment  of  the  United  States  have 
recommended  the  abolition  of  the  Capitular  requirement,  and  the  subject  seems,  at 
last,  to  be  in  a  fair  way  of  agitation ;  but  It  would  probably  be  expecting  too  much  of 
the  next  Grand  Encampment  to  look  to  It  for  any  definite  action  upon  this  subject.

LOUISIANA— 1884. 

Grand  Commander  Hornor,  presiding,  Grand  Officers 
and  a  large  number  of  Past  Grand  Officers,  with  represen- 
tatives of  five  chartered  Commanderies,  present. 

We  notice  the  Grand  Commander  appointed  J.  G. 
McWilliams,  of  Ascension  Commandery  U.  D.,  one  of  the 
Committee  on  Credentials  and  Returns.  This  is  new  to 
us.  We  never  before  knew  of  officers  of  Commanderies 
U.  D.,  taking  part  in  or  being  considered  members  of  the 
Grand  Commandery. 

The  Grand  Commander  opens  his  address  as  follows : 

I  welcome  you  to  this  our  Twenty-first  Annual  Conclave,  with  a  heart  full  of 
thanksgiving  for  all  the  mercies  that  have  been  heaped  upon  us  by  our  Heavenly 
Father ;  we  may  regard  our  Grand  Commandery  as  having  attained  XU  full  majority, 
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and  although  Its  existence  has  long  been  an  assured  (act,  the  respect  that  the  lapse 
of  time  lends  to  all  earthly  things,  Is  by  no  means  to  be  disparaged.  All  has  gone 
well  with  us  during  the  past  year,  and  we  have  lost  no  one  of  our  members  during 
that  period. 

We  congratulate  the  Grand  Commandery  on  having 
attained  its  majority. 

We  are  sorry  to  notice  that  the  report  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Correspondence  of  the  Grand  Commandery  of 
Maryland,  Sir  William  T.  Adreon,  being  the  Committee, 
•referred  to  by  us  last  year,  has  caused  a  rupture  of  the 
friendly  relations  between  the  jurisdictions  of  Louisiana 
and  Maryland. 

The  Grand  Commander  refers  to  the  action  of  the 
Grand  Commandery  of  Maryland  in  his  address,  first  giv- 
ing the  resolutions  in  full,  the  principal  of  which  is  as 
follows : 

Whereas,  a  communication  from  the  Grand  Commandery  of  Louisiana  has 
been  received,  addressed  to  this  Grand  Commandery,  wherein  they  complain  of  the 
criticism  of  our  Committee  on  Correspondence  on  their  proceedings  at  their  Annual 
Conclave,  held  In  1881,  In  reference  to  proxy  vote  ;  therefore  be  It 

Resolved,  That  this  Grand  Commandery  fully  endorse  the  views  of  Its  Com- 
mittee as  to  the  law  In  this  case,  and  while  they  admit  that  the  language  used  was 
somewhat  severe,  they  utterly  disclaim,  both  for  themselves  and  for  their  Committee, 
any  Intention  to  wound  the  feeling  or  personally  Insult  any  of  our  Fratero  of 
Louisiana,  whom  they  hold  In  most  fraternal  regard. 

Then  adds : 

This  Is  more  than  unsatisfactory;  It  Is  a  deliberate  avowal  and  endorsement  of 
the  offensive  language  used  by  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Correspondence  of  the 
Grand  Commandery  of  Maryland,  and  a  reiteration  of  It  We  did  not  complain  of 
the  criticism  by  the  Committee  of  our  proceedings,  but  of  the  unfriendly  and 
unknlghtly  language  used  by  them,  and  we  certainly  expected  at  least  a  withdrawal 
of  those  expressions,  If  not  an  apology  for  their  use  and  a  prompt  reprimand  to  the 
Committee  indulging  In  such  coarse  allusions  ;  but  nothing  of  the  kind  is  done ;  the 
Grand  Commandery  of  Maryland  "admits  that  the  language  used  was  somewhat 
severe,"  but  In  no  manner  retract  any  part  of  It,  thus  leaving  It  In  Its  original  full 
force  and  offenslveness,  which  action  utterly  contradicts  the  disclaimer  of  "  any 
Intention  to  wound  the  feeling  or  personally  Insult  any  of  our  fraters  of  Louisiana/' 
who  certainly  do  not  wish  to  be  held  In  any  such  "  most  fraternal  regard." 

The  offensive  words  were  such  (hat  In  social  life  could  only  be  answered  by  a 
blow,  or  by  the  complete  ignoring  of  the  person  who  would  permit  himself  to  use 
such  expressions ;  in  our  Knightly  character,  the  latter  alternative  Is  alone  left  us, 
and  I  recommend  that  all  Intercourse  and  correspondence  between  the  Grand  Com- 
mandery of  Maryland  and  the  Grand  Commandery  of  Louisiana  be  suspended ;  and 
that  a  committee  be  appointed  to  draft  suitable  resolutions  to  that  effect,  giving  the 
particulars  In  detail,  and  thai,  when  the  came  shall  have  been  presented  and 
adopted,  copies  thereof  be  sent  to  all  Templar  bodies  with  whom  we  are  in  cor- 
respondence. 

A  Committee  was  appointed  with  Sir  J.  Q.  A.  Fellows 
chairman,  and  they  submitted  a  full  report  and  recom- 
mended the  passage  of  a  resolution  which  was  adopted,  as 
follows : 

Beaolved,  That  all  Intercourse  and  correspondence  between  the  Grand  Com- 
mandery of  Maryland  and  the  Grand  Commandery  of  Louisiana  be  suspended,  not 
to  be  revived  until  the  former  shall  disavow  absolutely  the  sentiment  reported  to  It 
in  1882  complained  of,  and  withdraw  the  words;  that  the  credentials  of  Grand 
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Representative  Sfr  Edward  T.  Scbultz  be  withdrawn,  and  that  the  Grand  Representa- 
tive of  the  Grand  Commandery  of  Maryland  near  this  Grand  Commandery  be 
returned;  that  a  copy  of  this  report  and  these  resolutions,  to  which  shall  b  added 
the  objectionable  part  of  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Correspondence  to 
the  Grand  Commandery  of  Maryland  In  1882,  the  report  of  the  like  Committee  of 
this  Grand  Commandery  and  Its  action  thereon,  the  action  of  the  Grand  Com- 
mandery of  Maryland  herein  In  1883,  and  that  portion  of  the  Grand  Commander's 
address  relating  to  this  subject,  be  printed  In  circular  form  and  copies  thereof  be 
sent  to  all  Templar  bodies  with  whom  we  are  In  correspondence  under  the  seal  of 
the  Grand  Commandery. 

The  objectionable  language  in  the  report  is  as  follows : 

We  have  noted  the  fact  above  that  Past  Grand  Master  Fellows  was  present' 
and  so  far  as  the  proceedings  show,  made  no  sign  to  arrest  or  defeat  this  most  our 
rageous  violation  of  all  the  decencies  of  Masonic  Law  and  Equity.  Louisiana  Is  a 
small  Jurisdiction.  If  It  required  five  lust  men  to  save  her,  we  fear  she  would  have 
to  go  the  way  of  Sodom  and  Gomorrah/' 

We  must  say  our  sympathies  are  with  Louisiana,  but 
we  are  sorry  that  this  speck  or  cloud  of  war  should  appear 
upon  the  otherwise  peaceful  horizon  of  the  Templar  world. 

No  Report  on  Correspondence,  probably  owing  to  the 
continued  "  financial  condition  of  our  funds.*'  Or  it  may 
be  the  controversy  with  Maryland  determined  them  to 
abolish  Fraternal  Correspondence.

MAINE— 1883. 

M.  E.  Benjamin  Dean,  Grand  Master  of  the  Grand 
Encampment  of  the  United  States,  was  present. 

Grand  Commander  Burnham's  address  is  devoted  to  a 
report  of  the  business  done  and  visitations  made  by  him  during 
the  year,  with  a  reply  to  a  criticism  of  Sir  Knight  Carson, 
of  Ohio,  on  the  Trinitarian  question.  In  which  we  think 
he  has  the  best  of  the  argument,  and  shows  the  best  tem- 
per.    He  closes  as  follows : 

We  do,  Indeed,  avow  belief  In  the  Christian  religion,  and  of  this  each  Knight 
Templar  must  be  his  own  Interpreter.  No  one  else  can  believe  for  him.  I  did  hope  I  had 
a  little  religion  In  my  heart,  although  I  did  not  presume  our  Master  had  appointed 
me  to  judge  my  fellow  men,  but  had  committed  all  judgment  to  Him  wbom  He  had 
ordained  to  be  judge,  both  of  the  dead  and  living;  neither  do  1  believe  la  a  theoret- 
ical religion  alone,  but  that  my  faith  must  be  a  living  faith,  and  that,  as  Tennyson 
writes,  "Our  echoes-roll  from  soul  to  soul,  and  grow  forever  and  forever;"  and  though 
believing  firmly  this  solemn  doctrine,  I  can  also  rejoice  In  the  mercy  as  well  as 
justice  of  Him  who  can  distinguish  argument  from  asbertlon  and  ridicule. 

We  are  sorry  to  note  the  following,  but  hope  he  has 
fully  recovered  ere  this : 
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On  the  1st  of  January,  oar  venerable  Grand  Recorder,  while  busy  In  his  office, 
met  with  a  fall,  breaking  his  leg.  We  miss  to-night  the  pleasant  countenance  and 
friendly  greeting  which  for  many  years  nave  never  failed  us  at  our  Conclave.  He  has 
not  been  Idle  at  his  home,  and  we  may  expect  that  soon  he  can  resume  his  accus- 
tomed place  at :  he  office. 

Sir  Stephen  Berry  makes  the  report  on  Correspond- 
ence, which  is  published  in  the  proceedings,  and  not  as  an 
appendix.     Colorado  receives  kindly  notice.

MARYLAND— 1883. 

A  Special  Conclave  was  held  Easter  Monday  for  the 
purpose  of  installing  the  officers-elect  of  the  Subordinate 
Commanderies.  Grand  Officers  were  present  and  Repre- 
sentatives from  Subordinate  Commanderies.  A  committee 
was  appointed  to  examine  the  Eminent  Commanders-elect. 
They  reported  certain  ones  proficient ;  whether  there  were 
others  not  proficient  is  not  stated.  Thereupon  the  officers- 
elect  of  Subordinate  Commanderies  represented  were 
installed,  and  the  Grand  Commandery  was  closed.  Is  not 
this  something  new  in  the  way  of  installation?  Will  Sir 
Knight  Adreon  tell  us  about  it  ? 

From  the  Grand  Commander's  address  we  learn  that 
the  ever-varying,  never-ending  question  of  Uniform  came 
near  causing  serious  trouble.  The  Grand  Commander  sus- 
pended several  officers  of  Subordinate  Commanderies  for 
appearing  in  public  in  some  kind  of  a  coat  that  did  not 
meet  his  approval.  After  some  courteous  correspondence 
they  were  all  reinstated,  and  the  horizon  is  again  clear. 

No  decisions  were  called  for  or  made  during  the  year. 

The  Triennial  at  San  Francisco  receives  extended 
notice — especially  the  trip  to  and  from  the  Golden  Gate  and 
the  reception  by  the  California  Templars.  Of  the  Con- 
clave itself  he  thinks  the  results  very  meagre.  This  seems 
to  be  the  general  opinion. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Correspondence  is 
by  Sir  Knight  Adreon,  in  his  usual  bold  and,  sometimes 
aggressive,  style. 

Sir  William  A.  Hanway,  Grand  Commander;  Sir 
Charles  T.  Cisco,  re-elected  Grand  Recorder. 
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MASSACHUSETTS  AND  RHODE  ISLAND— 1883. 

Semi-Annual  Conclave,  May  23,  1883.  Boston  Com- 
mandery  exemplified  the  work  of  the  Order  of  the  Temple. 
But  little  business  was  transacted,  mostly  of  local  import- 
ance. 

A  special  Conclave  was  held  November  28,  1883,  for 
the  purpose  of  constituting  and  installing  the  officers  of 
St.  Paul  Commandery.  Sir  Knight  Rev.  Henry  W.  Rugg 
delivered  an  able  and  eloquent  address,  replete  in  facts  of 
Templar  history.  It  should  be  read  to  be  appreciated.  It 
is  impossible  to  do  it  justice  by  quotation. 

The  annual  Communication  was  held  October  31,  1883. 

We  notice  that  of  a  total  of  one  hundred  and  seventy- 
two  votes,  seventy-five  are  Past  Eminent  Commanders  and 
nine  Past  Grand  officers,  not  elsewhere  represented.  A  large 
proportion,  it  seems  to  us. 

A  statistical  table  of  membership  is  given,  and  the 
Grand  Recorder  adds : 

The  affiliations  are  larger,  being  63,  of  which  number  10  were  reinstated  to 
good  standing. 

The  gain  in  total  membership,  deducting  loss  from  all  causes,  has  been  290. 

The  causes  of  loss  are:  dlmttted,  61;  suspended,  82;  discharged,  23;  died,  84; 
total  loss,  200. 

This  places  the  present  membership  of  Knights  Templar  In  the  Jurisdiction  at 
6,440,  and  gl*es  an  average  membership  of  161  to  each  of  the  40  Commanderles;  the 
nearest  approach  to  these  latter  figures  are  124  6-7  and  124  7-9,  In  Maine  and  New 
Hampshire  respectively. 

We  find  the  following  in  the  Grand  Commander's 
address : 

In  all  the  Grand  Commanderles  under  the  Jurisdiction  of  the  Grand  Encamp- 
ment, with  the  exception  of  three.  Massachusetts  and  Rhode  Island,  Arkansas  and 
Georgia,  there  Is  annually  appointed  a  Committee  on  "  Foreign  Correspondence," 
whose  report  Is  printed  with  the  annual  proceedings  of  these  bodies.  The  duties  of 
this  committee  are  to  examine  and  review  the  proceedings  of  the  several  Grand 
Commanderles,  and  In  their  report  briefly  to  comment  upon  the  doings  of  our  sister 
Grand  Bodies,  to  notice  and  discuss  questions  of  Templar  law  and  practice  In  other 
Juilsdlctlons,  so  that  errors  may  be  corrected  and  Templar  usage  and  custom  of  all 
those  who  yield  obedience  to  the  Grand  Encampment  may  be  uniform.  From 
perusing  the  reports  of  a  number  of  these  committees,  I  am  persuaded  that  much 
benefit  would  accrue  to  the  Templars  of  our  own  Jurisdiction  were  such  a  committee 
appointed  for  our  own  Grand  Commandery-  The  report  of  such  a  committee,  If  It 
Is  what  It  ought  to  be,  would  give  our  Sir  Knights  an  opportunity  of  knowing  what  Is 
being  done  In  other  Jurisdictions,  and  of  gathering  much  valuable  information 
otherwise  unattainable  by  the  great  majority  of  our  frarers.  I  would  therefore 
recommend  that  at  this  Conclave  the  Grand  Commander  be  authorized  to  appoint 
such  a  committee. 

We  do  not  find  any  report  of  action  upon  this  recom- 
mendation further  than  its  reference  with  other  matters  to 
a  special  committee.     A  Grand  Commandery  that  has  had 
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seventy-eight  annual,  and  as  many  semi-annual  Conclaves, 
and  has  only  arrived  at  the  point  where  it  is  told  by  its 
Grand  Commander  . 

That  much  benefit  would  accrue  to  the  Templars  of  oar  own  Jurisdiction  were 
such  a  Committee  appointed, 

Cannot  be  expected  to  wake  up  all  at  once.  We  will 
probably  hear  from  the  Committee  in  a  year  or  two.  In 
the  meantime,  as  an  encouragement,  we  would  second  the 
motion  made  by  the  Grand  Commander.  It  is  a  good 
thing;  try  it.

MICHIGAN— 1884. 

Grand  Commander  Saxton  presiding.  Present,  a 
large  attendance  of  permanent  members  and  representa- 
tives from  thirty- four  Subordinate  Commanderies. 

Sir  Knight  Hugh  McCurdy,  P.  G.  C.  of  Michigan  and 
G.  C.  G.  of  the  Grand  Encampment  of  the  United  States, 
was  received  and  welcomed  in  an  appropriate  manner — Sir 
Knight  McCurdy  responding  in  his  usual  entertaining 
style. 

Of  the  state  of  the  Order  the  Grand  Commander,  in 
his  address,  says : 

With  a  few  exceptions,  a  zealous  Interest  has  prevailed  among  the  Subor- 
dinate Commanderies,  wblch  has  resulted  In  large  accessions  to  our  ranks,  a  greailj 
Increased  attendance  at  the  Conclaves,  and  a  most  surprising  and  gratifying 
Improvement  In  the  Ritualistic  work  and  Tactics  of  the  Asylum.  Commendable  care 
has  been  exercised,  and  the  acquisitions  are  worthy  soldiers  of  the  Cross. 

The  following  shows  the  usual  facts  in  regard  to 
decisions  asked : 

I  have  had  upwards  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  questions  on  Templar  Jurispru- 
dence submitted  to  me,  every  one  of  wblch  were  answered  by  reference  to  the  Code  of 
Statutes.  This  betokens  commendable  Interest  and  woful  Ignorance,  or  careless- 
ness: and  I  would  suggest  that  you  provide  every  candidate  for  honors  of  Eminent 
Commander  with  a  copy  of  the  Constitution  and  Code  of  Statutes,  and  Insist  that  he 
becomei  conversant  with  them  before  being  installed. 

Under  the  head  of  Uniform  appears  General  Order 
No.  3,  issued  by  the  Grand  Commander.  We  find  each 
article  of  the  uniform  particularly  prescribed,  even  to  the 
standing  collar.  Yet  the  committee,  to  whom  was  referred 
this  order,  report : 
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Your  committee  to  whom  was  referred  so  much  of  the  Grand  Commander's 
address  as  refers  to  the  matter  of  uniform,  and  to  report  such  alterations  In  the 
regulations  as  may  seem  necessary*  and  to  more  particularly  define  the  same,  beg 
leave  to  report  that  after  careiul  Investigation,  they  find  the  Plr  Knights  of  this 
Grand  Jurisdiction  are  now,  as  always  heretofore,  anxious  to  conform  to  every  regular 
tlon  of  this  Grand  Body,  and  to  every  order  of  the  Grand  Commander;  but  that  the 
regulation  In  reference  to  the  uniform  of  a  Knight  Templar,  Is  so  Indefinite  In  Its 
description  of  some  material  things,  and  so  specific  In  some  that  are  of  but  little 
Importance.  It  should  be  amended  as  soon  as  possible,  and  with  the  greatest  care. 
Bell*  vlng  that  It  Is  Impossible  to  properly  describe  each  article  of  uniform,  and 
define  Its  color,  shape,  size,  etc.,  etc.,  In  time  to  report  at  this  Conclave,  your  com- 
mittee recommend  that  they  be  allowed  further  time. 

The  report  was  accepted  and  the  committee  discharged, 
and  a  new  committee  appointed  to  report  at  the  next 
Annual  Conclave.  So  the  matter  is  no  nearer  final  settle- 
ment than  when  we  reported  on  the  preceding  year's  pro- 
ceedings ;  although  Sir  Knight  Innes,  in  his  report  on 
Correspondence,  in  reviewing  Colorado,  says : 

The  order  has  been  carried  out  and  our  pretty  feathers  are  all  In  order.  A 
State  Grand  Commander?  that  waits  for  the  Grand  Encampment  to  adopt  a  uniform 
system  of  work— In  short,  anything  of  general  utility  to  Templar  Masonry,  waits  In 
vain. 

If  one  Grand  Commandery  finds  so  much  trouble  in 
adopting  a  uniform  system  for  itself,  the  Grand  Encamp- 
ment may  be  pardoned  for  finding  difficulty  in  adopting  a 
uniform  system  for  thirty  or  forty  jurisdictions. 

The  Report  of  the  Committee  of  Arrangements  in 
charge  of  the  pilgrimage  to  the  twenty-second  Triennial 
at  San  Francisco,  is  styled  the  "  Revised  Pilgrim's  Progress." 
It  gives  a  full  account  of  the  Westward  trip.  Alter  the 
Triennial  "  a  majority  of  the  party  returned  at  will." 

The  trip  through  Colorado,  including  a  day  in  Denver, 
is  described  in  glowing  terms.    We  are  glad  they  enjoyed  it. 

Grand  Recorder  Innes  made  a  very  full  and  complete 
Report  on  Correspondence,  covering  one  hundred  and 
sixty-nine  closely  printed  pages. 

Referring  to  the  difficulty  between  Louisiana  and 
Maryland,  he  says : 

We  have  repeatedly  expressed  our  opinion  that  reporters  had  better  say  too 
little  than  too  much  The  best  <*ay,Jn  our  opinion,  Is  to  quote  from  the  Jurisdic- 
tions, and  let  each  form  their  own  opinions.  Sometimes  it  may  do  to  depart  from 
this  line,  but  "  you  better  look  very  well  out "  or  somebody  will  get  mad  all  over  and 
shut  you  out.  When  we  say  anything,  ever  so  little,  but  sharp,  we  apologize  as  we  go 
along.    "  He  that  runs  away."  etc. 

In  which  there  is  much  truth.

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MINNESOTA— 1883. 

The  Grand  Commander,  in  opening  his  address,  says : 

The  year  last  past  has  been  one  of  unexampled  prosperity,  not  only  to  our 
whole  country  at  large  In  all  Its  various  and  varied  Interests,  but  to  our  own  Order. 
It  has  been  one  of  such  prosperity  that  we  should  be  grateful  to  Him  who  doeth  all 
things  welL 

The  Grand  Commander  the  preceding  year  urgently 
recommended  Templar  drill,  and  favored  parades  under 
proper  restrictions.     Among  other  things,  he  said : 

A  special  proficiency  In  the  drill  seems  to  go  hand  in  hand  with  renewed 
Interest  in  the  Asylum  work. 

Which  meets  our  approval.  However,  it  does  not 
seem  to  meet  the  approval  of  Grand  Commander  Rogers, 
who  says,  as  a  result  of  his  observation  in  visiting  subor- 
dinate Commanderies : 

I  find  that  too  much  attention  Is  paid  to  the  drill,  not  the  drill  of  work  and 
ceremonies,  but  as  Imitators  merely  of  the  military-  Whenever  I  have  had  a  chance 
I  have  spoken  plainly  of  this,  and  urged  that  young  Sir  Knights  should  be  taught 
rather  the  beauties  of  our  Order— Its  fine,  ennobling  precepts;  Instruct  them  that  the 
drill  Is  not  so  much  to  show  the  public  how  nice  we  can  play  soldier,  as  to  enhance 
the  beauties  of  our  various  ceremonies. 

That  is  right ;  teach  the  young  Sir  Knights  and  old,  too, 
the  beauties  of  our  Order,  but  let  them  drill  all  they  desire, 
and  encourage  them  in  it.  In  our  opinion  it  will  not  pre- 
vent, but  rather  enable  them  "  to  enhance  the  beauties  of 
our  various  ceremonies." 

We  find  the  Committee,  to  whom  was  referred  this 
part  of  the  Grand  Commander's  address,  dissent  from  his 
views  and  agree  with  us.     Following  is  part  of  their  report : 

We  venture  to  express  a  difference  of  opinion,  as  to  the  devotion  to  drill,  by 
the  Commanderies  In  this  jurisdiction.  We  do  not  believe  any  Commandery  In 
Minnesota  Is  over-drilled,  and  from  what  we  have  witnessed  at  this  present  Conclave 
of  various  movements  and  sword  handling,  we  conclude  many  are  not  drilled  at  all; 
and  we  would  very  respectfully  but  very  earnestly  recommend  to  our  Commanderies 
to  do  more  drilling  if  they  wish  to  make  any  sort  of  a  creditable  appearance  either  in 
their  asylums  or  on  the  street. 

When  he  comes  to  consideration  of  the  Grand 
Encampment  he  is  bewildered: 

A  chaotic  subject.  Opinions  differ  thereon.  I'll  give  you  my  own:  Anything 
that  Is  too  big  Is  of  no  use.  The  gathering  of  all  Templars  in  the  United  States 
at  once  to  make  one  simple  march,  Is  too  much:  It  costs  too  much  time  and  money 
for  Its  worth.    True,  we  make  several  hundred  new  acquaintances  —  that  Is,  we 

Sit  so  many  badges  and  cards— but  can  remember  but  few  of  the  fac#»s.  The  Grand 
ncampment  Is  purely  a  legislative  body.  It  has  decided  to  have  no  Templar  display 
at  Its  Grand  Conclave  except  qne  escort  (two  miles  long  over  a  slx-mlle  course,  In 
heat,  rain,  cyclone  or  fair  weather)  to  Its  opening.  Of  what  use  is  it  to  concentrate 
around  it  too  much  of  everything  that  detracts  the  minds  of  the  members  from  • 
their  duties?

You  see,  he  does  not  like  drill. 

We  might  desire  something  different  in  the  Grand 
Encampment,  but  probably  it  is  better  to  have  too  little, 
rather  than  too  much,  legislation.  We  are  of  those  who 
believe  the  world  is  governed  too  much.

Grand  Commander  Romberger  presiding.  The  Grand 
Commandery  was  opened  in  Ample  and  Knightly  Form, 
and  proceeded  forthwith  to  the  Methodist  Church,  where 
the  Offices  of  Devotion  were  observed  in  a  solemn  and 
impressive  manner — the  Grand  Prelate,  Rev.  Sir  J.  M. 
Boon,  assisted  by  Rev.  Sir  R.  S.  Woodward,  conducting 
the  service.     The  sermon  is  given  in  full. 

The  Grand  Commander,  in  his  address,  reports  the 
condition  of  the  Order  as  follows  : 

So  far  as  accessions  to  our  Knightly  ranks,  I  regret  exceedingly  that  I  am 
unable  to  report  prosperity,  for,  with  the  exception  of  a  few  Commanderies*,  but  little 
has  been  done  the  past,  year;  still,  as  an  Order,  we  have  life,  health  and  vigor;  let  us, 
therefore,  hope  for  renewed  Interest  and  zeal,  and  a  corresponding  Increase  In  our 
Knightly  ranks. 

It  Is  with  great  satisfaction,  however,  that  I  am  able  to  report  peace  and  har- 
mony, reigning  supremely,  within  our  borders.  I  have  heard  of  no  contention  "save 
that  noble  contention,  or  rather  emulation,  of  who  best  can  work  and  best  agree."

more  difficult  plan,  requiring  more  time  and  study  to  get  up  a  report  of  that  kind;  so 
we  give  you  a  report  this  time  after  the  old  plan,  each  State  by  itself,  alphabetically. 

He  criticises,  with  justice 
we  think,  the  action  declaring  that  Commanderies  U.  D. 
cannot  admit  unaffiliated  Knights  to  membership.

It  Is  a  pleasure  to  report  that  peace,  harmony  and  prosperity  exist  throughout 
our  Grand  Jurisdiction.  My  official  acts  have  been  few,  owing  to  the  harmony  and 
general  well-being  of  the  Order.  I  have  not  been  called  upon  to  make  any  decisions, 
which  is  evidence  of  the  harmony  and  concord  existing  In  our  Jurisdiction. 
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Sir  Knight  Henry  Gerrish  Dearborn,  a  member  of  a 
subordinate  Commandery  and  Past  Eminent  Commander 
of  Almoner  Commandery  No.  32,  Illinois,  made  applica- 
tion for  membership.  His  application  was  referred  to  a 
Special  Committee,  who  reported : 

The  Committee  to  which  was  referred  the  application  of  81r  Knight  Henry 
Gerrish  Dearborn,  of  Saint  George  Commandery,  have  considered  the  subject  and 
herewith  submit  their  report. 

Sir  Knight  Dearborn  Is  a  member  of  Saint  George  Commandery,  In  good  and 
regular  standing,  and  Is  Past  Eminent  Commander  of  Almoner  Commandery  No.  32, 
of  the  jurisdiction  of  Illinois. 

Tour  Committee  understand  that  it  Is  in  accordance  with  Tern  plar  law,  and 
that  there  Is  a  precedent  In  this  Jurisdiction  for  granting  his  application,  and  they 
recommend  the  following  resolution: 

Resolved,  That  Sir  Knight  Henry  Gerrish  Dearborn  be  admitted  to  member- 
ship in  this  Grand  Commandery. 

We  cannot  say  as  to  precedent,  but  it  is  undoubtedly 
in  accordance  with  Templar  law.  See  Section  23,  Constitu- 
tion of  the  Grand  Encampment  of  the  United  States: 

Provided,  however,  That  when  a  Past  Commander  changes  his  membership 
to  a  subordinate  of  a  different  Grand  Commandery,  such  Grand  Commandery  may 
-  elect  him  to  membership  therein,  to  continue  as  long  as  he  Is  a  member  of  a  subor- 
dinate Commandery  under  Its  Jurisdiction. 

The  Report  on  Correspondence  is  by  Sir  John  J.  Bell. 
It  is  carefully  prepared  and  well  written. 

In  referring  to  our  Report  on  Correspondence,  1882, 
he  says : 

In  his  conclusion  he  refers  to  the  four  questions  of  Trinity,  Uniform,  Tactics 
and  Drill,  and  Malta.  Upon  each  he  says  a  few  well  selected  words.  If  all  who  have 
occasion  to  talk  of  them  could  do  as  well  as  he,  we  should  soon  have  10  seek  out  new 
questions  for  discussion,  for  we  should  soon  find  ourselves  nearly  agreed.

NEW  YORK— 1883. 

Of  the  condition  of  the  Order,  Grand  Commander 
Bartlett,  in  his  address,  says : 

Tbe  events  of  tbe  year  Just  now  closing  are  not  of  a  startling  or  unusual 
character;  raiber  have  our  affairs  moved  along  as  an  exquisite  piece  of  machinery 
p-rforms  Its  functions*,  under  tbe  Impulse  of  laws  to  wbtcb  It  bas  been  fashioned  to 
conform,  and  obedient  to  a  directing  band  wltb  power  to  control  Its  movements.  By 
tbls  It  Is  not  Intended  to  convey  tbe  Idea  tbat  there  bas  been  slotb  or  Inattention,  but 
tbat  ibere  bas  been  absent  every  cause  of  Irritation,  while  on  tbe  other  band  there 
seems  to  have  been  a  tacit  agreement  to  accept  tbe  actual  and  to  labor  as  one  corps 
d'armec  to  promote  peace  and  harmony,  and,  In  consequence,  tbe  best  Interests  of 
tbe  cause  In  wblcb  we  bave  enlisted. 

The  question  of  Tactics  and  Drill  is  called  to  the 
attention  of  Grand  Commandery  as  usual,  and,  according 
to  usual  custom,  nothing  further  is  done. 

Sir  John  W.  Simons  makes  the  Report  on  Corre- 
spondence. It  is  his  thirty-first,  and  in  his  usual  able  style. 
In  his  opening  he  reviews  the  last  Triennial,  from  which  we 
quote  the  following : 

Tbe  thought,  however,  recurs  tbat  while  It  was  tbe  Intention  of  tbe  Grand 
Encamproeut,  by  tbls  distant  pilgrimage,  to  secure  a  quiet  season  In  wblcb  It  could 
devote  Itsel.  to  legislation.  It  reckoned  without  Its  bost,  and  fell,  among  tbe  general 
rejoicing.  Into  the  arms  of  a  people  who  know  bow  to  be  generous,  and  wbo  called 
up  from  tbe  vasty  deep  tbe  very  genius  of  hospitality,  wbo  obeyed  as  tbe  slave  of  the 
lamp. 
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It  must  he  a  more  experienced  pen  than  ours  that  can  hope  to  do  Justice  to* 
the  occasion,  where  every  man's  heart  was  In  his  hand ;  and  he  must  have  an  Imag- 
ination beyond  the  ordinary  ken  who,  not  having,  seen,  can  picture  to  himself  the 
happy  days  at  San  Francisco. 

But,  as  we  said  last  year,  the  strange  scenes  to  men  who  had  read  of  the 
golden  coast,  the  attractions  provided  In  such  glittering  array  as  scarcely  to  leave 
time  for  sleep— refreshment  there  was  In  abundance— took  the  edge  off  the  keenest 
desire  for  legislation,  and  the  weightier  matters  of  the  law  were  left  for  a  more  con- 
venient season. 

We  are  by  no  means  clear  that  the  Order  will  be  In  any  way  the  worse  off  for 
this  delay,  for,  In  common  with  many  others,  we  have  entertained  the  opinion  that 
the  bnne  or  excessive  legislation  had  about  reached  Its  culmination,  and  that  a  halt 
would  do  us  no  harm. 

If,  In  the  Interval,  the  Fratres  will  study  up  what  they  want,  and,  more  par- 
ticularly, what  they  do  not  want  done,  and  instruct  their  representatives  accordingly, 
It  Is  possible  that  at  St.  Louis  we  may  act  with  more  Intelligent  comprehension  or 
the  general  Idea,  and  so  promote  the  general  Interest. 

According  to  our  notion,  we  have  so  far  drifted  In  the  current  of  present 
action  that  it  will  take  long  and  persistent  effort  to  get  out  of  It,  for  It  would  seem 
that  the  general  Idea  Is  Indissoluble  wedded  to  a  great  merry-making  Instead  of  the 
sober  and  laborious  realities  of  legislation  ;  more  than  this,  we  venture  to  predict 
that  our  present  course  will  continue  until  the  celling  falls  or  some  other  avalanche 
overtakes  us. 

This  accords  with  our  quotation  from  his  report  last 
year  and  expresses  our  opinion,  and  we  think  the  weight 
of  authority  the  same  way. 

Colorado  proceedings  were  not  received,  for  which  we 
cannot  assign  a  reason.

NORTH    CAROLINA— 1883. 

Sir  Knight  Withers,  M.  E.  Grand  Master  of  the  Grand 
Encampment  of  the  United  States,  was  present. 

Grand  Commander  Munson,  in  his  address,  gives  a  full 
report  of  his  official  acts  for  the  year.  He  also  gives  his 
views  on  non-affiliation  as  follows: 

A  matter  of  Importance  now  being  agitated  In  several  Grand  Jurisdic- 
tions is  in  reference  to  non-affiliation  in  Lodges  and  Chapters  as  relates  to 
membership  In  a  Commandery.  In  other  words,  is  a  Knight  Templar's 
membership  In  a  Commandery  affected  by  reason  of  non-affiliation  in  Lodge 
or  Chapter?  The  law  In  some  juricdictions  is,  that  whenever  a  member  of  a 
Commandery  becomes  non-affiliated  in  either  Lodge  or  Chapter  from  what- 
ever cause,  his  membership  in  said  Commandery  ceases.  We  are  agreed, 
doubtless,  as  regards  non-affiliation  by  reason  of  suspension  or  expulsion. 
As  regards  the  status  by  reason  of  a  failure  to  pay  dues,  or  voluntary  dimis- 
sion  from  Lodge  or  Chapter,  our  opinion  Is,  that  a  Sir  Knight  is  not  nor  ought 
to  be  cut  off'  from  his  Commandery  for  these  causes.  This  subject  of  non- 
nfflliation,  If  left  severely  alone,  will  in  due  time  work  out  its  own  cure.  An 
unwilling  horse  is  not  a  desirable  animal  to  drive. 

We  quote  the  last  sentence  with  unqualified  approval. 
We  do  not  believe  in  involuntary  membership.     He  states 
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his  belief  in  the  doctrine  of  the  Trinity  with  no  uncertain 
sound.  The  committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  address 
made  a  report,  which  was  adopted,  containing  the  following: 

We  heartily  affirm  our  faith  in  the  doctrine  of  the  Trinity,  and  endorse 
the  "crede"  as  expressed  in  ihe  report. 

The  following,  which  appears  in  the  next  page  after 
the  proceedings,  seems  to  have  been  an  important  part  of 
the  meeting : 

One  of  the  most  enjoyable  and  highly  relished  features  of  the  Conclave 
was  the  banquet  given  by  the  Sir  Knights  of  Charlotte,  in  the  elegant  rooms 
ot  the  Chamber  of  Commerce.  This  closing  (or  rather  opening)  ceremony 
was  distinguished  by  an  elaborate  spread,  and  the  rapidity  with  which  the 
said  spread  disappeared  was  a  cautioji  to  future  inviters.  After  a  complete 
rilling  up  came  the  spontaneous  outbursts  of  wit  promiscuously  strewn 
around,  interspersed  with  genuine  song. 

The  Report  on  Correspondence  is  by  Sir  Knight 
Southgate.     It  is  short,  crisp  and  to  the  point. 

Colorado  is  noticed.

OHIO— 1883. 

Of  the  condition  of  the  Order  Grand  Commander 
Tatem  in  his  address  says: 

The  unprecedented  prosperity  and  general  harmony  which  have 
prevailed  throughout  the  jurisdiction  during  the  past  year  is  a  cause  for  real 
congratulation. 

The  dimit  question  caused  some  trouble.  A  member 
who  was  under  indictment  and  a  fugitive  from  justice, 
demanded  a  dimit,  and  received  the  same  under  a  by-law, 
as  follows : 

"A  member  of  a  Commandery  may  receive  a  dimit,  without  a  vote  of 
the  Commandery  at  a  stated  conclave,  upon  request  made  in  open  Com- 
mandery. Provided  his  dues  shall  have  been  paid  and  no  charges  are  pend- 
ing against  him." 

The  Grand  Commander  decided  : 

That  the  dimit  in  question  can  be  revoked,  and  the  Commandery  has 
not  only  the  right  to  revoke  said  dimit,  but  that  in  my  opinion  it  is  its 
manifest  duty  to  do  so. 

And  cites  several  precedents  therefore. 
The    Committee  on  Jurisprudence  report  on  the  ques- 
tion : 
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They  unqualifiedly  approve  of  the  decision,  the  arguments  on  principle 
and  the  authorities  sustaining  the  same,  as  to  the  power  of  a  Comraandery 
to  revoke,  for  cause,  a  dlmit  granted  to  one  of  Its  members,  provided  the 
same  has  not  in  the  meantime  been  deposited  in  and  he  becomes  a  member 
of  another  Commandery,  and  esteem  the  same  a  correct  and  forcible  exposi- 
tion of  the  law  upon  the  subject. 

All  which  shows  the  wisdom  of  our  legislation  requir- 
ing that  such  an  application  lie  over  from  one  regular 
conclave  to  another,  and  then  a  dimit  be  granted  if  no 
charges  are  preferred  against  the  applicant. 

A  number  of  resolutions  were  adopted  and  a  great 
deal  of  business  transacted. 

Sir  Knight  Carson  makes  a  very  full  Report  on  Cor- 
respondence— one  hundred  and  ninety-two  pages. 

In  reviewing  Alabama  he  gets  excited  over  the 
"  physical  test"  question.  He  is  not  a  stickler  for  physical 
perfection,  and  in  reply  to  the  inquiry  of  Sir  Knight  Sayre, 
" tells  us  where  the  stopping  place  is,"  as  follows: 

W  here  common  sense  says  halt,  we,  who  are  not  physical  perfectionists, 
would  stop.  We  agree  with  you  that  •'  we  must  stop  somewhere."  COMMON 
SENHE,  backed  by  decency,  religion,  Christianity,  fraternity  and  the  profes- 
sion of  our  Christian  order,  is  a  good  place  to  stop. 

Do  not  get  excited,  Sir  Knight  Carson,  opinion  will 
come  our  way ;  wait  awhile. 

Colorado,  1882,  is  reviewed  and  receives  kindly  notice.

PENNSYLVANIA— 1883. 

After  the  Grand  Commandery  was  opened,  we  find  the 
following: 

On  motion,  an  sir  Knights  in  good  standing  in  full  uniform,  were 
admitted  to  the  sessions  of  the  Grand  Commandery,  except  during  the 
election  of  Grand  Officers. 

Why  exclude  any  Sir  Knight  during  election  of  Grand 
officers  ?     We  see  no  reason  for  it. 

Under  the  head  of  Decisions  the  Grand  Commander 
reports : 

In  reply  to  a  question  as  to  jurisdiction  from  the  Eminent  Commander  of  No. 
&.  I  replied,  there  must  be  other  objections  than  that  of  Jurisdiction.  It  Is  not  cour- 
teous for  a  Commandery  to  force  candidates  to  go  where  they  wlil  not.  A  candidate, 
so  long  as  he  is  under  the  tongue  of  good  Masonic  report,  and  there  are  no  objections 
against  him,  should  be  at  liberty  to  go  where  he  will.    Your  Commandery  should  not 
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feel  satisfied  to  have  as  members  those  who  hare  no  sympathy  with  you  In  any 
respect,  who,  In  order  to  become  Knights  Templar,  have  been  forced  to  join  your 
Commandery.    Such  are  not  the  teachings  of  Masonry  or  Templarlsm . 

The  statute  on  the  subject  is  given  in  another  place  as 
follows : 

The  Constitution  of  the  Grand  Commandery  of  Pennsylvania  does  not  give  Its 
Subordinates  exclusive  Jurisdiction.  Article  XII,  Section  2,  rays,  "An  applicant .  . 
may  aDply  to  xny  Commandery  within  the  Jurisdiction,  providing,  should  he  apply 
to  any  Commandery  other  than  the  one  nearest  his  place  of  residence,  the  Comman- 
dery nearest  his  place  of  residence  shall  be  Immediately  notified  of  the  application, 
and  its  consent  obtained  before  conferring  the  orders  "  The  Grand  Commandery  In 
1872,  and  again  in  1880,  declared  that  the  object  of  such  consent  was  that  the  nearest 
Commandery  was  to  certify  as  to  the  Masonic  character  of  tbe  candidate,  and  that  a 
reasonable  time  should  be  given  for  said  reply. 

A  large  amount  of  discussion  grew  out  of  this  question 
of  jurisdiction  of  Commanderies.  The  Committee  on 
Appeals  and  Grievances  make  a  report  covering  ten  pages 
on  this  subject,  considering  a  dispute  between  two  Com- 
manderies, and  approving  the  decision  of  the  Grand  Com- 
mander,    Concurrent  jurisdiction  generally  breeds  trouble. 

A  question  arose  as  to  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Grand 
Commandery  over  the  proceedings  of  the  Committee  on 
Foreign  Correspondence.  The  Committee  on  Jurispru- 
dence, in  a  full  report,  use  the  following  language : 

The  Grand  Commandery  has  the  right  to  have  the  Report  of  tbe  Committee 
on  Foreign  Correspondence  read  to  them  before  Its  publication,  and  may  direct  what 
parts  of  It  shall  be  published  and  what  parts  omitted,  or,  In  other  words— have  full 
control  and  Jurisdiction  of  the  subject. 

And,  further,  that  the  Grand  Commander  during  the 
interim  may  order  any  part  of  the  report  suppressed. 

A  substitute  was  offered  by  Sir  Knight  Harper,  chair- 
man of  the  Committee  on  Correspondence,  to  the  effect 
that  the  Grand  Commandery  has  the  power  to  have  the 
report  read  at  length  and  to  approve  or  disapprove  of  the 
whole  or  any  part,  but  that  the  whole  should  be  published 
and  that  this  power  could  not  be  exercised  by  any  other 
authority.  The  substitute  was  voted  down  and  the  report 
of  the  Committee  on  Jurisprudence  adopted. 

As  there  is  no  report  on  Correspondence,  we  presume 
Sir  Knight  Harper  did  not  submit  gracefullly.  We  are 
sorry  to  miss  his  report. 

Sir  George  T.  Olin  is  chairman  this  year. 

The  Grand  Recorder  gives  a  full  account  of  the  pro- 
ceedings of  the  twenty-second  Triennial. 

After  closing  there  was  a  grand  parade  and  review.

It  Is  with  much  pleasure  that  I  refer  to  the  fact  that  harmony  prevails 
throughout  this  Grand  Jurisdiction,  no  word  of  discord  or  complaint  having  reached 
me  during  my  term  of  office.  Each  Command*ry,  while  they  have  not  grown  rapidly, 
has  steadily  increased  In  numbers,  the  Orders  having  been  conferred  in  al  •  ost  all 
the  Commanderles  of  the  State  ;  and  lurther,  the  restrictions  and  qualifications  for 
the  Orders  are  more  jealously  guarded.

The  Code  of  Statutes  of  the  Grand  Encampment,  and 
the  Statutes  and  Regulations  of  the  Grand  Commandery 
are  printed  in  full.

Under  head  of  Decisions,  in  the  Grand  Commander's 
address,  we  find  the  following,  and  heartily  approve  the 
recommendation: 

I  bave  not  recorded  any  decisions,  as  the  basis  of  every  one  has  been  found  in 
the  Code  of  Statutes  and  General  Regulations  of  the  Grand  Encampment,  or  In  an 
application  of  accepted  Masonic  law  and  usage.  In  most  Instances  a  reference  to 
the  section  and  paragraph  has  been  sufficient. 

I  would  earnestly  recommend  that  every  Eminent  Commander,  upon  entering 
upon  the  discharge  of  his  duties,  procure  a  copy  of  the  Statutes  and  Regulations,  and 
familiarize  himself  with  the  law  of  the  Order,  tie  should  become  familiar  with  the 
general  law  of  Masonry,  which  is  the  same  In  all  grades.  By  so  doing  he  will  not  be 
embarrassed  by  Ignorance,  nor  Inconvenienced  by  leaning  upon  the  Grand  Com- 
mander. 

The  Grand  Commander  gives  a  detailed  account  of 
the  twenty-second  Triennial,  summing  up  according  to 
what  we  think  is  the  usual  opinion,  as  follows: 

As  I  look  over  the  journey,  shorn  of  the  discomforts  and  annoyances  that  at 
times  tried  our  souls.it  seems  like  a  grand  holiday  made  up  of  pleasant  scenes, 
meetings  and  Incidents.

It  comes  chiefly  from  the 
meeting  of  leading  Masons  from  all  over  the  country  In  conclave,  and  In  social  Inter- 
course, discussing  the  important  questions  of  the  day,  compar  ng  \  lews,  obtaining 
light.  Imparting  knowledge,  cultivating  friendship,  and  thus  elevating  our  Order. 
You  may  not  oe  able  to  participate  in  this,  but  If  your  representatives  are  not 
unworthy  the  trust  Imposed  In  them,  indirectly  you  and  your  Grand  Commander)' 
will  receive  good  from  each  Conclave  of  the  Grand  Encampment  of  the  United 
States.

Resolved  by  this  Grand  Gommanderp,  That  It  will  hereafter  not  accept  any 
Invitations  to  any  banquets  or  other  entertainments  given  during  the  annual  conclave 
of  this  Grand  Body  In  its  honor  by  any  Commandery  at  the  place  where  si'ch  annual 
conclave  is  held. 

Adopted. 
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We  presume  they  will  wait  until  the  evening  after  the 
session  closes. 

Sir  William  C.  Swain  makes  a  short  but  good  Report 
on  Correspondence.     Of  our  report  he  says: 

Sir  H.  M.  Orahood  presented  a  brief  Report  on  Correspondence,  but  one 
sufficiently  pointed  to  make  us  wish  he  had  more  time,  or  his  Grand  Commandery 
more  money. 

The  same  conditions  continue,  Sir  Knight ;    neverthe- 
less, thanks  for  the  implied  compliment. 
In  conclusion  he  says: 

We  have,  In  an  imperfect  manner,  In  the  Intervals  of  business  life,  reviewed 
the  Proceedings  of  all  the  Jurisdictions  which  have  come  to  hand.  And  it  Is* like 
reading  a  last  year's  almanac  to  go  over  those  of  a  jear  and  a  half  old,  when  a 
Triennial  Conclave  has  Intervened,  and  the  glories  of  prize  drills  have  crowded  out 
all  meaner  things.

ARTICLE  I. 

Name. 

Section  i.  This  body  shall  be  known  and  designated 
as  the  Grand  Commandery  of  Knights  Templar  and  the 
Appendant  Orders  of  Colorado. 

article  n. 

Jurisdiction. 

Section  i.  Its  jurisdiction  shall  be  within  the  terri- 
torial limits  of  Colorado. 

article  hi. 

Objects. 

Section  i.  In  said  Grand  Commandery  alone  is 
vested  the  right  and  duty  to  superintend  and  govern  all 
Commanderies  of  Knights  Templar  and  the  Appendant 
Orders  within  this  jurisdiction,  subject  only  to  the  Con- 
stitution and  Statutes  of  the  Grand  Encampment  of  Knights 
Templar  of  the  United  States  of  America. 

Sec.  2.  It  may  therefore  make  laws,  pass  regulations 
and  repeal,  alter  and  amend  the  same.  It  may  grant  war- 
rants and  dispensations  for  holding  Commanderies  of 
Knights  Templar,  and  for  good  cause  annul  and  revoke  the 
same.  It  may  assign  the  limits  of  all  Commanderies  under 
its  jurisdiction,  and  settle  all  controversies  that  may  arise 
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between  them,  and  censure,  suspend  or  expel  members  for 
wilful  violation  of  its  statutes,  regulations  or  edicts.  It 
may  assess  and  collect  from  the  several  Commanderies 
within  its  jurisdiction  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be 
necessary  for  expenses,  and  may  consider  all  matters  and 
do  all  things  appertaining  to  the  well  being  and  perpetua- 
tion of  the  Order,  and  exercise  all  the  rights  of  sovereignty 
within  the  limits  of  its  jurisdiction,  but  always  subordinate 
to  the  Grand  Encampment  of  the  United  States. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

Officers  and  Members. 

Section  i  .  The  Grand  Commandery  shall  consist  of 
the  officers  and  members  enumerated  in  section  I,  article 
II.,  of  the  Constitution  of  the  Grand  Encampment  of  Knights 
Templar  for  the  United  States  of  America.  The  first  nine 
of  such  officers  shall  be  elected,  and  the  remaining  officers 
appointed  by  the  R.  E.  Grand  Commander  elect. 

ARTICLE  V. 

Meetings. 

Section  i.  The  Annual  Conclave  of  this  Grand  Com- 
mandery shall  be  held  at  the  City  of  Denver  on  the  Friday 
succeeding  the  third  Tuesday  of  September  of  each  year. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

Fees,  Dues  and  Finances. 

Section  i.  Each  Commandery  under  the  jurisdic- 
tion of  this  Grand  Commandery  shall  demand  and  receive 
for  conferring  the  Order  of  Knighthood,  a  suqp  not  less 
than  seventy-five  dollars  (#75). 

Sec.  2.  For  instituting  a  new  Commandery  within 
this  jurisdiction,  the  fees  shall  be :  For  Dispensation, 
ninety  dollars  (#90) ;  and  for  Charter,  the  further  sum  ot 
ten  dollars  ($10). 

Sec.  3.  Each  Subordinate  Commandery  within  this 
jurisdiction  shall  pay  into  the  treasury  of  this  Grand  Com- 
mandery the  sum  of  five  dollars  for  each  Knight  Templar 
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dubbed  and  created  in  such  Commandery;  and  the  further 
sum  of  one  dollar  annually  for  each  member  belonging  to 
such  Commandery.  Every  Subordinate  Commandery  shall 
make  annual  returns,  to  include  all  work  done  since  the 
date  of  their  last  returns,  a  list  of  officers,  and  an  alphabet- 
ical list  of  members,  and  return  the  same  to  the  Grand 
Recorder,  with  their  dues,  at  least  ten  days  before  each 
Annual  Conclave. 

Sec.  4.  The  R.  E.  Grand  Commander  of  this  Grand 
Commandery  shall  appoint  a  committee  of  three  (3)  Sir 
Knights,  members  of  this  Grand  Commandery,  who  shall, 
as  a  Committee  on  Finance,  inspect  and  audit  the  accounts 
of  the  Grand  Recorder  and  Treasurer,  and  report  the  result 
at  each  regular  Annual  Conclave. 

ARTICLE  VII. 

Committees  and  Correspondence. 

Section  i.  Immediately  upon  the  meeting  of  this 
Grand  Commandery,  the  Grand  Commander  shall  appoint 
the  following  standing  committee  of  three  Sir  Knights 
each,  viz.: 

1.  On  Credentials. 

2.  On  Returns  and  Work  of  Commanderies. 

3.  On  Petitions,  Grievances  and  Appeals. 

4.  On  Printing  and  Miscellaneous  Business. 

To  these  committees  shall  be  referred  all  the  appro- 
priate returns  and  documents  appertaining  thereto  ;  these 
committees  shall  hold  to  the  close  of  the  session. 

Sec.  2.  The  Grand  Commander  shall  also,  prior  to 
the  close  of  the  session,  appoint  a  committee  of  three,  of 
whom  the  Grand  Recorder  shall  be  one,  upon  Foreign 
Correspondence,  which  shall  act  for  one  year  and  report  at 
the  next  Annual  Conclave ;  also,  a  committee  of  three  on 
Templar  Jurisprudence. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 

Sedtion  i.  No  amendment  or  alteration  can  be  made 
to  these  statutes  unless  by  a  resolution  in  writing,  stating 
distinctly  the  alteration  or  amendment  proposed,  which 
must  be  carried  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  members 
present. 


STANDING  ORDERS. 


Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Recorder  be  instructed  to  draw  a  warrant  on 
the  Grand  Treasurer,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  August  in  each  year,  for 
such  an  amount  as  may  be  necessary  to  pay  the  duqs  due  from  this  Grand 
Commandery  to  the  Grand  Encampment  of  the  Knights  Templar.

USE  OF  ASYLUM. 

A  communication  from  Colorado  Commandery  No.  lf 
tendering  their  Asylum  for  use  of  this  Grand  Conclave, 
was  read  and  ordered  placed  on  file. 

The  Grand  Commander  delivered  the  following 

ADDRESS: 

Sir  Knights  of  the  Grand  Commandery  : 

It  is  with  much  humiliation  that  I  am  compelled  to  offer  the 
Grand  Commandery  of  Colorado  an  apology  in  lieu  of  the  address 
rightfully  expected  on  such  an  occasion  as  the  Grand  Conclave.  But 
necessity  knows  no  law,  and  the  Bear  River  country  over  the  range 
knows  no  Grand  Commandery. 

An  intentional  absence  of  thirty  days  in  the  western  part  of 
the  State  was  prolonged  through  the  discordant  action  of  the  ele- 
ments, bad  roads  and  broken  vehicles,  until  but  one  day  intervened 
between  my  arrival  home  and  the  meeting  of  the  Grand  Command- 
ery, thus  leaving  barely  time  to  report  myself  present,  with  a  meagre 
account  of  the  year's  work. 

Our  progressive  young  State  records  barely  ten  years  of  State 
history,  yet  it  now  witnesses  the  Tenth  Annual  Conclave  of  this 
Grand  Commandery,  and  we  have  reason  to  believe  that  the  increase 
of  membership  in  our  Order  has  been  proportionate  to  the  rapid 
growth  of  our  infant  commonwealth. 

The  membership  of  548  one  year  ago  has  been  increased  to  650, 
as  is  evidenced  by  the  returns  of  the  Grand  Recorder,  showing  that 
more  than  100  of  the  tried  and  trusty  have  been  added  to  our  list. 

•  The  pleasureable  emotions  experienced  at  these  majestic  strides 
in  membership  are  only  checked  by  the  reflection  that  death  loves 
a  large  as  well  as  a  shining  mark,  and  hits  the  more  readily  where 
there  are  numbers  at  which  to  aim  his  poisoned  shaft.  The  grim 
messenger  has  not  made  this  year  an  exception.    On  the  30th  day  of 
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March,  1884,  his  alarm  came  to  the  door  of  the  Asylum  of  Mt.  Sinai 
Commandery  of  Boulder,  and  Lewis  Cheney,  an  honored  member 
of  that  Commandery,  made  answer  to  the  call.  Pueblo  Command- 
ery had  a  similar  visitation.  James  O'Hern  died  November  20,  1884, 
and  Julius  L.  Bartells,  December  1, 1884. 

My  official  duties  during  the  past  year  have  made  but  slight 
calls  upon  ray  time,  for  the  reason,  principally,  that  they  have  been 
made  subservient  to  my  business  and  family  cares,  and  for  the  fur- 
ther reason,  probably,  that  the  officers  of  the  Subordinate  Com- 
manderies have  been  considerate  and  forbearing  in  their  draughts 
upon  my  inexperience. 

But  one  Dispensation  for  a  new  Commandery  has  been  formally 
asked  for  during  the  year,  and  that  was  granted  October  1, 1884,  to 
eleven  Sir  Knights  at  Fort  Collins,  Larimer  County — recommended 
by  Greeley  Commandery — with  Sirs  Peter  Anderson  as  Eminent 
Commander,  Andrew  Armstrong  as  Generalissimo  and  Charles  L. 
Ingersoll  as  Captain  General,  to  be  known  as  Fort  Collins  Command- 
ery U.  D. 

This  application  was  the  source  of  some  embarrassment,  owing  to 
the  close  proximity  of  Long's  Peak  Commandery  at  Longmont  and 
Greeley  Commandery  at  Greeley,  neither  exceeding  thirty  or  thirty- 
five  miles  from  its  location.  But  a  personal  visit  to  Fort  Collins 
satisfied  me  of  the  healthy  and  strong  condition  of  the  Chapter 
there ;  and  the  high  financial  and  Masonic  standing  of  the  applicants 
gave  assurance  of  their  zeal  and  ability  to  maintain  a  flourishing 
Commandery. 

A  promise  was  made  that  a  suitable  Asylum  would  be  furnished 
within  reasonable  time,  and  their  present  elegant  apartments,  com- 
pletely equipped,  attest  its  fulfillment.  I  see  no  cause  as  yet  to  regret 
the  favorable  consideration  of  their  application. 

Special  Dispensations  were  granted  the  Greeley,  Canon  City 
and  Long's  Peak  Commanderies  to  attend  divine  services  on  appro- 
priate occasions. 

Applications  were  made  by  two  Commanderies  for  Special  Dis- 
pensations to  turn  out  as  organizations  in  full  uniform  on  the  occa- 
sion of  the  memorial  services  in  honor  of  the  late  U.  S.  Grant,  to  be 
held  August  8,  1885.  With  feelings  of  sincere  respect  for  the  illus- 
trious dead,  I  was  yet  constrained  to  deny  the  Dispensations  on  the 
ground  of  being  in  contravention  of  the  code  of  statutes  of  the 
Grand  Encampment. 

Application  was  made  by  one  Commandery  to  confer  the  orders 
on  a  Companion  under  the  alloted  time,  the  reason  assigned  being 
that  the  Companion  was  going  East  and  could  not  wait  the  time  pre- 
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scribed  by  law.  The  reasons  were  deemed  insufficient  and  the  Dis- 
pensation denied.  Masonic  laws  were  not  made  to  suit  the  conven- 
ience of  the  applicants,  but  for  the  protection  of  the  Orders. 

At  our  last  Conclave  Charters  were  granted  to  four  new  Com- 
manderies — Greeley,  Long's  Peak,  Canon  City  and  Ivanhoe. 

On  September  24, 1884, 1  constituted  Greeley  Commandery  and 
installed  its  officers. 

On  October  5  I  performed  the  same  services  for  Long's  Peak 
Commandery  at  Longmont. 

It  being  impracticable  for  me  to  visit  the  other  Commanderies 
in  person,  I  delegated  authority  to  Sir  Horace  N.  Banks,  E.  Deputy 
Grand  Commander,  to  organize  the  Canon  City  and  Ivanhoe  Com- 
manderies under  their  Charters  and  give  the  necessary  instructions. 
This  service  Sir  Knight  Banks  performed  and  made  due  returns  of 
same. 

I  received  a  communication  from  R.  E.  Grand  Commander  J.  S. 
Bangs,  of  Maine,  requesting  me  to  recommend  a  suitable  Sir  Knight 
to  act  as  Grand  Representative  of  that  Grand  Commandery.  In 
response  I  suggested  the  name  of  Sir  S.  S.  Downer,  of  Boulder. 

My  cash  account  is  single  entry  and  easily  balanced.  Ninety 
dollars  was  received  from  the  Commandery  at  Fort  Collins  and  duly 
turned  over  to  the  Grand  Recorder. 

DECISIONS. 

The  Grand  Commander  was  called  upon  to  make  a  ruling  in  the 
following  case,,  viz  : 

A  Commandery  in  this  Jurisdiction  met  in  regular  conclave,  at 
which  time  a  Companion  was  duly  elected  to  take  the  Orders.  The 
Commandery  was  then  closed  and  a  Council  of  Knights  of  the  Red 
Cross  opened  for  the  purpose  of  conferring  the  Order.  The  usual 
statement  was  then  made,  viz :  "If  there  be  no  objection  we  shall 
proceed  to  confer  the  Order  of  the  Red  Cross  upon  the  Companion 
elected."  No  objections  appearing  the  work  proceeded  without  inter- 
ruption until  sometime  after  the  return  from  the  banquet  hall,  when 
positive  objections  were  made  to  the  further  progress  of  the  work. 
The  Eminent  Commander  thereupon  refused  to  complete  the  con- 
ferring of  the  Order  pending  the  decision  of  the  Grand  Commander. 

Ruling. — Section  29  of  the  Code  of  Statutes  of  the  Grand  En- 
campment gives  any  member  in  good  standing  the  right  to  object  to 
the  conferring  of  the  Order,  and  such  objection  acts  as  a  complete 
bar.  The  question  arising  in  this  case  was  whether  a  member  could 
interpose  an  objection  in  the  midst  of  the  ceremony  for  reasons  that 
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existed  prior  to  the  initial  steps.  I  held  that  the  words  "conferring 
the  order"  had  reference  to  the  ceremony  as  a  whole  and  not  to  the 
mere  act  of  creating;  that  it  was  impracticable  to  separate  any 
essential  part  of  the  ceremony  from  the  rest  and  make  the  confer- 
ring depend  upon  that  part  alone,  and  that  the  creating  was  the  cul- 
minating act  of  the  ceremony,  but  was  no  more  essential  than  the 
obligation  which  was  the  first. 

The  Companion  had  practically  received  the  Order,  having 
taken  the  obligation,  been  invested  with  the  pass,  assumed  the 
character  of  Zerubabbel  and  participated  in  the  banquet,  and  only 
lacked  the  formal  act  of  receiving  and  constituting.  I  gave  instruc- 
tion that  the  ceremony  be  completed  at  the  earliest  convenience  of 
the  Commandery. 

My  predecessor  called  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  Grand  En- 
campment at  San  Francisco  adopted  a  revised  ritual  of  the  Order  of 
Malta,  in  two  forms,  but  not  having  received  a  copy  of  the  ritual  was 
unable  to  make  any  suggestion  as  to  which  form  to  adopt.  Our  last 
Conclave  through  inadvertency  failed  to  take  any  action  in  the  mat- 
ter. I  therefore  made  a  general  order  that  the  several  Commanderies 
under  this  Jurisdiction  might  use  the  long  or  short  form  of  ritual,  as 
to  them  seemed  best,  but  that  no  Knight  of  Malta  should  be  created 
unless  received  according  to  one  or  the  other  of  the  formulas.  Said 
order  to  be  in  force  until  revoked  by  competent  authority, 

Ten  copies  of  the  ritual  were  received  by  the  Grand  Recorder, 
and  were,  by  order,  distributed  among  the  several  Eminent  Com- 
manders, with  instructions  that  they  receipt  for  the  same  and  turn 
them  over  to  their  successors  in  office. 

The  above,  Sir  Knights,  is  a  brief  synopsis  of  my  official  acts. 

While  sensible  of  the  high  honor  conferred  in  exalting  me  to 
the  position  of  Grand  Commander  (and  I  shall  ever  cherish  the 
recollection  of  it  as  the  bright  particular  star  in  the  heaven  of  my 
Masonic  world),  I  am  still  not  reluctant  to  relinquish  the  charge,  feel- 
ing much  like  the  usurper  who  has  occupied  the  Throne  to  the  exclu- 
sion of  those  who  could  devote  more  time  to  the  discharge  of  the 
peculiar  duties  incumbent  upon  the  office,  and  who  are  more  skilled 
in  the  Sublime  Mysteries  of  the  Art.

REPORT  ON  RETURNS-CHARTER  ORDERED  GRANTED. 

Sir  Albert  H.  Branch  presented  the  following,  which 
was  adopted,  and  a  Charter  ordered  issued  as  therein 
recommended  :

Your  Committee  on  Returns  and  Work  respectfully  report  that  they 
have  examined  the  returns  of  all  chartered  Commanderles,  and  of  Fort  Col- 
lins Commandery  U.  D. 

We  find  the  returns  of  the  Chartered  Commanderles  correct,  with  the 
following  exceptions: 

Boulder  Commandery  No.  7  owes  Si  Grand  Commandery  dues. 

The  report  from  Long's  Peak  Commandery  No.  12  has  no  seal  attached. 
We  recommend  that  they  be  allowed  to  make  the  necessary  correction. 
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The  records  of  Fort  Collins  Commandery  U.  D.  show  that  on  March  5, 
A.  D.  1886,  a  regular  Conclave  was  held  without  the  constitutional  number  of 
Sir  Knights  being  present,  the  records  of  that  Conclave  stating  that  there 
were  present  "representatives  from  three  different  Coramanderies,"  but  do 
not  show  that  they  were  acting  under  a  legal  warrant  from  the  Grand  Com- 
mandery or  the  Grand  Encampment  of  the  United  States,  as  your  Committee 
find  is  required  by  Templar  Law.  We  find  that  there  was  no  business 
transacted  at  said  Conclave  except  payment  of  bills  and  routine  business. 
As  your  Committee  believe  the  meeting  was  held  under  a  misapprehension 
of  Templar  Law,  and  that  no  Injury  can  arise  from  the  proceedings  had  at 
said  Conclave,  we  would  therefore  recommend  that  said  Commandery  at 
their  next  regular  Conclave  be  empowered  to  legalize  said  proceedings  by  a 
vote  of  said  Commandery. 

We  find  that  with  this  exception,  the  records  are  neatly  and  accurately 
kept;  that  they  have  constituted  and  created  fifteen  Sir  Knights,  and  have 
paid  Grand  Commandery  dues  on  the  same.  We  would  therefore  recom. 
mend  that  a  charter  be  issued  under  the  name  of  De  Molay  Commandery 
No.  13,  with  Peter  Anderson  E.  C,  Andrew  Armstrong,  Generalissimo,  and 
Charles  L.  Ingersoll,  Captain  General,  according  to  the  prayer  of  their  peti- 
tion.

JEWEL  TO  P.  G.  COMMANDER  WOODBURY. 

Sir  James  P.Maxwell  presented  the  following, which 
was  adopted : 

To  the  Grand  Commandery  : 

Your  Special  Committee,  appointed  to  procure  a  suitable  Jewel,  prop- 
erly Inscribed,  and  present  the  same  to  Past  R.  E.  Commander  R.  W.  Wood- 
bury in  the  name  of  this  Grand  Commandery,  would  respectfully  report  that 
the  pleasurable  duty  was  performed,  with  the  assistance  of  the  artistic  tastes 
of  Sirs  Anthony  and  Todd,  and  through  the  courtesy  of  Colorado  Command- 
ery No.  1,  the  Jewel  was  presented  to  Sir  Woodbury  at  one  of  its  regular 
Conclaves.  The  Jewel  is  much  easier  seen  than  described ;  we  therefore  sug- 
gest that  Sir  Knight  Woodbury  be  requested  to  stand  up  and  exhibit  it. 

DESCRIPTION  OF  THE  JEWEL. 

The  Jewel  is  the  double  or  Patriarchial  cross,  of  solid  gold,  nearly  three 
inches  in  length,  resting  upon  a  silver  background  representing  the  rays  of 
the  sun.  Through  the  cross,  obliquely  and  at  right  angles  to  each  other,  are 
the  Templars*  sword  and  mace  or  royal  scepter.  The  edges  of  the  cross  are 
Inlaid  with  small  triangles  in  black  enamel ;  above  Is  the  keystone  of  the 
Chapter,  with  the  letters  peculiar  to  this  emblem,  and  also  the  "mark"  of 
Companion  Woodbury.  Above  this  is  the  Templars'  cross,  bearing  the  cross 
and  crown  and  the  motto  of  the  Order:  "In  hoc  rigno  vinces."  This  last  emblem 
rests  upon  a  long  gold  and  enameled  crescent,  which  forms  the  pin,  from 
which  the  entire  Jewel  Is  suspended;  the  whole  resting  upon  a  heavy  silk 
ribbon,  the  upper  part  being  black  and  the  lower  white,  in  representation  of 
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the  "Beauseant"  of  the  Order.  The  cross  is  set  with  two  large  stones, 
emerald  and  ruby,  the  green  and  red  being  emblematic  colors.  Upon  the 
back  is  the  following  inscription:

CALIFORNIA— 1885. 

As  usual,  the  proceedings  at  this  Conclave  show  a 
large  attendance  and  a  great  amount  of  business  trans- 
acted. 

From  Grand  Commander  Petrie's  address  we  take 
the  following : 

I  am  most  hapr>y  to  state  that  peace  and  prosperity  reign  within 
our  jurisdiction,  and  the  greatest  harmony  and  good  feeling  exist, 
not  only  between  this  and  sister  Grand  Commanderies,  but  between 
all  of  the  Subordinate  Commanderies. 

The  Ritual  of  Malta,  full  form,  as  adopted  by  the 
Grand  Encampment,  was  exemplified  by  Golden  Gate 
Commandery. 

There  was  a  Grand  Parade  and  Public  Review,  in 
which  fourteen  Commanderies  participated ;  a  grand 
ball  at  the  Pavilion,  and  a  competitive  drill. 

Grand  Recorder  Caswell  makes  the  Report  on  Cor- 
respondence. 

He  insists  on  publishing  his  report  as  a  part  of  the 
Proceedings,  and  not  as  an  Appendix.  It  is  merely  pre- 
sented and  ordered  printed ;  it  is  not  read  and  is  not 
approved  by  the  Grand  Commandery.  In  our  opinion  it 
does  not  properly  belong  in  the  Proceedings,  but  should 
be  published  separately.  Then  too,  it  is  more  conven- 
ient in  every  way,  we  think,  as  an  Appendix. 

The  report,  as  we  should  expect,  is  full  and  complete. 

In  reviewing  Iowa  we  find  the  following  on  the 
Asylum  question,  which  we  heartily  approve: 

In  California  orphan  asylums  are  abundant,  and  the  widows  and 
orphans  of  Masons  are  well  taken  care  of  by  the  various  Lodges 
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without  placing  them  in  public  asylums.  The  project  of  building 
such  a  resort  for  the  widows  and  orphans  of  Masons  meets  with 
little  favor  in  this  State.  We  prefer  to  keep  our  widows  and  orphans 
in  such  a  way  that  they  shall  not  feel  the  loss  of  independence  by 
becoming  subject  to  eleemosynary  laws  or  regulations,  or  cause  the 
sundering  of  family  ties  by  compelling  them  to  take  refuge  in 
asylums. 

We  quote  his  closing  remarks  : 

From  a  close  inspection  of  the  field,  we  come  to  the  conclusion 
that  the  Order,  taken  as  a  whole,  was  never  more  prosperous  than 
now.  All  is  peace  and  harmony  ;  a  slight  friction  between  Maryland 
and  Louisiana,  which  we  trust  a  little  of  the  oil  of  fraternity  will 
speedily  remove  ;  but  aside  from  that  no  note  of  discord  jars  upon 
general  harmony  throughout  the  world.  Canada  has  obtained  ner 
release  from  an  irksome  allegiance,  and  at  once  blossomed  into  a 
Supreme  and  Sovereign  Grand  Body.  The  chief  subjects  of  discus- 
sion in  Templar  circles  at  present  are  the  Holy  Trinity,  Tactics  and 
Drill,  Observance  of  Holy  Days,  and  the  Grand  Encampment.

CANADA— 1884. 

As  usual,  the  principal  feature  is  the  address  of  Sir 
Knight  Moore,  Great  Prior.  The  action  of  last  year  in 
making  a  declaration  of  independence  is  fully  reviewed, 
and  not  fully  approved,  but  reluctantly  acquiesced  in. 

A  communication  from  H.  R.  Highness  the  Prince 
of  Wales  was  read,  from  which  we  take  the  following: 

In  reply,  I  am  commanded  by  the  Prince  of  Wales,  our  Most 
Eminent  and.  Supreme  Grand  Master,  to  say,  that  as  the  members  of 
your  Great  Priory  have  no  doubt  arrived  at  this  decision  after  due 
and  ample  consideration  of  all  the  circumstances  of  the  case,  His 
Royal  Highness  readily  and  willingly  grants  their  request,  and 
hereby  absolves  them  from  their  allegiance  to  himself  as  members  of 
Convent  General ;  and  he  will  only  add  that  in  their  new  position  he 
trusts  that  they  may  have  a  prosperous  future. 

So  the  separation  is  now  complete. 
Regarding  the  Trinitarian  question  he  reiterates  his 
former  declarations  : 

When  speaking  of  the  Templar  Order,  it  is  that  of  the  British 
Dominions  I  allude  to,  which  is  understood  to  be  distinct  and  invio- 
late in  its  teachings  of  the  divinity  of  Christ,  and  repels  all  other 
latitudinarian  Christianity  as  diametrically  opposed  to  the  orthodox 
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doctrines  of  the  incarnation  and  the  unity  of  the  Godhead.  The 
only  true  test  of  Templary  is  a  belief  in  the  Holy  and  Undivided 
Trinity,  for  to  create  a  A  dual  God,"  setting  at  naught  the  Trinity,  is 
far  removed  from  Templary.  To  believe  "only"  in  the  Saviour,-  dis- 
carding the  three  persons  of  the  Godhead,  is  heterodoxv,  and  a 
deviation  from  the  true  "landmarks"  of  the  Ancient  templars, 
which  we  endeavor  to  represent. 

In  former  reports  we  have  said  all  we  desire  to  say 
on  this  question. 

Sir  Knight  Parvin  was  present  and  received  with 
honors  befitting  his  office,  and  we  are  told  made  an  elo- 
quent address. 

Sir  Knight  Moore  was  unanimously  re-elected  Great 
Prior;  Sir  Daniel  Spry  re-elected  Grand  Chancellor 
(Recorder). 


CONNECTICUT— 1885. 

Concerning  the  condition  of  the  Order  we  take  the 
following  from  Grand  Commander  Birdsey's  address: 

The  Order  in  Connecticut  may  be  congratulated  on  its  present 
prosperous  condition,  the  able  and  efficient  Sir  Knights  occupying 
official  positions  in  our  Subordinate  Commanderies,  and  the  class  of 
Companions  who  are  knocking  at  the  doors  of  our  Asylums. 

Under  the  head  of  decisions  he  says  : 

No  decisions  have  been  required  of  the  Grand  Commander,  ex- 
cept such  as  have  been  answered  by  reference  to  the  existing  laws  of 
the  Grand  Encampment.  I  am  assured  that  in  this  Grand  Jurisdic- 
tion there  is  a  marked  lack  of  familiarity  with  these  laws,  which  I 
believe  should  be  remedied. 

He  then  recommends  printing  with  the  Proceedings 
the  Statutes  and  Regulations  of  the  Grand  Commandery 
of  Connecticut,  and  the  Code  of  Statutes  of  the  Grand 
Encampment.     We  hope  this  will  have  the  desired  effect. 

The  following  sensible  resolution  was  adopted.  It 
should  be  so  without  any  resolution : 

Resolved.  The  Grand  Commandery  of  Connecticut  will  welcome 
the  Commanderies  of  the  different  States  within  her  jurisdiction 
without  the  formality  of  any  special  permission  being  granted  for 
that  purpose. 

It  was  left  optional  with  the  Commanderies  to  use 
either  the  long  or  short  form  of  Malta  Ritual.  We  think 
this  much  the  better  way. 
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Sir  Joseph  K.  Wheeler,  Grand  Recorder,  makes  the 
Report  on  Correspondence.  It  is  well  written,  with  but 
few  extracts. 

Our  Proceedings  for  last  year  are  reviewed.

DAKOTA— 1885. 

Grand  Commander  Roy  presiding,  and  a  full  attend- 
ance of  Grand  Officers,  and  representatives  from  the  six 
Subordinate  Commanderies. 

The  Grand  Commander,  in  his  Address,  says : 

It  has  been  a  prosperous  year  for  Templar  Masonry  in  Dakota; 
not  a  single  death  has  been  reported  in  the  Order  in  this  whole  Ter- 
ritory during  the  year;  and  I  nave  been  called  upon  to  make  but  few 
decisions  during  my  term  of  office.  Considerable  activity  has  pre- 
vailed throughout  our  Jurisdiction  for  the  year. 

The  proceedings  were  short  and  of  local  interest. 

Sir  Knight  Rand  does  not  seem  to  have  made  a 
Report  on  Correspondence.  He  was  continued  as  Chair- 
man of  the  Committee,  so  we  presume  he  had  a  good 
excuse  or  made  good  promises  for  the  future.

In  speaking  of  prizes  to  the  best  drilled  Commander- 
ies, the  Grand  Commander  says: 

The  best  drilled  Commanderies  are  the  best  working  Com- 
manderies. 

This  accords  precisely  with  our  experience. 
There   were  devotional  exercises  in  the   Methodist 
Church,  a  prize  drill,  and  a  complimentary  banquet. 
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An  interesting  and  eloquent  address  made  to  the 
Grand  Commandery  by  Sir  Lansing  Burrows,  is  given  in 
full. 

A  Complete  Report  on  Correspondence  is  made  by 
Sir  Roland  B.  Hall. 

In  opening,  he  states  his  purpose  as  follows: 

My  aim  has  been  to  give  you  the  proceedings  of  our  sister  Juris- 
dictions in  as  limited  space  as  a  proper  comprehension  of  them  would 
permit.  To  this  end  I  have  avoided  controversies  and  presented  only 
the  valuable  suggestions  of  presiding  officers  and  the  transactions  of 
the  Grand  Bodies.

We  quote  from  the  Grand  Commander's  Address: 

The  Templar  year  now  closing,  is  remarkable,  only  from  the 
lack  of  any  striking  event  Doubtless  the  labors  incident  to  Trien- 
nial conclaves  are  followed  by  more  than  ordinary  quietness.  That 
there  is  no  lack  of  interest  attached  to  our  Order,  we  can  strongly 
maintain.  We  find  the  labors  in  the  Asylum  more  satisfying  and 
the  fever  for  display  less  ardent.  The  ritual  well  exemplified,  and 
the  social  intercourse,  within  our  halls,  more  than  compensate  the 
lack  of  public  exhibitions. 

No  decisions  were  required  from  the  Grand  Com- 
mander : 

So  complete  and  explicit  are  the  statutes  and  edicts  of  our  Order 
and  bearing  upon  the  points  at  issue,  that  no  decision  has  been  ren- 
dered nor  required  of  your  Grand  Commander.  The  few  questions 
arising,  have  found  easy  solution,  by  correspondence  and  reference  to 
datum  of  the  past. 

Nothing  came  before  the  Committee  on  Grievances. 

The  question  of  "Uniform"  was  " referred  to  a  Special 
Committee  of  five  to  be  designated  as  a  Committee  on 
Ritual." 
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We  are  unable  to  give  a  reason  for  such  a  designa- 
tion. Probably  the  regular  committee  on  this  subject  had 
been  worn  out  by  frequent  reference  and  inaction. 

A  form  for  installation  was  adopted  and  printed  with 
the  proceedings.  The  Code  of  Statutes  of  the  Grand  En- 
campment is  also  given  in  full. 

Sir  Knight  Gurney  makes  the  Report  on  Corres- 
pondence in  his  usual  full  and  able  manner. 

The  last  Triennial  is  very  fully  reviewed. 

Colorado,  1883,  is  fully  and  fairly  reviewed.  He 
agrees  with  Grand  Commander  Fitch's  decision  that  a 
Commandery  U.  D.  may  receive  members  by  affiliation. 

Sir  Haswell  C.  Clarke,  Grand  Commander;  Sir  Gil- 
bert W.  Barnard,  re-elected  Grand  Recorder. 


INDIANA— 1885. 

Grand  Commander  Vail  opens  his  address  as  follows, 
which  shows  well  for  the  Order: 

The  dividing  line  between  past  and  future  which  brings  us 
together  to-day  to  review  the  one  and  take  action  for  the  other,  is 
approached  after  a  year  of,  perhaps,  unprecedented  quietude  in  Tem- 
plar history  in  this  Grand  Jurisdiction.  This  condition  of  affairs 
would  seem  to  be  due,  not  to  inertness  among  the  Subordinate  Bodies, 
but  rather  to  the  avoidance  of  causes  of  friction,  indicative  of  that 
mindfulness  of  the  principles  of  our  Order  which  is  essential  to  its 
continued  harmony  and  prosperity. 

A  large  number  of  Special  Dispensations  were 
granted  to  Commanderies  to  appear  in  public  to  attend 
services  on  Easter  and  Ascension  Day.  We  think  this 
should  be  provided  for  and  allowed  by  statute,  and  thus 
relieve  the  Grand  Commander  as  well  as  the  Command- 
eries, of  the  trouble  pertaining  to  Special  Dispensations. 

From  the  proceedings  we  learn  that  the  bank  in 
which  the  Grand  Treasurer  had  the  funds  deposited,  be- 
came bankrupt,  and  the  balance  on  hand,  $743  31,  was 
lost.  By  resolution  the  Grand  Commandery  took  upon 
itself  the  loss,  and  relieved  the  Treasurer  therefrom. 

The  idea  embodied  in  the  following  resolution  we 
think  excellent: 
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Resolved,  That  Right  Eminent  Sir  Nicholas  R.  Ruckle,  Past 
Grand  Commander,  be  and  is  hereby  appointed  Historian  of  Templar 
Masonry  of  Indiana,  to  fill  the  vacancy  occasioned  by  the  death  of 
Right  Eminent  Sir  Charles  Craft.  And  the  Historian  is  empowered 
to  call  upon  each  Subordinate  Commandery  in  the  State  for  such  data 
as  is  necessary  in  compiling  the  history  of  said  Commanderies,  and  to 
aid  in  compiling  the  history  of  Templar  Masonry  in  Indiana. 

A  carefully  prepared  history,  such  as  contemplated, 
will  in  time  become  not  only  interesting  but  invaluable. 

The  Report  on  Correspondence  is  made  by  Sir  N.  R. 
Ruckle,  P.  G.  C.  It  is  carefully  prepared,  full  and  com- 
plete. This  is  especially  true  of  the  statistical  tables, 
which  we  take  pleasure  in  republishing  with  proper 
credit.  o

The  Commanderies  generally  observed  Easter  Sun- 
day and  Ascension  Thursday  with  appropriate  cere- 
monies; a  general  order  permitted  appearance  in  public 
on  these  days.  A  resolution  was  adopted  declaring  these 
to  be  Templar  holidays,  and  authorizing  the  Command- 
eries to  appear  in  uniform  in  public  "for  the  purpose  of 
attending  services  or  demonstrations  connected  there- 
with" on  these  days. 

We  think  the  custom  a  very  good  one. 

The  proposition  to  purchase  a  camping  ground  was 
discussed  and  none  of  the  various  offers  were  accepted, 
but  a  resolution  was  adopted  not  to  entertain  any  prop- 
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osition  except  an  offer  to  donate  not  less  than  ten  acres 
for  this  purpose.  Thereupon  two  offers  to  donate  were 
made  and  a  committee  was  appointed  to  make  a  selection 
of  one  of  the  tracts. 

This  is  a  new  idea  to  us,  but  may  be  a  good  one. 

The  Report  on  Correspondence  is  from  the  able  pen 
of  Sir  Knight  Guilbert.  P.  G.  C. 

The  Proceedings  of  Colorado  for  1883  receive  notice. 

Referring  to  our  Report  on  Correspondence  he  calls 
it  a  "travesty  of  a  report,"  and  calls  us  "the  champion 
condenser."  We  might  plead  guilty  had  we  not  just 
read  the  first  report  made  in  Massachusetts  at  the  last 
Annual  Conclave.  To  make  a  fair  average,  we  presume, 
he  says  our  report  ''bristles  with  pointed  comments." 
We  must  adhere  to  what  we  said  in  reviewing  Iowa  last 
year,  and  be  brief

KANSAS— 1885. 

Grand  Commander  DeWitt  in  his  address  reports 
the  condition  of  the  Order  as  follows : 

Our  Order  is  in  good  condition  throughout  the  State — no  ele- 
ment of  discord  has  intruded  into  our  Asylums,  but  peace  prevails 
within  our  walls,  and  prosperity  within  our  palaces.  The  report  of 
the  Grand  Recorder  shows  a  falling  off  in  the  receipts  of  the  past 
year,  as  compared  with  the  year  previous,  but  it  is  fully  accounted 
for  by  the  fact  that  in  the  season  of  1883  the  Orders  of  Knighthood 
were  conferred  upon  a  great  many  candidates  in  the  expectation  of 
their  taking  part  in  the  Triennial  Pilgrimage.  The  past  year  had  no 
such  special  incentive.  If  the  number  of  those  knighted  has  been 
diminished,  owing  to  greater  care  in  selecting  from  the  material 
offered,  the  loss  in  our  revenue  is  not  to  be  regretted. 

The  Committee  on  New  Commanderies,  reporting 
on  the  work  of  a  new  Coramandery  which  had  con- 
ferred the  Orders  on  seventeen,  makes  the  following  sen- 
sible remarks: 

Your  committee  is  inclined  to  believe  that  it  is  not  good  policy 
for  a  new  Commandery  to  do  so  much  work  the  first  year  of  its  ex- 
istence ;  they  should  be  more  conservative.  It  generally  results  in 
little  or  no 'work  the  next  year  or  two,  or,  as  is  the  case  sometimes, 
poor  material  get  into  our  Commanderies.  The  latter  is  more  likely 
to  occur ;  far  better  that  we  make  haste  slowly. 
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The  Committee  on  Tactics  and  Drill  failed  to  report. 
A  new  committee  was  appointed,  to  report  next  year. 
We  presume  this  committee  will  fail  to  report  and  the 
subject  will  go  over  for  another  year.  This  is  as  well,  or 
probably  better  than  changing  the  work  every  year. 

A  committee  was  appointed  *'on  Triennial  Conclave 
Grand  Encampment,"  to  arrange  for  a  pilgrimage  to  St. 
Louis  next  year. 

The  Report  on  Correspondence  is  made  by  Sir 
Knight  Brown,  Grand  Recorder. 

It  is  in  his  usual  style,  full  and  complete. 

Colorado  for  1884  is  fully  and  courteously  reviewed. 

The  following  fact,  stated  in  his  opening,  is  a  forci- 
ble argument  in  favor  of  shortening  reports: 

No  new  questions  have  been  raised  for  examination  or  discus- 
sion, and  many,  which  formerly  were  the  themes  of  controversy,  are 
passed  in  silence,  or,  at  most,  are  merely  referred  to  in  explanatory 
remarks.

KENTUCKY— 1885. 

According  to  custom  the  Proceedings  commenced 
with  a  grand  parade. 

The  procession  was  six  squares  in  length,  and  was  really  a 
splendid  pageant;  six  superb  bands  furnishing  music  for  the  occa- 
sion.   The  precision  of  the  marching  was  especially  commendable. 

Taking  into  consideration  the  example  of  the  Grand 
Encampment  of  the  United  States,  we  suppose  no  objec- 
tion can  properly  be  made  to  sucn  display.  Personally, 
we  must  say  it  seems  to  us,  to  say  the  least,  undesirable. 

An  Address  of  Welcome  was  delivered  by  the  Gov- 
ernor of  the  State,  to  which  the  Grand  Commander  re- 
sponded in  appropriate  terms. 

The  Grand  Commander  in  his  address  reports  the 
condition  of  the  Order  as  follows: 

The  year  has  been  uneventful ;  peace  and  harmony  have  pre- 
vailed throughout  all  our  borders.  No  question  has  been  submitted 
to  me  for  an  official  decision  but  that  could  have  been  left  unasked 
by  a  simple  reference  to  the  Code  of  Statutes. 
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The  newly  elected  officers  were  publicly  installed  at 
the  Opera  House,  after  which  the  Governor  of  the  State 
gave  a  reception  at  his  mansion. 

The  Conclave  seems  to  have  been  a  very  pleasant 
one.  It  reminds  us  very  much  of  the  average  Trien- 
nial. The  social  feature  overshadows  everything  else. 
Less  business  and  more  pleasure  and  social  intercourse 
might,  in  our  opinion,  be  an  improvement  in  some  other 
Grand  Commanderies,  even  though  they  should  fail 
to  prescribe  the  precise  manner  of  wearing  "metal  but- 
tons" as  did  Kentucky.

We  meet  to  review  the  past  year,  render  an  account  of  our  stew- 
ardship and  provide  for  the  future,  and  I  trust  zeal  for  the  good  of 
our  Order  may  so  prompt  our  actions  that  the  same  peace  and  har- 
mony may  be  continued  in  our  entire  jurisdiction  as  now  exists,  for 
no  complaints  have  been  made  to  me,  nor  has  a  single  question  been 
referrea  for  decision. 

Very  little  was  done,  and  that  only  of  local  interest 
We  find  no  reference  whatever  to  the  trouble  with  the 
Grand  Commandery  of  Maryland.  We  hope  the  breach 
has  been  healed. 

No  Report  on  Correspondence.

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MAINE— 1884. 

We  most  heartily  .approve  the  following  from  Grand 
Commander  Bangs'  Address: 

Every  Sir  Knight  should  familiarize  himself  with  the  ordinary 
military  evolutions  of  the  asylum  that  pertain  to  our  Order,  and  are 
as  much  a  part  of  it  as  is  the  ritual  itself.  The  importance  of  this  can 
hardly  be  over-estimated,  as  ours  is  a  military  order,  and  efficiency  in 
drill  and  discipline  seems  pre-requisite.  Everything  being  equal,  the 
best  drilled  will  be  the  best  working  Commandery. 

The  Grand  Commander  reports  the  twenty-second 
Triennial  a  success,  socially  for  what  was  done,  and  "the 
business  part  of  the  Triennial"  a  success  because  very 
little  was  done.  He  probably  belongs  to  that  class  that 
thinks  the  world  is  governed  too  much.  His  eloquently 
expressed  thanks  show  he  was  pleased,  to  say  the  least: 

I  desire  to  express,  in  the  most  emphatic  manner,  my  hearty 
thanks  for  personal  and  official  courtesies  to  myself  and  your  repre- 
sentatives, that  I  cannot  even  hope  to  return,  nor  can  I  ever  forget 
them  or  the  enjoyment  of  a  three  weeks'  stay  in  that  sunny  land 
11  where  the  Pacific  sings  on  a  golden  lee  the  sunset  song  of  the  Na- 
tion." 

The  condition  of  the  Order  is  reported  as  follows : 

Our  Subordinate  Commanderies  are,  as  a  rule,  prosperous  and 
doing  a  fair  amount  of  work.'  The  net  gain  in  the  jurisdiction  is  not 
large,  and  I  trust  indicates  that  quality  and  not  quantity  of  material  is 
most  desirable.  Our  standard  of  qualification  should  be  so  exacting 
that  to  be  created  a  Knight  Templar  would  be  an  honor  and  a  dis- 
tinction to  any  man. 

Under  the  head  of  suggestions,  we  find  this : 

The  question  of  the  abolition  of  exclusive  jurisdiction  is  being 
generally  considered  and  discussed,  and  in  some  form  may  be  thought 
desirable.  Country  fratres  claim  the  same  privileges  as  are  enjoyed 
by  their  city  brethren,  and  with  justice.  Is  it  courteous  for  a  Com- 
mandery to  force  a  Companion  to  take  the  Orders  where  he  has  no 
wish  to  go  ?    Is  such  membership  in  any  way  desirable? 

Pennsvlvania  permits  any  Commandery  in  that  jurisdiction  ta 
confer  the  Orders  by  securing  consent  of  Commandery  having  Tem- 

Slar  jurisdiction,  but  such  consent  is  not  to  be  withheld,  except  for 
lasonic  reasons. 

We  have  always  opposed  legislation  making  mem- 
bership obligatory  in  any  Masonic  body.  In  other  words, 
we  believe  in  voluntary  Masonry  and  membership.     If  a. 
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member  does  not  desire  to  continue  his  membership,  he 
should  be  allowed  to  sever  his  connection.  But  we  would 
have  it  distinctly  understood  he  thereby  releases  the 
Order  from  all  obligation.  We  ar4  not  certain,  however, 
that  the  proposed  change  in  jurisdiction  would  be  an 
improvement. 

Sir  Stephen  Berry  makes  the  Report  on  Correspon- 
dence in  his  usual  full  and  able  style.  He  reviews  the 
proceedings  of  Colorado  for  1883. 

Sir  Isaac  S.  Bangs,  re-elected  Graud  Commander, 
and  Sir  Ira  Berry  re-elected  Grand  Recorder. 


MARYLAND— 1884. 

Grand  Commander  Han  way,  in  his  Address,  states 
the  condition  of  the  Order  in  the  Jurisdiction  to  be  as 
follows: 

The  past,  although  rather  an  uneventful  year,  has  been  one  of 
unexampled  peace  throughout  our  Jurisdiction.  Harmony  has  pre- 
vailed among  our  Subordinate  Commanderies  to  a  greater  degree  than 
has  heretofore  existed,  each  vieing  with  the  other  as  to  which  "could 
best  work  and  best  agree."  All  of  the  Commanderies  have  enjoyed 
a  fair  degree  of  prosperity. 

The  correspondence  with  the  Grand  Commandery  of 
Louisiana,  to  which  we  referred  quite  fully  last  year,  is 
given  in  full  by  the  Grand  Commander. 

The  Committee  on  Doings  of  Grand  Officers  com- 
ments on  the  same  as  follows : 

Respecting  the  comments  of  the  Grand  Commander  upon  the 
present  status  of  the  Grand  Commanderies  of  Louisiana  and  Mary- 
land, your  Committee  concur  in  his  expressions  of  regret  that  the 
former  Grand  Body  should  have  severed  its  heretofore  pleasant 
relations  with  this  Grand  Commandery,  and  indulge  the  hope  that 
when  our  Louisiana  Fraters  interpret  the  resolution  in  regard  to  the 
matter  in  controversy,  passed  by  the  Grand  Commandery.  in  the 
spirit  in  which  it  was  offered  and  carried,  and  understand  the  frater- 
nal feeling  and  knightly  courtesy  entertained  for  them  by  every 
Maryland  Templar,  the  resolution  "of  non-intercourse  will  be  unani- 
mously rescinded. 

From  the  language  of  the  resolution  of  the  Grand 
Commandery  of  Louisiana,  we  presume  the  above  is  not 
sufficiently  explicit  to  be  satisfactory. 
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The  Grand  Commander  condemns  discussion  of 
theological  questions  by  Committees  on  Correspondence. 
We  think  a  temperate  discussion  in  a  fraternal  spirit  of 
all  questions  pertaining  to  Templary  beneficial  to  the 
Order.  * 

The  Committee  on  Uniform  submitted  a  report,  pre- 
scribing full  details  of  uniform,  which  was  adopted : 

Sir  Knight  Adreon,  a3  usual,  makes  a  full  and  enter- 
taining Report  on  Correspondence. 

Colorado  for  1883  receives  kindly  notice. 

Sir  Woodward  Abrahams,  Grand  Commander;  Sir 
Charles  T.  Sisco,  re-elected  Grand  Recorder. 


MASSACHUSETTS  AND  RHODE  ISLAND-1884. 

The  Semi-Annual  Conclave  was  held  May  28,  1884. 

The  Grand  Commander's  address  merely  reports  his 
official  actions,  and  contains  nothing  of  general  interest 
outside  the  jurisdiction. 

St.  John's  Commandery  exemplified  the  Order  of 
Malta  Ritual.  The  question  of  using  the  long  or  short 
form,  after  discussion,  was  referred  to  a  Committee. 

A  Committee  on  Correspondence  was  appointed. 

The  Annual  Conclave  was  held  at  Boston,  October 
31,  1884,  Grand  Commander  Saunders  presiding. 

Grand  Commander  Birdsey,  of  Connecticut,  was 
present  and  received  with  appropriate  ceremony. 

The  Grand  Commander  reports  the  condition  of  the 
Order: 

Our  Order,  during  the  past  twelve  months,  has  enjoyed  a  season 
of  prosperity ;  harmony  and  good  will  prevails  throughout  our  Juris- 
diction. Most  of  our  Commanderies  are  out  of  debt,  some  of  them 
for  the  first  time  since  their  constitution,  while  many  have  estab- 
lished charity  funds  which  in  time  of  need  cxvn  be  used  for  the  relief 
of  their  distressed  Fraters. 

Sir  Alfred  F.  Chapman,  Grand  Recorder,  makes  the 
first  Report  on  Correspondence.  We  like  the  style  of 
this  Report:  the  first  half  of  it  is  devoted  to  discussion 
of  questions  of  general  interest  to  Templars;  very  short, 
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it  is  true,  but  to  the  point.  The  remainder  is  a  very  short 
notice  of  the  proceedings  of  various  Grand  Commander- 
ies.     Colorado  is  kindly  noticed  in  less  than  two  lines. 

A  Ritual  of  the  Red  Cross  and  Temple  Orders  was 
adopted. 

The  Ritual  of  the  Order  of  Malta  was  not  disposed 
of,  the  Committee' asking  further  time. 

Sir  Charles  C.  Hutchinson,  Grand  Commander;  Sir 
Alfred  F.  Chapman,  re-elected  Grand  Recorder. 


MICHIGAN— 1885. 

The  address  of  Grand  Commander  Moore  gives  a 
full  account  of  his  official  acts  during  the  year. 
Of  the  condition  of  the  Order  he  says  : 

It  affords  me  much  pleasure  to  report  that  within  our  jurisdic- 
tion, as  well  as  throughout  our  happy  land,  peace  reigns  and  pros- 
perity abounds. 

In  the  address  we  notice  particularly  the  following: 

No  Dispensations  have  been  asked  the  past  year  for  the  estab- 
lishment of  new  Commanderies.  I  presume  such  action  has  been 
postponed  during  recess  by  those  interested  awaiting  the  meeting  of 
the  Grand  Commandery. 

In  our  opinion  no  Grand  Commandery,  during  its 
short  session  and  multitude  of  business,  can  devote  the 
time  and  attention  and  make  the  investigation  necessary 
to  properly  decide  whether  or  not  a  Dispensation  should 
be  granted.  This  should  be  done  by  the  Grand  Com- 
mander only.  He  is  then  personally  responsible  and  he 
can  properly  investigate  and  pass  upon  such  applications. 
And,  further,  no  Commandery  should  be  Chartered  until 
it  has  worked  under  Dispensation  and  conferred  the 
Orders,  and  made  proper  report  to  the  Grand  Command- 
ery. The  report  should  be  thoroughly  examined  and 
approved  by  the  proper  committee.  We  know  this  is 
wise  counsel;  we  learned  it  by  experience.  We  are  led 
to  these  remarks,  too,  by  noticing  that  a  Charter  was 
granted  for  a  new  Commandery,  and  that  the  recommen- 
dation therefor: 
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Gave  rise  to  a  most  earnest,  forcible  and  interesting  discussion 
of  the  entire  report  of  the  committee,  which  was  participated  in  with 
much  earnestness. 

The  representatives  of  the  nearest  Comraandery : 

Gave  notice  that  said  Commandery  felt  aggrieved  at  the  action 
of  the  Grand  Commandery  in  granting  a  Charter  for  a  new  Com- 
mandery at  Charlotte,  and  that  they  would  appeal  to  the  Grand 
Encampment  of  the  United  States  against  the  action  now  taken. 

In  our  opinion  a  result  naturally  to  be  expected  from 
such  a  proceeding,  although  we  infer  from  subsequent 
proceedings  that  the  notice  of  appeal  was  withdrawn. 

The  Committee  on  Uniform,  to  which  we  referred 
last  year,  failed  to  report,  and  was  continued  for  another 
year. 

The  Report  on  Correspondence  is  made  by  Grand 
Recorder  Innis.  It  is  even  more  full  than  his  former 
reports,  which  is  saying  a  great  deal.  Every  jurisdiction 
is  fully  and  fairly  reviewed,  Colorado  for  1884  included. 

From  the  conclusion  of  his  report  we  take  the  fol- 
lowing : 

The  reports  of  the  past  year  appear  to  us  unusually  interesting ; 
every  question  has  been  discussed  in  a  most  courteous  manner,  and 
all  seem  to  be  aC  peace  and  harmony  save  and  except  our  good  sisters 
Louisiana  and  Maryland ;  but  that  is  nothing ;  only  a  passing  cloud 
that  for  a  moment  obscures  the  sunlight.

do  service  in  the  cause  for  which  they  have  enlisted,  with  fourteen 
Subordinate  Commanderies  entitled  to  representation  at  this  Grand 
Conclave,  and  two  more  asking  for  admission. 

The  Report  on  Correspondence  is  made  by  Sir

The  Proceedings  of  Colorado  for  1883  are  reviewed. 
He  agrees  with  our  Committee  on  Jurisprudence  that  a 
Commandery  U.  D.  cannot  receive  members  by  affilia- 
tion.

MISSOURI— 1885. 
From  Grand  Commander  Sloan's  Address  we  quote: 

The  official  year  now  closing  has  been  one  of  unusual  quietude 
and  yet  of  probperity ;  for  I  am  happy  to  know  and  announce  to  you 
that  our  Subordinates  have  quietly  pursued  the  even  tenor  of  their 
way ;  that  among  them  there  have  been  no  unseemly  contentions, 
and  on  the  contrary  a  general  desire  to  promote  the  forward  progress 
of  the  Order. 

The  Committee  of  Arrangements  for  the  Twenty- 
Third  Triennial  Conclave,  to  be  held  at  St.  Louis  next 
year,  reported  progress.  They  seem  to  be  making  all 
necessary  preparations. 

Sir  knight  Mayo  makes  the  Report  on  Correspond- 
ence.    It  is  in  his  usual  style,  full  and  complete. 

Commenting  on  the  Grand  Encampment,  he  makes 
some  sensible  remarks,  among  others  the  following : 

Taking  a  retrospective  view,  we  are  constrained  to  say,  our  be- 
loved Order  is  improving  and  progressing,  on  the  whole,  very  satis- 
factorily.   The  Ritual  of  the  Order  of  Malta,  as  prescribed  by  the 
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Grand  Encampment,  has  been  ratified  by  all  Grand  Commanderiea 
where  received;  usually  the  short  formula  adopted,  sometimes  left 
optional  with  the  Subordinates  to  use  either.  In  our  journey  we 
found  a  few  disaffected,  possibly  disappointed  office-seekers,  who  are 
inclined  to  advocate  or  start  a  secession  movement,  against  the  Grand 
Encampment.  *  *  *  No  institution  is  worthy  the  patron- 
age and  confidence  of  good  men  if  it  can  not  stand  and  improve  by 
having  a  certain  amount  of  adverse  criticism.  *  *  *  The 
Grand  Encampment,  Knights  Templar  of  the  United  States,  is  a 
stronger  body  to-day  than  it  ever  has  been  in  its  history ;  of  course,  it 
has  done  some  foolish  things,  and  has  left  undone  some  very  import- 
ant things,  but  what  legislative  body  in  existence,  or  that  has  ever 
existed,  that  does  not,  or  has  not,  from  the  National  Government's 
Congress  down  to  the  smallest  corporation  with  legislative  powers? 

Colorado  for  1884  is  kindly  noticed.

NEBRASKA— 1884. 

Grand  Officers  and  Representatives  from  eleven  of 
the  thirteen  Subordinate  Commanderies  present. 

Grand  Commander  Owen.,  in  his  Address,  makes  the 
following  favorable  report  on  the  condition  of  the  Order : 

The  past  year  has  been  one  of  unusual  prosperity ;  the  earth  has 
not  proved  unfriendly  to  man,  bountiful  harvests  have  dotted  the 
surface  of  our  beautiful  State,  and  we  have  all  been  rewarded  for 
trials  and  labor.  Peace  and  harmony  have  prevailed  throughout  this 
Jurisdiction.  I  have  not  had  to  make  any  decisions  but  what  were 
clearly  pointed  out  in  our  statutes,  which  shows  the  Sir  Knights  are 
practicing  the  principles  of  our  Order.

The  Report  on  Correspondence  (not  foreign,  but  es- 
sentially of  home  production)  covers  more  than  one  hun- 
dred and  fifty  closely  printed  pages;  so  it  must  be  a  full 
report.     It  is  by  Sir  John  J  Monell,  Jr. 

The  Proceedings  of  Colorado  for  1883  are  very  fully 
reviewed;  some  criticism,  and  some  approval.  The 
former,  or  most  of  it,  we  think   merited ;    especially  the 
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neglect  to  devote  a  memorial  page  to  each  deceased  Fra- 
ter.  The  writer  hereof  receives  kind  personal  notice,  for 
which,  thanks. 

Sir  Knight  Monell  was  re-appointed,  so  we  hope  to 
hear  from  him  again.

NEW  HAMPSHIRE— 1884. 

The  following  from  Grand  Commander  Bunton's

NEW  JERSEY— 1884. 

From  the  opening  of  Grand  Commander  Cliffs 
Address  we  take  the  following  : 

My  official  acts  have  been  comparatively  few,  principally  owing 
to  the  prosperous  and  healthy  condition  of  the  Order,  and  the 
knightly  courtesy  exhibited  by  the /raters  of  this  and  sister  jurisdic- 
tions. 

The  following  resolution  was  unanimously  adopted ; 

Resolved,  That  the  reports  of  the  Deputy  Grand  Commander, 
Grand  Generalissimo  and  Grand  Captain-General  be  hereafter  made 
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to  the  R.  E.  Grand  Commander  at  least  three  weeks  before  the  time 
of  the  Annual  Conclave,  and  that  the  Grand  Commander  embrace  a 
summary  of  the  reports  in  his  address,  and  that  the  R.  E.  Grand 
Commander  submit  his  address  to  the  Committee  on  Doings  of 
Grand  Officers  at  least  one  week  prior  to  the  Annual  Conclave. 

We  certainly  think  such  a  requirement  of  the  Grand 
Commander  entirely  unwarranted ;  until  delivered — 
addressed  to  the  Grand  Commandery,  no  person  has  any 
right  whatever  to  any  intimation  even  of  what  it  is  to 
be,  until  that  time  it  is  not  an  address.  It  may  not  be 
written,  and  if  written  it  may  be  changed  at  the  last 
moment. 

The  proceedings  were  very  short  and  of  local  inter- 
est. 

Sir  Knight  Edwards,  Chairman  of  the  Committee 
on  Correspondence,  resigned,  and  the  Grand  Commander 
appointed  Sir  Charles  Bechtel,  Grand  Recorder,  in  his 
stead. 

The  report  is  largely  made  up  by  quotations,  inter- 
spersed, however,  with  fair  comments. 

Thomas  W.  Tilden,  Grand  Commander;  Charles 
Bechtel,  reelected  Grand  Recorder. 


NEW  YORK— 1884. 

A  cordial  and  eloquent  address  of  welcome  was 
delivered  by  Sir  Knighi  Fay,  of  Hugh  de  Payens  Com- 
mandery, to  which  Grand  Commander  Aikman  appro- 
priately responded.  He  was  followed  by  the  venerable 
Sir  John  W.  Simons. 

Our  Grand  Representative  Sir  Perry  Stowell  was 
present. 

The  Grand  Commander  reports  : 

The  official  year  now  closing  has  been  one  of  unusual  quietude, 
and  yet  of  prosperity,  for  I  am  happy  to  know  and  to  announce  to 
you  that  our  Subordinates  have  quietly  pursued  the  even  tenor  of 
their  way  ;  that  among  them  there  have  been  no  unseemly  conten- 
tions, but  on  the  contrary  a  general  desire  to  promote  the  forward 
progress  of  the  Order  and  to  keep  the  Empire  State  in  the  van  it 
long  ago  conquered. 

Grand  Commander  Martin  and  Grand  Recorder 
Meyer,  of  Pennsylvania,  were  present  and  received  with 
appropriate  ceremonies. 
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A  resolution  to.  sever  the  allegiance  of  the  Grand 
Commandery  from  the  Grand  Encampment  of  the  United 
States,  introduced  last  year,  was  rejected  by  unanimously 
adopting  the  full  and  able  report  of  the  Committee  on 
Jurisprudence  against  it.  We  sincerely  trust  no  such 
resolution  will  be  ever  again  presented. 

Tactics  and  Drill,  as  usual,  take  considerable  time. 
New  work,  or  rather  a  new  book,  is  adopted,  which  H  is 
fondly  hoped  will  settle  the  vexed  question  for  all  time. 
We  wish  it  might  be  so,  but  must  entertain  a  doubt. 

With  pleasure  we  quote  from  the  report  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Grievance  and  Appeals  : 

We  feel  that  it  is  a  pleasant  commentary  upon  the  beneficent 
influence  of  the  sublime  teachings  of  our  Order,  that  in  a  jurisdic- 
tion containing  a  constituency  of  over  seven  thousand,  no  Suoordin- 
ate  Commandery,  or  any  Sir  Knight  of  any  command  has  felt  for 
many  years  past  any  reason  to  be  aggrieved  with  another,  or  any 
occasion  to  appeal  to  this  Grand  Body  for  relief.  Long  may  this  con- 
dition of  peace,  harmony  and  prosperity  continue. 

The  veteran  Sir  Robert  Morris,  of  Kentucky,  was 
present,  and  on  his  reception  made  one  of  his  character- 
istic flowery  speeches. 

Sir  John  W.  Simons  makes  the  Report  on  C6rres- 
pondence.     It  is  full,  able  and  fair. 

Colorado  for  1883  is  reviewed.  He  agrees  with 
Grand  Commander  Fitch  that  a  Commandery  U.  D.  can 
receive  members  by  affiliation.  Personally  we  think  so 
too.     Our  Grand  Commandery  holds  otherwise. 

We  await  with  pleasurable  expectation  Sir  Knight 
Siinons's  next  report,  wrhich  will  be  his  thirty-third. 

Sir  Abel  A.  Crosby,  Grand  Commander ;  Sir  Robert 
Macoy,  re-elected  Grand  Recorder. 


NORTH  CAROLINA— 1884. 

The  Grand  Commander  reports  the  condition  of  the 
Order  prosperous: 

Let  us  pive  thanks  that  peace  and  prosperity  prevail  within  the 
Asylum  walls  of  Templar  Masonry  in  our  midst. 
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Under  the  head  of  Decisions,  he  reports  having  made 
the  following : 

That  a  Companion  who  has  an  artificial  leg  was  eligible  to  elec- 
tion for  the  Orders  of  Knighthood  if  he  was  able  to  perform  all  the 
ceremonies  and  signs  of  the  Order. 

Heretofore,  we  have  unhesitatingly  expressed  our 
opinion  on  the  physical  qualification  test.  This  decision 
meets  our  unqualified  personal  endorsement. 

Following  the  adjournment,  a  grand  banquet  was 
given,  which  seems  to  have  been  highly  enjoyed,  and  at 
which  there  was  a  full  attendance. 

The  Statutes,  Rules  and  Orders  of  the  Grand  Com- 
mandery  are  published  in  full. 

There  is  no  Report  on  Correspondence,  and  we  find 
no  allusion  to  it  in  the  Proceedings.

OHIO— 1884. 

From  the  full  and  able  address  of  Grand  Commander 
Vance  we  learn  that  prosperity  and  general  harmony 
prevail  throughout  the  Jurisdiction: 

It  affords  roe  special  pleasure  to  report  continued  prosperity 
throughout  our  entire  Jurisdiction,  and  while  the  net  increase  in 
membership  has  not  been  so  great  as  it  was  in  1880-82-83,  every 
-Commandery  in  the  Jurisdiction  has  had  more  or  less  work. 

Under  the  head  of  Decisions  we  find  the  following, 
which  is  the  experience  of  all  Grand  Commander: 

I  have  had  numerous  questions  of  Templar  jurisprudence  pro- 
pounded to  me,  nearly  all  of  which  were  answered  by  citing  the 
writers  to  our  Statutes  and  Regulations. 

We  concur  in  the  following : 

I  am  sorry  to  say  that  it  has  become  very  common  among  the 
Commanderies  of  this  Jurisdiction  to  confer  the  Order  of  the  Temple 
upon  several  Red  Cross  Knights  at  the  same  time.  In  my  opinion 
the  practice  dissipates  that  proper  sense  of  reverence  with  which  the 
-candidate  should  be  impressed,  and  .detracts  from  the  beauty  of  our 
Ritual.  I  would  recommend  that  the  Commanderies  of  this  Jurisdic- 
tion be  prohibited  from  conferring  the  Order  of  the  Temple  upon 
more  than  one  Red  Cross  Knight  at  a  time. 
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Sir  J.  M.  Booth,  Grand  Representative  from  Colo- 
rado, was  present. 

Sir  W.  Larue  Thomas,  Senior  Grand  Warden  of  the 
Grand  Encampment  of  the  United  States,  was  present^ 
and  received  with  proper  honor. 

The  following,  which  was  adopted,  would  have  re- 
ceived our  vote  had  we  been  present: 

Resolved,  That  it  shall  be  deemed  unknightly  for  any  Command 
ery  in  this  Jurisdiction  to  permit  the  use  of  intoxicating  or  spirituou 
liquors,  as  a  beverage,  at  its  headquarters  while  in  attendance  at  any 
Grand  Conclave  of  this  Grand  Commandery. 

Sir  Knight  Carson,  as  usual,  makes  a  full  report  on 
"  Foreign  Communications."  He  reviews  the  proceed- 
ings of  Colorado  for  1883.  He  thinks  the  Grand  Com- 
mander was  right  in  deciding  that  a  Commandery  under 
dispensation  could  receive  members  by  affiliation,  and 
that  the  Committee  on  Jurisprudence  was  wrong  in  over- 
ruling the  decision.  Personally  we  agree  with  him,  but 
as  our  Grand  Commandery  held  otherwise,  we  await 
further  light  from  the  Grand  Encampment  or  some  other 
source. 

In  reviewing  California,  we  find  the  following  re- 
garding a  growing  evil : 

It  is  time  that  the  honorable  Masons  of  the  country,  well- 
wishers  of  the  Order,  should  speak  out,  and  take  action  to  prevent 
the  traffic  in  sham  Masonry.  If  it  is  allowed  to  go  on,  the  time  is  not 
far  distant  when  the  Order  in  all  its  branches  will  be  abandoned  to 
Masonic  bunkoists  and  deadbeats;  and  honorable  men  in  it  will  be 
unknown. 

Sir  Eli  Fasold,  Grand  Commander;  Sir  James  Nes- 
bit,  re-elected  Grand  Recorder. 


PENNSYLVANIA— 1884. 

We  find  the  following  in  Grand  Commander  Batch- 
elor's  address : 

The  Grand  Commandery  may,  with  pride,  point  to  the  present 
prosperous  condition  of  the  Order  in  this  jurisdiction,  for  nowhere 
in  this,  or  any  other  country,  is  the  Order  in  a  more  flourishing  state. 
Our  membership,  in  the  aggregate,  has  not  materially  increased, 
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which  is,  to  me,  a  good  sign,  as  it  is  evidence  that  quality,  not 
quantity,  has  been  the  prevalent  spirit  with  the  Commanderies  the 
past  year,  in  selecting  material  for  the  ranks  of  the  Order. 

As  usual,  attention  is  given  to  uniform.  The  Grand 
Commander  allowed  a  Commandery  to  add  a  box  on  the 
belt  to  hold  a  gossamer  cap,  which  he  asked  to  have 
approved.  The  Committee  on  Doings  of  Grand  Officers 
disapproved  the  addition,  and  their  report,  rightly,  as  we 
think,  was  adopted. 

The  Grand  Encampment  receives  notice,  not  entirely 
complimentary,  and  a  committee  of  five  was  appointed: 

To  take  into  consideration  the  relations  between  this  Grand 
Commandery  and. the  Grand  Encampment  of  the  United  States,  said 
committee  to  report  at  the  next  Annual  Conclave. 

We  hope  the  report  and  action  thereon  will  be  as 
judicious  and  sensible  as  the  action  of  the  Grand  Com- 
mandery of  New  York  on  the  same  subject. 

The  Grand  Officers  elected  were  publicly  installed. 

The  Report  on  Correspondence  is  made  by  Sir 
George  T.  Oliver. 

Colorado  for  1883  receives  notice. 

The  report  is  quite  full,  $nd  we  must  say  we  regret 
the  closing  sentence : 

To  our  Brethren  of  the  "guild"  (who  we  are*  sure  would  have 
bidden  us  a  cordial  welcome  into  the  bosom  of  the  fraternity)  we  are 
truly  sorry  to  be  compelled  to  say  farewell,  ere  we  have  had  a  chance 
to  listen  to  their  words  of  friendly  greeting,  and  we  bespeak  their 
kindly  criticism  of  the  work  of  one  who  will  never  again  have 
the  temerity  to  contend  in  the  lists  against  them,  or  couch  his  un- 
tried lance  against  their  veteran  armor,  and  so,  fraters,  in  one  breath 
we  bid  you — Good  morning — Good  night. 

Sir  Edward  G.  Martin,  Grand  Commander;  Sir 
Charles  E.  Meyer,  re-elected  Grand  Recorder. 


TENNESSEE— 1885. 

From  Grand  Commander  Gwynne's  Address  we  take 
the  following  report  of  the  condition  of  the  Order: 

Notwithstanding  the  depression  in  the  business  world,  we  have 
had  a  healthy  growth  during  the  past  year. 
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The  Grand  Commander  makes  the  following  recom- 
mendation : 

I  would  earnestly  but  respectfully  recommend  that  this  Grand 
Commandery  request  that  in  future  Subordinate  Commanderies  ex- 
clude wine  from  their  entertainments.  Let  our  Order,  pledged  to  the 
support  of  Christianity,  present  a  bold  front  against  intemperance, 
the  greatest  euro"  of  the  Nineteenth  Century.  Christian  Knights, 
stand  by  your  professions. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  to  which  was  referred 
the  Address  was  adopted  as  follows: 

As  to  the  use  of  wine  at  the  entertainments  of  the  constituents 
of  this  Grand  Commandery,  the  committee  are  of  the  opinion  that 
the  good  sense  of  the  constituent  Commandery  should  determine  the 
matter.  We  agree  that  the  Order  should  present  a  bold  front  against 
intemperance,  as  well  as  all  other  vices  and  evils,  but  we  are  content 
to  let  the  constituent  Commanderies  deal  with  such  questions  without 
dictation  from  the  Grand  Commandery,  having  full  faith  and  confi- 
dence in  their  fidelity  to  the  Order,  and  zeal  for  its  welfare  and 
advancement. 

The  principle  of  the  Grand  Commander's  recom- 
mendation was  adopted  in  Ohio.  In  quoting  the  resolu- 
tion we  said  had  we  been  present  it  would  have  received 
our  vote.  So  now  we  put  ourself  on  record  with  the 
Grand  Commander. 

There  were  no  appeals  or  grievances.  On  the  con- 
trary it  was  a  season  of  delightful  festivity,  with  parades 
and  banquets  before,  during  and  after  the  Conclave,  with 
which  no  one  should  find  fault 

Sir  Morton  B.  Howell  makes  a  full  Report  on  Cor- 
respondence. 

In  reviewing  the  Proceedings  of  Colorado  for  1884 
he  copies  with  complimentary  notice  a  large  part  of 
Grand  Commander  Woodbury's  Address.

TEXAS— 1885. 

Sir  H.  B.  Stoddard,  Grand  Representative  of  the 
Grand  Master  of  the  Grand  Encampment  of  the  United 
States,  was  present  and  addressed  the  Grand  Command- 
ery. 
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The  Grand  Commander  was  not  present.  His  ab- 
sence is  explained  by  Deputy  Grand  Commander  Hunter, 
who  presided : 

Our  R.  E.  Grand  Commander,  Sir  Knight  J.  P.  Harrison,  the 
loving  hand  of  Divine  Providence  has  sorely  chastened,  though  yet 
mercifully  spared  to  his  family  and  his  Fratere.  On  the  l(5th  of 
November,  1884,  while  apparently  in  good  health,  at  his  home  in 
Houston,  Texas,  he  was  stricken  with  paralysis,  and  for  months  lay 
prostrate,  unable  to  help  himself;  yet  now  his  condition  has  so  im- 
proved that  while  able  to  be  about,  yet  he  is  unable  to  transact  any 
business:  but  in  time  I  hope,  and  you  all  will  heartily  join  in  the 
prayer,  that  he  may  entirely  recover. 

We  join  in  the  hope  for  recovery. 

The  business  of  the  Jurisdiction  seems  to  have  been 
carefully  attended  to  by  the  Deputy  Grand  Commander. 

The  Report  on  Correspondence  is  from  the  pen  of 
Sir  Knight  Hardenbrook.  As  printed,  it  is  quite  full 
-and  apparently  complete.  Yet  it  seems  the  Grand  Com- 
mandery  found  retrenchment  and  economy  necessary,  as 
shown  by  the  following  note  by  the  Printing  Committee, 
appended  to  the  Report: 

In  justice  to  Sir  Knight  Hardenbrook  we  desire  to  say  to  our 
Fraters  that  he  prepared  a  very  able  and  extensive  report  on  "  For- 
eign Correspondence."  For  reasons,  deemed  by  it  good  and  sufficient, 
the  Grand  Commandery  appropriated  a  specified  sum  for  printing  the 
Proceedings,  and  the  Printing  Committee  were  instructed  to  see  that 
the  cost  of  the  same  did  not  exceed  that  amount.  Sir  Knight  Hard- 
enbrook being  absent  from  the  State,  the  Committee  have  had  to  use 
its  discretion  in  "  cutting  down  "  in  the  Report  as  well  as  in  other 
matter  usually  contained  in  our  Proceedings.  As  to  the  "Corres- 
pondence," no  change  has  been  made  in  the  matter  as  presented  by 
the  Sir  Knight,  but  the  Committee  confined  itself  to  striking  out.  We 
regret  the  necessity. 

Colorado  for  1884  is  fully  and  fairly  reviewed. 
Sir  Nat  W.  Hunter,  Grand  Commander;  Sir  Robert 
Brewster,  re-elected  Grand  Recorder. 


VERMONT- 1885. 

Grand  Commander  Hall  was  absent  in  Kansas  with 
a  sick  child,  and  his  Address  was  read  by  the  Deputy 
Grand  Commander.     From  it  we  take  the  following : 

The  year  has  been  an  uneventful  one  in  this  office.  Questions 
requiring  answers,  and  requests  for  dispensations,  have  been  fewer 
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than  last  year.  No  general  orders  have  been  issued,  and  but  one 
special.  Letters  of  advice  have  been  somewhat  numerous,  and  cor- 
respondence with  other  Grand  Bodies  and  Gfrand  Representatives 
about  the  same  as  usual.  The  several  Commanderies,  while  doing 
less  work,  are  in  a  healthy  condition  and  alive  to  the  interests  of  the 
Order. 

The  question  of  Ritual  and  the  Grand  Encamp- 
ment are  noticed  as  follows: 

One  serious  drawback  lies  in  waiting  for  a  uniform  work  upon 
the  Orders  of  the  Red  Cross  and  Temple.  I  have  advocated  waiting 
until  the  Committee  of  the  Grand  Encampment  should  be  heard 
from,  and  still  think  that  we  had  better  defer  action  until  after  the 
next  session  of  the  Grand  Encampment;  but  had  1  known  that  such 
an  unreasonable  delay  would  have  been  the  result  I  would  have 
favored  a  different  course  one  year  ago.  I  am  aware  of  the  work 
required  to  revise  a  Ritual,  and  of  the  difficulties  attending  such  a 
labor  when  the  Committee  are  widely  separated,  but  when  the  de- 
mand for  a  uniform  system  comes  up  from  every  quarter  of  the  Grand 
Encampment,  a  Committee  who  have  accepted  an  appointment  ought 
to  give  the  subject  their  earliest  possible  attention.  Our  own  Com- 
mittee would  long  since  have  had  every  Commandery  in  the  State 
hewing  to  the  same  line. 

It  is  but  right  and  proper  to  call  attention  to  what 
should  be  done  by  the  Grand  Encampment.  But  as  it  is 
a  representative  body  composed  of  these  very  Grand 
Commanderies  which  complain  so  much  about  its  action, 
or  want  of  action,  is  it  not  like  complaining  against  one's 
self?  It  certainly  seems  so  to  us.  If  all  those  who  have 
complained  and  found  fault  would  ad  for  themselves  and 
do  as  they  would  have  others  do,  there-  would  in  our 
opinion  soon  be  no  cause  for  complaint.  Our  own  ex- 
perience has  been  that  those  who  find  most  fault  and 
complain  loudest,  either  do  not  have  energy  and  enter- 
prise enough  to  attend  the  Triennial  Conclaves, or  if  they 
do  attend,  they  fall  into  the  general  current,  and  seem  to 
enjoy  the  social  feature  as  much  as  anyone,  although  pro- 
testing against  it  before  and  after  the  Conclave.  A  part 
of  our  quotation  from  the  report  of  Sir  John  W.  Simons, 
of  New  York,  last  year,  partly  expresses  the  idea: 

The  thought,  however,  recurs  that  while  it  was  the  intention  of 
the  Grand  Encampment,  by  this  distant  pilgrimage,  to  secure  a  quiet 
season  in  which  it  could  devote  itself  to  legislation,  it  reckoned  with- 
out its  host,  and  fell,  among  the  general  rejoicing,  into  the  arms  of  a 
people  who  know  how  to  be  generous,  and  who  called  up  from  the 
vasty  deep  the  very  genius  of  hospitality,  who  obeyed  as  the  slave  of 
the  lamp. 
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We  are  by  no  means  clear  that  the  .Order  will  be  in  any  way 
the  worse  off  for  this  delay,  for,  in  common  with  many  others,  we 
have  entertained  the  opinion  that  the  bane  of  excessive  legislation 
had  about  reached  its  culmination ;  and  that  a  halt  would  do  us  no 
harm.  If,  in  the  interval,  the  Fratres  will  study  up  what  they  want, 
and,  more  particularly,  what  they  do  not  want  done,  and  instruct 
their  representatives  accordingly,  it  is  possible  that  at  St.  Louis  we 
may  act  with  more  intelligent  comprehension  of  the  general  idea,  and 
so  promote  the  general  interest. 

As  a  member  of  the  Grand  Encampment,  claiming 
no  influence,  but  our  own  vote,  however,  we  are  willing  to 
take  our  share  of  the  fault-finding,  but  want  those  who 
complain  to  include  themselves  and  take  their  share. 

We  are  led  to  these  remarks  also,  by  reading  the 
very  severe  report  on  this  subject  made  by  the  Commit- 
tee of  the  Grand  Commandery  of  Pennsylvania,  which 
has  been  received  since  reviewing  that  jurisdiction. 

The  Grand  Commander,  on  the  subject  of  Corres- 
pondence, gives  some  good  advice : 

Members  of  the  Guild,  allow  a  suggestion.  In  matters  purely 
local  be  sparing  in  criticism;  in  matters  personal,  be  careful  not  to 
wound ;  in  matters  of  Masonic  law  and  usage,  be  sure  you  are  right 
before  entering  the  contest. 

"But  being  In 
Bear  it  that  the  oppose r  may  beware  of  thee." 

Let  the  sharpness  of  your  arrows  and  the  force  with  which  they 
are  thrown,  be  teinjxsred  so  far  as  you  can  judge  by  the  character  of 
him  at  whom  it  is  aimed.    Never  use  a  poisoned  arrow. 

From  his  conclusion  we  quote  the  following,  the  last 
part  of  which  we  most  heartily  believe: 

Other  Grand  Commanderies  can  boast  a  larger  membership,  a 
more  plethoric  treasury,  and  perhaps  men  occupying  higher  stations 
in  life,  but  none,  I  am  sure,  can  produce  warmer-hearted  or  more 
zealous  members  than  the  loyal  Knights  of  Vermont. 

Sir  Knight  Fisher  again  makes  the  Report  on  Cor- 
respondence, It  covers  one  hundred  and  thirty  closely 
printed  pages,  and  is  of  course  complete  and  interesting. 

The  Proceedings  of  Colorado  for  1884  are  fully  and 
fairly  reviewed.

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VIRGINIA— 1884. 

The  Conclave  opened  with  an  address  of  welcome  by 
the  Eminent  Commander  of  Appomattox  Commandery, 
to  the  officers  and  members  of  the  Grand  Commandery, 
and  an  appropriate  response  by  Grand  Commander  Roper. 

We  take  the  following  from  the  Grand  Commander's 
Address : 

Upon  inquiry  it  will  be  found  that  Commandery  meetings  are 
not  as  well  attended  as  they  have  been  in  the  past.  There  is  not  the 
same  interest  in  the  work.  Many  of  the  members,  instead  of  vieing 
with  each  other  in  their  attendance  upon  the  assemblies,  and  effi- 
ciency in  drill  and  work,  are  contented  with  paying  dues,  and  at  stated 
intervals,  when  summoned  specially  to  do  so,  honor  their  Command- 
ery with  their  presence. 

This  he  thinks  partially,  at  least,  attributable  to 
"  the  multitude  of  secret  organizations  that  have  sprung 
up  like  mushrooms,"  and  that  time  will  remedy  this  evil. 
There  is  much  truth  in  this. 

He  sounds  the  proper  key  note  regarding  admission 
of  new  members : 

Quality,  rather  than  numbers,  constitutes  strength  in  Masonry. 

A  memorial  page,  with  an  eulogistic  address,  is  de- 
voted to  the  memory  of  the  late  Sir  James  A.  Scott,  who 
died  May  20,  1884. 

There  is  no  Report  on  Correspondence.

B.  Isaacs,  re-elected  Grand  Recorder. 


WEST  VIRGINIA— 1884-1885. 

The  following,  from  the  Proceedings  of  1884,  seems 
to  us  remarkable: 

The  Grand  Commander  was  not  present,  nor  was  any  letter 
from  him  explanatory  of  his  absence,  or  any  report  of  his  official 
transactions  during  the  year  last  preceding,  presented  before  the 
Grand  Commandery. 

The  Proceedings  were  very  short,  and  the  Conclave 
apparently  harmonious. 
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Sir  Charles  F.  Scott  was  elected  Grand  Commander ; 
Sir  George  F.  Irvine,  re  elected  Grand  Recorder. 

The  Grand  Commander,  by  reason  of  severe  illness 
in  his  family,  was  unable  to  be  present  at  the  Conclave 
in  1885.  His  Address  was  read  to  the  Grand  Command- 
ery.     We  make  the  following  quotation : 

During  the  year  there  has  occurred  nothing  to  mar  the  happi- 
ness, or  destroy  the  harmony  characteristic  of  our  ,  rder.  Indeed, 
the  facts  sustain  me  in  the  statement,  that  the  past  year  has  been 
one  of  greater  harmony  and  quietude,  if  possible,  than  any  preced- 
ing, and  as  a  consequence,  I  have  a  light  duty  in  reporting,  and  you 
in  considering,  the  work  in  hand. 

The  other  Grand  Officers  make  reports  showing  a 
considerable  amount  of  work  done  by  them. 

Tactics  and  Drill,  of  course,  receive  attention. 
The  Grand  Lecturer  says  : 

I  think  I  am  safe  in  saying  that  no  two  Commanded es  in  this 
Jurisdiction  use  the  same  drill.  The  question  of  adopting  some 
modern  system  of  tactics,  and  then  securing  uniformity,  will  come 
before  you  at  this  Conclave,  having  been  referred  to  you  one  year 
ago.  I  hope  you  will  take  action  in  the  matter  and  not  postpone,  as 
heretofore  has  been  done  with  this  important  question. 

Afterwards  Grant's  Tactics  were  adopted. 

There  was  a  Committee  on  Correspondence,  but  no 
report. 

The  proceedings  were  followed  by  a  very  enjoyable 
banquet. 

Sir  Will  H.  Riggs,  Grand  Commander;  Sir  George 
F.  Irvine,  re-elected  Grand  Recorder. 


WISCONSIN— 1885. 

Regarding  the  condition  of  the  Order,  Grand  Com- 
mander Benzenger  tells  us : 

The  general  condition  of  the  Order  in  this  Jurisdiction  is  sound, 
progressive  and  harmonious. 

We  also  note  the  following : 

I  rejoice  in  being  able  to  report,  that  a  larger  number  of  Com- 
manderies  have  conformed  to  the  request  of  appropriately  celebrating 
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the  Easter  Festival,  this  year,  than  in  any  preceding  year.  I  hope 
next  year,  every  Commanderv  will  participate  and  join  every  true 
and  earnest  Christian  in  suitably  commemorating  this  day. 

We  think  the  custom  very  appropriate  indeed. 

Very  little  business  came  up  for  attention. 

The  Report  on  Correspondence  is  made  by  Sir  Wil- 
liam C.  Swain.  In  referring  to  some  compliments  given 
his  former  Report,  he  says : 

We  do  like  to  have  our  feathers  smoothed  the  right  way,  even 
though  it  is  done  merely  from  force  of  habit. 

He  reviews  Colorado  for  1883. 

Like  some  others,  he  pokes  fun  at  Grand  Commander 
Fitch's  permission  for  Commanderies  to  "cross  our  do- 
minions" Sir  Knight  Fitch  merely  granted  the  request 
as  it  was  made.  A  useless  request,  we  think,  but  it 
would  have  been  rude,  certainly,  not  to  have  replied. 

He  reviews  the  last  Triennial,  closing  as  follows: 

Of  the  sins  of  commission  of  this  Body,  we  find  very  few ;  pos- 
sibly owing  to  the  dimness  of  our  glasses.  Its  sins  of  omission  are 
more  numerous ;  but  they  have  been  sufficiently  commented  upon, 
and  we  leave  them  to  those  who  feel  especially  aggrieved.  They  will 
all  be  forgotten  in  188(3,  when  the  time  arrives  to  condemn  the  action 
of  the  august  Body  at  St.  Louis.

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CONCLUSION. 

The  past  year  has  been  peculiarly  quiet  in  the  Ma- 
sonic world,  as  elsewhere. 

About  the  only  feeling  manifested,  has  been  the  ex- 
pression of  dissatisfaction  with  the  Grand  Encampment  by 
some  individuals,  by  one  or  more  committees  and  by  some 
Grand  Commanders  and  Reporters  on  Correspondence. 
These  complaints  undoubtedly  have  some  foundation  in 
fact;  yet  as  we  have  said  in  substance  in  commenting  on 
some  of  them,  we  think  them  more  fancied  than  real.  So- 
long  as  the  charge  against  the  Grand  Encampment  is  for 
omission  and  not  commission,  we  are  inclined  to  withhold 
criticism.  As  we  have  heretofore  said,  we  are  of  those 
who  fear  too  much  government,  rather  than  too  little. 

The  Ritual  has  received  some  attention  in  several 
Jurisdictions.  Tactics  and  Drill  and  Uniform  as  usual 
occupy  considerable  attention. 

Very  few  decisions  are  reported  by  Grand  Com- 
manders. Very  few  unsettled  questions  remain  for  dis- 
cussion or  decision. 

Everywhere  within  our  lines,  and  on  our  borders,, 
peace  and  harmony  prevail — blessings,  surely,  sufficient 
to  call  forth  to  the  utmost  our  thankfulness  and  prayers 
for  their  continuance.

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CODE  OF  STATUTES

OIF  OOLOBADO. 


ARTICLE  I. 

Name. 


Section  1.  This  body  shall  be  known  and  desig- 
nated as  the  Grand  Commandery  of  Knights  Templar 
anji  the  Appendant  Orders  of  Colorado. 

ARTICLE  II. 

Jurisdiction. 

Section  1.  Its  jurisdiction  shall  be  within  the  ter- 
ritorial limits  of  Colorado. 

article  hi. 

Objects. 

Section  1.  In  said  Grand  Commandery  alone  is 
vested  the  right  and  duty  to  superintend  and  govern  all 
Commanderies  of  Knights  Templar  and  the  Appendant 
Orders  within  this  jurisdiction,  subject  only  to  the  Con- 
stitution and  Statutes  of  the  Grand  Encampment  of 
Knights  Templar  of  the  United  States  of  America. 

Sec.  2.  It  may  therefore  make  laws,  pass  regula- 
tions, and  repeal,  alter  and  amend  the  same.  It  may 
grant  warrants  and  dispensations  for  holding  Command- 
eries of  Knights  Templar,  and  for  good  cause  annul  and 
revoke  the  same.  It  may  assign  the  limits  of  all  Comman- 
deries under  its  jurisdiction,  and  settle  all  controversies 
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that  may  arise  between  them,  and  censure,  suspend  or 
expel  members  for  wilful  violation  of  its  statutes,  regu- 
lations or  edicts.  It  may  assess  and  collect  from  the 
several  Commanderies  within  its  jurisdiction  such  sums 
of  money  as  may  be  necessary  for  expenses,  and  may 
consider  all  matters  and  do  all  things  appertaining  to 
the  well  being  and  perpetuation  of  the  Order,  and  exer- 
cise all  the  rights  of  sovereignty  within  the  limits  of  its 
jurisdiction,  but  always  subordinate  to  the  Grand  En- 
campment, of  the  United  States. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

Officers  and  Members. 

Section  1.  The  Grand  Commandery  shall  consist 
of  the  officers  and  members  enumerated  in  Section  1, 
Article  II.,  of  the  Constitution  of  the  Grand  Encamp- 
ment of  Knights  Templar  for  the  United  States  of 
America.  The  first  nine  of  such  officers  shall  be  elected, 
and  the  remaining  officers  appointed  by  the  R.  E.  Grand 
Commander  elect. 

article  v. 

Meetings. 

Section  1.  The  Annual  Conclave  of  this  Grand 
Commandery  shall  be  held  at  the  City  of  Denver  on  the 
Friday  succeeding  the  first  Tuesday  of  October  of  each 
year. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

Fees,  Dues  and  Finances. 

Section  1.  Each  Commandery  under  the  jurisdic- 
tion of  this  Grand  Commandery  shall  demand  and  re- 
ceive for  conferring  the  Order  of  Knighthood,  a  sum  not 
less  than  seventy-five  dollars  ($75). 

Sec.  2.  For  instituting  a  new  Commandery  within 
this  jurisdiction,  the  fees  shall  be:  For  Dispensation, 
ninety  dollars  ($90);  and  for  Charter,  the  further  sum  of 
ten  dollars  ($10). 

Sec.  3.  Each  Subordinate  Commandery  within  this 
jurisdiction   shall  pay  into  the  treasury  oi'  this  Grand 
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Commandery  the  sum  of  five  dollars  for  each  Knight 
Templar  dubbed  and  created  in  such  Commandery;  and 
the  further  sum  of  one  dollar  annually  for  each  member 
belonging  to  such  Commandery.  Every  Subordinate 
Commandery  shall  make  annual  returns,  to  include  all 
work  done  since  the  date  of  their  last  returns,  a  list  of 
officers,  and  an  alphabetical  list  of  members,  and  return 
the  same  to  the  Grand  Recorder,  with  their  dues,  at  least 
ten  days  before  each  Annual  Conclave. 

Sec.  4.  The  R.  E.  Grana  Commander  of  this  Grand 
Commandery  shall  appoint  a  committee  of  three  (3;  Sir 
Knights,  members  of  this  Grand  Commandery,  who  shall, 
as  a  Committee  on  Finance,  inspect  and  audit  the 
accounts  of  the  Grand  Recorder  and  Treasurer,  and  re- 
port the  result  at  each  regular  Annual  Conclave. 

ARTICLE  VII. 

Committees  and  Correspondence. 

Section  1.  Immediately  upon  the  meeting  of  this 
Grand  Commandery,  the  Grand  Commander  shall  ap- 
point the  following  standing  committee  of  three  Sir 
Knights  each,  viz; 

1.  On  Credentials. 

2.  On  Returns  and  Work  of  Commanderles. 
8.    On  Petitions,  Grievances  and  Appeals. 

4.    On  Printing  and  Miscellaneous  Business. 

To  these  committees  shall  be  referred  all  the  appro- 
priate returns  and  documents  appertaining  thereto;  these 
committees  shall  hold  to  the  close  of  the  session. 

Sec.  2.  The  Grand  Commander  shall  also,  prior  to 
the  close  of  the  session,  appoint  a  committee  of  three,  of 
whom  the  Grand  Recorder  shall  be  one,  upon  Foreign 
Correspondence,  which  shall  act  for  one  year  and  report 
at  the  next  Annual  Conclave  ;  also  a  committee  of  three 
on  Templar  Jurisprudence. 

article  viii. 

Section  1.  No  amendment  or  alteration  can  be 
made  to  these  statutes  unless  by  a  resolution  in  writing, 
stating  distinctly  the  alteration  or  amendment  proposed, 
which  must  be  carried  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the 
members  present. 
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STANDING  ORDERS. 


Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Recorder  be  instructed  to  draw  a  warrant  on 
the  Grand  Treasurer,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  August  In  each  year,  for 
such  an  amount  as  may  be  necessary  to  pay  the  dues  due  from  this  Grand 
Commandery  to  the  Grand  Encampment  of  the  Knights  Templar.— 1876, 
page  13. 

Garfield's  Tactics  and  Drill  adopted  for  the  use  and  government  of  the 
Subordinate  Commanderles  of  Colorado  —1877,  page  71. 

Resolved,  That  this  Grand  Commandery  donates  to  the  M.  W.  Grand 
Lodge  Library  all  the  proceedings  of  its  sister  Grand  Commanderles  and 
other  printed  documents  In  its  possession,  and  that  maybe  received  from 
time  to  time,  on  the  condition  that  the  rights  and  benefits  of  the  Library  be 
extended  to  the  members  of  this  Grand  Commandery.— 1878,  page  18. 

By  Chapter  44  of  the  Code  of  Statutes,  the  Grand  Commandery  Is  pro- 
hibited from  making  any  change  In  the  uniform  as  adopted  by  the  Grand 
Encampment  in  1862. 

The  purchase  of  "uniform"  uniforms  can  best  be  regulated  by  the  Sub- 
ordinate Commanderles  taking  the  matter  under  their  own  immediate  con- 
trol, and  making  contracts  with  a  particular  manufacturer  for  supplying 
their  wants.  And  Subordinate  Commanderles  are  hereby  instructed  to  see 
that  uniforms  hereafter  obtained  by  or  for  their  members  be  made  in  every 
respect  according  to  the  statutes  of  the  Grand  Encampment.— 1882,  page  14. 

Resolved,  That  the  Hi tual  as  promulgated  by  the  General  Grand  Encamp- 
ment of  the  United  States  at  the  Triennial  Conclave  held  in  1883,  and  known 
as  the  "Short  Form"  of  Ritual,  be  and  hereby  Is  adopted  as  the  work  of  said 
Order  in  this  Grand  Jurisdiction.— 1885,  page  14. 

That  hereafter  each  application  to  receive  the  Orders  of  Knighthood 
in  this  Jurisdiction  shall  bear  upon  Its  face  the  following  words:  "This 
candidate,  if  rejected,  shall  not  be  entitled  to  any  other  Information,  save 
that  he  is  rejected."— 1885,  page  14. 

A  rejected  candidate  shall  not  be  entitled  to  any  other  information, 
save  that  he  is  rejected;  and  any  Sir  Knight  who  shall  communicate  to  him 
any  Information  as  to  who  was  present,  or  who  advocated  or  opposed  his- 
admission,  shall  be  subject  to  charges,  and  upon  conviction,  expelled  from 
the  Order.  It  is  hereby  declared  to  be  the  duty  of  the  Eminent  Commander 
or  Recorder  of  each  Commandery  subordinate  to  this  Grand  Commandery 
to  publish  this  statute  to  his  Commandery  whenever  a  petition  for  the 
Orders  shall  be  voted  upon  by  his  Commandery.— 1885,  page  16. 

Resolved,  That  article  5  of  the  Code  of  Statutes  be  amended  as  follows 
The  words  "  The  third  Tuesday  oi  September  of  each  year  "  to  be  changed  to 
"  the  first  Tuesday  in  October."

Provided,  however,  that  this  change  shall  only  apply  to  the  Annual 
Conclave  for  1886.

Only  those  who  Joined  In  the  petition  for  the  Dispensation,  and  those 
who  received  the  orders  in  the  Commandery,  compose  a  Oommandery  Under 
Dispensation.  New  members,  other  than  those  who  received  the  orders  in 
the  Commandery,  cannot  be  received  by  a  Commandery  while  under  dispen- 
sation.—^. M.  Orahood,  1880.  page  6 


The  Recorder  should  only  receive  money  or  its  equivalent,  and  at  once 
deposit  it  with  the  Treasurer,  and  no  money  should  be  withdrawn  from  the 
Treasurer's  hands,  except  by  order  of  the  Commandery  or  E.  C.  when  properly 
authorized.— if.  Spangler,  1882,  page  7. 


The  Em.  Commander  of  a  Commandery  stated  by  letter  that  Sir  , 

J.  W.,  had  removed  from  the  State  and  desired  a  dlmit,  but  that  he  did  not 
see  how  it  could  be  granted.  I  wrote  him  to  grant  the  dimit  if  the  Sir  Knight, 
was  in  good  standing  and  his  dues  were  paid. 

A  Commandery  U.  D.  can  "perform  only  such  acts  as  are  defined  in  the 
Dispensation,  i.  e.:  to  meet  as  a  Commandery  and  to  confer  the  Orders  of 
Knighthood.  They  cannot  admit  unaffiliated  Knights  to  membership  while 
under  dispensation. 

The  Commander  of  Mt  of  the  Holy  Cross  Commandery  No.  5  applied 
under  date  of  July  5, 1883,  for  the  privilege  to  act  upon  a  petition  for  member- 
ship prior  to  the  expiration  of  the  required  six  months  from  the  date  of  a 
former  rejection  of  same  applicant  on  the  ground  that  the  member  who  had 
cast  the  only  black  ball  at  the  previous  ballot  dimitted  and  the  applicant 
desired  to  visit  San  Francisco  as  a  Knight,  in  August.  I  decided  that  the 
rejection  of  the  applicant  was  perfectly  legal,  and  there  was  no  good  reason 
why  he  should  not  wait  the  usual  period.— M.  II.  FUch,  1883,  page  5. 


To  the  last  decision  the  Grand  Commandery  adopted  the  report  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Jurisprudence,  which  said  : 

This  decision  19  approved  and  heartily  recommended  for  the  guidance 
of  Grand  Commanders  in  similar  cases  in  future.— 1883,  page  10. 


My  correspondence,  in  the  nature  of  advice  and  Instructions  to  Sir 
Knights  engaged  in  the  starting  of  new  Commanderies,  has  been  somewhat 
extensive,  and  I  report  some  of  the  features,  which  may  appear  trivial  to  you, 
for  the  instruction  of  such  as  are  not  so  well  Informed  and  may  desire  to 
inaugurate  new  Commanderies  hereafter. 

Sir  Knights  engaged  in  the  Inauguration  of  new  Commanderies  should 
first  of  all  obtain  from  the  Grand  Recorder  a  copy  of  the  last  proceedings  o  t 
this  Grand  Commandery,  and  a  copy  of  the  Code  of  Statutes  of  the  Grand 
Encampment  of  the  United  States 
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Affiliated  Sir  Knights  should  not  apply  for  dimlts  In  order  to  sign  a 
petition  for  dispensation. 

Sir  Knights  already  possessing  dimits  should  forward  them  with  the 
petition. 

Applications  should  show  from  whence  the  applicantshail. 

A  recommendation  of  a  petition,  though  of  a  general  character  and  not 
specific  according  to  formula,  should  be  understood  as  covering  all  points 
that  are  essential  for  the  Grand  Commander  to  know. 

All  papers  essential  for  a  dispensation  become  part  of  the  permanent 
records  of  the  Grand  Recorder's  office,  and  mutilated  papers  therefore  can- 
not be  accepted. 

Promises  to  forward  essential  papers  at  some  future  period  after  the 
issuance  of  dispensation  are  useless.  The  papers  must  be  supplied  In  ad- 
vance. 

Labored  assertions  to  the  Grand  Commander  that  applications  are 
correct  and  ought  to  be  satisfactory,  should  be  avoided  as  superfluous  and 
bordering  on  impertinence. 

Petitions  must  be  endorsed  by  the  nearest  Commandery,  and  not 
necessarily  by  the  most  convenient. 

The  officers  of  a  Commandery  under  dispensation  cannot  be  installed, 
but,  on  receipt  of  their  authority,  assemble  the  Sir  Knights,  read  the  same< 
open  a  Commandery  and  proceed  to  work. 

The  Grand  Commander  cannot  take  five  or  six  Sir  Knights  to  visit  a 
neighboring  town,  there  open  a  Commandery  and  make  enough  Knights  to 
apply  for  a  dispensation ;  and  no  Grand  Commander  would  do  so  41  he  could. 

All  signers  to  the  application  for  dispensation  and  all  knighted  in  that 
Commandery,  have  the  right  to  vote  on  petitions  in  a  Commandery  under 
dispensation. 

The  three  principal  officers  of  a  Commandery  under  dispensation,  as 
such,  cannot  form  and  open  a  Commandery  for  the  transaction  of  business  as 
three  Sir  Knights  hailing  from  three  different  Commanderies  under  the 
sanction  of  a  warrant  from  some  Grand  Commandery. 

Question  —"  Can  a  non-affiliate  In  Lodge  and  Chapter  receive  the  orders 
in  Colorado?"  Answer  in  full—  **The  Code  of  Statutes  of  the  Grand  En- 
campment of  the  United  States  declares  it  unnecessary- for  an  applicant  for 
the  orders  to  be  a  member  of  Lodge  or  Chapter ;  yet  another  section  declares 
that  expulsion  or  suspension  from  his  Masonic  rights  by  Lodge  or  Chapter 
deprives  a  Knight  of  all  rights  and  privileges  in  his  Commandery  and  of  all 
intercourse  with  the  Order.  The  Grand  Lodge  of  Colorado  has  a  law  that  all  . 
non-affiliates  not  making  application  lor  membership  within  twelve  months 
shall  be  deprived  of  all  the  rights  and  benefits  of  Masonry.  A  Grand  Master's 
ruling  on  this  has  b"en  approved  by  Jurisprudence  Committee  and  by  Grand 
Lodge,  that  the  penalty  for  non-affiliation  can  be  Inflicted  only  after  charges 
and  trial  There  Is,  therefore,  no  law  to  prevent  the  orders  being  conferred 
on  a  non-affiliated  Master  and  Royal  Arch  Mason.  Yet,  if  such  person  has 
been  a  non-afflliated  Master  for  twelve  months,  he  is  every  cay  living  in 
opposition  to  a  Grand  Lodge  law,  for  which  he  is  liable  at  any  moment  to  be 
placed  under  charges  and  convicted ;  in  which  event  he  would  be  deprived 
of  all  righto  and  privileges  in  his  Commandery,  and  of  all  intercourse  with 
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the  Order.  Therefore,  while  the  non-affiliate  is  eligible  for  the  orders  if  not 
deprived  of  his  Masonic  rights,  it  is  certainly  not  prudent  to  confer  them 
upon  him  during  existing  Grand  Lodge  laws."— R.  W.  Woodbury, •IBM,  page* 
6  to  9.

The  Grand  Commander  delivered  the  following 

ADDRESS : 

Officers  and  Sir  Knights  of  the  Grand  Commandery  of  Colorado : 

I  extend  to  each  of  you  a  hearty  welcome  to  our  Eleventh 
Annual  Conclave.  Since  we  last  met,  twelve  months,  laden  with  the 
precious  fruits  of  Knightly  duties  well  performed,  or  burdened  with 
the  weight  of  golden  opportunities  neglected,  have  slipped  by  and 
are  gone  forever.  The  records  they  bear  with  them  are  beyond 
recall  and  eternity's  seal  forever  and  forever  placed  upon  them.  When 
opened  by  the  Grand  Recorder  may  we  indulge  the  hope  that  our 
Knightly  vows  have  been  kept  inviolate,  our  Knightly  pledges 
redeemed  and  our  glorious  Order  advanced  and  promoted. 

The  experience  of  the  past  will  furnish  lessons  for  our  future, 
and  in  counsel  and  communion  together  this  gathering  may  be  pro- 
ductive of  great  good.  At  the  threshold  of  our  labors  let  us  not  be 
unmindful  of  Him  whose  loving  kindness  and  tender  mercies  enable 
us  to  meet  in  unbroken  columns  and  surrounded  by  so  many  signal 
tokens  of  His  goodness. 
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Invoking  the  aid  of  His  Divine  counsel  in  our  work  we  will 
approach  it  with  the  true  Knightly  spirit  without  which  Templar- 
isin  would  be  a  sham  and  its  magnificent  conceptions  a  barren  delu- 
sion. 

In  our  legislative  duties  now  before  us,  great  responsibility  is 
placed  upon  us.  In  the  deliberations  of  our  session  let  our  aim  and 
object  be  the  increase  of  Templar  activity  in  all  departments  of  our 
work;  a  deeper  consecration  to  the  teachings,  tenets  and  practices  of 
our  beloved  Order,  to  the  end  that  humanity  may  be  more  largely 
benefited,  distress  and  poverty  mitigated,  sorrow  and  misery,  woe 
and  wretchedness  alleviated  and  soothed ;  the  banner  of  the  cross 
uplifted  higher  and  Templar  Masonry  in  Colorado  advanced  to  a 
plane  as  pure  and  high  as  our  mountain  atmosphere. 

The  year  just  closed  finds  our  Order  in  a  conservatively  healthy 
condition.  Its  growth  is  more  due  to  natural  accretion  than  spas- 
modic revivals,  the  latter  a  feature,  I  believe,  characteristic  of  Trien- 
nial years. 

Nothing  has  been  brought  to  my  notice  that  would  indicate 
other  than  a  peaceful,  happy,  fraternal  feeling  prevailing  throughout 
the  entire  Jurisdiction,  a  condition  we  trust  that  will  long  exist.  We 
have  been  very  fortunate  in  our  membership — good  and  true,  tried 
and  valorous  Knights  and  loyal  Christian  gentlemen  make  up  our 
rank  and  file.    May  their  number  increase. 

In  the  performance  of  the  important  duties  of  the  high  office 
so  generously  intrusted  to  me  by  your  suffrages,  I  have  been  greatly 
aided  by  the  Deputy  Grand  Commander  and  other  Grand  Officers  of 
the  Grand  Commandery,  to  whom  I  now  desire  to  return  my  grate- 
ful thanks  for  their  aid  so  kindly  and  courteously  rendered. 

July  16, 1880,  I  granted  a  dispensation  to  eleven  Sir  Knights 
stationed  at  Aspen,  Pitkin  county,  for  the  formation  of  a  new  Com- 
mandery, to  be  known  as  Aspen  Mountain  Commandery,  U.  D.,  with 
Sirs  VV.  N.  Burdick  as  Eminent  Commander,  L.  J.  W.  Vary  as  Gen- 
eralissimo and  W.  H.  Bright  as  Captain  General ;  the  petition  for 
same  being  recommended  by  Mount  of  Holy  Cross  Commandery 
No.  5  of  Leadville.  From  a  letter  received  a  few  days  since  from 
Sir  Burdick  I  learn  that  they  have  created  seven,  that  they  have  a 
fine  Asylum,  with  all  the  necessary  paraphernalia,  entirely  free  from 
indebtedness,  with  over  $100  in  the  treasury.  I  recommend  that  a 
Charter  be  granted  them  at  this  session. 

I  have  granted  special  dispensations  as  follows : 

December  11, 1885,  to  Greeley  Commandery  No.  10  to  attend  • 
Church  in  uniform  on  St.  John's  day  in  December;    also  to  same 
Commandery  to  attend  a  Masonic  festival  in  their  asylum  on  the 
evening  of  December  28th. 
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April  17,  1 880,  to  De  Molay  Commandery  No.  13  to  attend 
church  in'uniform  on  Easter  Sunday,  April  25th.  * 

April  23,  1886,  to  Mount  of  the  Holy  Cross  Commandery  No.  5 
to  attend  church  in  uniform  on  Easter  Sunday,  April  25th,  1886. 

June&22,  1886,  to  Ivanhoe  Commandery  No.  11  to  attend  a  Tem- 
plar ball  and  reception  on  the  evening  of  St.  John's  day  in  June. 

September  1,  1886,  to  Aspen  Mountain  Commandery  U.  D.  to 
act  on  the  petitions  of  several  Companions  for  the  orders  of  Knight- 
hood without  laying  over  the  time  required  by  the  Code  of  Statutes 
of  the  Grand  Encampment  of  the  United  States  for  reasons  which  I 
considered  good  and  sufficient. 

August  7,  1886,  I  refused  special  dispensation  to  Ivanhoe  Com- 
mandery No.  11  to  attend  divine  service  in  uniform  August  10,  1886, 
the  same  not  being  a  Masonic  occasion. 

September  21,  1886, 1  commissioned  E.  Sir  James  P.  Maxwell, 
P.  G.  C,  to  constitute  De  Molay  Commandery  No.  13,  stationed  at 
Fort  Collins,  and  to  install  its  officers.  I  presume  the  duty  was  per- 
formed by  Sir  Maxwell,  but  I  failed  to  receive  returns  of  same. 

April  17, 1886, 1  received  a  communication  from  Sir  L.  C.  Skin- 
ner, E.  C.  Pike's  Peak  Commandery  No.  6,  stating  that  he  and  several 
members  of  their  Commandery  had  never  had  the  order  of  the 
Knight  of  Malta  conferred  on  them,  and  being  entitled  to  same,  re- 
quested the  appointment  of  Past  Commander  C.  E.  Edwards  of  Pike's 
Peak  Commandery  to  confer  same,  which  I  granted. 

December  26,  1885,  accompanied  by  a  large  delegation  from 
Pueblo  Commandery  No.  3,  I  visited  Canon  City  Commandery  No. 
9,  stationed  at  Canon  City.  We  were  right  heartily  welcomed  and 
right  royally  entertained.  During  this  visit  I  installed  their  officers 
and  was  gratified  to  find  the  Commandery  in  an  excellent  condition, 
with  a  live,  active  membership,  and  ably  officered.  On  this  same 
occasion  the  Order  of  the  Temple  was  impressively  conferred  by  our 
worthy  frater,  Em.  Sir  James  H.  Peabody. 

And  now,  Sir  Knights,  a  word  of  confession  and  a  prayer  for 
absolution :  I  have  not  been  as  faithful  in  the  line  of  visiting  as  duty 
demands.  I  regard  the  annual  visitation  of  each  Commandery  as  a 
sacred  duty  on  the  part  of  your  Grand  Commander.  The  prompt 
annual  visit  to  each  Subordinate  Commandery  will  not  only  tend  to 
better  discipline,  but  is  calculated  to  provoke  that  generous  rivalry 
which  always  improves  the  morale  of  the  Body.  It  also  familiarizes 
the  Grand  Commander  with  the  field  of  his  jurisdiction,  and  enables 
him  to  more  advisedly  suggest  needed  legislation.  I  might  plead 
close  attention  to  private  business,  but  will  not,  and  only  urge  on  ray 
successor  such  zealous  performance  in  this  regard  as  to  retrieve  in 
some  measure  my  neglect. 
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October  15,  1885,  I  received  the  following  communication  from 
E.  Sir  Joseph  H.  Playter,  Em.  Com.  Mount  Holy  Cross  Commandery 
No.  5 : 

Leadviu.e,  Coi.o.,  October  14,  1885. 

Horace  N.  Banks,  Eminent  Grand  Commander,  Pueblo,  Colo.; 

Eminent  Sir: — I  desire  to  submit  a  question  to  you  for  your 
decision,  and  advice  as  to  what  action  my  Commandery  should  take 
in  the  matter. 

A  member  of  my  Commandery  who  was  knighted  here  in  1880, 
left  this  place  some  time  in  1881,  and  has  resided  in  another  portion 
of  the  State  ever  since.  He  has  failed  to  pay  any  dues  whatever 
since  1880,  although  he  has  been  repeatedly  notified  and  requested  to 
do  so.  No  action  has  been  taken  by  this  Commandery  looking  toward 
his  suspension  or  any  punishment  for  his  delinquencies.  His  name 
still  appears  upon  our  membership  roll,  and  we  this  year  paid  Grand 
Commandery  dues  upon  him.  A  few  days  ago  we  received  a  notifi- 
cation from  a  Commandery  in  this  State  to  the  effect  that  this  Sir 
Knight  had,  early  in  1884,  signed  a  petition  for  dispensation,  and  that 
afterward,  and  on  September  19,  1884,  he  had  signed  a  petition  for 
Charter,  which  was  by  the  Grand  Commandery  in  1884  granted,  and 
under  Templar  Law  he  became  thereby  a  member  of  the  new  Com- 
mandery, and  ceased  to  be  a  member  of  this  one.  It  was  plainly 
their  duty  to  notify  us  at  that  time ;  but,  failing  to  do  so,  they  notify 
us  now,  and  offer  to  pay  his  dues  from  the  time  the  Charter  was 
granted — when  they  should  have  notified  us— to  the  present  time. 
Now,  the  question  is  whether  we  should  lose  all  claim  and  jurisdic- 
tion over  the  Sir  Knight  while  he  is  about  four  years  in  arrears  for 
dues,  and  thus  be  deprived  of  that  amount  which  is  rightfully  due  us. 
There  is  no  doubt  as  to  his  having  acted  in  bad  faith  and  in  an  tin- 
knightly  manner  toward  this  Commandery.  There  cannot  be  two 
opinions  on  that  subject;  but  what  is  our  remedy,  if  any,  and  what 
do  you  advise  us  to  do  in  the  matter? 

By  giving  the  matter  your  early  attention,  and  favoring  me  with 
an  early  reply,  you  will  greatly  oblige,

I'answered  substantially  as  follows :  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the 
Sir  Knight  referred  to  in  your  communication  should  pay  dues  to 
your  Commandery  up  to  the  time  of  his  signing  petition  for  Charter 
of  new  Commandery,  and  the  Grand  Commandery  should  remit  the 
Grand  Commandery  dues  paid  by  your  Commandery  on  the  Sir 
Knight  for  years  1884  and  1885. 
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The  Sir  Knight  signing  the  petition  for  Charter  makes  him  a 
member  of  that  Commandery,  and  your  Commandery  loses  jurisdic- 
tion over  him  ;  but  he  should  pay  dues  in  his  old  Commandery  up  to 
the  signing  of  the  petition  for  Charter  of  new  Commandery. 

During  the  year  I  have  been  the  recipient  of  numerous  letters 
asking  decisions  on  simple  questions  which  a  casual  reference  to  the 
Statutes  of  the  Grand  Encampment  of  the  United  States  would  have 
determined  at  once.  I  have  always  promptly  answered  those  ques- 
tions, and  do  not  refer  to  it  here  in  the  nature  of  a  reproof.  I  do, 
however,  suggest  and  urge  on  the  various  Commanderies  within  this 
Jurisdiction  that  they  familiarize  themselves  as  much  as  possible 
with  the  Statutes  and  reported  decisions  of  the  Order. 

December  10, 1885,  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Grand  Com- 
mander of  Nebraska,  I  appointed  E.  Sir  Henry  Gibbon  as  the  Repre- 
sentative of  this  Grand  Commandery  near  the  Grand  Commandery 
of  Nebraska. 

February  10,  188(>,  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Grand  Com- 
mander of  Texas,  I  appointed  E.  Sir  John  Martin  as  the  Represent- 
ative of  this  Grand  Commandery  near  the  Grand  Commandery  of 
Texas. 

I  have  also  recommended  the  appointment  of  the  following  Sir 
Knights  as  Representatives  near  our  Grand  Commandery :  For  Ne- 
braska, E.  Sir  James  H.  Peabody  ;  for  Texas,  E.  Sir  A.  J.  Bean,  and 
for  reappointment  for  Vermont,  E.  Sir  Ed.  C.  Parmelee. 

The  recent  Triennial  Encampment  in  the  City  of  St.  Louis» 
Missouri,  was  a  notable  event  in  American  Templarism.  Aside  from 
its  magnificent  pageantry,  its  grand  display  of  power  and  intelligence, 
its  legislative  enactments  mark  a  red  letter  day  in  our  Masonic  calen- 
dar. The  adoption  of  a  uniform  ritual  coextensive  with  its  jurisdic- 
tion is  a  matter  worthy  of  the  most  sincere  congratulation  on  the  part 
of  every  true  Knight  Templar.  Its  direct  effect  will  be  to  at  once 
check  that  insidious  tendency  to  disintegration  and  disorganization 
that  has  been  manifesting  itself  for  the  past  two  decades. 

The  change  in  this  respect  alone  will  have  an  excellent  bearing 
on  the  stability  and  perpetuity  of  our  Order,  making  its  future  as  cer- 
tain and  stable  as  any  human  institution  can  be. 

The  Federal  organization  of  the  Grand  Encampment  is  the 
strongest  and  best  feature  in  it. 

A  great  deal  of  harsh  criticism  arises  from  the  external  displays 
that  always  attend  its  sessions.  Opinions  vary  widely  as  to  the  wis- 
dom or  propriety  of  these  displays.  Such  opinions  should  crystallize 
into  a  definite  resolution,  pro  or  con.  For  my  part,  I  see  neither  im- 
propriety nor  foolishness  in  them.  Templarism  is  more  than  a  name 
— it  is  a  living,  active,  vitalizing  force,  as  pregnant  with  good  as  any 
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Agent  of  modern  civilization.  Its  practical  side,  exposed  to  the 
world,  should  be  attractive,  should  be  grand,  should  be  glittering. 
No  greater  army  ever  pressed  the  soil  of  earth ;  no  greater  crusade 
was  ever  inaugurated,  no  greater  victories  ever  won  than  ours.  Let 
us  keep  up  our  helmets,  swords  and  nodding  plumes,  our  glittering 
uniforms  and  brilliant  pageants.    The  world  is  all  the  better  for  them. 

All  hail,  City  of  the  royal  name  !  Thy  kingly  hospitality  and 
royal  welcome  to  our  Colorado  pilgrims  will  not  soon  be  forgotten. 
Next  to  our  own  beautiful  Queen  City  of  the  Plains  will  we  ever  hold 
thee  in  grateful  remembrance.  Thou  art  the  peer  of  all  else.  Thy 
men  are  as  gallant,  chivalrous,  Christian  knights  as  ever  drew  sword 
in  aid  of  innocence  and  virtue.  Thy  women ! — Heaven  help  my  rude 
tongue  to  do  their  beauty  and  their  virtues  justice.  But  no ;  I  stop 
and  yield  the  task  to  the  poet's  pen  and  the  orator's  silver  tongue. 
We  Knights  of  Colorado  have  borne  with  us  to  our  Colorado  homes 
visions  of  beauty  and  of  virtue  that  daily  speak  to  us  of  Paradise. 

In  the  preparation  and  labor  for  the  Twenty-third  Triennial 
Encampment,  my  grateful  thanks  are  due  to  Deputy  Grand  Com- 
mander Gove  and  the  Triennial  Committee  for  their  hearty  support 
and  co-operation. 

And  now,  Sir  Knights,  in  closing  this  very  brief  review  of  our 
year's  experience,  I  cheerfully  surrender  to  abler  hands  the  emblem 
of  authority  entrusted  to  me.  In  all  my  official  relations  I  have  been 
kindly  and  generously  supported  and  sustained  by  those  of  my  Breth- 
ren I  have  come  in  contact  with.  Indulging  the  hope  that  any  errors 
will  be  pardoned  and  shortcomings  overlooked,  I  once  more  ask  the 
guidance  of  Divine  wisdom  on  our  Order,  and  extend  to  each  and  all 
.a  hearty  fraternal  greeting

REPORT  ON  RETURNS  AND  WORK-CHARTER  GRANTED. 

Sir  J.  H.  Peabody  presented  the  following,  which 
was  on  motion  adopted,  and  a  Charter  ordered  to  be 
issued  to  Aspen  Mountain  Commandery  No.  14,  as  there- 
in recommended : 

To  the  Grand  Commandery  : 

Your  Committee  on  Returns  and  Work  respectfully  and  fraternally 
report  that  they  have  examined  the  returns  for  1886  of  all  the  Chartered  Com- 
manderies  In  Colorado,  and  find  the  several  errors  therein  as  follows : 

Mount  Sinai  Commandery  No.  7  reports  E  E.  Lowman  as  dimitted  by 
reason  of  his  being  a  Charter  member  of  a  new  Commandery  in  Nebraska, 
but  do  not  mention  the  date  of  said  Charter ;  your  Committee  are  therefore 
of  the  opinion  that  said  Commandery  owes  81  dues  for  1886. 

Canon  City  Commandery  No.  9  report  ten  members  created,  but  do  not 
pay  Grand  Commandery  dues  on  them ;  they  therefore  owe  a  balance  of  $10. 
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Long's  Peak  Commandery  No.  12  have  no  impression  of  a  seal  attached 
to  their  report.  Your  Committee  would  suggest  that  they  at  once  provide 
themselves  with  a  seal. 

The  returns  from  De  Molay  Commandery  No.  13  are  not  signed  by  the 
Eminent  Commander,  nor  have  any  seal  attached.  We  recommend  that  they 
make  said  necessary  corrections;  and 

That  the  Grand  Recorder  proceed  at  once  to  collect  from  the  several 
Commanderies  the  amounts  mentioned  herein. 

Your  Committee  would  further  report  that  they  have  examined  the 
papers  from  Aspen  Mountain  Commandery.  U.  D. 

We  And  the  minutes  of  their  several  Conclaves  to  have  been  kept  on 
slips  of  paper,  and  in  poor  lbrm  generally.  Their  By-Laws,  as  adopted,  are 
In  the  main  in  good  form  and  In  accordance  with  Templar  usage.  We  would 
recommend  the  following  changes : 

Section  1,  Article  II.,  provides  for  the  "election  of  officers  at  the  stated 
Conclave  In  December."  As  they  further  provide  that  two  stated  Conclaves- 
shall  be  held  in  each  month,  your  Committee  recommend  that  said  Section 
be  changed  so  as  to  read,  "the  first  stated  Conclave  in  December." 

Section  3,  Article  IV.,  provides  that  the  Treasurer  shall  give  a  bond  of 
one  thousand  dollars  to  the  Eminent  Commander.  We  would  recommend 
that  it  be  made  to  the  Commandery  instead. 

We  find  that  they  have  constituted  seven  and  created  seven,  but  have 
not  paid  any  Grand  Commandery  dues.  Believing  this  neglect  to  be  due 
more  to  Ignorance  of  our  By-Laws  than  from  any  intentional  error,  we  would 
recommend  that  a  Charter  be  granted  them  under  the  name  of  Aspen  Moun- 
tain Commandery  No.  14,  with  Sir  Knight  W.  N.  Burdlck,  E.  C;  L.  J.  W. 
Vary,  Generalissimo;  W.  H.  Bright.  Captain  General;  and  that  the  same  be 
retained  by  the  Grand  Commander  until  they  shall  have  prenented  a  proper 
record  of  their  minutes  in  a  bound  book,  and  have  paid  all  Grand  Command- 
ery dues  up  to  this  date. 

Wc  also  report  that  we  have  examined  that  portion  of  the  Grand  Re 
carder's  report  which  was  referred  to  us,  and  would  suggest  that  the  several 
recommendations  therein  made  be  concurred  in  by  this  Grand  Commandery.

The  proceedings  of  West  Virginia  have  not  been 
received,  probably  by  reason  of  the  custom  of  usually 
publishing  only  once  in  two  years. 
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ALABAMA— 1886. 

The  Grand  Commander  in  his  address  reports  a 
favorable  condition  of  the  Order  throughout  the  jurisdic- 
tion. 

By  reason  of  the  failure  of  the  Grand  Orator  to  de- 
liver a  public  lecture  the  usual  annual  parade  did  not 
take  place.  The  reasons  in  favor  of  this  parade  are 
stated  by  the  Grand  Commander.  We  think  the  objec- 
tions to  be  urged  against  it  much  stronger  than  the  rea- 
sons suggested.  His  statement  in  his  address  is  as  fol- 
lows : 

The  accomplished  Sir  Knight  who  was  to  deliver  the  annual 
public  lecture  was  compelled  to  decline  the  duty  when  too  late  for 
me  to  supply  his  place,  hence  we  are  at  this  Conclave  without  our 
usual  annual  parade.  I  am  satisfied  that  a  proper  lecture  in  public, 
with  the  usual  parade  and  devotional  exercises,  excites  interest  in 
our  Order,  promotes  efficiency  in  drill  and  military  exercises,  which 
are  a  part  of  our  Ritual ;  while  it  challenges  investigation  from  the 
uninformed,  who,  knowing  neither  the  history,  workings,  or  aims  of 
the  Order,  are  disposed  to  deride  it. 

No  decisions  were  officially  called  for.  On  the  ques- 
tion of  the  Grand  Encampment  we  find  the  following 
sensible  but  rather  non-committal  remarks: 

In  these  days  of  cheap  literature  and  abundant  Masonic  publi- 
cations many  grave  questions  relative  to  our  Order  are  raised  and 
discussed.  By  some  it  is  contended  that  the  Grand  Encampment  of 
the  United  States  has  absolute  power  paramount  and  sovereign  in  all 
respects,  while  others  insist  that  it  is  a  body  of  delegated  powers 
only,  having  no  power  or  vitality  save  such  as  may  be  delegated  by 
the  several  Grand  Commandefies,  whose  creature  it  is.  I  hardly 
think  these  questions  practical  or  promotive  of  the  good  of  the  Order 
to  discuss  them.  The  discussion,  if  made  to  any  purpose,  or  with 
any  intent  of  action,  must  be  made  by  representatives  of  the  several 
Grand  Commanderies  forming  the  ferand  Encampment,  who  will 
have  the  interest  of  both  and  the  general  welfare  of  the  Order  at 
heart,  and  unless  some  real  question  of  power  or  jurisdiction  arises,, 
such  discussion  is  a  mere  intellectual  divertisement  in  which  I  must 
decline  to  indulge.  I  am,  however,  on  the  record  as  a  strict  construc- 
tionist. Education,  association  and  habits  of  thought,  will  likely 
cause  me  to  remain  so. 

The  Report  on  Correspondence  is  made  by  Sir 
Knight  Sayre,  the  Grand  Recorder.  Colorado  for  1885 
receives  kindly  notice. 

He  refers  to  our  position  on  the  physical  qualifica- 
tion question,  but  does  not  state  any  opinion  of  his  own.

Sayre,  re-elected  Grand  Recorder. 
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ARKANSAS— 1886. 
Grand  Commander  Atkinson  in  his  address  says: 

In  the  main  this  has  been  an  uneventful  year  in  this  Templar 
Jurisdiction,  but  it  affords  me  pleasure  to  report  that  our  Order  is 
prosperous,  its  membership  growing  and  its  increase  coming  from* 
those  who  are  a  pledge  of  its  continued  prosperity. 

In  considering  the  Grand  Encampment  he  uses  lan- 
guage very  similar  to  that  in  our  report  last  year,  and 
which  we  fully  approve: 

While  this  Supreme  Body  has  evoked  the  adverse  criticism  of 
many  able  writers,  I  here  deem  it  proper  to  reaffirm  the  loyalty  of 
this  Grand  Commandery  to  the  Grand  Encampment  of  the  U.  S.  A., 
as  set  forth  by  my  predecessors.  Granting  that  its  sins  of  omission 
and  commission  were  many  ;  that  pageantry  and  show  seemed  to  be 
the  business  of  its  session  and  legislation  the  incident,  does  not  this 
prove  our  humanity?  Should  we  abolish  a  Congress  of  the  United 
States  because  its  chosen  members  are  sometimes  recreant  to  the 
trust  imposed  in  them,  by  wasting  precious  time,  in  leaving  undone 
many  of  those  things  thev  should  have  done,  and  doing  other  things 
which  they  should  not  have  done?  Does  not  this  prove  a  want  of 
discernment  on  the  part  of  those  they  represent?  How  inconsistent 
to  complain  of  a  body,  of  which  we  are  an  integral  part,  and  whose 
policy  it  is  our  duty  and  our  privilege  to  assist  in  shaping!  Then  let 
us  lay  aside  the  fratricidal  strife,  and,  united,  right  our  wrongs  under 
the  banner  which  I  hold  to  be  one  of  the  most  potent  factors  in 
uniting  the  people  of  this  great  Nation,  by  bringing  together,  in  fra- 
ternal bonds,  the  unbiased  intelligence  and  culture  of  every  clime, 
seeking  to  unify  and  strengthen  our  Order.  To  this  end,  and  in  this 
connection  I  would  suggest  that  we  unite  upon  some  plan  by  which 
this  Grand  Body  will  be  amply  represented  at  the  ensuing  Triennial 
('onflave  of  the  Grand  Encampment  of  the  U.  S.  A., as  in  its  collec- 
tive wisdom  it  may  deem  best.

CALIFORNIA— 1866. 

Grand  Commander  Keyser  in  his  address  gives  the- 
condition  of  the  Order  as  follows: 

The  Templar  year,  now  so  near  its  close,  has  been  uneventful 
so  far  as  our  Order  in  this  State  is  concerned.  The  several  Com- 
manderies  within  this  Jurisdiction  have  been,  as  a  rule,  prosperous, 
increasing  in  membership  and  maintaining  an  unflagging  interest  in 
the  success  and  influence  of  Templarism  ;  and  I  am  happy  to  be  able* 
to  state  that  nothing  has  come  to  my  knowledge  to  indicate  any  in- 
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terruption  in  the  peace  and  harmony  which  have  heretofore  pre- 
vailed among  the  several  Commanderies  as  such,  and  among  the 
members  composing  them  respectively. 

An  appropriation  of  five  thousand  dollars  was  made 
for  defraying  the  expenses  of  the  Grand  Commandery 
in  its  pilgrimage  to  St.  Louis. 

Sir  Thomas  H.  Caswell  again  make3  the  Report  on 
Correspondence.  It  is  very  complete,  occupying  more 
than  a  hundred  pages. 

The  proceedings  of  Colorado  for  1885  are  fully  re- 
viewed. On  the  question  of  the  right  of  a  Commandery 
under  dispensation  to  receive  members  by  affiliation,  he 
thinks  our  Grand  Commandery  wrong  in  deciding 
against  such  right.  The  great  weight  of  opinion  seems 
to  be  against  us  on  this  question.  He  gives  his  opinion" 
as  follows : 

The  laws  of  the  Grand  Encampment  clearly  concede  to  Com- 
manderies under  dispensation  the  right  to  receive  members  by  affili- 
ation. In  defining  the  powers  of  Commanderies  under  dispensation 
the  statutes  provide  that  Commanderies  under  dispensation  have  all 
the  rights  and  privileges  of  chartered  Commanderies,  except,  etc. 
Here  the  exceptions  are  specified,  and  the  right  to  receive  members 
by  affiliation  does  not  appear  in  the  category  of  prohibited  powers ; 
therefore,  if  Commanderies  under  dispensation  have  all  the  rights 
and  powers  of  chartered  Commanderies  except  those  specifically 
-enumerated,  the  right  to  affiliate  members  is  assured  to  them.  The 
Commanderies  of  California  have  always  thus  construed  the  law  and  . 
have  acted  accordingly. 

The  following,  under  the  head  of  Illinois,  is  new  to 
us.  It  may,  however,  be  a  good  law  or  practice,  if  not 
abused : 

The  usual  long  list  of  special  dispensations  appears,  one  of 
which  was  to  re-ballot  upon  the  petition  of  a  rejected  candidate. 
We  cite  this  instance  because  it  has  been  frequently  asserted  that 
this  power,  given  to  the  Grand  Commander  of  California  by  the 
statutes,  is  in  conflict  with  the  statutes  of  the  Grand  Encampment. 
Many  a  wrong  has  been  righted  by  such  dispensations,  however,  as 
in  the  case  above  mentioned,  where  a  member  who  was  present 
when  the  candidate  was  rejected,  wrote  to  the  Grand  Commander, 
stating  that  on  that  occasion  he  had  unintentionally  cast  a  black 
ball. 

In  closing  he  refers  to  the  lack  of  subjects  for  dis- 
cussion : 

The  subjects  for  discussion  are  getting  fearfully  and  wonderfully 
•circumscribed.    The  question  of  the  Trinity  appears  to  have  been 
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xlaid  to  rest— the  opponents  to  that  dogma,  having  found  their  posi- 
tion utterly  untenable,  have  thrown  up  the  sponge  and  retired  from 
the  conflict.  A  little  squib  upon  the  fuss  and  feathers,  the  parades 
and  junketings  of  the  Grand  Encampment,  and  its  disposition  to  do 
nothing  else,  now  and  then  appears;  but  this  subject  is  getting  hack- 
neyed, and  were  it  not  for  those  two  good  old  twin  sisters — non-affil- 
iation and  non-payment  of  dues — the  reporters  would  have  hard. work 
to  find  a  theme  upon  which  to  dilate.

CANADA— 1885. 

The  address  of  Grand  Master  Moore  was  read  by  the 
Deputy  Grand  Master.  Sir  Knight  Moore  was  prevented 
by  illness  from  being  present.  He  discusses  the  Trinity 
question  fully,  and  gives  a  great  deal  of  historical  inform- 
ation. With  some  of  his  conclusions  we  cannot  agree. 
As  usual,  he  demonstrates  that  he  is  right  and  we  of  the 
United  States  wrong : 

I  cannot  too  strongly  impress  upon  you  that  our  Templary,  being 
essentially  sectarian  and  dogmatic,  its  whole  object  and  tendency  is 
to  promulgate  the  Christian  faith  in  its  orthodoxy,  which  does  not 
admit  of  any  argument,  discussion  or  compromise — widely  differing 
from  that  of  the  United  States,  where  it  has  betn  totally  changed 
since  its  first  introduction  from  England  in  1709. 

When  we  consider  the  numbers  composing,  and  the 
influence  of,  "the  two  systems,"  we  do  not  feel  called  upon 
to  go  into  a  discussion  of  their  relative  merits  or  demerits. 
In  Canada  there  are  eight  hundred  and  fifty  five  Knights 
Templar;  in  the  United  States,  more  than  sixty-nine 
thousand, 

He  further  says : 

I  do  not  make  these  remarks  (which  can  be  proved  by  the 
records  and  arguments  brought  forward  and  inserted  in  their  Foreign 
Correspondence  Reports)  from  any  wish  to  draw  invidious  compar- 
isons, as  I  already  stated  in  a  former  Allocution,  nor  for  a  moment 
doubting  that  the  great  majority  of  the  Templars  of  the  United  States 
are  actuated  by  the  purest  motives  and  feelings  of  Christianity,  but 
from  the  necessity  of  explaining  the  difference  so  palpably  existing 
between  the  two  systems. 

Sir  Knight  Moore's  great  bugbear  is  what  he  calls 
"the  apparent  growing  desire  to  imitate  many  of  the  fea- 
tures of  the  American  Templars." 
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Some  of  his  criticisms  are  well  worth  considering ; 
yet,  on  the  whole,  we  think  a  little  American  enterprise 
and  imitation  of  "the  features  of  the  American  Templars" 
will  benefit  our  Canadian  fraters. 

Sir  Knight  Moore  was  re  elected  Supreme  Grand 
Master;  Sir  Knight  Spry  was  re-elected  Grand  Chancel- 
lor. 


CONNECTICUT— 1886. 

From  the  Grand  Commander's  address  we  infer  that 
the  Order  is  prospering.  The  Grand  Commander  says 
he  has  visited,  within  a  year  or  two,  all  the  Command- 
eries  in  the  Jurisdiction.  This  is  certainly  very  com- 
mendable, and  encouraging  to  the  Commanderies. 

Sir  Knight  Roome,  Deputy  Grand  Master  of  the 
Grand  Encampment,  was  present  and  properly  received. 

A  resolution  was  unanimously  passed  discountenanc- 
ing parades  and  entertainments  at  the  time  and  place  of 
the  Conclaves  of  the  Grand  Encampment,  yet  the  follow- 
ing resolution  was  indefinitely  postponed: 

Resolved,  That  this  Grand  Commandery  discountenance  the  cus- 
tom of  providing  Jmnquets  at  Conclaves  on  the  evening  preceding 
the  Conclave  of  the  Grand  Commandery. 

It  is  not  very  consistent  to  say  these  things  are  right 
and  proper  for  us.  but  not  for  you. 

We  regret  the  circumstances  which  prevented  a  Re- 
port on  Correspondence,  given  by  Sir  Knight  Wheeler, 
Grand  Recorder,  as  follows: 

We  have  been  unable  this  year  to  prepare  a  Report  on  Corre- 
spondence, owing  to  a  long  and  serious  illness  which  has  covered 
several  months,  and  from  which,  at  the  time  of  printing  these  Pro- 
ceedings, we  have  not  entirely  recovered,  and  which  also  accounts 
for  the  lateness  of  their  issue.

K.  Wheeler,  re-elected  Grand  Recorder. 


DAKOTA— 1886. 

The  condition  of  the  Order  is  reported  by  Grand 
Commander  French  as  follows : 
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Harmony,  the  great  strength  of  our  Order,  and  without  which 
no  order  can  be  truly  successful,  has  been  uninterruptedly  with  us  ; 
peace  has  been  within  our  gates,  and  also  upon  our  borders.  So  com- 
plete has  this  been  that  I  have  not  been  Called  upon  to  render  a 
single  decision  during  the  term  of  my  office. 

Report  is  made  by  the  Committee  appointed  to  pre- 
sent a  suitable  testimonial  to  Sir  Knight  Theodore  S. 
Parvin,  of  Iowa,  that  in  connection  with  a  like  Commit- 
tee from  the  Grand  Lodge  and  Grand  Chapter,  they  had 
presented  to  Sir  Knight  Parvin  a  gold  watch — a  very 
appropriate  acknowledgment  of  the  warm  interest  he  had 
taken  in  all  the  Grand  Bodies  of  Dakota.  We  know  it 
was  fully  appreciated  by  Sir  Knight  Parvin. 

Sir  Daniel  S.  Glidden,  Grand  Commander;  Sir  Bruce 
M.  Rowley,  re-elected  Grand  Recorder. 


GEORGIA— 1885. 

The  Grand  Commander's  address  is  devoted  to  a 
report  of  his  official  acts.  During  the  year  he  visited  all 
the  Commanderies  in  the  Jurisdiction. 

A  very  interesting  address  or  oration  was  made  by 
Sir  John  S.  Davidson. 

Sir  Roland  B.  Hall  makes  a  very  complete  Report 
on  Correspondence. 

The  proceedings  of  Colorado  for  1885  are  reviewed 
quite  fully  and  fairly. 

Sir  Thomas  Ballantyne  re-elected  Grand  Com- 
mander; Sir  Samuel  P.  Hamilton,  re-elected  Grand  Re- 
corder. 


ILLINOIS— 1885. 

Sir  Hugh  McCurdy,  representative  of  the  Grand 
Master  of  the  Grand  Encampment,  was  present,  and 
made  one  of  his  characteristic  speeches. 

On  the  condition  of  the  Order  we  take  from  the 
Grand  Commander's  address  the  following: 

The  amount  of  work  done  the  past  year  by  many  Com- 
manderies  has   been    comparatively    small.     There  is  this    to  be 
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borne  in  mind,  however,  that  a  small  number  of  valiant  and  true- 
Knights  created  is  much  better  for  the  true  prosperity  of  our  noble 
Order  than  a  larger  number  possessing  inferior  qualifications ;  and 
the  more  rigid  the  scrutiny  exercised  at  our  outer  doors  the  better 
for  the  Order.  I  think,  however,  that  the  increase  in  number  for 
the  past  year  has  been  as  great  as  in  other  Grand  Jurisdictions. 

Among  the  many  reports  of  committees  we  most 
heartily  approve  the  following : 

The  Committee  on  Jurisprudence,  to  whom  was  referred  so 
much  of  the  Grand  Commander's  address — "  on  the  relations  exist- 
ing between  the  Grand  Encampment  of  the  U.  8.  and  the  Grand 
Commandery  of  Pennsylvania,"  beg  to  report  that  they  have  given 
the  document  as  careful  consideration  as  the  time  would  permit; 
and  they  are  unable  to  endorse  or  approve  it.  They  present  the 
following  resolutions,  and  recommend  their  adoption : 

Resolved,  That  the  representatives  of  this  Grand  Commandery 
to  the  Triennial  Conclave  of  the  Grand  Encampment  of  the  U.  S., 
to  be  holden  in  the  City  of  St.  Louis,  be,  and  they  are  hereby  in- 
structed, faithfully  to  attend  every  session  of  the  said  Conclave,  to 
the  exclusion  of  all  other  engagements,  and  earnestly  labor  to  dis- 
patch the  proper  business  that  may  come  before  them,  to  the  end 
that  the  Grand  Encampment,  whose  reputation  is  dear  to  us,  and  to 
which  we  are  bound  by  solemn  vows,  may  not  suffer  through  their- 
neglect. 

Resolved,  That  all  members  of  the  Grand  Encampment,  holding 
such  membership  by  virtue  of  rank  attained  in  this  Grand  Com- 
mandery, be  courteously  requested  to  personally  attend  the  next 
Triennial  Conclave,  and  co-operate  with  our  representatives  in  the 
dispatch  of  business. 

As  we  said  last  year,  if  each  Grand  Commandery 
will  instruct  its  representatives  what  it  wants  done,  and 
not  done,  and  then  see  that  they  act  accordingly,  there 
will  be  little  cause  for  complaint  against  the  Grand  En- 
campment. 

E.  Sir  Eugene  B.  Myers,  from  the  special  Committee 
on  Ritual,  presented  a  full  report  on  uniform,  down  to 
width  of  binding  and  height  of  collar.  It  was  acted  on 
as  follows : 

Resolved,  That  the  "Uniform"  as  reported  by  the  Committee 
on  Ritual  be  adopted,  as  the  construction  placed  on  it  by  this  Grand 
Commandery,  to  go  into  effect  December  1,  1886,  provided  the  Grand 
Encampment  at  its  next  Conclave  does  not  amend,  explain  or  annul 
the  present  statute  on  Uniform. 

The  full  and  complete  Report  on  Correspondence  is 
partly  made  by  that  most  accomplished  of  reporters,  Sir 
Theodore  T.  Gurney. 
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We  are  sorry  to  note  the  following : 


To  the  Sir  Knights  of  our  Jurisdiction,  and  to  cotemporaries, 
we  bid  an  affectionate  adieu  in  this  department  of  our  fraternal 
labors. 

The  remainder  is  by  Sir  Henry  C.  Ranney. 

A  large  part  of  Grand  Commander  Woodbury's 
address  is  quoted  and  favorably  commented  on  in  re- 
viewing the  proceedings  of  Colorado  for  1884.

INDIANA— 1886. 

From  the  address  of  Grand  Commander  Adams  we 
take  the  following : 

We  as  Templars  have  much  reason  to  congratulate  ourselves 
upon  the  condition  of  our  beloved  Order  in  this  Grand  Jurisdiction. 
December  27, 1854,  the  first  "Communication"  or  Conclave  was  held, 
four  Coinmanderies  comprising  the  number  of  Subordinates,  whose 
total  membership  was  one  hundred  and  forty-eight.  At  the  close  of 
the  year  1885,  we  had  thirty -one  Commanderies,  with  a  membership 
of  two  thousand  five  hundred  and  fifteen. 

Under  the  head  of  decisions  we  find  one  which 
raises  a  new  question  to  us.  We  think  the  decision 
right.  It  shows  the  wisdom  of  a  regulation  of  our  Grand 
Commandery  requiring  every  petitioner  for  a  dispensa- 
tion for  a  new  Commandery  to  have  a  certificate  from 
the  Recorder  of  his  Commandery  showing  that  his  dues 
are  all  paid.     The  decision  is  as  follows: 

The  membership  of  a  petitioner  for  a  dispensation  for  a  new 
Commandery  being  in  abeyance  in  his  old  Commandery,  he  is  not 
liable  thereto  for  dues  during  tbe  existence  of  the  dispensation,  but 
is  by  law  subject  to  assessment  for  dues  in  the  Commandery  under 
dispensation.  Section  2,  Article  XXVII.,  Code  of  Statutes,  Grand 
Encampment.  His  membership  in  his  old  Commandery  terminates 
when  the  Commandery  under  dispensation  is  constituted  under 
charter  and  due  notice  has  been  given  by  the  Recorder  thereof.  Sec- 
tion 4,  Article  XXVII.,  Code  of  Statutes,  Grand  Encampment.  The 
membership  of  a  petitioner  for  dispensation  being  in  abeyance,  he 
can  not  apply  to  his  old  Commandery  for  a  dirait  without  tirst  sever- 
ing his  connection  with  the  Commandery  under  dispensation,  by  con- 
sent of  the  officer  granting  the  dispensation,  and  consent  of  the  Com- 
mandery under  dispensation  ;  membership  thereupon  revives  in  his 
old  Commandery.    See  Section  20,  supplement  to  Code  of  Statutes. 
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He  recommends  limiting  the  commissions  of  Grand 
Representatives  to  three  years.  Afterward  such  commis- 
sions were  made  to  expire  with  the  next  ensuing  Trien- 
nial— a  good  rule  we  think. 

The  appeal  of  Muncie  Commandery  to  the  Grand 
Encampment  is  fully  reported.  The  Grand  Commander, 
properly,  we  think,  held  that  an  appeal  does  not  lie  from 
the  action  of  a  Grand  Commandery  in  granting  a  charter. 
The  Committee  on  Jurisprudence  approve  the  decision. 

Sir  i).  R.  Ruckle  makes  the  Report  on  Correspond- 
ence.    It  is  written  in  his  usual  full  and  careful  style. 

Our  proceedings  for  1885  are  fully  reviewed.  Of  our 
report  he  makes  the  following  mention  : 

The  report  made  by  Right  Eminent  Sir  Harper  M.  Orahood  is 
as  usual  succinct,  though  not  so  brief  as  in  previous  years,  filling 
thirty-five  pages,  and  thereby  losing  his  title  of  the  "Champion  Con- 
denser." While  he  expresses  opinions  frankly,  they  are  not  extract- 
ive as  a  rule.

IOWA— 1885. 

We  take  from  Grand  Commander  Morton's  address 
the  following  favorable  report : 

I  am  pleased  to  be  able  to  report  that  during  the  past  year  the 
administration  of  the  affairs  of  the  jurisdiction   has  been  accom- 

Elished  with  very  little  occasion  for  my  official  interference.  The  order 
as  been  fairly  but  not  unduly  prosperous,  and  if  the  accessions  to 
our  ranks  have  not  been  as  great  as  in  some  former  years,  we  may  in- 
dulge the  hope  that  we  have  gained  in  quality  all  that  we  fall  short  in 
quantity.  Peace  and  good-will  prevail  generally  among  our  subordi- 
nates, and  our  relations  with  sister  Grand  Jurisdictions  continue  of 
the  most  amicable  character. 

The  committee  appointed  the  year  previous  to  locate 
permanent  camp  grounds  reported  the  acceptance  of 
grounds  at  Spirit  Lake,  which  they  named  "Templar 
Park."  The  next  Annual  Conclave  is  to  be  held  at  these 
grounds.  As  we  said  last  year,  this  idea  seems  to  us  a 
good  one. 

An  assessment  of  fifty  cents  for  each  member  was 
levied  on  the  Subordinate  Commanderies,  "to  relieve  the

<Grand  Commandery  from  its  present  embarrassment." 
A  pretty  heavy  tax,  we  think,  in  addition  to  regular  dues. 
Possibly  the  cost  of  printing  a  Report  on  Correspondence 
of  a  hundred  and  thirty-five  pages  may  have  added  to 
the  embarrassment. 

Some  amendments  were  made  to  the  Constitution, 
but  without  having  the  Constitution  itself  they  are  unin- 
telligible. 

The  Report  on  Correspondence  is  again  made  by  Sir 
Edward  A.  Guilbert.  In  reviewing  Alabama,  he  takes 
occasion  to  express  himself  very  strongly  in  favor  of  a 
•strict  construction  on  the  physical  qualification  question ; 
from  which  we  now,  as  in  the  past,  most  emphatically 
dissent. 

Our  proceedings  for  1884  are  fully  reviewed.  In  re- 
viewing Grand  Commander  Woodbury's  address,  he  calls 
him  "our  Western  enthusiast."  We  who  know  him  best 
would  not  so  call  him. 

He  is  not  yet  up  to  the  point  of  approving  the  style 
of  our  report.  Its  brevity  troubles  him  ;  but  he  is  not  so 
hostile  as  last  year,  and  we  may  yet  have  his  approval. 
If  not,  we  must  exist  without  it. 

We  are  sorry  to  notice  that  he  intends  to  retire  with 
this  report.

KANSAS— 1886.    ' 
Grand  Commander  Langdon  reports : 

The  year  just  past  has  been  an  uneventful  one  to  the  Order  in 
this  Jurisdiction.  The  several  Commander ies,  with  one  or  two  excep- 
tions, have  had  a  healthy  growth,  and  quality  rather  than  numbers 
seems  to  have  been,  more  than  ever  before,  the  motto  of  all. 

A  resolution  to  adopt  Grant's  Tactics,  instead  of 
Myers's,  was  lost  by  a  tie  vote.  A  committee  was  then 
appointed  on  this  subject,  to  report  at  the  next  Annual 
Conclave. 

The  Report  on  Correspondence,  by  the  Grand  Re- 
corder, is  full  and  complete.  Colorado  for  1885  is  cour- 
teously reviewed.

KENTUCKY— 1886. 

The  usual  grand  parade  took  place;  the  drill  corps- 
of  De  Molay  Commandery  participating. 

An  eloquent  address  of  welcome  was  delivered  b)" 
Sir  Knight  Moss,  of  Paducah.  There  was  a  prize  drill 
at  the  base  ball  grounds,  and  a  reception  at  the  opera 
house.  The  newly-elected  Grand  Officers  were  publicly 
installed  at  the  opera  house,  as  a  part  of  the  reception. 

Grand  Commander  Flournoy,in  his  address, says: 

It  affords  me  great  pleasure  to  be  able  to  congratulate  you  upon 
the  continued  prosperity  of  the  Order  under  your  jurisdiction ;  from 
the  East,  the  West,  the  North  and  the  South,  the  most  gratifying 
intelligence  has  been  received  in  relation  to  the  increase  of  the  Order, 
the  high  estimation  in  which  it  is  held  by  our  fellow-citizens,  the 
great  benefit  it  has  conferred  on  the  members  of  the  Order,  and  the 
good  it  has  done  and  is  still  doing  to  all  mankind. 

And  we  find  the  following  truism: 

A  Masonic  address  in  Kentucky,  which  did  not  contain  a  refer- 
ence to  the  Masonic  Widows'  and  Orphans'  Home,  would  necessarily 
be  incomplete.

We  may  well  be  proud  of  this  our  Home.  The  Proceedings  of 
every  Masonic  Grand  Body  contain  a  -reference  to  it ;  the  pages  of 
every  Masonic  Journal  tell  over  and  over  again  the  story  of  its  use- 
fulness.

I 
do  not  now  recall  a  single  question  asked  that  the  Sir  Knight  could 
not  have  answered  himself  by  simple  reference  to  the  Code  and 
Statutes  of  the  Grand  Encampment  of  the  United  States  and  of  this 
Grand  Commandery. 

The  Report  on  Correspondence  is  from  the  pen  of  Sir 
Charles  R.  Woodruff.  It  is,  as  usual,  full  and  complete: 
one  of  the  best  of  the  year.  He  explains  his  style  of  re- 
porting as  follows:

Grand  Commander  Abbott,  in  his  address,  which  is 
short,  tells  us  that  little  work  was  done,  but  "health  and 
moderate  prosperity  prevail  throughout  our  Jurisdiction." 

No  decisions  were  called  for. 

The  Committee  on  Correspondence  make  a  report, 
devoted  entirely  to  the  relations  between  Louisiana  and 
Maryland.  Quotations  are  made  from  all  the  Reports  on 
Correspondence  which  have  discussed  or  mentioned  this 
unfortunate  affair.  Sir  Adreon's  last  report,  made  just 
before  his  death,  is  given  in  full.  The  Committee  then 
add: 

Here,  indeed,  do  we  recognize  the  magnanimous  and  chivalric 
Templar,  and,  while  gladly  accepting  the  apology  so  nobly  rendered, 
we  mourn  and  deplore  that  we  were  unable  to  respond  before  the 
spirit  of  our  brave  frater  had  ascended  to  his  reward.  We  have  no 
doubt  that  every  member  of  the  Grand  Commandery  of  Louisiana 
will  feel  as  we  do  about  this  matter,  and  that  we  should  not  hesitate 
to  at  once  repeal  our  resolution  of  non-intercourse  with  our  Compan- 
ion Sir  Knights  of  Maryland,  and  we  append  motions  to  that  effect 
and  recommend  their  adoption. 

The  resolutions  were  unanimously  adopted.  We  are 
heartily  glad  it  is  settled.

MAINE— 1885. 

The  condition  of  the  Order  is  given  by  Grand  Com- 
mander Bangs  as  follows : 
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Our  Order  has  made  no  gain  in  membership  the  past  year ;  in- 
deed, the  returns  show  a  slight  loss.  There  is  no  thought  of  regret  or 
discouragement  in  this.  It  is  an  indication  of  caution  as  well  as  of 
the  very  general  paralysis  of  business.  Our  Order,  in  one  sense,  is  a 
luxury  which  the  prudent  will  forego  when  economy  becomes  a  neces- 
sity. There  is  little  necessity,  therefore,  for  us  to  hoist  the  danger 
signal  so  long  as  we  are  true  to  our  vows,  so  long  as  we  make  honor, 
probity  and  moral  character  a  test  of  fitness  for  membership. 

The  following  contains  a  suggestion  worth  consider- 
ing: 

I  would  again  suggest  a  change  in  our  regulations  to  conform  to 
the  original  plan,  giving  exclusive  jurisdiction  in  places  where  Com- 
manderies  are  located,  and  concurrent  jurisdiction  over  all  other 
places  where  no  Commandery  is  stationed.  The  laws  of  trade  prac- 
tically govern  candidacy  and  membership,  and  no  Companion  ought 
to  be  compelled  to  go  among  strangers  to  secure  the  Orders  or  go  with- 
out. 

The  Report  on  Correspondence  is  made  by  Sir 
Stephen  Berry.  It  is  prepared  in  his  usual  careful  style. 
His  tables  of  statistics  are  very  full  and  complete.  We 
publish  them  in  our  report.  Colorado  receives  kindly- 
notice.

MARYLAND— 1885. 

The  Grand  Commander  makes  a  very  full  report  of 
his  doings,  in  his  address.     We  quote  : 

It  is  not  at  all  humiliating  to  know  that  the  Order  has  not  been 
as  prosperous  during  the  year  just  closing  as  it  has  been  in  former 
years,  which  no  doubt  is  largely  attributable  to  the  stringency  in 
commercial,  mercantile  and  manufacturing  industries,  which  has 
prevailed  the  world  over,  while  it  is  exhilarating  and  encouraging  to 
know  that  the  increase,  though  weak  in  numbers,  is  strong  in  the  de- 
velopment of  nobility,  magnanimity  and  manhood,  so  that  the  lesser 
is  the  greater  good.  Numerical  weakness  often  develops  moral 
strength. 

He  recommends  the  formation  of  "Drill  Corps'7  in 
each  Commandery.  This  is  all  right,  only  the  corps 
should  include,  if  possible,  every  member. 

Under  this  head  we  find  the  following  very  precise- 
definition  and  distinction : 
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It  is  hardly  necessary,  when  talking  to  the  members  of  the  Or- 
der who  compose  the  Grand  Commandery  of  Maryland,  to  call  their 
attention  to  the  fact  that  Templarism  is  a  semi-military  organization 
and  requires  systematic  study  and  practice  to  enable  them  to  perform 
correctly  the  military  work  of  opening  a  Commandery  for  the  dis- 
patch of  business,  as  it  should  be  done  in  well-regulated  bodies. 
"Tactics"  is  the  science  of  disposing  military  forces.  "Drill"  is  the 
art  of  military  training,  by  which  alone  proficiency  can  be  attained. 
The  combination  of  Tactics  and  Drill  is  the  perfection  of  correct  evo- 
lution. 

We  find,  not  a  Report  on  Correspondence,  as  it  is 
called,  by  Sir  Knight  Adreon,but  really  his  resignation 
as  Chairman  of  the  Committee,  and  an  apology  to  the 
Jurisdiction  of  Louisiana.  In  connection  with  this  we 
read  the  glowing  tribute  to  the  memory  of  Sir  Knight 
Adreon  by  Sir  Knight  Gorgas.  He  passed  away  between 
the  Conclave  and  the  publication  of  the  proceedings. 
The  words  used  and  the  trouble  caused  thereby  were  com- 
mented on  by  us  last  year  and  the  year  before. 

We  give  nearly  the  whole  of  Sir  Knight  Adreon's 
Communication: 

Since  our  last  assembly  I  have  been  failing  in  health,  until  at 
last  I  am  forced  to  place  in  your  hands  my  resignation  as  Chairman 
of  the  Committee  on  Correspondence.  I  lo-ed  the  work ;  I  loved 
the  splendid  corps  of  gentlemen  who,  as  the  spokesmen  of  their  sev- 
eral jurisdictions,  composed  the  well-known  Board  of  Mutuals.  The 
reading  of  their  reports  was  to  me  an  intellectual  feast  that  never 
tired  me.  As  I  write,  the  peculiarities  of  style,  the  eloquence  of 
thought,  the  purity  of  sentiment  and  diction,  the  broad  catholicity 
of  spirit,  the  kindly  tone,  the  warm  grasp  of  the  invisible  hand,  the . 
ringing,  hearty  laugh  and  cheering  words  of  that  band  of  true  gen- 
tlemen and  brothers,  each  and  all,  one  after  one,  in  due  order,  pass 
like  the  forms  on  Banquo's  mystic  glass.    In  bidding  them  farewell, 

44 A  feeling  of  sadness  comes  o'er  me 

That  Is  not  akin  to  pain, 
And  resembles  sorrow  only 

As  the  mist  resembles  rain," 

With  the  exception  of  the  unfortunate  misunderstanding  with 
the  Grand  Commandery  of  Louisiana,  I  leave  you  with  Maryland  in 
Knightly  accord  and  fraternal  correspondence  wTith  every  Grand 
Jurisdiction  in  this  country  and  elsewhere;  and  permit  me  here,  for 
the  first  and  last  time,  to  say  a  word  in  regard  to  our  relations  with 
Louisiana.  Since  writing  the  words  that  gave  so  much  offence  to  our 
Louisiana  fraters  I  have  never  until  now  spoken  or  been  asked  to 
speak  upon  the  subject.  The  first  communication  from  them  was  to 
Sir  Knight  Schultz,  their  representative  He  promptly  and  ably 
represented  the  case  in  the  Grand  Commandery  of  Maryland,  who 
at  once  passed  a  resolution  disclaiming  any  intention  to  affront. 
This  was  not  considered  satisfactory,  and  a  resolution  was  passed  by 
them  severing  all  intei course  between  the  two  jurisdictions.    All 
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this  could  have  been  avoided  by  their  simply  calling  my  attention  to 
the  offensive  criticism.  It  would  have  been  at  once  recalled,  and  an 
assurance  given  that  it  did  not  represent  the  sentiments  of  the 
writer  or  the  Qrand  Jurisdiction  he  represented.  But,  as  I  have  said 
above,  no  request  to  say  one  word  was  made  by  my  Grand  Com- 
mandery,  and  certainly  none  was  asked  of  me  by  Louisiana. 

Fraters  of  Maryland  and  Louisiana,  I  do  not  wish  that  this 
should  be  so.  Unsolicited  by  my  Commandery,  unasked  by  the 
Grand  Commandery  of  Louisiana,  I  stand  between  the  two  Jurisdic- 
tions and  recall  the"  words  that  pave  offence.  I  intended  to  affront 
or  wound  no  Sir  Knight  of  Louisiana ;  hastily,  crudely,  the  wTords 
were  thrown  together  and  went  forth  on  their  mission  of  discord 
and  wrath.  A  word  once  uttered  can  never  be  recalled — but  it  can 
be  regretted ;  it  can  be  apologized  for.  I  here  do  both,  and  trust 
that  in  the  future  Maryland  and  Louisiana,  forgetting  the  past,  may 
press  forward  side  by  side  in  advancing  the  banners  of  the  Temple 
to  still  higher  and  more  exalted  places,  until  at  last,  having  put  all 
things  under  her  with  intelligence,  culture  and  education  for  her 
handmaidens,  with  bigotry,  superstition  and  intolerance  writhing  in 
mortal  wounds  at  her  feet,  they  may  side  by  side,  in  that  great 
Armagedon  of  the  future,  lift  their  blood-stained  swords  and  salute 
the  banner  of  the  Temple,  flashing  and  glowing  in  the  sunlight  of 
victory.  With  these  hopes  for  the  future,  and  believing  it  to  be  the 
grand  culmination  of  all  for  which  the  Order  of  the  Temple  was 
instituted,  I  bid  you  as  your  .correspondent,  dear  fraters  of  Mary- 
land, a  "  heart-warm,  fond  adieu."

MASS.  AND    RHODE    ISLAND— 1885. 

The  Semi- Annual  Conclave  was  held  May  27. 
The  Grand  Commander  reports: 

Peace  and  harmony  prevail  in  our  several  subordinates,  and 
the  true  spirit  of  our  Order  is  manifest  throughout  our  Jurisdiction. 
Our  affairs  have  moved  along  so  smoothly,  the  months  have  been  so 
uneventful,  and  the  duties  of  this  office  have  been  so  much  in  the 
regular  course  of  business,  since  our  Annual  Conclave,  that  I  have 
but  little  to  report  which  will  require  your  action. 

The  short  ceremony  of  the  Order  of  Malta,  "with 
slight  modifications,"  was  adopted. 

The  Annual  Conclave  was  held  October  28. 

We  notice  the  curious  fact  that  there  were  present 
ninety-five  "members  being  Past  Eminent  Commanders, 
not  elsewhere  represented."  These  alone  would  make  a 
pretty  good-sized  Grand  Commandery  in  this  country. 
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The  Grand  Commander's  address  contains  a  full 
report  of  his  official  acts,  chiefly  of  local  interest. 

His  recommendations  regarding  the  Grand  Encamp- 
ment have  a  wider  significance.  We  notice  them  else- 
where. 

The  Grand  Recorder  again  makes  the  Report  on 
Correspondence  From  his  opening  we  take  the  follow- 
ing: 

The  Reports  on  Foreign  Correspondence  made  to  the  several 
Grand  Cominanderies  vary  in  length,  but  in  other  respects  they  are 
modeled  after  a  common  plan,  the  principal  feature  of  which  is  a  re- 
view of  the  proceedings  of  each  Grand  Commandery,  for  the  most 
part  in  alphabetical  order,  wherein  the  reviewer  passes  judgment 
upon  them  in  such  manner  as  seems  to  him  proper.  Your  Committee 
is  sensible  of  the  fact  that  this  Grand  Body  authorized  the  appoint- 
ment of  a  Committee  on  Correspondence  with  limitations,  and  with- 
out the  intention  of  encouraging  the  Committee  to  make  such  lengthy 
reports  as  are  acceptable,  indeed  it  may  almost  be  said  expected,  in 
otner  jurisdictions.  The  report  of  1884*has  received  enough  of  favor- 
able notice  to  be  flattering  to  your  Committee,  but  coupled  with  the 
wish  that  it  had  been  longer.  The  reason  for  its  brevity,  herein 
given,  will,  it  is  hoped,  prevail  with  correspondents  to  believe  that 
internal  economy,  and  not  indifference,  dictates  that  this  report  must 
also  be  kept  within  bounds  corresponding  to  those  of  its  only  and 
immediate  predecessor. 

And  from  his  closing,  as  follows,  which  we  fully 
appreciate : 

The  plan  of  reviewing  the  doings  of  the  Grand  Commanderies 
separately  is  easier  for  the  reviewer  but  more  voluminous,  and  we 
may  add,  to  our  thinking,  more  instructive  also.  Such  a  report  can 
not  be  judiciously  made  in  less  than  twenty-live  of  our  printed  pages, 
and  would  be  better  if  allowed  to  extend  to  fifty,  according  to  the 
importance  of  matter  in  review.  In  any  case,  much  labor  is  involved, 
as  you  can  readily  understand  from  the  fact  that  your  Reporter  has 
looked  over  pamphlets  aggregating  over  4,800  pages  in  preparing  this 
•report.  The  fullest  Report  on  Correspondence  makes  188  pages,  and 
from  that  down  to  forty-five  pages. 

Colorado  for  1884  receives  a  lull  share  of  the  limited 
space.

MICHIGAN— 1886. 

After  the  Grand  Commandery  was  opened,  Sir  Hugh 
McCurdy,  Grand  Captain  General  of  the  Grand  Encamp- 
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raent,  was  received  with  proper  honors.  He  responded 
with  an  eloquent  speech. 

We  are  sorr3r  to  notice  that  the  Grand  Recorder  was 
taken  seriously  ill  during  the  proceedings. 

We  took  occasion  last  year  earnestly  to  protest  against 
the  practice  of  any  Grand  Commandery  granting  a  Dis- 
pensation for  a  new  Commandery,  or  granting  a  Charter 
for  a  Commandery  which  had  not  previously  worked 
under  Dispensation,  conferred  the  orders,  made  proper 
report,  and  the  Charter  recommended  by  a  proper  com- 
mittee. 

We  then  said  such  practice  would  almost  inevitably 
lead  to  trouble  and  discord.  Such  was  the  result  in  this 
case.  It  gave  the  Grand  Commander  and  at  least  two 
Subordinate  Commanderies  trouble  during  the  year;  it 
received  attention  from  the  Grand  Master  of  the  Grand 
Encampment;  it  elicited  a  report  from  a  special  Commit- 
tee at  this  Conclave,  occupying  more  than  twenty  closely- 
printed  pages;  it  called  out  speeches  and  discussion,  and 
we  cannot  help  believing  it  engendered  bitter  feelings 
that  will  not  soon  be  allayed. 

In  the  language  of  our  report  last  year : 

In  our  opinion  a  result  naturally  to  be  expected  from  such  a 
proceeding. 

Rev.  and  Sir  Francis  A.  Blades  presented  a  report 
which  was  adopted,  embodying  a  ritual  and  form  of  ser- 
vice to  be  used  at  the  church  or  asylum  at  Ascension 
Day  services.  It  is  very  full  and  complete  and,  if  prop- 
erly carried  out,  very  impressive.  It  is  the  best  we  have 
seen. 

Grand  Recorder  Innes  again  makes  a  very  full  and 
complete  Report  on  Correspondence. 

Colorado  for  1885  is  fully  reviewed.  He  quotes 
without  comment  what  we  said  last  year  about  the  Grand 
Commandery  granting  charters,  without  first  requiring 
work  under  dispensation.

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MINNESOTA— 1885. 


The  condition  of  the  Order  is  given  by  Grand  Com- 
mander Shuey  in  his  address  as  follows: 

While  nothing  of  vital  importance  to  our  Order  has  occurred  I 
during  the  year  now  closing,  it  is  gratifying  to  know  that  prosperity 
has  crowned  our  undertakings,  and  that  in  peace,  harmony  and 
knightly  affection  we  are  steadily  moving  onward  and  upward  toward 
that  high  standard  of  Christian  knighthood,  to  attain  which  should 
be  the  aspiration  of  every  true  and  courteous  Sir  Knight. 

The  Grand  Commander  is  in  favor  of  proficiencv  in 
drill : 

I  believe  that  next  in  importance  to  thorough  and  intelligent 
work  in  the  ritual  of  our  Order  is  the  drill,  which  experience  teaches 
is  one  of  the  most  potent  factors  in  keeping  alive  interest  and  stimu- 
lating members  to  activity  in  all  directions.  The  most  active  Com- 
manderies  throughout  this  country  to-day  are  those  which  pay  most 
attention  to  drill ;  and  I  am  convinced  that,  as  a  rule,  they  excel  in 
Asylum  work. 

Which  we  think  is  entirely  true. 

He  recommends  the  adoption  of  Grant's  Tactics. 
The  committee  on  the  address  approved  the  recommenda- 
tion, and  they  were  adopted. 

The  Report  on  Correspondence  is  from  tht;  able  pen 
of  Grand  Recorder  Pierson.  Although  it  does  not  cover 
as  many  pages  as  some  other  reports,  few  contain  as  much 
information. 

Our  proceedings  for  1884  are  fully  and  fairly  reviewed.

MISSISSIPPI— 1885.  * 

The  proceedings  commenced  by  the  Grand  Com- 
mandery  "proceeding  to  the  Methodist  Church,  where 
the  Offices  of  Devotion  were  observed  in  a  solemn  and 
impressive  manner. 

The  Grand  Commander  recommended  that  the  com- 
missions of  Grand  Representatives  expire  with  the  suc- 
ceeding Triennial  Conclave.  The  committee  on  the 
address  offered  the  following  resolution,  which  was- 
adopted : 
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Resolved,  That  the  commissions  of  all  Representatives  of  this 
Grand  Commandery  near  other  Grand  Commanderies,  shall  expire 
with  the  date  of  the  Triennial  Conclave  of  the  Grand  Encampment 
of  the  United  States  in  1880,  and  that  thereafter  all  similar  commis- 
sions shall  expire  with  the  date  of  the  succeeding  Triennial  Con- 
clave. 

The  Report  on  Correspondence  by  Sir  Knight  Erwin 
is  carefully  prepared  and  is  an  able  paper.  He  reviews 
our  proceedings  for  1884.  He  quotes  several  paragraphs 
from  our  report  with  approval. 

In  closing  he  refers  to  some  other  reporters  from 
whom  he  differed  in  opinion  on  some  questions,  and  sen- 
sibly says : 

Still,  when  we  felt  impelled  to  differ,  we  have  done  so,  but 
always  endeavoring  to  let  our  words  be  temperate  and  without  sting. 

We  are  glad  to  hear  that  Sir  Knight  DeLap  has  re- 
covered and  again  assumed  his  duties.

MISSISSIPPI— 1886. 

This  year  the  Offices  of  Devotion  were  conducted  by 
the  acting  Grand  Prelate,  in  the  asylum. 

From  Grand  Commander  Gordon's  address  we  take 
the  following :  • 

By  correspondence  with  the  several  Eminent  Commanders  of 
the  State,  I  learn  with  sorrow  that  Ternplarism  has  not  materially 
advanced  in  the  past  eight  months  as  was  hoped.  But  hope  is  a 
beacon-star  that  beckons  us  on. 

The  Grand  Commander  reports  that  certain  Com- 
panions had  received  the  Orders  in  Memphis,  Tenn.,  the 
Eminent  Commander  of  the  Commandery  where  they 
lived  having  waived,  or  attempted  to  do  so,  the  right  of 
jurisdiction.  This  waiver  the  Grand  Commander  con- 
sidered irregular,  we  should  say  void. 

But  seeing  that  no  good  could  come  of  the  matter  by  further 
correspondence,  and  being  satisfied  that  no  slight  was  intended,  I 
let  the  matter  drop. 

The  Committee  on  the  Grand  Commander's  address 
made  a  report,  which  was  adopted,  as  follows : 
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There  is  reason  to  believe  that  the  Companions  who  sought  to 
secure  the  orders  in  Memphis  regarded  the  appointments  and  furn- 
ishings of  our  poorly  provided  Commanderies  as  ill-suited  to  their 
more  aristocratic  pretensions,  and  we  therefore  recommend  that  they 
be  left  where  they  have  placed  themselves,  in  the  position  of 
irregularly  made  Knights,  and  as  such  that  the  entrance  to  all  our 
asylums  be  barred  against  them. 

The  Grand  Commandery  of  Tennessee  acted  very 
temperately,  asking  a  full  heariug  before  action  by  the 
Grand  Commandery  of  Tennessee.  So  the  matter 
stands,  rather  unsatisfactorily,  we  think,  to  the  Sir 
Knights  concerned 

Sir  Knight  De  Lap,  having  resumed  the  Chairman- 
ship of  the  Committee,  makes  the  Report  on  Correspond- 
ence. We  think  from  the  tone  of  the  report  that  he  has 
recovered,  notwithstanding  the  following  in  his  opening: 

I  am  still  suffering  from  chronic  dyspepsia,  to  which  must  be 
attributed  any  ebullitions  of  temper  that  may  crop  out.  I  beg,  how- 
ever, to  assure  mv  California  friend  that  my  remarks  in  response  to 
New  Jersey's  unwarranted  and  asinine  criticisms  of  our  style  last 
year  was  not  in  any  degree  the  result  of  dyspepsia  or  any  other 
disease. 

He  notices  the  absence  of  Mississippi  from  our  last 
report.  We  did  not  then  have  the  proceedings;  they 
have  since  been  received,  hence  our  present  review  of 
two  years. 

Of  our  condition  he  says : 

They  take  some  interest  in  Templary  out  there,  as  is  evidenced 
by  the  phenomenal  growth  of  the  Order  and  the  present  financial 
condition  of  this  Grand  Commandery — the  Treasurer's  report  show- 
ing a  balance  of  $3,582  00. 

From  his  closing  we  quote  with  approval: 

The  question  as  to  the  propriety  of  cutting  loose  from  Masonry 
is  being  agitated  to  some  extent.  It  seems  to  us  that  a  modicum  of 
the  stability  and  respectability  of  the  Institution  results  from  its 
connection  with  that  most  ancient  and  honorable  of  all  human  socie- 
ties. Take  away  the  halo  thrown  around  Templary  by  its  connec- 
tion with  Masonry  and  it  would  soon  drop  to  the  level  of  those  other 
orders  of  knighthood,  of  which  the  woods  are  full. 

Sir  B.  A.  Vaughan,  Grand  Commander;  Sir  J.  L, 
Power,  re-elected  Grand  Recorder. 
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MISSOURI— 1886. 
Grand  Commander  Rogers,  in  his  address,  says : 

I  congratulate  you  upon  the  unusual  prosperity  that  has  attended 
our  Order  in  Missouri  during  the  past  year.  Peace  and  harmony, 
without  a  solitary  note  of  discord,  prevail  throughout  our  Jurisdic- 
tion. 

Regarding  the  Twenty-third  Triennial,  he  says: 

As  you  are  well  aware,  the  Twenty-third  Triennial  Conclave  of 
the  Grand  Encampment  of  the  United  States  of  America  will  be  held 
in  this  city  in  September  of  this  year.  There  will  on  that  occasion 
be  thousands  of  Knight  Templars  in  attendance.  I  have  no  doubt 
that  the  Templars  of  Missouri  will  maintain  their  justly-earned  rep- 
utation for  knightly  courtesy  and  hospitality. 

He  was  not  disappointed.  The  Templars  of  Mis- 
souri fully  maintained  their  reputation  on  the  occasion 
referred  to. 

The  Report  on  Correspondence  is  made  by  Sir  Knight 
Mayo.  It  is  short,  he  says,  for  the  reason  that  funds  to 
pay  for  printing  were  short;  the  reason  assigned  being 
the  heavy  expenses  attending  the  Triennial. 

Colorado  for  1884  is  fully  reviewed,  and  receives 
kindly  notice.

NEBRASKA— 1885. 

From  Grand  Commander  Sewell's  address  we  take 
the  following : 

By  referring  to  the  table  of  returns  you  will  see  that  our  num- 
bers have  been  materially  increased.  Let  us  hope  and  trust  that  the 
material  thus  received  into  our  Asylum  will  be  such  as  will  add  luster 
and  honor  to  our  noble  Order.  Grateful  as  we  are  for  these  blessings, 
we  are  still  more  thankful  that  peace  and  harmony  prevail  through- 
out our  Jurisdiction. 

The  Grand  Commander's  address  shows  a  great  deal 
of  work  done  by  him  during  the  year. 

Among  his  recommendations  we  note  with  approval 
the  following: 
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During  the  year  I  have  answered  a  great  many  questions  ver- 
bally and  by  letter,  which  information  could  have  been  gained  by  a 
reference  to  the  Code  of  Statutes  of  the  Grand  Encampment  of  the 
United  States ;  I  therefore  recommend  that  the  Code  or  Statutes  be 
printed  with  the  Proceedings  for  1885,  if  the  finances  of  the  Grand 
Commandery  will  permit. 

As  the  Code  does  not  appear,  we  presume  finances 
were  short.  This  may  also  account  for  the  non-appear- 
ance of  the  Report  on  Correspondence.  We  find  the  fol- 
lowing: 

I  have  examined  with  some  care,  the  report  of  the  Committee 
on  Foreign  Correspondence,  and  find  it  a  verv  able  and  well-written 
document.  It  will  compare  favorably  with  the  best  and  most  bril- 
liant "Reviews"  in  this  field  of  literature.  In  my  judgment,  on 
account  of  the  labor  and  time  devoted  to  its  preparation,  something 
more  tangible  than  the  thanks  of  this  Grand  Commandery  should  be 
extended  to  E.\  Sir  John  J.  Monell,  Jr.,  for  this  report.  It  is  alike 
creditable  to  himself  as  well  as  to  this  Grand  Body. 

Sir  Knight  Monell,  however,  in  a  letter  to  the  Grand 
Commandery,  says  he  met  with  an  accident  which  pre- 
vented him  from  finishing  the  report.

NEW  HAMPSHIRE— 1885/ 
Grand  Commander  Webster  reports : 

Our  Order  has  continued  in  prosperity  and  perfect  harmony. 
Not  one  word  of  discord  has  come  from  any  Commandery  in  our  jur- 
isdiction. With  such  prosperity  and  harmony  the  strength  of  our 
Order  has  increased. 

Regarding  visitations  he  says : 

To  the  officers  of  the  Grand  Commandery  the  visitations  during 
the  past  year  have  been  most  enjoyable,  and  they  have  truly  been 
very  satisfactory.  The  orders  have  been  conferred  in  a  very  careful 
manner  and  with  a  praiseworthy  desire  to  be  governed  by  the  ritual 
of  the  Grand  Commandery. 

Sir  Knight  Bell  again  makes  the  Report  on  Corres- 
pondence. It  is  quite  fall,  and  he  is  very  fair  in  his  criti- 
cisms. 

Colorado  for  1884  is  fully  reviewed.  Of  our  views 
on  the  Trinitarian  question,  he  says: 
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They  seem  to  have  a  familiar  resemblance  to  those  of  the  Maine- 
philanthropist,  who  was  in  favor  of  the  prohibitory  law;  but  opposed 
to  its  enforcement.  Perhaps  if  we  were  all  of  us  to  examine  our 
own  notions  with  sufficient  care  we  should  find  in  each  case  a  very 
similar  judgment  with  regard  to  some  questions  of  doubt  or  diffi- 
culty. 

No  ;  we  may  believe  the  doctrine,  but  are  opposed  to 
insisting  that  others  shall  believe  it,  whether  or  no.

NEW  JERSEY— 1885. 

The  Grand  Commander  seems  to  have  had  an  easy 
time  from  the  following,  taken  from  his  address : 

I  have  not  received  a  complaint  of  any  kind,  nor  have  I  been 
asked  for  an  official  decision  during  the  past  year.  Peace  and  har- 
mony prevail  throughout  the  jurisdiction.  Some  of  theCommanderies 
have  not  received  many  accessions  to  their  numbers.  Good  and  suffi- 
cient reasons  therefor  are  discovered  in  the  continued  business  de- 
Eression  of  their  several  localities.  Other  Oommanderies,  more 
ighly  favored,  have  had  their  fair  share  of  increase. 

The  sensible  recommendation  contained  in  the  fol- 
lowing was  adopted  : 

I  have  felt'that  this  custom  of  asking  permission  to  pass  from 
one  jurisdiction  to  another  has  Become  ridiculously  absurd,  is  a  tax 
upon  the  time  and  patience  of  those  in  official  position,  and  has 
nothing  to  recommend  its  continuance,  and  I  suggest  that  the  Grand 
Commandery  of  New  Jersey  adopt  a  resolution  abolishing  the  neces- 
sity of  asking  or  granting  permissions  of  this  character,  and  extend- 
ing a  cordial  invitation  to  any  body  of  Knights  Templar  to  visit  this 
jurisdiction  whenever  and  as  often  as  they  feel  disposed  to  do  so. 

The  Report  on  Correspondence  is  made  by  Grand 
Recorder  Bechtel.  He  quotes  largely  from  Grand  Com- 
mander Woodbury's  address.

NEW  YORK— 1885. 

Grand  Commander  Crosby  was  seriously  ill  and  un- 
able to  be  present.  His  address  was  read  by  the  Deputy 
Grand  Commander.     We  make  the  following  quotation  : 
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Templarism  was  never  in  a  more  prosperous  condition  within 
our  Jurisdiction,  and  our  greatest  danger  now  lies  in  an  over-zeal  to* 
popularize  the  Order. 

Grand  Recorder  McCoy  in  his  report  gives  a  history 
or  "Summary  of  the  important  events  that  have  occurred" 
in  this  Grand  Commandery  during  the  past  ten  years.  It 
should  be  particularly  interesting  and  valuable  to  New 
York  Templars. 

The  Grand  Commander,  Grand  Recorder  and  a  num- 
ber of  prominent  members  of  the  Grand  Commandery  of 
Pennsylvania  were  visitors. 

The  Committee  on  Grievance  say  they  "have  made 
diligent  inquiry  for  auy  business  that  might  be  brought 
or  referred  to  them."  We  think  this  committee  should 
be  content  to  wait  for  business  and  not  hunt  for  it,  re- 
membering 

"They  serve  who  only  stand  and  wait." 

Fortunately,  however,  they  found  nothing,  and  say  in 
their  report : 

Peace,  harmony  and  prosperity  prevail. 

This  committee  reported  the  same  happy  state  of 
affairs  last  year.

The  proceedings  of  Colorado  for  1884  are  fully  and 
fairly  reviewed.

NORTH  CAROLINA— 1885. 
The  Grand  Commander,  in  his  address,  reports: 

Every  human  agency  is  more  or  less  paroxysmal.  Masonry, 
like  the  waves  of  the  ocean,  ebbs  and  flows.  Knight  Templarism  in 
this  Jurisdiction,  for  the  last  Masonic  year,  has  been  at  ebbtide.  The 
Report  of  the  Eminent  Grand  Recorder  shows  but  few  accessions  to 
our  ranks. 

The  address  is  devoted  principally  to  an  interesting 
history  of  Masonry  in  general. 
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As  an  addenda  we  find  the  following: 

In  the  evening,  the  banquet  at  the  Eagle  Hotel  was  a  "Grand" 
affair.  The  supper,  the  wine,  the  toasts  and  the  responses  were  all 
good,  and  the  presence  of  the  ladies  added  very  greatly  to  the  enjoy- 
ment of  the  evening.  Every  one  was  loud  in  praise  of  the  hospital- 
ity of  the  Sir  Knights  of  Cyrene  Commandery  No.  5. 

Sir  Knight  Southgate  again  makes  the  Report  on 
Correspondence.     We  quote  from  his  opening : 

We  thought  our  report  in  1883,  which  was  our  first,  would  be 
our  last;  but  by  a  kind  Providence  we  have  been  permitted  once 
more  to  enjoy  our  wonted  health,  and,  having  been  assigned  the 
onerous  but  pleasant  duty  of  Reporter,  we  have  endeavored  to  per- 
form the  work  to  the  best  of  our  ability,  as  time  could  be  taken  from 
pressing  business  engagements.

We  had  promised  ourselves  much  pleasure  from  the  perusal  of 
the  Proceedings  this  year,  and  we  have  not  been  disappointed.  We 
are  glad  to  note  general  prosperity  in  all  the  borders  of  Templarism. 

Our  proceedings  for  1884  are  reviewed.

OHIO— 1885. 

As  a  prelude,  we  find  an  account  of  a  grand  parade 
— that  was  to  be ;  but — 

A  steady  rain  set  in  at  noon,  and  continued  up  to  the  hour  for 
marching.  After  a  general  consultation,  it  was  decided  by  those  in 
authority  to  abandon  the  grand  parade,  greatly  to  the  disappointment 
of  thousands  of  spectators,  who  lingered  on  the  streets  hoping  that 
the  rain  would  cease  and  the  parade  might  take  place. 

To  make  up  for  this : 

In  the  evening  there  was  tendered  by  the  hospitable  Knights 
of  Cleveland,  in  the  spacious  and  elegantly-decorated  Woodland 
Avenue  Rink,  one  of  the  finest  receptions  yet  given  in  honor  of  the 
Templars  of  Ohio,  and  the  occasion  was  enjoyed  by  Knights,  citizens 
and  ladies,,  numbering  over  five  thousand  participants. 

Yet  some  will  find  fault  with  the  social  feature  of  the 
Triennials. 

Of  the  condition  of  the  Order  the  Grand  Com- 
mander in  his  address  says : 
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While  the  increase  in  membership  is  not  so  large  as  it  has  been 
in  former  years,  the  result  is  by  no  means  discouraging  when  we  re- 
view the  past  year  with  all  of  its  financial  failures  and  general  depres- 
sion in  every  avenue  of  trade. 

The  "Cernean  Supreme  Council,"  the  "Ancient  Ac- 
cepted Scottish  Rite,"  are  referred  to  by  the  Grand  Com- 
mander in  his  address,  but  in  such  a  way  as  not  to  be 
intelligible  without  the  aid  of  further  explanation.  The 
report  of  the  Committee  on  Jurisprudence  on  the  ques- 
tion does  not  throw  much  if  any  light  on  the  subject. 
The  report  "was  received  and  ordered  printed  in  the 
proceedings  for  future  action. "  We  do  not  find  that  any 
further  action  was  taken,  except  to  reject  an  amendment 
afterwards  offered,  and  to  reject  a  resolution  which  would 
repeal  a  resolution  passed  in  1883,  recognizing  the  North- 
ern and  Southern  Jurisdictions  of  A.  A.  Scottish  Rite 
as  the  only  regular  bodies  in  the  United  States. 

The  questions  involved  have  caused  some  very  bit- 
ter feeling,  and  we  will  not  attempt  to  explaiu  them  or 
give  an  opinion,  further  than  to  say  such  quarrels  are 
very  unfortunate  and  usually  the  blame  is  not  wholly  on 
one  side.  We,  however,  concur  in  one  part  of  the  report 
of  the  Committee: 

We  would  especially  refer  to  and  utter  a  word  of  wTarning 
against  the  danger  which  now  threatens  American  Masonry  in  all  its 
branches,  high  or  low,  the  danger  of  encouraging,  or  tolerating,  or 
recognizing  in  any  way  the  establishing  of  a  second  governing  body 
in  any  territory  already  occupied  by  a  regular  Masonic  body.  Be- 
lieving that  the  only  safety  for  our  American  Masonry,  high  grade 
or  low  grade,  is  in  our  firm  adherence  to  and  support  of  that  old 
"Masonic  legend,"  "There  can  be  but  one  regular  Grand  Lodge  in 
any  State  or  Territory  of  these  United  States,"  and  that  this  ancient 
Masonic  legend  is  equally  applicable  to  and  necessary  to  every  other 
branch  of  Masonry. 

Sir  Knight  Carson  in  his  Report  on  Correspondence 
devotes  several  pages  to  the  question.  It  is  in  fris  usual 
style  and  not  at  all  adapted  to  quieting  the  troubled 
waters. 

He  kindly  reviews  our  proceedings  for  1884.

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PENNSYLVANIA— 1885. 

The  proceedings  commenced  with  a  grand  parade 
and  review,  in  the  style  of  the  usual  Triennial. 

There  was  an  address  of  welcome  by  the  Mayor  and 
response  by  the  Grand  Commander.  In  addition  to  this 
the  officers  were  publicly  installed. 

We  quote  from  the  Grand  Commander's  address: 

Our  triumphant  advance,  our  sound  condition,  the  increase  of 
our  ranks,  our  good  name — these  and  such  kindred  pleasant  themes 
form  the  burden  of  our  detailed  report. 

The  Report  on  Correspondence  is  made  by  Sir  Win. 
J.  Kelly.  The  report  is  made  in  thirty  pages,  yet  he 
does  just  what  he  promises  in  his  opening: 

I  shall  write  and  report  upon  what  has  been  handed  me,  with 
no  thought  above  a  plain,  honest  and,  as  I  hope,  fair  and  courteous 
review. 

In  regard  to  some  of  the  reports  he  says  with  much 
truth  : 

I  have  endeavored  to  read  the  reports  of  all  the  above  men- 
tioned States  carefully,  in  order  to  cull  the  wisdom  contained  therein 
for  the  instruction  and  edification  of  our  frat^rs,  but  am  much  dis- 
appointed to  find  a  simple  repetition  of  the  reports  of  a  couple  of 
years  back,  without  a  new  subject  being  broached  or  a  new  thought 
born. 

On  the  action  taken  regarding  the  Grand  Encamp- 
ment we  will  comment  elsewhere.

TENNESSEE— 1886. 
From  the  Grand  Commander's  address  we  quote : 

I  have  great  pleasure  in  reporting  to  you  that  commendable 
Knightly  harmony  and  discipline  prevail  among  the  officers  and 
Knights  of  the  various  constituent  Commanderies  throughout  the 
State,  and  although  the  general  financial  depression  and  stagnation  in 
business  may  have  been  unfavorable  to  our  more  rapid  growth,  still 
we  have  substantially  increased. 

From  the  Appendix  we  learn  that  there  was  a  public 
parade,  and  divine  service  at  the  First  Baptist  Church  ; 
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the  sermon  by  the  Grand  Prelate  is  published  in  full. 
There  was  a  "Grand  Conclave  of  Sorrow."  and  a  banquet 
and  grand  ball. 

The  Report  on  Correspondence  is  made  by  Sir  Knight 
Foster,  Grand  Recorder.  Our  proceedings  for  1885  are 
fairly  and  quite  fully  reviewed.

TEXAS— 1886. 

There  was  an  address  of  welcome  by  the  Mayor,  elo- 
quently responded  to  by  the  Grand  Prelate. 

From  the  Grand  Commander's  address  we  quote: 

I  am  pleased  to  be  able  to  report  that  during  the  past  year  the 
administration  of  the  affairs  of  this  Jurisdiction  has  been  accom- 
plished with  no  occasion  for  my  interference.  No  conflicts  have 
arisen  between  Subordinate  Cominanderies,  nor  in  any  of  them,  and 
our  relations  to  our  sister  Grand  Commanderies  continue  as  hereto- 
fore, with  unbroken  Knightly  courtesy. 

A  short  Report  on  Correspondence  is  made  by  Sir 
Knight  McCoy.  Our  Proceedings  for  1885  are  reviewed, 
and  receive  kindly  notice. 

We  may  be  allowed  to  remark  that  concise  reports 
are  coming  into  favor.  From  his  closing  we  take  the  fol- 
lowing : 

In  this  report,  we  have  made  no  attempt  at  display  in  the  way 
of  being  either  profound  in  Masonic  lore  or  exceedingly  sharp  in 
criticism,  but  have  confined  ourselves  to  the  task  of  giving  a  very 
brief  resume  of  the  condition  of  the  Order,  as  shown  by  the  printed 
Proceedings  of  the  various  Grand  Bodies,  which  have  been  received 
by  us  within  the  last  year.

VERMONT— 1886. 

Acting  Grand  Master  Roorae  was  present,  and  was 
received  and  welcomed  in  an  appropriate  manner. 

From  Grand  Commander  Chapman's  address  we 
quote : 
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A  year  uneventful  perhaps  in  this  Jurisdiction,  and  marked  by 
little  that  is  out  of  the  commonplace  run  of  general  business ;  yet  our 
records  show  that  it  has  been  a  year  of  prosperity  in  the  Order,  and 
that  peace  and  harmony  have  prevailed  in  all  the  Commanderies. 

And  the  Grand  Recorder  says: 

It  is  exceedingly  gratifying  to  be  able  to  announce  that  not- 
withstanding the  long  and  depressing  influences  upon  every  kind  of 
business  our  ranks  are  constantly  increasing,  and  I  have  to  report 
that  an  unusually  large  number  have  been  added  to  the  rolls  of  the 
Commanderies  since  the  last  report. 

The  Report  on  Correspondence  is  from  the  pen  of 
Sir  Knight  Fisher,  and  is  in  his  usual  able  and  interest- 
ing style. 

Our  Proceedings  for  1885  are  fully  reviewed.  He 
approves  our  views  on  the  Grand  Encampment,  and  in 
his  closing  gives  some  sensible  advice,  which  we  here 
quote,  although  we  desire  to  consider  this  question  sepa- 
rately : 

This  one  word  of  advice  we  do  give,  and  that  is.  Let  each  Juris- 
diction require  that  its  Representatives  pay  attention  to  the  business 
of  the  Triennial  Conclave,  whoever  else  parades,  eats  and  dances. 
Certainly  this  might  be  required  of  those  delegates  whose  expenses- 
Grand  Commanderies  assume.  Also,  let  the  members  of  the  Grand 
Encampment,  permanent  and  otherwise,  attend  to  business  or  else 
afterwards  hold  their  tongues.  The  complaints  of  the  past  three 
years  have  come  in  a  large  measure  from  those  who  made  it  their 
business  at  San  Francisco  to  be  anywhere  rather  than  in  the  Grand 
Asylum.    Work  is  the  best  cure  of  discontent  and  complaints.

VIRGINIA— 1885. 

In  the  following  quotation  it  will  be  seen  that  the 
Grand  Commander  opposes  some  of  the  laws  of  the 
Grand  Encampment;  rightfully,  too,  we  think: 

I  am  convinced  that  the  growth  of  our  Commanderies  is  very 
seriously  retarded  by  the  operation  of  the  law  of  the  Grand  En- 
campment which  declares:  "That  it  is  not  necessary  that  a  peti- 
tioner for  the  orders  of  Knighthood  be  a  member  of  either  Lodge  or 
Chapter."  See  Section  2  of  Article  XXXII.,  Code  of  Statutes,  Grand 
Encampment.  Section  18  of  the  same  Code,  declaring  that  the  pre- 
scribed fees  of  a  Commandery  cannot  be  remitted,  directly  or  indi- 
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rectly,  also  operates  against  many  of  our  Commanderies,  which,  by 
their  location,  are  compelled  to  draw  their  material  from  remote 
sections  of  their  lawful  jurisdictions,  and  petitioners  must  travel  by 
long  and  expensive  routes  to  receive  the  orders.  It  seems  to  me  that 
such  Commanderies  should  be  allowed  to  regulate  this  matter  as  is 
most  for  their  interest  to  do,  providing,  of  course,  that  they  do  not 
confer  the.  orders  for  a  less  sum  than  the  minimum  amount  pre- 
scribed by  the  constitution.  Returning  to  the  subject  of  non-affilia- 
tion in  Lodge  and  Chapter.  It  needs  no  argument  to  prove  a  self- 
evident  fact.  The  life  and  success  of  the  Commandery  depends 
upon  the  life  and  activity  of  the  Lodge  and  Chapter  from  which  its 
life  blood  comes.  That  the  prosperity  of  our  Chapters  has  been  seri- 
ously and  disastrously  affected  by  the  operation  of  the  "law"  above 
quoted.  I  have  no  doubt. 

The  committee  on  the  address  strongly  approved 
this  view,  and  a  committee  was  appointed  to  urge  its 
adoption  by  the  Grand  Encampment. 

A  Committee  on  Correspondence  was  appointed. 
Sir  Wm.  B.  Isaacs,  Grand  Recorder,  is  chairman,  so  we 
may  expect  a  report  next  year. 

Sir  Francis  A.  Reed,  re-elected  Grand  Commander; 
Sir  Wm.  B.  Isaacs,  re-elected  Grand  Recorder. 


WISCONSIN— 1885. 

Grand  Commander  Benzenberg  states  the  condition 
of  the  Order  as  follows : 

The  general  condition  of  the  Order  in  this  State  is  very  satis- 
factory ;  peace,  harmony  and  prosperity  prevailing  almost  univer- 
sally. Increased  interest  in  the  welfare  and  in  the  objects  of  our 
institution  has  manifested  itself  everywhere. 

Under  the  head  of  Grand  Encampment,  among 
other  sensible  suggestions,  we  find  the  following,  which 
has  our  approval  and  expresses  our  views,  substantially 
as  we  stated  last  year  in  reviewing  Vermont: 

If  the  Grand  Commanderies  would  criticise  the  action,  or 
rather  non-action  of  their  representatives,  they  would  be  more  con- 
sistent, and  perhaps  more  particular  in  seeing  who  their  officers 
should  be  in  the  Triennial  year.  There  is  a  great  deal  written  about 
the  uselessness  of  the  Grand  Encampment.  Who  is  responsible  for 
its  uselessness  but  its  members,  and  who  are  its  members? 

A  Committee  on  Triennial  Conclave  was  appointed 
and  one  thousand  dollars  appropriated  to  be  expended 
in  providing  suitable  headquarters  and  Knightly  hospi- 
tality at  the  ensuing  Triennial. 
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Sir  William  C.  Swain  makes  a  full  and  complete 
Report  on  Correspondence.  Colorado,  1884,  receives 
kindly  notice. 

We  take  from  his  conclusion  the  following : 

The  Trinity  question  has  fallen  entirely  into  the  background , 
und  the  great  bujrbears  are  the  usdessness  of  the  Grand  Encampment, 
and  tactics  and  drill ;  and  these  questions  will  continue  at  the  front, 
the  former  as  long  as  it  continues  in  existence, — which  we  trust,  in 
a  modified  form,  will  be  forever — and  the  latter  as  long  as  we  have 
on  one  hand  men  who  have  passed  the  sugar  plum  period,  and  desire 
the  solid  good  of  the  Order;  and,  on  the  other,  the  neophytes  who 
are  fond  of  the  display,  and  who  will  appear  on  the  other  side  later 
in  life.  But  underneath  it  all,  charity  and  hospitality  will  prevail, 
and  we  will  agree  to  disagree, — and  there  will  be  no  serious  quarrel. 

H.  Benzenberg,  reelected  Grand  Com- 
mander; Sir  John  W.  Laflin,  re  elected  Grand  Recorder. 


THE  GRAND  ENCAMPMENT. 

Last  year,  in  reviewing  Pennsylvania  for  1884,  we 
said: 

The  Grand  Encampment  receives  notice,  not  entirely  compli- 
mentary, and  a  committee  of  five  was  appointed  to  take  into  consider- 
ation the  relations  between  this  Grand  Commandery  and  the  Grand 
Encampment  of  the  United  States,  said  committee  to  report  at  the 
next  Annual  Conclave. 

We  hope  the  report  and  action  thereon  will  be  as  judicious  and 
sensible  as  the  action  of  the  Grand  Commandery  of  New  York  on 
the  same  subject. 

In  an  Appendix  to  this  year's  Proceedings  we  find  a 
report,  as  it  is  called  by  this  committee,  covering  fourteen 
closely-printed  pages.  It  reviews — but  not  entirely  fairly, 
we  think — the  history  of  the  Grand  Encampment,  and 
borrows  trouble  that  does  not,  and  probably  never  will, 
exist.  This  special  Committee,  of  which  Sir  Samuel 
Harper  was  Chairman,  reported  certain  propositions  to 
amend  the  Constitution  of  the  Grand  Encampment,  which 
were  adopted  and  ordered  to  be  sent  to  each  Grand  Com- 
mandery with  a  request  for  co-operation,  which  was  done. 
They  are  as  follows : 

Firstf  That  the  Grand  Encampment  of  Knights  Templar  of  the 
United  States  abandon  the  system  of  centralized  and  exclusive  power 
which  it  now  maintains,  and  return  to  the  general  system  devised  by 
its  founder*. 
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Second,  That  its  laws  be  revised  and  so  simplified  as  to  include 
-general  principles  only,  leaving  to  Grand  Commanderies  the  power 
which  of  right  belongs  to  them  to  legislate  upon  all  matters  of  detail. 

Third,  That  sovereign  power  be  recognized  as  vested  in  Grand 
Commanderies,  and  such  general  powers  only  in  the  Grand  Encamp- 
ment as  may  be  expressly  delegated  to  it. 

Fourth.  That  under  the  general  legislation  of  the  Grand  Encamp- 
ment jurisdiction  be  vested  in  Grand  Commanderies  over  the  subjects 
•of  Uniform,  Ritual  and  Membership. 

Fifth,  That  in  order  that  the  Grand  Encampment  may  in  peace 
and  quietness  provide  the  legislation  necessary  to  carry  out  the  fore- 
going changes,  it  is  in  duty  bound  to  positively  prohibit  all  parades 
and  entertainments  at  the  time  and  place  when  and  where  its  Con- 
claves 6hall  be  held. 

It  should  be  said  of  this  report,  in  the  language  of 
Sir  Knight  Caswell,  of  California,  in  his  Report  on  Cor- 
respondence : 

In  it  is  strongly  set  forth  all  the  shortcomings  of  the  Grand 
Encampment,  as  complained  of  by  different  Grand  Commanderies  ; 
but  no  word  of  disloyalty  is  uttered,  and  the  disbandment  of  that 
.  body  is  not  even  hinted  at. 

These  resolutions  are  given  in  full  in  the  addresses 
of  several  Grand  Commanders,  and  referred  to  by  some 
others.  In  reviewing  Arkansas,  we  quote  the  Grand 
Commander's  strong  language  declaring  loyalty  to  the 
Grand  Encampment.  We  have  also  quoted  the  rather 
non-committal  language  of  the  Grand  Commander  of 
Alabama.  We  also  quote  the  sensible  advice  of  the  Grand 
Commander  of  Vermont. 

Connecticut.-— The  Grand  Commander,  in  his  ad- 
dress, refers  to  the  Pennsylvania  resolutions,  and  they  are 
published  in  full.  The  Committee  on  Jurisprudence  re- 
port the  following,  which  were  adopted: 

Resolved — First,  That  the  Grand  Commandery  of  Connecticut 
hereby  declares  its  unswerving  allegiance  to  the  Grand  Encampment 
of  the  United  States. 

Second,  That  the  laws  of  the  Grand  Encampment  should  be  so 
revised  and  simplified  as  to  leave  to  the  several  Grand  Commanderies 
the  powers  which  should  by  right  belong  to  them,  to  legislate  upon 
all  matters  of  detail. 

Third,  That  under  the  general  legislation  of  the  Grand  Encamp- 
ment, jurisdiction  should  be  vested  in  the  Grand  Commanderies  over 
the  subjects  of  Uniform,  Ritual  and  Membership. 

— and  also  the  fifth  resolution  adopted  by  Pennsylvania. 

Illinois. — The  resolutions  were  considered  but  not 
approved,  as  shown  by  our  quotation  in  reviewing  that 
State. 
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Indiana. — The  Grand  Commander  gives  the  resolu- 
tions, and  asks  their  consideration.  They  were  referred 
to  a  special  Committee,  whose  report  was  adopted.  We 
give  part  of  it  : 

•We  recommend  that  the  matter  of  the  proposed  legislation  be 
left  in  the  hands  of  the  constitutional  Representatives  of  this  Grand 
Commandery  in  the  Grand  Encampment  to  vote  for  such  measures- 
as  they  believe  will  best  advance  the  general  interests  of  the  Order, 
believing  that  needed  legislation  as  to  uniform,  ritual,  discipline  and 
membership  can  be  best  secured  through  the  means  of  the  Grand 
Encampment,  and  that  the  conservatism  of  those  members  of  the 
Grand  Commanderies  who  constitute  the  Grand  Encampment  will 
prevent  any  infringement  upon  the  rights  of  Grand  or  Subordinate 
Commanderies. 

Iowa. — In  1882  this  Grand  Commandery  adopted 
resolutions  somewhat  antagonistic  to  the  Grand  Encamp- 
ment. This  year  the  Grand  Commander  refers  to  the 
matter,  and  we  take  the  following  from  his  address: 

At  your  Annual  Conclave  in  1882  you  adopted  certain  resolu- 
tions defining  the  position  of  this  Grand  Commandery  relative  to  the 
powers  of  the  Grand  Encampment.  This  question  is  now  receiving 
attention  at  the  hands  of  a  number  of  other  Grand  Commanderies, 
and  considerable  discussion  is  being  indulged  in,  not  altogether  favor- 
able to  the  central  body.  If  the  Grand  Encampment  has  departed 
from  the  Constitution  of  the  fathers,  the  evil  can  better  be  remedied 
by  other  means  than  by  secession.  My  judgment  is  that  it  is  better 
"to  bear  those  ills  we  have,  than  fly  to  others  that  we  know  not  of," 
and  I  am  persuaded,  from  experience  at  home  during  the  past  year, 
that  should  the  Grand  Encampment  resolve  unanimously  to  go  out 
of  existence  to-morrow,  a  dozen  Grand  Encampments  would  spring 
up  all  over  the  land,  each  one  claiming  to  be  the  legitimate  and  only 
true  one,  and  proceed  to  peddle  the  orders  of  Knighthood  for  what- 
ever they  could  get  for  them. 

The  special  Committee  on  Grand  Encampment,  in 
their  report  which  was  adopted,  quote  the  Pennsylvania 
resolutions  with  approval ;  they  also  state  the  grievances- 
substantially  as  stated  by  the  Pennsylvania  Committee, 
but  more  concisely.     They  report : 

That  the  committee  have  duly  considered  the  subject— no  new 
matter  in  this  jurisdiction,  nor  indeed  in  many  others  where  the 
vital  "questions  presented  are  receiving  attention  at  the  hands  of  a 
number  of  other  Grand  Commanderies,"  as  we  learn  from  the  well- 
timed  address  of  our  Grand  Commander.  With  him,  your  com- 
mittee do  not  feel  called  upon  to  discuss  the  subject  of  the  dissolu- 
tion of  that  Grand  Body,  or  of  withdrawing  from  it.  But  we  da 
consider  it  eminently  proper  that  this  Grand  Commandery  should 
reaffirm  the  position  assumed  by  this  body  in  1882,  and  followed  by 
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so  many  others  since,  and  to  insist  that  due  heed  and  proper  consid- 
eration be  given  to  our  grievances  and  those  under  which  a  majority 
of  the  Grand  Commanderies  are  laboring. 

The  great  evil  lies  in  the  centralizing  power  and  tendency  of  the 
Grand  Encampment,  its  chief  officers  and  committees.  It  is  well 
known  that  there  is  practically  no  change  in  either.  Triennial  after 
triennial  only  one  of  the  former  goes  out,  that  each  remaining  may 
be  advanced  a  step;  and  so  not  only  all  the  honors,  but  the  powers 
for  good  and  evil  (in  which  the  latter  greatly  predominates),  are  cen- 
tered and  remain  in  the  few.  Under  the  present  law,  the  large  juris- 
dictions, as  New  York,  Pennsylvania,  Illinois,  etc,  have  no  more 
votes  or  voice  in  the  management  of  the  affairs  of  the  Grand 
Encampment  than  any  four  of  the  subordinates  under  its  im- 
mediate jurisdiction,  which  do  not  pay  one-tenth  of  the  revenue 
or  tax  levied  for  the  support  of  the  Grand  Encampment.  Of  the 
several  standing  and  special  committees,  by  the  favoritism  of  the 
Grand  Master,  seven-tenths  of  their  membership  has  been  centered 
in  three-tenths  of  the  constituent  bodies.  In  most  cases  several  life 
members  serving  on  even  three  and  four  committees,  while  many 
Grand  Commanderies  have  none  at  all.  The  evils  growing  out  of  this 
are  that  the  complaints  of  the  constituent  Grand  Commanderies  are 
not  considered,  and  so  go  unredressed.  But  the  greatest  evil  lies  in  the 
fact  that  so  much  arbitrary  power  is  vested  in  the  Grand  Encamp- 
ment and  its  Grand  Master  that  the  rights  of  the  Grand  Command- 
eries are  ignored.  It  is  also  true  that  the  three  great  purposes  for 
which  the  Grand  Encampment  was  instituted  have  utterly  failed  of 
accomplishment,  viz:  "Uniform,  ritual,  and  discipline."  While  it  is 
lamentably  too  true  that  the  Grand  Encampment  has  lent  the  whole 
force  of  its  influence  and  example  to  a  subject  never  contemplated  in 
its  constitution — that  of  parades,  which,  as  practiced  at  the  Triennial 
Conclaves,  are  utterly  subversive  of  the  purpose  for  which  the  Order 
was  instituted,  viz:  Legislation  for  the  general  good. 

The  brief  period,  less  than  an  hour,  which  we  have  had  to  pre- 
pare the  report,  precludes  your  committee  from  enlarging  upon  any 
of  these  topics.  With  the  Grand  Commander,  we  are  disposed  to 
right  these  evils,  if  possible,  within  the  Grand  Encampment,  and  not 
out ;  by  constitutional,  rather  than  by  violent  methods. 

Your  committee  fully  endorse  the  action  of  the  old,  and  large, 
and  intelligent  Grand  Commandery  of  Pennsylvania,  rather  than 
that  of  the  more  violent  resolves  of  some  others.  We  therefore  ask 
the  Grand  Commandery  of  Iowa  to  wheel  into  line  and  adopt  the 
resolves  of  that  Grand  Commandery. 

Kentucky. — From  the  Report  on  Correspondence 
by  Sir  Knight  Woodruff  we  quote: 

The  wisdom  of  the  present  organization  of  the  Grand  Encamp- 
ment has  been  fully  sustained  by  time  and  experience,  so  that  no 
radical  changes  are  now  required,  and  no  diminution  of  its  powers  is 
to  be  contemplated,  as  the  great  success  of  the  Order  is  owing  to  and 
dependent  upon  the  ample  authority  of  a  firmly  established  govern- 
ing body,  and,  in  the  axiomatical  language  of  Grand  Master  Hub- 
bard, 'Die  larger  the  number  the  greater  the  necessity  of  having  a  chief 
governmental  head  over  all." 
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Maryland. — The  Grand  Commander  in  his  address 
is  not  very  complimentary  to  the  Grand  Encampment. 
The  committee,  whose  report  was  adopted,  say  : 

Upon  the  subject  of  the  Grand  Encampment,  your  Committee 
do  not  entirely  agree  with  the  remarks  of  the  Grand  Commander. 
Your  committee  believe  there  should  be  an  arbiter  upon  all  mooted 
questions  of  difference  between  Grand  Commanderies.  and  that  the 
Grand  Encampment  is  the  proper  body  to  adjust  such  differences, 
and  that  if  it  has  not  now  the  power  to  settle  such  questions,  abund- 
ant authority  should  be  given  it.  They  further  believe  that  the 
itinerant  system  now  followed  is  not  only  just  to  the  different  Grand 
Organizations,  but  beneficial  to  the  Order  at  large,  as  it  gives  the 
members  of  the  Order  ample  opportunity  to  form  the  acquaintance 
of  large  numbers  of  their  fraters  who  would  not  attend  the  meetings 
of  the  Grand  Encampment  if  always  held  in  one  locality. 

The  following  resolution  from  the  report  of  another 
committee  on  the  same  subject  was  adopted : 

Fesolved,  That  the  Grand  Commandery  of  Maryland  recom- 
mend that  Section  4,  of  Article  L,  of  the  Const i tut ion'of  the  Grand 
Encampment  be  so  amended  as  to  read  :  "  That  the  first  three  officers 
of  each  Commandery  holding  its  charter  immediately  from  the 
Grand  Encampment  shall  be  entitled  to  speak  upon  any  question, 
when  in  order,  but  shall  not  be  entitled  to  vote  thereon." 

Mass.  and  R.  I. — A  resolution  the  same  as  the  last 
above  quoted  was  adopted  A  permanent  location  is 
recommended. 

Michigan. —  The  Pennsylvania  resolutions,  with 
some  slight  modifications,  were  adopted. 

Mississippi — From  the  Report  on  Correspondence, 
1885,  made  by  Sir  Knight  Erwin,  we  quote: 

As  a  fraternal  reunion,  where  the  leading  minds  of  the  Order 
are  brought  in  contact,  and  friendships,  ramifying  to  every  corner  of 
our  common  country,  are  formed,  it  cannot  but  be  that  good  is  done. 
Usually  to  know  our  fellow-men  better  is  to  love  them  better,  and  if 
our  Triennial  Conclaves  do  nothing  else  than  bring  the  great  Tem- 
plar heart  together,  strengthening  old  ties  and  forming  new  ones, 
they  are  worth  all  their  trouble. 

New  Hampshire. — Sir  Knight  Bell  in  his  Report 
on  Correspondence,  in  reviewing  Iowa,  says : 

Sir  Knight  Guilbert  is  a  writer  of  well-known  Masonic  fame, 
and  if  we  may  not  always  agree  with  him  in  his  conclusions,  we 
must  give  him  credit  for  decided  views.  His  especial  bete  noir  has 
for  long  yeare  been  the  National  Grand  Bodies,  of  whose  possible 
usurpations  he  has  great  fears.     He  says  hard  things,  and  even 
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descends  to  calling  names,  and,  if  he  could  transfer  them  to  his 
paper,  we  almost  think  he  would  make  up  faces  at  the  Grand  En- 
campment. If  our  frater  will  pardon  the  suggestion,  far  more  effect 
is  produced  by  candid  arguments  than  violent  denunciation.  The 
writer,  in  the  course  of  almost  thirty  years'  observation  of  the  course 
of  Masonic  discussion,  during  the  most  of  which  he  has  had  occasion 
to  write  Reports  on  Correspondence,  has  had  opportunity  to  learn  of 
how  little  utility  such  discussions  are.  The  General  Grand  Bodies 
have  during  all  that  time  been  denounced  by  not  a  few,  who,  for 
various  reasons,  have  doubted  their  usefulness"  but  the  great  mass  of 
the  Craft  have  steadily  persisted  in  the  belief  that,  somehow,  suffi- 
cient good  came  from  them  to  justify  their  existence.  And  when  it 
seemed  that  they  were  about  to  succumb  to  the  attacks  made  upon 
them,  their  foes  themselves  have  proved  their  strongest  defenders. 

Ohio. — From  the  Report  on  Correspondence,  by  Sir 
Knight  Carson,  we  quote : 

While  there  are  a  very  few  of  our  accomplished  and  intelligent 
Templars  antagonistic  to  the  National  Body,  it  is  gratifying  to  know 
that  the  great  mass  of  the  Order  are  devotedly  loyal  to  it.  As  for 
ourselves,  we  are  firm  in  the  conviction  that  the  National  Grand 
Body  is  essential  to  the  stability,  grandeur  and  influence  of  the  Order 
in  the  United  States.  We  believe  that  it  is  stronger  to-day  in  its 
support  with  the  rank  and  tile  of  the  Order  than  it  was  ten  years 
ago,  and  we  have  no  reason  to  fear  for  its  future. 

Tennessee. — The  report  of.  the  committee  recom- 
mending that  this  Grand  Commandery  "join  the  Grand 
Commandery  of  Massachusetts  and  Rhode  Island,"  in 
proposing  certain  amendments,  was  adopted. 

Texas. — The  Grand  Commander  calls  attention  to 
these  resolutions,  giving  them  in  full  in  his  address,  and 
adds: 

I  regard  the  Grand  Encampment  of  the  United  States  as  a 
Supreme  Body,  whose  existence  is  necessary  to  the  welfare  of  our 
Order.  If  its  Constitution  is  defective,  the  Representatives  of  the 
Grand  Commanderies  can  correct  it  by  amendment.  I  therefore 
recommend  that  these  resolutions  be  not  adopted,  but  that  such 
action  be  taken  upon  the  subject  as  may  best  promote  the  good  of 
our  Order. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  was  adopted,  as  follows: 

In  regard  to  the  Pennsylvania  and  Iowa  resolutions  referred  to 
in  the  Grand  Commander's  address,  your  Committee  recommend  that 
this  Grand  Commandery  extend  to  "the  Grand  Encampment  of  the 
United  States  assurances  of  its  loyalty  and  support  in  the  exercise  of 
its  Constitutional  functions  as  they  now  exist.  We  have  no  fear  of 
encroach mente  by  that  Grand  Body  on  the  rights  and  privileges 
which  Subordinate  Grand  Commanderies  covet.  In  former  years, 
this  Grand  Body  has  expressed  itself  as  favorable  to  a  National  Tem- 
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plar  organization,  and  we  believe  that  the  rights  of  State  Command- 
cries  to  regulate  their  internal  affairs  are  not  curtailed  further  than 
is  necessary  in  an  organization  co-extensive  with  the  limits  of  the 
Republic. 

Vermont. — Grand  Commander  Chapman,  in  his  ad- 
dress, says: 

The  wisdom  of  the  Grand  Encampment  in  devoting  time  to 
public  parades  and  sanctioning  social  festivities  may  be  honestly 
questioned,  and  efforts  to  regulate  these  matters  cannot  meet  with 
disapproval.  Without  entering  in  detail  into  other  causes  of  com- 
plaint, and  admitting  that  the  Grand  Encampment  has  at  times  pur- 
sued a  vacillating  policy ;  admitting  that  there  are  errors  in  the  doings 
of  the  Grand  Body  which  will  require  careful  and  judicious  action,  I 
hold  that  ever  since  the  Grand  Encampment  was  endowed  with 
extraordinary  central  power,  the  Order  has  had  one  long  season  of 
prosperity  and  usefulness;  that  the  Grand  Encampment  has  been  a 
great  balance  wheel  to  regulate  differences,  and  has  kept  ever  in  view 
that  unity  and  harmony  which  is  the  strength  of  our  Order.  I  trust 
I  echo  the  sentiments  of  the  Grand  Commandery  of  Vermont  when 
I  say:  All  hail!  to  the  Grand  Encampment  of  the  United  States; 
when  I  tender  the  true  and  loyal  support  of  the  Sir  Knights  of  the 
Green  Mountains. 


We  have  in  former  years,  in  closing  our  report, 
called  attention  to  the  questions  then  under  general  con- 
sideration by  Grand  Commanders,  Grand  Commanderies 
and  Reporters  on  Correspondence.  This  year  the  Grand 
Encampment  seems  to  be  the  principal  bone  of  conten- 
tion, or  question  for  discussion.  We  have  given  it  more 
space  and  attention  than  at  first  intended. 

It  is  curious  to  note  the  widely  different  grounds  on 
which  the  complaints  are  based.  One  party,  and  in  it 
notably  Sir  Knight  Guilbert,  of  Iowa,  and  Sir  Knight 
Harper,  of  Pennsylvania,  complain  of  the  centralized 
and  exclusive  power  which  it  maintains  and  exercises. 
They  insist  that  the  Grand  Encampment  leave  to  the 
Grand  Commanderies  exclusive  control  of  the  subjects  of 
Uniform,  Ritual  and  Membership.  We  submit  that  out- 
side of  these  matters  there  could  be  but  little  for  the 
Grand  Encampment  to  do  unless  it  be  to  parade.  In 
other  words,  they  complain  bitterly  of  the  action  of  the 
Grand  Encampment.  Another  class  is  equally  loud  in 
complaining  because  the  Graud  Encampment  does  not, 
or  rather  for  years  did  not.  adopt  a  ritual,  establish  tac- 
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tics  and  drill,  prescribe  uniform  and  pass  other  needed 
laws;  in  fact,  they  complain  of  the  inaction  of  the  Grand 
Encampment. 

If  the  Grand  Encampment,  legislates  and  adopts 
measures  for  the  government  of  the  Order,  it  becomes  a 
4lsystem  of  centralized  and  exclusive  power."  When  it 
fails  to  legislate,  we  hear  the  ominous  words,  "  The  iise- 
lessness  of  the  Grand  Encampment  must  end,  or  this 
Grand  Commandery  ought  to  withdraw  from  its  control." 

We  are  willing,  as  we  have  done  heretofore,  to  admit 
there  is  some  cause  for  both  complaints  Perfection  on 
earth,  we  are  told,  has  not  more  than  once  been  attained. 
But  we  most  strenuously  insist  that  the  strong  and  flour- 
ishing condition  of  the  Order  to-day  is  largely  due  to  the 
beneficial  influences  of  the  Grand  Encampment.  And 
this  discussion,  we  believe,  will  only  add  to  its  usefulness 
and  its  power  for  good,  through  the  increased  respect 
entertained  for  it. 

One  of  the  strongest  objections  urged  against  the 
Grand  Encampment  is  the  usual  parade  and  social  festiv- 
ities. Having  this  in  view,  we  could  not  help  noticing 
this  same  feature  attending  many  of  the  annual  Conclaves. 
We  have,  in  reviewing  several  of  the  States,  called  atten- 
tion to  this  matter,  and  have  put  ourselves  on  record 
against  such  displays;  especially  when  carried  to  the 
extent  of  publicly  installing  Grand  Officers.  With  this 
tendency  so  prominently  displayed  in  the  Grand  Com- 
manderies,  can  we  expect  anything  else  in  the  Grand 
Encampment? 

We  believe,  with  the  Grand  Commander  of  Vermont: 

That  the  Grand  Encampment  has  been  a  great  balance  wheel  to 
regulate  differences,  and  has  kept  ever  in  view  that  unity  and  har- 
mony which  is  the  strength  of  our  Order. 

And  we  believe  we  stand  with  the  great  majority  of 
the  Order. 

Regarding  Tactics  and  Drill,  we  notice  that  many 
Grand  Commanderies  have  adopted  Grant's  Tactics. 

We  have  tried  to  keep  this  report  "  within  due 
bounds,"  as  in  former  years,  and  but  for  the  Grand  En- 
campment question  could  have  done  so.  On  this  we 
would  like  to  say  more,  but  may  have  said  too  much. 
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We  desire  to  thank  all  the  members  of  Guild  for  the 
uniform  kindness  and  fairness  we  have  ever  received  in 
their  reviews  and  criticisms.  We  fully  reciprocate  the 
kindly  feelings  expressed. 

Again  we  note  that  peace  and  harmony  prevail 
throughout  the  Templar  world.  With  the  hope  and 
desire  that  this  happy  condition  may  ever  continue,  we 
close  our  report.

CODE  OF  STATUTES 


GRAND  60MM  ANDERY  OF  KNIGHTS  TEMPLAR 

OIF  COLORADO. 


ARTICLE  I. 

Name. 


Section  1.  This  body  shall  be  known  and  desig- 
nated as  the  Grand  Commandery  of  Knights  Templar 
and  the  Appendant  Orders  of  Colorado. 

ARTICLE  II. 

Jurisdiction. 

Section  1.  Its  jurisdiction  shall  be  within  the  terri- 
torial limits  of  Colorado. 

ARTICLE  III. 

Objects. 

Section  1.  In  said  Grand  Commandery  alone  is 
vested  the  right  and  duty  to  superintend  and  govern  all 
Commanderies  of  Knights  Templar  and  the  Appendant 
Orders  within  this  jurisdiction,  subject  only  to  the  Con- 
stitution and  Statutes  of  the  Grand  Encampment  of 
Knights  Templar  of  the  United  States  of  America. 

Sec.  2.  It  may  therefore  make  laws,  pass  regula- 
tions, and  repeal,  alter  and  amend  the  same.  It  may 
grant  warrants  and  dispensations  for  holding  Command- 
eries of  Knights  Templar,  and  for  good  cause  annul  and 
revoke  the  same.  It  may  assign  the  limits  of  all  Com- 
manderies under  its  jurisdiction,  and  settle  all  controver- 
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sies  that  may  arise  between  them,  and  censure,  suspend 
or  expel  members  for  wilful  violation  of  its  statutes, 
regulations  or  edicts.  It  may  assess  and  collect  from  the 
several  Commanderies  within  its  jurisdiction  such  sums 
of  money  as  may  be  necessary  for  expenses,  and  may 
consider  all  matters  and  do  all  things  appertaining  to 
the  well-being  and  perpetuation  of  the  Order,  and  exer- 
cise all  the  rights  of  sovereignty  within  the  limits  of  its 
jurisdiction,  but  always  subordinate  to  the  Grand  En- 
campment of  the  United  States. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

Officers  and  Members. 

Section  1.  The  Grand  Commandery  shall  consist 
of  the  officers  and  members  enumerated  in  Section  1, 
Article  II.,  of  the  Constitution  of  the  Grand  Encamp- 
ment of  Knights  Templar  for  the  United  States  of 
America.  The  first  nine  of  such  officers  shall  be  elected, 
and  the  remaining  officers  appointed  by  the  R.  E.  Grand 
Commander  elect. 

ARTICLE  V. 

Meetings. 

Section  1.  The  Annual  Conclave  of  this  Grand 
Commandery  shall  be  held  at  the  City  of  Denver  on  the 
Friday  succeeding  the  third  Tuesday  of  September  of  each 
year. 

ARTICLE    VI. 

Fees,  Dues  and  Finances. 

Section  1.  Each  Commandery  under  the  jurisdic- 
tion of  this  Grand  Commandery  shall  demand  and  re- 
ceive for  conferring  the  Order  of  Knighthood,  a  sum  not 
less  than  seventy-five  dollars  ($75). 

Sec.  2.  For  instituting  a  new  Commandery  within 
this  jurisdiction,  the  fees  shall  be:  For  Dispensation, 
ninety  dollars  ($90);  and  for  Charter,  the  further  sum  of 
ten  dollars  ($10). 

Sec.  3.  Each  Subordinate  Commandery  within  this 
jurisdiction  shall  pay  into  the  treasury  of  this  Grand 
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Coinmandery  the  sum  of  five  dollars  for  each  Knight 
Templar  dubbed  and  created  in  such  Commandery;  and 
the  further  sum  of  fifty  cents  annually  for  each  member 
belonging  to  such  Commandery.  Every  Subordinate 
Commandery  shall  make  annual  returns,  to  include  all 
work  done  since  the  date  of  their  last  returns,  a  list  of 
officers,  and  an  alphabetical  list  of  members,  and  return 
the  same  to  the  Grand  Recorder,  with  their  dues,  at  least 
ten  days  before  each  Annual  Conclave. 

Sec.  4.  The  R.  E.  Grand  Commander  of  this  Grand 
Commandery  shall  appoint  a  committee  of  three  (3)  Sir 
Knights,  members  of  this  Grand  Commandery,  who  shall, 
as  a  Committee  on  Finance,  inspect  and  audit  the 
accounts  of  the  Grand  Recorder  and  Treasurer,  and  re- 
port the  result  at  each  regular  Annual  Conclave. 

ARTICLE  VII. 

Committees  and  Correspondence. 

Section  1.  Immediately  upon  the  meeting  of  this 
Grand  Commandery,  the  Grand  Commander  shall  ap- 
point the  following  standing  Committees,  of  three  Sir 
Knights  each,  viz: 

1.  On  Credentials. 

2.  On  Returns  and  Work  of  Commanderies. 

3.  On  Petitions,  Grievances  and  Appeals. 

4.  On  Printing  and  Miscellaneous  Business. 

To  these  committees  shall  be  referred  all  the  appro- 
priate returns  and  documents  appertaining  thereto;  these 
committees  shall  hold  to  the  close  of  the  session. 

Sec.  2.  The  Grand  Commander  shall  also,  prior  to 
the  close  of  the  session,  appoint  a  committee  of  three,  of 
whom  the  Grand  Recorder  shall  be  one,  upon  Foreign 
Correspondence,  which  shall  act  for  one  year  and  report 
at  the  next  Annual  Conclave;  also  a  committee  of  three 
on  Templar  Jurisprudence. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 

Section  1.  No  amendment  or  alteration  can  be 
made  to  these  statutes  unless  by  a  resolution  in  writing, 
stating  distinctly  the  alteration  or  amendment  proposed, 
which  must  be  carried  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the 
members  present. 
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STANDING  ORDERS. 


Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Recorder  be  Instructed  to  draw  a  warrant  on  the 
Grand  Treasurer,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  August  in  each  year,  for  such  an 
amount  as  may  be  necessary  to  pay  the  dues  due  from  this  Grand  Commandery  to 
the  Grand  Encampment  of  the  Knights  Templar.— 1876,  page  13. 

Resolved,  That  this  Grand  Commandery  donates  to  the  M.  W.  Grand  Lodge 
Library  all  the  proceedings  of  its  sister  Grand  Commanderies  and  other  printed 
documents  in  its  possession,  and  that  may  be  received  from  time  to  time,  on  the  con- 
dition that  the  rights  and  benefits  of  the  Library  be  extended  to  the  members  of  this 
Grand  Commandery.— 1878,  page  18. 

By  Chapter  44  of  the  Code  of  Statutes,  the  Grand  Commandery  is  prohibited 
from  making  any  change  in  the  uniform  as  adopted  by  the  Grand  Encampment  in 
1862. 

The  purchase  of  "uniform"  uniforms  can  best  be  regulated  by  the  Subordi- 
nate Commanderies  taking  the  matter  under  their  own  immediate  control,  and 
making  contracts  with  a  particular  manufacturer  for  supplying  their  wants.  And 
Subordinate  Commanderies  are  hereby  instructed  to  see  that  uniforms  hereafter 
obtained  by  or  for  their  members  be  made  in  every  respect  according  to  the  statutes 
of  the  Grand  Encampment.— 1882,  page  14. 

Resolved,  That  the  Ritual  as  promulgated  by  the  General  Grand  Encampment 
of  the  United  States  at  the  Triennial  Conclave  held  in  1883,  and  known  as  the  "Short 
Form"  of  Ritual,  be  and  hereby  is  adopted  as  the  work  of  said  Order  in  this  Grand 
Jurisdiction.— 1885,  page  14. 

That  hereafter  each  application  to  receive  the  Orders  of  Knighthood  in  thla 
Jurisdiction  shall  bear  upon  its  face  the  following  words :  "This  candidate,  if  re- 
jected, shall  not  be  entitled  to  any  other  information,  save  that  he  is  rejected."— 
1885,  page  14. 

A  rejected  candidate  shall  not  be  entitled  to  any  other  information,  save  that 
he  is  rejected ;  and  any  Sir  Knight  who  shall  communicate  to  him  any  information 
as  to  who  was  present,  or  who  advocated  or  opposed  his  admission,  shall  be  subject 
to  charges,  and,  upon  conviction,  expelled  from  the  Order.  It  is  hereby  declared  to 
be  the  duty  of  the  Eminent  Commander  or  Recorder  of  each  Commandery  subordi- 
nate to  this  Grand  Commandery  to  publish  this  statute  to  his  Commandery  when- 
ever a  petition  for  the  Orders  shall  be  voted  upon  by  his  Commandery.— 1885,  j>age  15. 

Resolved,  That  the  advice  of  Grand  Commander  Maxwell  in  his  address, 
upon  the  impropriety  of  establishing  new  Commanderies,  unless  sufficiently  far  re- 
moved from  old  Commanderies  as  not  to  interfere  with  their  efficiency,  receives  the 
hearty  endorsement  of  this  Grand  Commandery— 1885,  page  19. 

No  Dispensation  should  be  issued  for  Commanderies  IT.  D.,  without  each  appli- 
cant be  clear  on  the  books  of  his  Commander)'  to  the  date  of  the  next  Annual  Grand 
Conclave,  or  present  a  dimit.— 1886,  page  20. 

Resolved,  That  the  "Tactics  and  Manual  for  Knights  Templar,"  by  H.  B. 
Grant,  be  adopted  for  the  use  ard  government  of  Subordinate  Commanderies  of  Col- 
orado.—1886,  page  23. 
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DECISIONS 

NOW  IN  FORCE,  AS  APPROVED  BY  THE  GRAND  COMMANDERY. 


Only  those  who  joined  in  the  petition  for  the  Dispensation,  and  those  who  re- 
ceived the  orders  in  the  Commandery,  compose  a  Commandery  Under  Dispensation. 
New  members,  other  than  those  who  received  the  orders  in  the  Commandery,  can- 
not be  received  by  a  Commandery  while  under  Dispensation.— H.  M.  Orahood,  1880, 
page  6. 


The  Recorder  should  only  receive  money  or  its  equivalent,  and  at  once  de- 
posit it  with  the  Treasurer,  and  no  money  should  be  withdrawn  from  the  Treasurer's 
hands,  except  by  order  of  the  Commandery  or  E.  C.  when  properly  authorized.— 
M.  Spongier ,  1882,  page  7. 


The  Em.  Commander  of  a  Commandery  stated  by  letter  that  8ir ,  J.  W., 

had  removed  from  the  State  and  desired  a  dimit,  but  that  he  did  not  see  how  it 
could  be  granted.  I  wrote  him  to  grant  the  dimit  if  the  Sir  Knight  was  in  good 
standing  and  his  dues  were  paid. 

A  Commandery  U.  D.  can  perform  only  such  acts  as  are  denned  in  the  Dis- 
pensation, 1.  e.:  to  meet  as  a  Commandery  and  to  confer  the  Orders  of  Knighthood. 
They  cannot  admit  unaffiliated  Knights  to  membership  while  under  Dispensation. 

The  Commander  of  Mt.  of  the  Holy  Cross  Commandery  No.  5  applied,  under 
date  of  July  5, 1883,  for  the  privilege  to  act  upon  a  petition  for  membership  prior  to 
the  expiration  of  the  required  six  months  from  the  date  of  a  former  rejection  of 
same  applicant,  on  the  ground  that  the  member  who  had  cast  the  only  black  ball  at 
the  previous  ballot  dimitted,  and  the  applicant  desired  to  visit  San  Francisco  as  a 
Knight,  in  August.  I  decided  that  the  rejection  of  the  applicant  was  perfectly 
legal,  and  there  was  no  good  reason  why  he  should  not  wait  the  usual  period.— 
Jf.  H.  Fitch,  1883,  page  5. 


To  the  last  decision  the  Grand  Commandery  adopted  the  report  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Jurisprudence,  which  said  : 

This  decision  is  approved  and  heartily  recommended  for  the  guidance  of 
Grand  Commanders  in  similar  cases  in  future.— 1883,  page  10. 


My  correspondence,  in  the  nature  of  advice  and  instructions  to  Sir  Knights 
engaged  in  the  starting  of  new  Commanderies,  has  been  somewhat  extensive,  and  I 
report  some  of  the  features,  which  may  appear  trivial  to  you,  for  the  instruction  of 
such  as  are  not  so  well  informed  and  may  desire  to  inaugurate  new  Commanderies 
hereafter. 

Sir  Knights  engaged  in  the  inauguration  of  new  Commanderies  should  first 
of  all  obtain  from  the  Grand  Recorder  a  copy  of  the  last  proceedings  of  this  Grand 
Commandery,  and  a  copy  of  the  Code  of  Statutes  of  the  Grand  Encampment  of  the 
United  States. 
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Affiliated  Sir  Knights  should  not  apply  for  dimits  in  order  to  sign  a  petition 
for  dispensation. 

Sir  Knights  already  possessing  dimits  should  forward  them  with  the  petition. 

Applications  should  show  from  whence  the  applicants  hail. 

A  recommendation  of  a  petition,  though  of  a  general  character  and  not 
specific  according  to  formula,  should  be  understood  as  covering  all  points  that  are 
essential  for  the  Grand  Commander  to  know. 

All  papers  essential  for  a  dispensation  become  part  of  the  permanent 
records  of  the  Grand  Recorder's  office,  and  mutilated  papers  therefore  cannot  be 
accepted. 

Promises  to  forward  essential  papers  at  some  future  period  after  the  issuance 
of  dispensation  are  useless.    The  papers  must  be  supplied  in  advance. 

Labored  assertions  to  the  Grand  Commander  that  applications  are  correct 
and  ought  to  be  satisfactory,  should  be  avoided  as  superfluous  and  bordering  on 
Impertinence. 

Petitions  must  be  endorsed  by  the  nearest  Commandery,  and  not  necessarily 
by  the  most  convenient. 

The  officers  of  a  Commandery  under  dispensation  cannot  be  installed,  but, 
on  receipt  of  their  authority,  assemble  the  Sir  Knights,  read  the  same,  open  a  Com- 
mandery and  proceed  to  work. 

The  Grand  Commander  cannot  take  five  or  six  Sir  Knights  to  visit  a  neigh- 
boring town,  there  open  a  Commandery  and  make  enough  Knights  to  apply  for  a 
dispensation;  and  no  Grand  Commander  would  do  so  if  he  could. 

All  signers  to  the  application  for  dispensation  and  all  knighted  in  that  Com- 
mandery, have  the  right  to  vote  on  petitions  in  a  Commandery  under  dispensation. 

The  three  principal  officers  of  a  Commandery  under  dispensation,  as  such, 
cannot  form  and  open  a  Commandery  for  the  transaction  of  business  as  three  Sir 
Knights  hailing  from  three  different  Commanderies  under  the  sanction  of  a  warrant 
from  some  Grand  Commandery. 

Question—'  'Can  a  non-affiliate  in  Lodge  and  Chapter  receive  the  orders  in 
Colorado?"  Answer  in  /nil—1  "The  Code  of  Statutes  of  the  Grand  Encampment  of 
the  United  States  declares  it  unnecessary  for  an  applicant  for  the  orders  to  be  a 
member  of  Lodge  or  Chapter ;  yet  another  section  declares  that  expulsion  or  sus- 
pension from  his  Masonic  rights  by  Lodge  or  Chapter  deprives  a  Knight  of  all  rights 
and  privileges  In  his  Commandery  and  of  all  intercourse  with  the  Order.  The 
Grand  Lodge  of  Colorado  has  a  law  that  all  non-affiliates  not  making  application  for 
membership  within  twelve  months  shall  be  deprived  of  all  the  rights  and  benefits 
of  Masonry.  A  Grand  Master's  ruling  on  this  has  been  approved  by  Jurisprudence 
Committee  and  by  Grand  Lodge,  that  the  penalty  for  non-affiliation  can  be  inflicted 
only  after  charges  and  trial.  There  is,  therefore,  no  law  to  prevent  the  orders  being 
conferred  on  a  non-affiliated  Master  and  Royal  Arch  Mason.  Yet,  if  such  person 
has  been  a  non-affiliated  Master  for  twelve  months,  he  is  every  day  living  in  opposi- 
tion to  a  Grand  Lodge  law,  for  which  he  is  liable  at  any  moment  to  be  placed  under 
charges  and  convicted;  in  which  event  he  would  be  deprived  of  all  rights  and  priv- 
ileges in  his  Commandery,  and  of  all  intercourse  with  the  Order.  Therefore,  while 
the  non-affiliate  is  eligible  for  the  orders  if  not  deprived  of  his  Masonic  rights,  it  is 
certainly  not  prudent  to  confer  them  upon  him  during  existing  Grand  Lodge  laws."
